On  motion  of  R.  E.  Comp.  W.  S.  R.  Murch,  seconded 
by  R.  E.  Comp.  R.  H.  Spencer,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  of  Representatives  was  received 
and  adopted. 

The  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.  announced  that  all  Royal 
Arch  Masons  in  good  standing  and  properly  vouched 
for  would  now  be  admitted  as  visitors  during  the  sessions 
of  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Scribe  N.  read  the  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  Grand  Chapter  during  business. 
The  Grand  Scribe  E.  commenced  to  read  the  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Convocation, 
held  in  the  City  of  Toronto  on  Wednesday,  the  26th  of 
February,  191 3,  when  it  was  moved  by  R.  E.  Comp. 
W.  S.  R.  Murch,  seconded  by  R.  E.  Comp.  S.  S.  Gorrell, 
and 

Resolved, — That  as  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Con- 
vocation, held  on  the  26th  February,  1913,  have  been  printed  and 
copies  thereof  sent  to  all  the  Chapters  under  this  jurisdiction, 
the  recorded  minutes  be  considered  as  read,  and  the  same  be 
now  confirmed. 
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The  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.  directed  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
to  call  the  roll  of  representatives  of  sister  Grand  Chap- 
ters and  invited  those  in  attendance  to  seats  on  the  dais, 
where  he  greeted  them,  the  Companions  of  Grand  Chap- 
ter standing.

The  grand  honors  having  been  accorded  the  represen- 
tatives of  sister  Grand  jurisdictions,  and  a  most  accept- 
able and  happy  response  made  by  M.  E.  Comp.  J.  Ross 
Robertson,  representing  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York, 
Grand  Chapter  was  called  to  order,  when  the  M.  E.  the 
Grand  Z.  read  the  following: 
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ADDRESS. 

Companions  of  the  Most  Excellent   Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

In  formally  welcoming  you  to  the  Fifty-sixth  Annual 
Convocation,  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  tell,  that  the  year 
ending  31st  December  last  has  been  one  of  the  best  in  the 
history  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction,  finan- 
cially and  numerically.  We  have  had,  as  well,  that  har- 
mony which  should  always  prevail  among  Masons  of 
every  degree.  It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  I  notice  the 
large  attendance  at  our  Annual  Convocations.  It  shows 
that  the  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  is  well  maintained. 

Membership. 

Our  membership  has  increased  during  the  year  by 
over  thirteen  hundred.  On  the  31st  December,  1912,  it 
stood  at  16,983,  and  on  31-st  December,  1913,  at  18,333. 
Full  particu'laris  of  the  condition's,  suspensions,  with- 
drawals and  deaths  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
R.  E.  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Finances. 

Our  finances  are  in  a  very  healthy  state  as  appears  by 
the  reports  of  the  R.  E.  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the 
R.  E.  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  We  had  a  balance  to  our 
credit  in  the  bank  on  the  31st  January,  1914,  of  $7,094.78, 
and  it  will  be  well  for  the  Executive  Committee  at  the 
proper  time  to  consider  whether  we  can  afford  to  invest  a 
further  sum.  We  have  now  invested  in  good  securities 
the  sum  of  $31,304.54,  with  an  average  rate  of  interest 
of  4.67%.  From  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and 
Grand  Treasurer  showing  that  the  sum  of  $1,500  could 
be  invested,  after  thorough  inquiry,  three  debentures 
(village  of  Weston)  were  purchased  for  the  sum  of 
$1,632.79,  which  bear  interest  at  6%  per  annum.  The 
Toronto  General  Trusts  Company  with  whom  we  had 
invested  for  Grand  Chapter  the  sum  of  $2,000  at  4!%, 
having  offered  a  five  years'  renewal  at  the  increased  rate 
of  5%  per  annum,  it  was  accepted. 
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Benevolence. 

The  sum  expended  by  Grand  Chapter  for  this  pur- 
pose last  year  was  $1,600.00  and  by  subordinate  Chapters 
$4,435.58,  a  total  of  $5,935.58.  As  our  funds  are  getting 
into  such  an  excellent  position,  it  might  be  well  for  the 
Committee  on  Benevolence  to  consider,  if,  in  the  future, 
and  the  outlook  gives  promise  of  continued  prosperity, 
larger  grants  should  not  be  made.  As  usual  some  Chap- 
ter? neglect  to  send  in  their  applications  in  time,  so  that 
they  cannot  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  rules.  This 
is  quite  unjustifiable  and  something  should  be  done  to 
remedy  the  evil. 

It  might  also  be  well  to  consider  whether  or  not  Chap- 
ters dilatory  in  sending  in  returns  and  fees  should  not  be 
punished  by  fine.  Penal  clauses  in  our  laws  are  objection- 
able, but  when  responsible  officers  are  deliberately  un- 
miindful  of  their  duty  and  thus  occasion  unnecessary  delay 
and  consequent  inconvenience,  surely  the  Chapters  caus- 
ing this  should  be  penalized  in  some  way. 

There  are  many  Companions  filling  the  office  of  Scribe 
E.  who  are  able,  correct  and  prompt,  but  I  regret  to  say 
that  there  are  others  who,  through  ignorance  or  careless- 
ness, are  lax,  inefficient  and  procrastinating.  This  causes 
no  end  of  trouble  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  blocks  his  work, 
causes  unnecessary  labor  at  a  critical  period  and  throws 
his  office  out  of  joint  badly.  It  might  be  well  to  consider 
whether  on  account  of  the  failure  to  send  in  the  proper 
returns  and  monies  on  the  date  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution, the  Chapter  should  not  be  refused  representation 
at  Grand  Chapter,  and  in  the  case  of  every  subordinate 
Chapter  which  is  not  represented  yearly,  or  very  often, 
whether  any  Chapter  failing  to  make  its  return  for  more 
than  a  year  should1  not  be  summoned  to  show  cause  why 
it  should  not  be  suspended  and  its  warrant  arrested. 

Fraternal  Dead. 

There  is  one  visitor  whose  call  defies  the  janitor's 
vigilance  and  on  whose  summons  there  is  placed  the 
imperative  mark  that  means  direct  obedience.     The  angel 
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of  death  has  taken  from  the  membership  of  the  Chapters 
over  a  hundred  and  seventy  Companions  whose  passing 
will  be  felt  in  a  more  or  less  degree.  Many  were  prob- 
ably quiet  and  unobtrusive  when  in  our  gatherings,  yet  as 
deeply  imbued  witli  the  principles  of  the  institution  as  the 
most  studious  of  its  votaries.  Others,  again,  let  their  love 
tor  the  Royal  Craft  manifest  itself  in  the  active  life  of 
its  business  or  ceremonial  working.  All  cannot  attain  to 
official  rank  or  position,  but  the  humblest  Craftsman  has 
a  right  to  as  great  reward  as  the  highest,  and  having  faith- 
fully performed  bis  task  is  certain  to  leave  behind  a 
cherished  memory,  albeit  his  circle  may  be  small. 

Among  those  whose  faces  were  familiar  at  these 
annual  gatherings  and  w'hose  fraternal  greeting  we  an- 
ticipated with  keen  pleasure,  but  w'hose  voices  are  now 
stilled  in  the  silent  grave,  and.  whose  hand  touch  has 
vanished  for  ever,  are : 

R.  E.  Comp.  William  Theodore  Toner,  Past  Grand 
Superintendent  of  the  Georgian  District  and  Grand  Rep- 
resentative of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina. 
There  was  no  more  regular  attender  at  Grand  Chapter 
Convocations  than  Comp.  Toner,  and  as  a  member  of  its 
Executive  Committee  for  many  years,  he  was  a  willing 
worker.  His  death,  which  came  suddenly,  on  May  23rd, 
191 3,  occasioned  deep  sorrow  in  his  home  town  of  Col- 
liingwood  and  to  Miasonic  circles  throughout  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

R.  E.  Comp.  William  George  Eakins,  Past  Grand 
Superintendent  of  the  Toronto  district,  whose  death  on 
December  21st,  191 3,  created  a  void  in  the  Masonic  body 
of  the  Queen  City,  was  a  very  active  member  in  any 
branch  of  the  institution  in  which  he  interested  himself. 

R.  E.  Comp.  Fenner  F.  Dalley  was  a  leading  per- 
sonality in  the  Masonic  affairs  of  the  City  of  Hamilton 
since  !he  first  allied  himsel'f  with  the  Craft  many  years 
ago.  As  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  he  was  prominent  and  had 
charge  of  the  Hamilton  district  as  Grand  Superintendent 
in  1885.    He  died  August  12th,  1913. 
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R.  E.  Comp.  William  Simpson  was  a  devoted  Mason 
for  man>-  years  in  Toronto,  and  was  much  attached  to  the 
Royal  Craft,  presiding  over  the  Toronto  district  in  1895. 
He  passed  away  June  3rd,  1913. 

R.  E.  Comp.  James  J.  Dunlop,  Grand  Superintendent 
of  the  Alberta  district  died  in  the  city  of  Edmonton,  while 
holding  office,  on  June  12th,  19 13,  to  the  great  sorrow  of 
the  Royal  Arch  community  in  that  province.  The  R.  E. 
Comp.,  who  was  Past  Grand  Master  of  his  Grand  Lodge, 
was  deservedly  popular.

which  he  has  been  Deputy  Minister  for  over  27  years.    As 
Royal  Arch  Masons  we  appreciate  what  he  has  done  for 
the  Order:  the  country  has  shown  appreciation  for  his 
loyal  and  faithful  work  for  the  province,  and  now  his  life 
work  has  received  its  "hall  mark"  in  the  recognition  so 
worthily  given  by  His  Majesty,  in  which  we  all  rejoice.

at  last  Annual  Convocation,  having  caused  a  vacancy 
therein,  I  appointed  R.  E.  Companion  W.  N.  Ponton,  K.C. 
of  Belleville,  to  fill  the  same.  R.  E.  Companion  J.  J.  Dun- 
lop,  Grand  Superintendent,  Alberta  N.  District  No.  17, 
having  died  I  appointed  V.  E.  Companion  Duncan  C. 
Robertson,  of  Edmonton,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  As 
he  has,  I  understand,  filled  the  duties  of  the  office  effec- 
tively, I  recommend  that  Grand  Chapter  confer  upon  him 
the  rank  of  Past  Grand  Superintendent.  I  regret  to 
report  that  last  month  this  worthy  Comipaniom  wate 
operated  upon  for  appendicitis,  but  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
he  is  making  good  recovery,  and  I  am  sure  we  all  trust  he 
may  soon  gain  his  usual  health. 

Official  and  Fraternal  Visits. 

I  happened  to  be  in  the  city  of  St.  John,  N.B.,  last 
August  when  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick  was 
in  session.  I  was  cordially  received  and  expressed  in  the 
name  of  Grand  Chapter,  as  well  as  my  own,  our  sincere 
desire  for  their  good  and  welfare. 

I  have  visited  about  twelve  Chapters,  attended  to  the 
business  of  Grand  Chapter  at  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.  on  several  occasions  and  at  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  I  have  also  attended  nine 
Chapters  of  Instruction:  Toronto  (2),  St.  Catharines, 
Hamilton,  Cobourg,  Chatham,  London,  Guelph  and  Ber- 
lin. On  every  occasion  I  have  been  very  cordially  re- 
ceived. Several  Chapters  of  Instruction  and  visits  to 
private  Chapters,  I  have  had  to  decline  on  account  of 
previous  engagements. 

Ceremonies. 

Our  Ceremonies  for  consecration,  dedication,  etc.,  are 
not  what  I  should  describe  as  ideal.  They  might  well  be 
revised  or  remodelled.  Indeed  many  suggestions  are 
made  about  the  work  as  a  whole  and  a  revision  is  even 
talked  of..  This  is  entirely  for  Grand  Chapter  to  take  the 
initiative.  I  consider  our  work  wi&s  emasculated  in  a 
questionable  manner  many  years   ago,   and  doubtless   if 
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Grand  Chapter  ordered  a  revision  considerable  benefit 
would  ensue.  The  M.  E.  M.  degree  should  be  erased 
altogether  or  remodelled.  The  Hamilton  Chapter,  No. 
175,  Hamilton,  Out.,  by  the  addition  of  some  floor  work, 
has  made  it  very  much  more  presentable,  than  usually 
given,  indeed  so  much  so  that  I  have  suggested  that  some 
Toronto  Chapter  should  invite  the  Hamilton  Chapter  to 
exemplify  the  degree,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  many  in 
the  city  and  from  outside  would  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  what  can  be  done  by  a  close  study 
to  put  some  life  into  what  at  present  is  a  lot  of  dry  bones. 

Dispensations. 

A  list  of  dispensations  issued  will  appear  in  the  report 
of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  as  well  as  other  routine  matters. 

Grand  Chapters. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  in  his  address  by  M.  E. 
Comp.  Harcourt,  K.C.,  P.G.Z.,  to  the  condition  of  affairs 
in  the  west.  This  year  iin  the  province  of  Alberta  two 
attempts  were  made  to  form  a  Grand  Chapter  for  that 
province  and  both  resulted  in  failure.  Apart  from  the 
judiciousness  thereof,  and  the  mode  adopted  in  calling 
meetings,  without  the  consent  of  Grand  Chapter  or  the 
Grand  First  Principal,  my  own  personal  view  is  this,  and 
I  have  no  hesitation  in  publicly  presenting  it  here,  as  I 
have  done  all  over  the  jurisdiction  wherever  I  nave  gone. 
I  would  like  to  see  a  Grand  Chapter  in'  every  province 
in  Canada,  when  they  are  in  a  condition  to  undertake  such 
a  responsibility.  Our  jurisdiction  is  now,  territorially, 
the  largest  iou  the  world,  this  is  said  advisedly,  not  boast- 
ingly,  as  it  extends  from  the  Ottawa  River  in  Ontario  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  and  northerly  to  the  Yukon.  It  is  far 
too  large  to  be  'handled  properly  by  a  chief  executive  offi- 
cer, who  cannot  afford  the  time  from  his  business  to  make 
yearly  visits  to  every  district,  and  without  these  the  work 
cannot  be  properly  inspected  by  him.  But  while  the  above 
is  so,  I  do  not  think  the  establishment  of  a  Grand  Chap- 
ter should  be  attempted  without  consultation'  with  the 
mother  Grand  Chapter,  and  I  am  sure  if  she  were  satis- 
fied that  the  child  could  walk,  s'he  would  readily  consent ; 
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but  if  the  infant  cannot  oven  crawl  and  goes  behind  the 
mother's  back  to  get  away,  not  in  the  interests  of  Capitular 
Masonry,  but  to  enable  ambitious  Companions  to  attain 
high  rank  sooner  than  it  is  desirable,  I  do  not  think  it 
should  succeed.  A  membership  of,  say  a  thousand,  is  too 
small  to  enable  any  province  to  maintain  a  Grand  Chap- 
ter, that  is,  in  the  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry.  What 
good  does  a  meeting  once  a  year  do  if  only  15  or  25 
attend,  spend  half  an  hour  in  hearing  an  address  and  a 
lew-  reports  read  and  then  elect  a  large  array  of  officers 
to  govern — what  ?  These  are  my  own  views,  and  I  care 
not  who  knows  them.  The  best  day's  work  this  Grand 
Chapter  ever  did  was  in  cutting  adrift  from  Grand  Lodge 
meetings.  We  never  had  such  large  and  enthusiastic 
meetings  as  we  have  had  ever  since.  When  a  small  Grand 
Chapter  meets  annually  it  must,  on  account  of  expense,  be 
tied  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  that  is  not  desirable  in  the 
interests  of  the  Royal  Craft. 

Since  writing  the  above  I  have  received  definite  infor- 
mation that  another  attempt,  and  a  more  insidious  one  is 
being  made,  because  it  has  not  the  publicity  of  the  former 
two,  to  form  a  Grand  Chapter  in  Alberta.  Resolutions 
have  been  prepared  and  sent  to  many  Chapters  worded 
all  alike,  showing  they  have  been  drawn  up  by  one  indi- 
vidual or  by  those  interested.  It  reads  as  follows  and  in 
some  instances  has  been  carried. 

"That Chapter  while  expressing  its  loyalty  to  the 

Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  still  resolves  that  the  time  has 
now  come  for  the  erection  of  a  Grand  Chapter  in 
Alberta." 

Strange  to  say  no  opportunity  was  given  to  those 
opposed  to  this  action  to  enable  them  to  be  present  and 
refute  the  specious  arguments  made  use  of.  Even  Grand 
Superintendents  were  ignored  and  not  considered  or  in- 
vited to  attend.  Incorrect  statements  were  made  that  all 
Chapters  in  Alberta  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
formation  of  a  Grand  Chapter  which  is  not  the  fact  by 
any  means,  and  the  further  claim  was  made  that  the  ex- 
penses would  only  be  25c  per  capita.  This  is  perfectly 
ridiculous,  if  correct.    Although  Alberta  had  1,096  mem- 
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bers  on  the  31st  December  last,  at  25c  per  head  that  would 
only  amount  to  $274.00.  I  submit  these  figures  speak  for 
themselves  as  it  would  require  at  least  $3,000  or  $4,000 
yearly  to  carry  on  a  Grand  Chapter  in  a  satisfactory 
financial  manner.  And  in  this  connection  I  cannot  do  bet- 
ter than  repeat  what  was  so  well  said  by  M.  E.  Cornp. 
Harcourt,  P.G.Z.,  in  his  address  at  last  Annual  Convo- 
cation. 

"Each  Province  will  some  day  have. a  Grand  Chapter 
of  its  own.  They  are  not  all  prepared  for  it  yet,  and 
segregation  should  be  postponed  until  every  Province  is 
convinced  that  it  is  strong  enough  to  support  a  Grand 
Chapter.  For  any  two  or  three  Provinces  to  break  away 
and  form  a  Grand  Chapter  would  not  be  expedient, 
neither  would  it  be  wise.  They  would  likely  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  agree  as  to  details  such  as  the  seat  of  government, 
and  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  when  the  population  of 
each  Province  became  more  numerous,  there  would  neces- 
sarily be  another  separation.  In  my  opinion  it  is  the  Ma- 
sonic duty  of  the  stronger  Provinces  to  remain  in  the 
combination  until  the  weakest  is  able  to  assume  the  bur- 
den and  responsibility  of  a  Grand  Chapter  of  its  own. 
I  also  think,  Companions,  that  so  long  as  we  remain  as 
we  are  it  is  only  reasonable  that  these  western  provinces 
s'hould  expect  the  annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter 
to  be  held  occasionally  in  one  of  their  centres."  With  all 
of  which  I  fully  agree. 

Circulars. 

Early  in  April  last  I  instructed  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
to  issue  a  circular  to  the  Grand  Superintendents,  calling 
attention  to  their  duties.  I  have  been  in  touch  with  many 
of  these  officers',  but  not  as  closely  as  I  would  like  in 
many  cases.  The  circular  speaks  for  itself.  (See  circular 
No.  1  appended.) 

Another  circular  was  issued  in  December  last,  calling 
attention  to  two  important  matters.  One  forbidding  send- 
ing out  by  mail  notices  of  Chapter  Convocations  m  open 
envelopes.  These  communications  often:  contain  notices 
which  should  be  known  to  none  but  members  of  the 
Chapter. 
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The  other  matter  was  with  reference  to  the  exemplifi- 
cation of  our  work  in  foreign  or  sister  jurisdiction's,  and 
of  the  exemplification  of  their  work  in  our  jurisdiction. 
A's  the  circular  clearly  sets  forth  I  am  heartily  in  favour 
of  am  exchange  of  fraternal  visits,  which  is  most  com- 
mendable and  truly  desirable,  and  I  am  ready  at  all  times 
to  welcome  visitors  from  sister  jurisdictions  or  to  visit 
them  when  I  can  do  so,  but  the  question  of  the  exemplifi- 
cation of  the  work  is  a  far  different  matter.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  our  work  must  be  confined  to  our  own  juris- 
diction and  that  Grand  Chapter  could  not,  without  amend- 
ing the  Constitution,  authorize  it  to  be  exemplified  out- 
side of  this  jurisdiction,  and  if  I  am  correct,  then  the 
Grand  First  Principal  has  no  authority  to  allow  it  to  be 
done.  Procedure  'has  been  to  apply  to  the  chief  executive 
officer  in  each  jurisdiction  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  allow 
the  Chapter  to  exemplify  the  work.  Now  what  is  a  dis- 
pensation, in  the  accepted  Masonic  sense?  It  is  to  con- 
firm, legalize  or  make  regular  what  has  unwittingly  been 
done  in  an  irregular  or  an  illegal  manner.  If  this  be 
accurate,  the  absurdity  of  our  procedure  heretofore  is 
manifest.  The  Chief  Executive  officer  is  asked  to  grant  a 
dispensation  to  allow  a  Chapter  to  knowingly  perform  an 
illegal  act.    This  I  refuse  to  do. 

There  are  objections  to  the  course  heretofore  pursued. 
In  one  case,  on  account  of  trouble  with  the  customs,  the 
Chapter  did  not  get  to  work  until  10  p.m.  Again  another 
Chapter  from  a  city  of  the  neighbouring  jurisdiction 
which  had  arranged  to  exemplify  their  work  in  Toronto 
found,  on  sending  a  committee  to  the  Chapter  rooni  that 
it  was  impossible  to  do  justice  to  their  work  in  apart- 
ments not  designed  for  the  proper  exemplification  thereof 
and  consequently  the  visiting  Companions  declined  to  pre- 
sent the  work,  but  this  did  not  interfere  with  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a  fraternal  visit  and  hearty  approval  was  ex- 
pressed by  one  of  their  distinguished  members  at  hearing 
the  circular,  above  referred  to,  read.  (See  circular  No.  2 
appended. ) 

Chapters  of  Instruction. 

Fifteen  Chapters  of  Instruction  have  been  held  in 
our  jurisdiction  during  the  year.    I  am  disappointed,  sin- 
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cerely  so.  I  did  expect  that  after  what  I  had  to  say  to  the 
Grand  Superintendents,  who  were  in  attendance  in  such 
large  numbers  at  our  last  Annual  Convocation  for  in- 
stallation, that  we  would  have  such  Chapters  in  all,  or 
nearly  all,  our  districts.  I  know  it  has  not  been  the  fault 
of  some  of  the  Grand  Superintendents,  they  have  tried 
and  tried  very  hard,  to  have  my  wishes  carried  out,  but 
on  account  of  not  being  able  to  get  some  one  Chapter  in 
the  district  to  consent  to  have  the  Chapter  of  Instruction 
held  in  its  Chapter  room,  the  matter  fell  through.  This 
in  nearly  all  oases  is  caused  by  the  question  of  expense. 
Chapters  think  that  a  banquet  is  absolutely  necessary  at 
such  functions.  This  idea  is  wrong,  absolutely  wrong. 
We  do  not  attend  such  gatherings  for  a  banquet,  but  for 
instruction  in  Capitular  Masonry,  its  work,  its  jurispru- 
dence and  its  Constitution.  Certainly  instruction  is  needed 
and  badly  in  many  places.  Indeed  in  nearly  all  districts 
there  is  a  lack  of  uniformity  and  how  can  there  be  any- 
thing else,  taking  the  instruction  we  have  been  giving  to 
our  Grand  Superintendents,  for  many  years,  into  consid- 
eration. 

In  one  district  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  had  not  been 
held  for  twenty-five  years.  In  another  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent had  never  seen  the  work  performed  except  in 
his  own  Chapter  and  alas,  in  that,  many  important  features 
were  incorrectly  given.  Again  the  rule  of  letting  the 
honour  go  round  very  often  results  in  putting  a  square  peg 
in  a  round  hole. 

There  are  three  remedies,  it  seems  to  me,  which  can 
be  applied  and  which  would  likely  have  a  beneficial  effect. 
The  Grand  Z.  should  not  approve  the  election  of  the 
Grand  Superintendents  until  be  has  had  them  examined  by 
a  properly  qualified  Companion,  and  a  certificate  of  pro- 
ficiency presented  to  him. 

Grand  Chapter  should  give  the  Grand  Z.  power  to 
order. a  Chapter  to  hold  a  Chapter  of  Instruction,  without 
expense,  when  the  Grand  Superintendent  reports  that  his 
efforts  have  been  in  vain.  Districts  should  adopt  the 
scheme  pretty  generally  followed  in  all  districts  in  Craft 
Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Ontario,  by  levying  at 
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their  annual  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the 
Grand  Superintendent,  a  per  capita  sum  by  each;  then 
say  $50.00  a  year  could  be  granted  to  the  Chapter  where 
the  Chapter  of  Instruction  is  to  be  held,  for  refreshments. 
In  this  way  every  Chapter  in  the  district  could,  within  a 
few  years,  be  able  to  have  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  held 
in  its  own  hall.  Something  should  be  done  to  strengthen 
the  hands  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Grand 
Superintendent  if  we  are  to  have  effective  work  carried 
on. 

In  speaking  as  above  about  the  lack  of  uniformity 
and  the  need  for  instruction,  I  am  not  complaining  or 
blaming  the  excellent  work  of  my  predecessors  who  were 
handicapped,  as  I  am,  by  the  system  we  have  had.  But 
I  do  want  to  see  a  change  so  that  my  successors  may  be 
able  to  report  that  we  have  that  improvement  in  our  work 
which  is  so  essential  and  our  officers  are  properly  in- 
structed. 

Grand  Chapters  of"  Quebec  and  New  York. 

When  I  was  Grand  Master  of  Craft  Masonry  in  this 
province,  1909-11,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  J.  Alexander 
Cameron  was  Grand  Master  of  Quebec  and  we  exchanged 
visits,  and  again  while  I  occupy  the  high  office  of  Grand 
First  Principal  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  he  fills  a  similar 
position  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec.  I  have  there- 
fore invited  him  to  visit  us  officially  at  this  Grand  Chapter 
Convocation,  w'bicn  I  trust  he  will  do. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New 
York  has  extended  courtesies  to  my  immediate  prede- 
cessor, M.  E.  Companion  F.  W.  Harcourt,  K.C.,  and  to 
myself,  and  I  have  also  requested  him  to  favour  us  with 
his  presence,  but  I  regret  he  finds  it  impossible  to  attend 
as  he  has  a  prior  engagement.  I  believe  in  fraternal  visits 
between  subordinate  Chapters  as  I  nave  remarked  else- 
where in  this  address,  and  I  firmly  believe  it  would  be 
well  if  we  could  have  a  yearly  visit  from  the  Chief  Execu- 
tive Officer  of  some  of  our  sister  Grand  Chapters.  Noth- 
ing but  good  and  the  best  of  feeling  could  result  from  such 
an  interchange. 
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Grand  Superintendents. 

Grand  Chapter  has  never  done  its  duty  by  the  Grand 
Superintendents.  They  have  been  elected  by  their  respec- 
tive districts,  approved  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  and 
then  sent  out  with  no  instruction  whatever.  The  result 
is  obvious.  Many  are  poorly  equipped  for  their  work, 
have  never  seen  it  performed  except  in  their  own  Chap- 
ters, and  then  it  was  not  given  accurately.  The  result  is 
lack  of  uniformity,  to  which  I  'have  already  referred.  The 
Grand  Lecturer,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Grand  Z., 
should  instruct  all  those  elected  to  that  office  at  the  Annual 
Convocation  in  our  work  and  ceremonies  and  in  Masonic 
jurisprudence  and  the  Constitution  before  they  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Grand  Z.  Those  who  are  not  present,  and 
except  in  case  good  reason  is  given,  no  one  who,  is  absent, 
should  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Z.  Further,  the  Grand 
First  Principal1  should  not  approve  those  who  are  absent, 
with  a  good  excuse,  until  they  have  been  examined  by  a 
properly  qualified  Companion  as  to  their  duties.  This 
would  help  to  a  certain  extent.  It  is  commendable  for  a 
Companion  to  desire  the  rank  of  Grand  Superintendent ; 
but  unless  he  is  properly  qualified  he  should  not  be  en- 
titled to  such,  or  seek  the  office.  It  makes  the  office  a  farce 
when  an  unqualified  Companion  takes  upon-  himself  duties 
which  he  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  perform.  It  is  not 
calculated  to  enhance  the  Royal  Craft  in  the  eyes  of  the 
young  Companion,  especially. 

Dispensations  for  New  Chapters. 

The  proper  documents  having  been  laid  before  me 
asking  for  dispensations  for  new  Chapters',  I  caused  such 
to  be  issued  to  the  following : 

Trinity  Chapter  -at  Melville,  Sask. 
Govan  Chapter  at  Govan,  Sask. 
Peel  Chapter  at  Brampton,  Ont. 
Keystone  Chapter  at  Red  Deer,  Alt  a. 
Orient  Chapter  at  Moosomin,  Sask. 
Capital  City  Chapter  at  Edmonton,  Alta. 
Couchiching  Chapter  at  Orillia,  Ont. 
Vermilion  Chapter  at  Vermilion,  Alta. 
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Dayton,  Ohio,  Disaster. 

After  reading  of  the  terrible  disaster  occasioned  by  the 
floods  in  and  about  Dayton,  Ohio,  I  caused  inquiries  to  be 
made  whether  we  could  assist.  I  found  that  the  city  of 
Saskatoon  haul  forwarded  $1,000,  but  that  it  had  been 
returned  with  a  note,  "No  foreign  contributions  are  now 
being  accepted."  This  probably  for  the  reason  that  local 
aid  was  abundant  and  adequate  to  meet  the  emergency. 
It  did  not  therefore  seem  necessary  for  further  steps  to 
be  taken. 

By-Law. 

I  was  requested  to  approve  the  following : 
"A  non-resident  of  this  Chapter  desiring  to  affiliate 
with  another  Chapter  and  to  retain  his  membership  in  this 
Chapter,  without  dues,  may  do  so  by  payment  of  the  sum 
of  $20.00  into  the  funds  of  this  Chapter,  providing  that 
should  he  again  become  a  resident  member  'he  shall  then 
pay  the  regular  Chapter  dues."  This  I  refused  to  approve 
on  the  ground  that  as  our  Grand  Chapter  Constitution 
only  recognizes  dimits  or  life  members/hip  I  could  not  do 
so. 

Questions  Submitted. 

Color  of  Ribbon. 

I  was  asked  with  reference  to  the  ribbon  adopted  by 
this  Grand  Chapter.  In  one  place  it  is  spoken  of  as 
"purple  irradiated  with  crimson,"  but  it  is  not  really  an 
irradiation  but  an  indentation.  The  Constitution,  Section 
129,  speaks  of  "an  indented  crimson  and  purple  ribbon." 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  -should  read  "crimson  and 
blue,"  but  until  it  is  properly  changed  we  must  take  it  as 
it  is.  The  regalia  for  our  Grand  Principals  has  the  crim- 
son in  the  centre,  not  purple  and  blue,  and  this  is  the 
English  custom  and  they  settle  it  clearly  by  putting  the 
word  "crimson"  within  brackets  so  that  there  may  be  no 
dispute.  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  crimson 
should  be  in  the  centre. 

Rulings. 

There  still  seems  to  be  doubt  in  some  districts  as  to  the 
power  of  the  Second  and  Third  Principals  to  confer  the 
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M.  M.  M.  and  M.  E.  M.  degrees.  It  has  been  the  law  in 
this  jurisdiction  for  many  years  that  they  can  do  so  ex- 
cept the  OB.,  which  must  be  given  by  the  First  Principal 
or  a  Past  First  Principal. 


I  'declined,  for  the  time,  the  irequest  of  M.  E.  Com- 
panion Wm.  G.  Rowland,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Washington,  forwarding  a  request  from  Bel- 
li ngfaam  Bay  Chapter,  No.  12,  for  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction 
to  conifer  the  degrees  on  a  brother  who  resided  within  our 
jurisdiction  at  Huntingdon,  B.C.  I  found  that  West- 
minster Chapter,  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides,  had 
not  been  asked  for  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  and  intimated 
that  when  this  was  received  it  would  afford  me  pleasure 
to  accede  to  any  reasonable  request.  I  have  since  learned 
that  the  brother  applied  for  the  degrees  in  the  Canadian 
Chapter. 


"Can  a  Companion  of  a  Chapter  hold  the  position  of 
First  Principal  who  resides  in  a  foreign  country,  although 
when  elected  and  installed,  he  was  a  'resident  of  this  juris- 
diction ?"  There  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution  to  prevent 
this,  although  doubtless  the  intention  was  that  all  officers 
should  be  residents  of  our  jurisdiction.  The  only  officer 
who  must,  when  chosen,  be  a  resident  is  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent. In  the  case  an  point  I  need  hardly  say  the  offi- 
cer resides  across  the  'international  boundary  and  is  quite 
able,  and  does,  I  understand,  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office. 


I  ire  fused  a  dispensation  to  allow  Companions  of  a 
Chapter  to  attend  Divine  Service  in  Royal  Arch  regalia. 
This  is  a  Craft  function  entirely. 


In  one  case  I  refused,  and  in  another  I  granted,  a  dis- 
pensation for  a  Chapter  to  alter  the  might  of  its  meeting 
to  enable  the  Companions  to  attend  a  meeting  of  a  body 
not  recognized  by  Masons  as  such.  In  the  one  case  no 
hardship  could  ensue  so  I  refused.    In  the  other  the  non- 
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Masonic  organization,  a  co-tenant  I  understand,  was  given 
the  right  to  use  the  room.  I  intimated  to  the  Chapter  that 
their  meeting  night  must  be  changed,  as  in  future  I  could 
not  grant  a  dispensation  under  similar  conditions.  The 
by-law  was  amended  accordingly. 


I  was  asked  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  conifer  'the 
degrees  on  a  civil  engineer  employed  at  work  on  a  new 
railway  in  process  of  building,  and  who  is  not  and  has  not 
been  for  years,  many  months  in  one  place.  I  requested 
further  in  formation,  and  later  it  was  learned  that  the 
brother  had  established  a  residence  qualification  in  the 
place  where  he  had  received  the  symbolic  degrees-,  and 
where  the  Chapter  is  now  located,  and  to  which  he  desired 
to  apply. 


I  refused  to  allow  a  Chapter  room  to  be  leased  to  a 
body  called  the  Eastern  Star,  as  it  is  not  recognized  as 
Masonic  by  Craft  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction. 


In  two  circulars  calling  meetings  which  I  received  dur- 
ing this  month  the  officers  are  called  by  names  other  than 
those  laid  down  in  our  Constitution.  Even  the  English 
language  was  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  in  one  Chap- 
ter one  officer  being  styled  "Capelmeister."  This  must 
stop,  and  I  have  had  the  Chapters  notified  to  that  effect. 


Klondike  Chapter,  No.   154,  Dawson,  Versus  Com- 
panion Charles  Macdonald. 

At  the  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  held  in 
January,  1909,  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals 
after  hearing  the  appeal  against  the  accused,  who  appeared 
in  person  before  the  committee,  confirmed  the  action  of 
Klondike  Chapter  in  indefinitely  suspending  Companion 
Macdonald,  which  Grand  Chapter  approved.  On  the  27th 
September,  1912,  the  Scribe  E.  of  Klondike  Chapter  wrote 
to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  reciting  the  facts  up  to  the  suspen- 
sion and  further  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Colum- 
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bia  of  which  the  said1  Macdonald  was  a  member,  had  in- 
definitely suspended  him.  Further  that  at  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  'Columbia 
held  in  June,  19 12,  the  brother  was  restored  to  the  privi- 
leges of  Masonry.  This  was  granted  upon  a  unanimous 
resolution  of  Yukon  Lodge  No.  45,  requesting  the  same. 
He  then  applied  to  Klondike  Chapter  to  be  reinstated  and 
a  ruling  was  (requested.  By  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  British  Columbia  he  became  an  unaffiliated  Mason  as  he 
was  not  'restored  to  membership  in  his  lodge.  I  ruled  that 
Macdonald  having  been  tried  by  Klondike  Chapter  and 
indefinitely  suspended  and  that  action  having  been  ap- 
proved by  Grand  Chapter  he  will  have  to  remain  sus- 
pended until  the  Chapter  petitions  Grand  Chapter  to  re- 
move the  suspension,  and  until  that  is  done  no  action  can 
be  taken.  Reference  was  made  to  Section  20  of  our 
Constitution  which  reads : 

"When  any  Grand  Lodge  suspends  or  expels  a  bro- 
ther who  is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  for  unmasonie  conduct, 
such  action  shall  also  suspend  or  expel  him  from  his  Royal 
Arch  privileges,  while  the  Craft  discipline  continues  in 
force." 

That  section  in  my  opinion  refers  to  a  case  which 
comes  first  or  alone  to  Grand  Lodge  through  a  subordin- 
ate lodge.  In  that  case  Grand  Chapter  follows  Grand 
Lodge,  and  on  Grand  Lodge  removing  the  suspension  it 
works  automatically.  But  when  one  of  our  subordinate 
Chapters  acts,  and  such  action  is  approved  by  Grand 
Chapter  we  must  proceed  in  the  proper  manner.  In  Craft 
Masonry  the  suspended  brother  can  get  no  relief  until 
his  Lodge  consents  to  ask  Grand  Lodge  to  remove  the 
suspension,  then  when  Grand  Lodge  does  so  the  brother 
goes  back  without  vote  to  the  lodge,  and  so  in  this  case. 

Subordinate  Chapters. 

Laurentian  Chapter,  No.  151,  Pembroke,  Out,  has 
been  dormant  for  several  years,  but  through  the  exertions 
of  R.  E.  Comp.  W.  S.  R.  Murch,  Grand  H.,  and  R.  E. 
Comp.  Clark  Nidholls,  Grand  Superintendent  of  the  dis- 
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trict,  it  has  taken  on  a  new  lease  of  life,  and  I  look  for- 
ward to  it  being  one  of  onr  best  Chapters. 

There  are  quite  a  few  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction 
which  are  not  in  a  healthy  condition.  Some  of  them 
never  should  have  been  warranted.  I  have  asked  for  a 
report  from  the  Grand  Superki'tendents  on  all  the  weak 
Chapters  in  their  respective  districts,  and  next  year,  if 
they  do  not  do  better,  action  will  have  to  be  taken.  There 
has  been  some  difficulty  in  the  affairs  of  Cyrus  Chapter, 
No.  142,  at  Cumberland,  B.C.  My  suggestion  is  that 
matters_  should  be  left  to  go  on  slowly  for  the  present,  until 
the  excitement  and  existing  friction,  caused  by  the  miner's 
strike  which  lias  been  settled  for  some  time,  have  sub- 
sided. If  this  does  not  work  a  cure  the  warrant  will  have 
to  be  withdrawn,  if,  after  thorough  examination  by  the 
Grand  Superintendent,  this  is  deemed  advisable. 

Arrears  of  Dues. 

I  have  been  very  much  astonished  to  read  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry 
of  the  large  arrears  of  dues  owing  to  subordinate  Chap- 
ters. That  the  figures  supplied  to  the  committee  by  the 
Grand  Superintendents  are  correct  there  is  no  doubt, 
from  the  returns  made,  $20,000  last  year.  But  it  struck 
me  during  the  year,  that  the  returns  zvere  not  correct,  that 
some  Scribes  E.  made  a  very  serious  mistake  and  the 
more  I  looked  into  the  matter  the  more  convinced  I  was 
that  I  was  right  in  my  surmise.  Take  a  Chapter  whose 
dues  are  payable  on  the  1st  December  yearly,  on  the  31st 
December  following,  those  who  have  not  paid,  should  not 
be  returned  as  in  arrears.  They  are  not  actually  in 
arrears  till  1st  December  of  the  year  following  when  they 
are  twelve  months  in  arrear.  I  feel  satisfied  when  Scribes 
E.  look  into  this,  a  very  large  sum  will  be  cut  off.  In 
fact  dues  payable  on  1st  December  or  1st  January  yearly 
are  very  often  nearly  all  paid  up  by  the  January  or  Febru- 
ary meetings.  Yet  it  is  given  out  to  the  Capitular  world 
that  a  very  much  larger  sum  is  in  arrear  than  there  really 
is  and  it  so  remains  until  the  next  Annual  Convocation 
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when  the  blunder  is  repeated.  I  (hope  during  the  coming 
year  that  Scribes  E.  will  look  into  this  and  make  proper 
and  correct  returns. 

Liee  Membership. 

As  in  Grand  Lodge  so  in  Grand  Chapter  life  member- 
ship is  a  source  of  weakness.  In  my  own  view  no  life 
membership  sihould  be  permitted,  unless  the  fees  there- 
from are  kept  sacred  for  that  purpose  and  safely  in- 
vested by  the  Chapter.  If  this  be  not  done  the  Chapter 
is  bound  to  suffer  and  trouble  wild  certainly  ensue.  In 
fact  there  is  so  much  trouble  that  it  might  be  well  for 
Grand  Chapter  to  consider  whether  or  not  all  such  fees 
should  not  be  paid  into  Grand  Chapter,  to  the  credit  of  the 
subordinate  Chapters,  and  then  it  would  be  properly  look- 
ed after.  Of  course  this  would  be  said  to  be  an  interfer- 
ence with  the  funds  of  private  Chapters,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  it  would,  but  if  the  safety  of  the  funds  would 
thereby  be  the  outcome,  surely  it  would  be  for  the  benefit 
of  ail!  concerned. 

Closing  Observations. 

I  'have  now  referred  to  all  matters  that  came  before 
me  during  the  year  and  which  by  our  Constitution  I  am 
in  duty  bound  to  report  to  you.  I  have  had  every  assist- 
ance from  the  Grand  Second  Principal  and  Grand  Third 
Principal  and  the  Grand  Treasurer,  when  I  have  re- 
quested them  to  assist  me. 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.,  though  in  precarious  health, 
has,  as  usual,  been  prompt  and  efficient  in  're perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  and  has  at  all  times  been  a  very  great 
help  to  me. 

The  labours  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  I  have 
already  spoken  of  and  in  visiting,  superintending  and 
guiding  their  Chapters  in  the  cases  which  have  come  un- 
der my  notice  have  endeavoured  to  perform  their  duties 
conscientiously  and  efficiently. 
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I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence  you  reposed 
in  me  a  year  ago  in  electing  me  unanimously  to  this  high 
and  responsible  office,  and  I  can  onily  express  the  hope  that 
my  term  has  left  nothing  but  credit  to  our  honourable 
institution.  I  have  endeavoured  conscientiously  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and 
I  trust  my  efforts  will  meet  with  your  approbation.  Let  us 
remember  that  in  Capitular  Masonry  we  have  duties  and 
responsibilities  cast  upon  us,  which  we  should  always  bear 
in  mind  and  strive  to  carry  out  to  the  letter,  and  while 
we  thank  the  Most  High  for  the  prosperity,  peace  and 
harmony  which  have  and  do  exist  among  us  let  us  pray 
most  earnestly  for  a  continuance  of  these  blessings  and 
may  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
above  give  you  all  such  wisdom  as  may  enable  you  to 
deliberate  aright  upon  all  matters  and  questions  brought 
before  you  at  this  Annual  Convocation  for  your  considera- 
tion and  so  advance  the  interests  of  Capitular  Masons  and 
our  fellow  men.  Finally  may  He  who  is  Supreme  ever 
keep  you  in  His  Heavenly  and  Holy  care.

Dkar  Sir  and  R.  E.  Companion  : — 

The  M.  E.  the  Grand  First  Principal  has  been  looking 
into  the  reports  of  previous  years  and  with  a  view  to  ren- 
dering the  duties  of  his  representatives  in  the  several  dis- 
tricts of  more  practical  effectiveness  desires  to  further 
impress  upon  the  Grand  Superintendents  the  importance 
of  their  exalted  position  and  to  offer  a  few  plain  facts 
and  'suggestions  which  'he  trusts  may  be  taken  in  the 
spirit  in  which  they  are  presented'  and  which,  be  doubts 
not,  will  result  in  benefit  to  the  Royal  Craft  at  large. 

The  Grand  Z.  is  alive  to  the  fact  that  when  a  selec- 
tion is  made  by  the  district  for  the  position  of  Grand 
Superintendent  the  Companion  so  selected  accepts  the 
office  with  a  due  sense  of  the  responsibility  he  undertakes, 
and  the  nature  of  his  duties  are  further  impressed  upon 
him  when  he  solemnly  pledges  himself  to  carry  them 
through.  Custom  and  example  are  however  factors  diffi- 
cult to  overcome  and  when  that  officer  observes  the 
methods  adopted  by  his  predecessors,  as  set  forth  in  their 
published  reports^,  he  is  invariably  disposed  to  follow  in 
the  lines  which  have  apparently  received  the  approval  of 
the  powers  that  be. 

Now  such  assumption  is  not  strictly  accurate  as  the 
several  addresses  and  reports  of  Grand  Chapter  commit- 
tees can  testify,  but  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  those  ex- 
pressions of  opinion  and  criticism  are. not  given  the  atten- 
tive perusal  to  which  their  merit  and  value  entitle  them. 
The  duties  of  a  Grand  Superintendent  are  anything  but 
perfunctory,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  Com- 
panion who  aspires  to  that  high  office  is  fully  aware  of 
them  before  he  obligates  himself  to  their  strict  perform- 
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ance.  The  position  of  the  officer  who,  under  such  condi- 
tion, regards  them  (Lightly  and  subsequently  exhibits 
neglect,  even  in  part,  is  anything  but  enviable. 

The  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.  is  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  one  cause  for  the  faulty  and  incomplete  supervision 
of  the  Chapters  has  been,  in  most  oases,  the  lack  of 
promptness  in  taking  up  the  work  of  inspection.  The 
idea  has  prevailed  and  with  decidedly  harmful  effect,  that 
the  Grand  Superintendent  is  not  expected  to  actively  enter 
upon  his  mission  until  the  latter  months  of  his  term, 
whereas  he  is  clothed  with  authority  and  should  exercise 
it,  from  the  moment  he  is  instaliled.  To  be  in  early  com- 
munication by  correspondenice  with  the  Chapters  in  his 
charge,  means  close  touch  with  the  more  active  duties  of 
visitation  later,  but  to  defer  the  latter  until  the  closing  of 
the  annual  period  can  only  result  in  hurried  and  conse- 
quently ineffective  knowledge,  which,  if  obtained  earlier, 
might  have  suggested  ideas  for  possible  improvement  and 
benefit. 

The  information  embraced  in  the  statistical  table 
attached  to  the  Grand  Superintendent's  report  is  really 
furnished  by  the  Scribe  E.  of  each  Chapter,  and  then  only 
after  mfuch  urgent  pleading  in  most  cases,  but  it  very 
often  contains  matters  of  serious  and  vital  importance,  of 
which  the  Superintendent  should  have  been  apprised  by 
personal  inspection,  if  procrastination  had  not  rendered 
such  abortive.  Take  for  instance  the  matter  of  outstand- 
ing dues,  which  is  a  question  of  such  gravity  as  to  imperil 
the  very  existence  of  the  Chapter.  The  Committee  on  the 
Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  last  year  in  its  report 
remarked  on  this  subject: 

"There  is  no  reason  why  parasites  on  the  Royal  Arch 
body  should  be  encouraged.  There  are  nearly  3,000  Com- 
panions whose  outstanding  dues  aggregate  over  $20,000. 
Such  a  state  of  affairs  as  this  may  well  be  called  appall- 
ing and  ought  to  be  put  an  end  to." 

Now  who  can  aid  more  efficiently  in  arriving  at  the 
object  desired  than  the  Grand  Superintendent?    The  same 
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Grand  Chapter  committee  has  frequently  urged  the  neces- 
sity of  a  report  as  to  the  keeping  by  each  Chapter  of  cer- 
tain books  of  record  called!  for  by  the  Constitution, 
notably  the  degree  book  defined  in  Sec.  120  and  the  book 
of  Marks  as  explained  in  Sec.  125. 

Moreover  the  committee  'has  emphasized,  in  unmis- 
takable terms,  time  and  again  that  it  is  the  imperative 
duty  of  the  Grand  Superintendent  of  every  district  to 
convene  a  Chapter,  or  Chapters,  of  Instruction  at  some 
convenient  centre  where  one  or  more  representatives  of 
each  of  the  private  Chapters  therein  can  meet  to  assist  in 
maintaining  uniformity  in  the  working  >and  thus  aid'  to 
support  the  constitutional  requirement 
"that  the  authorized  work  of  the  Order  is  preserved  and 
that  no  deviation  be  permitted  either  in  the  work  or  cere- 
monials and  forms  of  the  Order." 

The  importance  of  a  strict  adherence  to  the  provision's 
of  Sec.  78  of  the  Constitution  should  be  a  distinct  feature 
in  the  work  of  inspection  and  in  every  case  the  value  and 
meaning  of  the  Examining  Board  should  be  impressed 
early  upon  the  officers  of  the  individual  Chapters.  The 
certificate  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  should  be  prepared 
and  ready  for  presentation  to  the  installing  officer  when 
he  asks  for  it  ancT  the  Grand  Superintendent  is  expected 
to  acquaint  himself  with  the  facts  of  the  examination  and 
the  'report  thereon  of  the  members  of  the  board.  Slack- 
ness in  this  regard  is  responsible  for  much  of  the  weak- 
ness exhibited  by  not  a  few  of  the  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Superintendent  should  see  that  each  of  his 
Chapters  has  been  consecrated.  This  has  been  faithfully 
attended  to  in  a  few  of  the  districts  and  some  officers  have 
accepted  the  statement  that  the  ceremony  has  been  per- 
formed without  satisfying  themselves  that  the  'records 
verify  such  assertion.  In  the  absence  of  a  minute  to  that 
effect  it  is  quite  safe  to  presume  that  the  ceremony  has 
not  been  performed.  M.  E.  Comp.  Harcourt  authorized 
the  Superintendents  to  act  in  such  cases  and  that  mandate 
holds  good  with  the  M.  E.  Grand  Z.,  who  hereby  requests 
his  representatives  to  repair  the  omission  where  necessary 
and  to  so  report. 
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An  important  matter  neglected,  by  many  Chapters  is 
the  prompt  registration  of  newly  admitted  brethren.  This 
is  a  constitutional  requirement  and  where  omitted  very 
often  entails  unnecessary  labor  on  tihe  Grand  Scribe  E's 
office  and  works  a  palpable  injustice  on  the  Companion 
who  has  paid  his  money  and  naturally  expects  to  receive 
his  parchment  in  reasonable  time  after  exaltation.  The 
Grand  Z.  desires  that  every  Chapter  shall  be  instructed 
to  make  prompt  application  for  the  registration  and  certifi- 
cate of  even-  newly  admitted  member.  Hundreds  of 
^Companions  exalted  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  were 
not  so  reported  until  receipt  of  the  annual  return  of  the 
Chapter  received  twelve  months,  or  more,  later. 

The  Grand  Chapter  Committee,  before  mentioned, 
directed  attention  to  the  necessity  for  placing  of  insur- 
ance on  Chapter  property  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
wise  example  of  the  many  would  be  followed  by  the  few 
who  had  negitected  the  precaution  to  the  present.  Prompt 
action  in  this  regard  can  be  stimulated  by  the  good  counsel 
of  the  Grand  Superintendent. 

The  use  of  the  Triple  Tau  on  Chapter  summonses  can- 
not be  too  strongly  commented  on  in  view  of  its  meaning 
when  so  displayed.  In  his  address  at  last  Annual  Convo- 
cation M.  E.  Comp.  Harcourt  thus  referred  to  the  thought- 
less practice: 

"Those  responsible  for  it  should  remember  the  warn- 
ing given  them  elsewhere.  Its  indiscriminate  appearance 
on  Chapter  summonses  demeans  it  and  nullifies  its  sig- 
nificance." 

It  is  expected  by  the  Grand  Z.  that  a  timely  word  of 
caution  from  the  Grand  Superintendent  will  effect  a  last- 
ing improvement  in  this  connection. 

Having  called  your  attention  to  these  few  but  all 
important  features  which  demand  more  than  passing  re- 
gard, the  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.  ventures  the  hope  that  the 
prompt  compliance  therewith  of  his  representative  will 
prove  so  effective  an  example  for  the  First  Principals  of 
the  Chapters  under  his  immediate  charge,  that  the  non- 
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observance  of  Grand  Chapter  requirements  will  cease  to 
be  a  matter  for  reproach  and  that  the  conduct  of  succeed- 
ing inspecting  officers  will  be  regulated  by  a  closer  adher- 
ence to  punctuality  and  obedience  to  the  well  thought  out 
behests  and  regulations  of  the  grand  body  and  its  re- 
sponsible officers.  That  the  selection  of  your  Companions 
and  ihis  own  ratincabion  thereof  will  be  justified  by  your 
official  record  he  has  not  the  slightest  doubt,  and  looks 
wiiifch  confidence  to  results  that  wall  make  for  lasting  bene- 
fit to  <the  Royal  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction.

APPENDIX— Circular  No.  2.

Dear  Sir  and  Companion  : — 

A  method  favored  by  several  Chapters  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion of  notifying  their  respective  memberships  of  coming 
meetings  by  means  of  a  post  card  or  circular  enclosed  in 
open  envelopes,  has  come  (to  the  knowledge  of  the  M.  E. 
the  Grand  Z.  and  he  directs  me  to  caution  the  responsible 
officers  generally,  that  such  practice  is  wrong  and  where 
adopted  must  be  discontinued.  The  summons  or  circular 
from  the  Chapter  and  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  Com- 
panions, is  obviously  of  a  private  nature,  intended  for  the 
perusal  solely  of  those  to  whom  it  is  addressed  and  fre- 
quently includes  matters  which  should  not  be  seen  by 
others  than  Companions  immediately  interested.    To  risk 
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publicity  because  of  a  questionable  economy  in  cost  of 
postage  or  perhaps  to  save  time  to  the  sender,  may  do 
serious  injury  where  least  expected.  The  privacy  of  the 
communication  can  best  be  secured,  when  trusting  it  to 
the  mails  or  otherwise,  by  securing  it  in  the  ordinary 
closed  and  fastened  envelope.  He  trusts  that  this  caution 
wild  be  sufficient  to  ensure  a  prompt  discontinuance  of  the 
practice  complained  of. 

Another  matter, .  which  perhaps  may  apply  only  to 
those  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  located  contiguous  to 
the  border  or  at  convenient  distance  from  Chapters  of 
other  jurisdictions.  For  many  years  it  has  been  the  cus- 
tom of  such  to  interchange  fraternal  visits,  a  most  com- 
mendable practice  in  the  opinion  of  the  M.  E.  the  Grand 
Z.  and  one  which  he  would  encourage  to  the  utmost  as 
calculated  to  foster  and  cherish  the  good  will  and  bro- 
therly affection  which  draws  us  closer  together.  In- 
stances, however,  have  occurred  recently  (under  official 
approval  of  course),  where  the  ceremonial  working  as 
practiced  hitherto  within  our  jurisdictional  limits  and  con- 
fined solely  to  the  tyled  precincts  of  our  own  Chapters 
has  been  taken  across  the  boundary  and  exemplified  for 
the  benefit  of  Companions  who  practice  under  another  and 
totally  different  system.  While  the  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z. 
is  altogether  in  favor  of  visiting  Companions  being  wel- 
comed to  our  Chapters  and  witnessing  the  degree  working 
in  its  own  home  and  is  equally  pleased  to  learn  of  similar 
visitations  by  Canadian  Companions  to  see  the  working  in 
the  Chapters  across  the  line,  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  our 
ceremonial  working  should  be  confined  to  the  place  conse- 
crated to  that  purpose.  The  participants  in  an  exemplifi- 
cation of  the  Supreme  degree,  under  such  conditions,  are 
more  or  less  handicapped  by  reason  of  the  strangeness  o>f 
their  surroundings  and  unfamiliar  environment  and  no 
matter  how  perfect  they  might  otherwise  be  the  solemnity 
and  impressiveness  of  the  rendition  are  bound  to  suffer  to 
a  greater  or  less  extent  and  the  desired  effect  is  conse- 
quently marred.  For  these  and  other  reasons  he  considers 
himself  justified  in  announcing  that  the  working  of  the 
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degrees  as  practiced  in  this  jurisdiction  must  in  future  be 
confined  thereto  and  that  no  further  permission  can  be 
granted  by  'him  for  amy  exemplification  of  ritual  outside 
our  own  boundaries. 

The  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.  desires  that  the  foregoing  be 
read  at  the  next  ensuing  regular  Convocation.

Grand  Superintendents'  Reports. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts 
were  then  presented. 
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ST.  CLAIR  DISTRICT,  NO.  I. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

M.  E.  Sir  and  Companions, — I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  report  as  to  the  condition  of  Capi- 
tular Masonry  in  St.  Clair  District,  No.  I,  for  the  year 
1913: 

The  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  with  all  of  the 
Chapters  and  there  is  much  promise  of  their  continued 
growth  and  usefulness.  The  duties  of  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent have  been  pleasant  indeed,  because  of  the  har- 
mony and  good-will  everywhere  manifest  among  the 
Companions.  One  or  more  visits  were  made  by  me  to 
each  Chapter,  and  in  each  the  conferring  of  one  or  more 
degrees  was  witnessed.  I  was  invariably  heartily  re- 
ceived and  accorded  the  honor  and  <respect  due  to  the 
representative  of  t>he  Grand  First  Principal.  The  state- 
ment of  visits  made  is,  in  detail,  ais  follows: 

Wellington  Chapter,  No.  47,  Chatham. — My 
official  visit  to  this  Chapter  was  made  on  November  13th, 
when  I  was  accompanied  by  E.  Comp.  E.  A.  Pattom  of 
my  own  Chapter,  Prince  of  Wales,  of  Amnerstburg.  The 
Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred  in  the  presence  of  about 
thirty-five  Companions,  with  aid  the  regular  officers  in 
their  stations,  and  each  officer  performed  his  prescribed 
duties  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  Following  the  degree 
work,  the  Chapter  was  consecrated  and  dedicated  with 
the  assistance  of  R.  E.  Camps.  Bensen  and  Scullard. 
Later  a  very  enjoyable  time  was  'had  in  the  banquet  room 
adjoining  that  of  the  Chapter. 

Again,  on  January  8th,  I  visited  Wellington  Chapter 
to  complete  arrangements  for  holding  a  Chapter  of  In- 
struction there  on  January  29th.  I  then  had  the  privilege 
of  assisting  E.  Comp.  Jehiel  Smith  at  the  installation  of 
Chapter   officers.      Wellington    Chapter    is    fortunate    in 
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having  several  of  its  past  officers  who  are  still  actively 
interested  in  its  work.  R.  E.  Comp.  W.  H.  Bensen 
serves  tihe  Chapter  very  faithfully  as  Scribe  E.,  and  the 
records  are  well  kept.  ■There  i-s  much  promise  of  con- 
tinued prosperity  in  this  Chapter,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  Chapter  of  Instruction  will  result  in  improvement  in 
the  work  of  all  Chapters  in  the  district. 

Prince  of  Wales  Chapter,  No.  71,  Amherstburg. 
— A  number  of  visits  were  made  to  this,  my  own  Chapter, 
during  the  year.  My  official  visit  was  made  on  December 
1 2th,  when  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  conferred  with  all 
the  regular  officers  in  their  stations  except  the  P.  S. 
Each  officer  discharged  his  duties  with  credit  to  himself 
and  to  the  Chapter.  Following  the  degree  work,  the 
Chapter  was  consecrated  and  dedicated  with  the  assist- 
ance of  E.  Comps.  E.  A.  Patton  and  W.  T.  Wilkinson. 
The  Companions  then  repaired  to  the  club  room  adjoin- 
ing that  of  the  Chapter,  where  a  good  banquet  was  served 
and  good  fellowship  abounded.  About  thirty  Companions 
were  iin  attendance,  including  several  from  Ark  Chapter, 
Windsor.  These  two  Chapters  are  much  benefitted  by 
the  frequent  interchange  of  fraternal  visits.  I  also  had 
the  privilege  of  installing  the  officers  of  the  Chapter  on 
January  2nd.  The  'Chapter  records  are  well  kept  by 
Comp.  F.  L.  Lovegrove,  Scribe  E.  The  prospects  for 
Prince  of  Wales  Chapter  for  the  immediate  future  are 
good,  and  the  officers  will  all  be  stimulated  to  better  work 
because  of  the  manner  in  which  they  conferred  the 
M.  M.  M.  degree  at  the  Chapter  of  Instruction  at  Chat- 
ham on  January  29th. 

Erie  Chapter,  No.  73,  Ridgetown. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  on  October  27th,  when  the  Royal  Arch  degree 
was  conferred  in  the  presence  of  about  thirty-five  Com- 
panions. Ail  of  the  regular  officers,  excepting  the  P.  S., 
discharged  their  respective  duties,  and  the  work  was  well 
done.  Fol'lowinig  the  degree  work,  a  very  enjoyable  wild 
duck  dinner  was  served  and  the  usual  fraternal  greetings 
were  exchanged.  The  records  of  the  Chapter  are  well 
kept  by  Comp.  A.  Long,  Scribe  E. 
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Ark  Chapter.  No.  80,  Windsor. — This  Chapter  was 
visited  officially  by  me  on  June  23rd,  when  I  was  accom- 
panied by  a  number  of  Companions  from  Prince  of  Wales 
Chapter.  Alt  that  time  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  con- 
ferred, with  all  officers  at  their  stations,  in  a  manner  that 
did  credit  to  the  Chapter.  The  Chapter  was  also  then 
consecrated  and  dedicated  by  me  with  the  assistance  of 
R.  E.  Comps.  Koelln,  Squires  and  Copus.  This  Chapter 
is  the  most  active  in  St.  Clair  District,  and  their  work  is 
uniformily  of  a  high  order.  This  is  known  to  me  because 
of  frequent  fraternal1  visits  during  this  and  former  years. 

I  again  visited  Ark  Chapter  on  December  1st,  when 
the  officers  of  Palestine  Chapter,  of  St.  Thomas,  ably 
conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree.  These  fraternal  visits 
of  one  Chapter  to  another  are  very  helpful  to  those  par- 
ticipating. Also,  on  January  12th  the  officers  of  Ark 
Chapter  were  in  sit  ailed  'by  me  with  the  assistance  of  R.  E. 
Comp.  Squires.  Upon  each  occasion  mentioned,  an  excel- 
lent banquet  followed  the  work,  and  the  evidence  of  good 
fellowship  and  brotherly  love  was  abundant. 

The  officers  of  Ark  Chapter  conferred  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  at  the  Chapter  of  Instruction  at  Chatham  in,  a 
manner  that  was  a  credit  to  themselves  and  instructive 
to  the  Companions  of  other  Chapters.  The  Chapter 
records  are  excellently  well  kept  by  Comp.  C.  R.  Burridge, 
the  very  efficient  Scribe  E. 

MacNabb  Chapter,  No.  88,  Dresden — On  Novem- 
ber 6th  my  official  visit  was  made  to  MacNabb  Chapter, 
when  the  M.  M.  M.  degree  was  conferred  in  an  able 
manner.  Following  the  degree  work,  the  Chapter  was 
consecrated  and  dedicated  with  the  assistance  of  R.  E. 
Comp.  Wiley  and  E.  Comp.  Lindsay.  This  Chapter  is 
also  fortunate  in  having  several  Past  Z.'s  who  are  actively 
interested  in  its  welfare.  MacNabb  Chapter  is  to  be 
congratulated  in  that  it  is  now  in  a  prosperous  condition 
and  doing  good  work,  although  but  a  few  years  "ago  their 
rooms,  property  and  many  records  were  completely 
destroyed  by  fire.  This  rapid  'recovery  promises  well  for 
the  future  usefulness  of  this  Chapter.     The  records  of 
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the  Chapter  are  well  kept  by  an  efficient  Scribe  E.  At 
the  Chapter  of  Instruction  at  Chatham  the  M.  E.  M. 
degree  was  conferred  by  the  officers  of  MacNabb  Chapter, 
and  the  work  then  done  will  be  'helpful  to  themselves,  as 
it  was  instructive  to  other  Companions. 

King  Cyrus  Chapter,  No.  119,  Leamington. — My 
official  visit  to  King  Cyrus  Chapter  was  made  on  Decem- 
ber 1 6th,  at  which  time  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  con- 
ferred in  the  presence  of  about  thirty  Companions.  The 
work  was  well  done,  with  all  officers  at  their  respective 
stations  except  the  First  Principal,  whose  chair  was  occu- 
pied very  efficiently  by  E.  Comp.  Baker.  After  the 
degree  work  the  Chapter  was  consecrated  and  dedicated 
wiith  the  assistance  of  R.  E.  Comp.  Coulson  and  E.  Comp. 
Hillier.  Again  I  visited  King  Cyrus  Chapter  on  January 
1 6th,  when  I  instaliled  the  Chapter  officers.  Upon'  each 
occasion  following  the  work  a  very  substantial  repast 
was  served  to  the  Companions  and  the  usual  good  fellow- 
ship manifested.  The  Chapter  records  are  well  kept  by 
the  elderly  and  efficient  Scribe  E.,  Companion  A.  T. 
Bristow,  to  whose  energy  is  due  the  fact  that  the  Book  of 
Marks  is  also  kept  up-to-date. 

Lorne  Chapter,  No.  164,  West  Lorne. — On  October 
10th  I  visited  Lorne  Chapter,  but  at  that  time  there  was 
no  degree  work,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  candidate. 
The  Chapter  was  then  consecrated  and  dedicated  with 
the  assistance  of  R.  E.  Comp.  Webster  and  E.  Comp. 
Milner.  Again,  on  October  23rd,  I  visited  this  Chapter 
and  witnessed  the  work  of  conferring  the  M.  E.  M.  and 
Royal  Arch  degrees,  which  was  done  in  a  very  impressive 
manner.  This  Chapter  is  the  smallest  in  membership  and 
in  its  accommodations  as  to  floor  space  of  any  in  the  dis- 
trict, but  the  accuracy  and  impress! veness  of  its  work  are 
second  to  none.  It  may  be  only  a  star  of  small  magni- 
tude, but  its  light  is  -unmistakable,  and  there  is  much 
promise  of  future  brightness.  The  Chapter  records  are 
kept  in  an  efficient  manner  by  the  Scribe  E.,  Comp. 
Walter  W.  Logan. 

As  to  the  work  in  all  of  the  Chapters,  very  few  cor- 
rections were  found  to  be  necessary ;  and  if  each  Chapter 
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may  fairly  be  judged  by  the  work  witnessed  by  the 
Grand  Superintendent,  .there  need  be  no  fear  that  the 
ancient  and  established  landmarks  of  our  Order  will 
here  be  effaced.  Aid  Chapters  in  this  district  were  conse- 
crated and  dedicated  during  the  year,  with  the  exception 
of  Erie  Chapter.  The  Scribe  E.  of  Erie  Chapter  has 
stated  that  the  record  exists  of  this  ceremony  having 
been  observed  in  that  Chapter. 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  that  no  recent  attention  has 
been  paid  to  the  Book  of  Marks  in  any  of  the  Chapters 
with  the  exception  of  King  Cyrus,  Leamington.  In  the 
latter  the  Book  of  Marks  is  kept  well  up  to  date. 

A  Chapter  of  Instruction,  as  stated,  was  held  at 
Wellington  Chapter,  No.  47,  of  Chatham,  on  January 
29th,  1914,  at  which  there  were  present  the  M.  E.  the 
Grand  Z.,  Judge  D.  F.  Macwatt,  and  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  Companions.  Every  Chapter  in  the  district  was 
represented  excepting  Lome  Chapter,  No.  164,  of  West 
Lome.  The  officers  and  Companions  of  the  several 
Chapters  will  be  stimulated  to  better  work  because  of  the 
presence  at  this  Chapter  of  Instruction  of  the  M.  E.  the 
Grand  First  Principal. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Companions  when  I  was 
chosen  as  the  representative  of  Grand  Chapter  for  this 
district.  I  am  also  grateful  for  the  many  courtesies 
extended  to  me  in  my  intercourse  with  the  Companions, 
and  I  shall  long  cherish  the  memory  of  new  and  valued 
friendships  among  the  Companions  of  the  several 
Chapters.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

Herewith  I  present  my  report  on  Capitular  Masonry 
as  T  found  conditions  in  this  district  for  the  year  1913  : 

The  year  has  been  exceptionally  bright  as  regards 
growth,  having  almost  doubled  the  increase  of  last  year, 
and.  excepting  two  Chapters  in  the  district,  the  ritual 
has  been  expounded  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and 
peace,  harmony  and  good-will  were  evident  everywhere. 
(  h\  my  visits  T  was  accorded  hearty  receptions,  and 
found  the  Craft  very  loyal  to  the  cause.  I  endeavored  to 
enlighten  the  members  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  feel 
certain  our  meetings  will  be  beneficial  to  all  concerned 
for  future  work. 

All  possible  was  done  to  instruct  the  Craft  on  the 
rulings,  instructions  and  changes  in  ritual  received  during 
the  year,  and  found  all  ready  to  fall  in  line  and  assist  as 
much  as  possible.  As  regards  outstanding  dues,  this 
question  was  gone  into  with  vigor,  and  found,  in  most 
^ases,  the  by-laws  of  respective  Chapters  read  that  dues 
were  not  collectable  till  the  end  of  the  year,  thereby 
•leaving  a  very  large  amount  of  current  dues  on  books  at 
time  of  making  annual  report,  and  as  they  were  not  liable 
to  suspension  unless  twelve  months  in  arrears,  would 
naturally  pile  up  the  dues  to  an  enormous  amount. 

You  will  observe  on  my  report  one  Chapter  states  the 
separate  amounts  of  dues,  and  to  take  the  balance  of 
Chapters  proportionately  would  sihow  a  very  much 
-mailer  outstanding  than  is  generally  understood  by  re- 
port, and  as  a  solution  would  suggest  an  extra  column  in 
report  for  "  current  "  and  outstanding  or  arrears  sepa- 
rately. However,  at  its  worst,  am  pleased  to  note  District 
Xo.  2  had  a  per  capita  of  Si. 00  outstanding  dues,  while 
the  facts  disclosed  3,000  members  owed  $20,000.00,  or  a 

capita  of  nearly  $7.00.

Palestine  Chapter,  No.  54,  St.  Thomas.— Accom- 
panied by  E.  Camps,  C.  R.  Reid,  Miller,  Elliott  and 
Thomson,  I  visited  this  Chapter  on  June  12th.  The 
First  Principal,  E.  Camp.  Bond,  and  'his  staff  of  officers 
worked  the  Royal  Arch  degree  for  my  inspection, 
E.  Comp.  Kennedy  taking  the  mystical  lecture.  The 
work,  with  a  few  exceptions,  which  were  corrected,  was 
indeed  well  done.  I  found  the  books  in  very  fine  order 
and  m  the  hands  of  an  able  Scribe  E.,  very  energetic, 
considering  he  is  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Craft. 
Palestine  Chapter  is  one  of  our  strongholds,  and  is  still 
doing  good  work,  as  can  be  seen  by  their  report.  This 
Chapter  has  no  record  of  being  dedicated,  but  will  attend 
to  that  part  of  my  duty  in  February  and  will  advise. 

Aylmer  Chapter,  No.  81,  AylmER.— I  made  my  visit 
to  this  Chapter  on  June  20th.  The  trip  was  made  by 
motor,  the  party  including  E.  Camps.  F.  Harley,  C.  C. 
Reed,  of  London  Chapter,  and  R.  E.  Comp.  Wilson, 
E.  Comp.  Thompson  and  Comp.  O'Dell,  of  St.  George's 
Chapter.  We  were  ray  ally  received,  and  the  First  Prin- 
cipal being  unable  to  attend,  the  I.  P.  Z.,  E.  Comp.  Dalton, 
and  officers  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree  for  inspec- 
tion, the  mystical)  lecture  being  taken  by  V.  E.  Comp. 
Richards.  The  work  was  above  the  ordinary,  and  I  may 
say,  without  fear  or  favor,  was  the  most  even,  impressive 
degree  I  witnessed  during  the  entire  year.  The  books 
are  in  good  hands  with  Comp.  Richards,  who,  although 
in  poor  health,  certainly  has  the  Chapter  at  heart,  the 
best  evidence  of  which  can  be  seen  by  the  small  amount 
of  outstanding  dues  reported:  I  found  this  Chapter  to 
be  dedicated.  I  saw  the  record  of  same  on  minutes, 
November  23rd,  1877,  by  E.  Camps.  R.  Lewis,  Baxter, 
McColl,  McKay  and  Corlis,  old  members  of  by-gone  days. 

Beaver  Chapter,  No.  74,  Strathroy.— Tuesday, 
October  7th,  a  motor  party,  consisting  of  E.  #  Camps. 
Millar,  Atcheson,  Thomson,  and  Comps.  Zavitz  and 
O'Dell',  accompanied  me  on  my  visit  to  this  Chapter, 
when  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  worked  very  well,  in- 
deed. The  First  Principal,  the  Rev.  Comp.  Kannawin, 
makes  a  good  Z.,  his  work  being  very  impressive.     The 
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books  are  in  fine  shape,  the  best  record  of  dues  in  the 
district,  having  only  some  $18.00  outstanding  on  the 
record  at  the  present  time,  which  speaks  well  for  the 
then  Companion  in  charge,  R.  M.  True  man,  whom  I 
found'  .to  be  a  fine  fellow,  and  certainly  an  ■efficient 
officer,  one  that  any  Chapter  might  be  proud  of.  I  found 
this  Chapter  had  no  record  of  dedication,  and  I  did  the 
duty  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  Although  there  were  eight 
petitioners  accepted  and  six  initiated,  this  Chapter  did 
not  increase  any,  on  account  of  withdrawals  and  sus- 
pensions. 

Mixnewawa  Chapter,  No.  78,  Parkhiu,. — On 
October  17th  I  made  a  visit  to  this  Chapter,  but  did  not 
find  things  so  smooth.  This  is  one  of  the  Chapters  that 
is  truly  up  against  hard  luck.  Their  fiscal  year  starts  at 
midsummer,  and  several  of  their  officers  live  a  distance 
of  from  four  to  twenty-two  miles  from  Parkhill,  making 
•it  almost  impossible  to  get  together  for  rehearsal ;  there- 
fore I  did  not  find  them  in  as  good  shape  as  I  would  have 
liked.  However,  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  exemplified 
by  the  officers,  assisted  by  E.  Comps.  Millan  and  Thom- 
son and  Comp.  Ed.  Smith,  who  accompanied  me.  We 
delivered  the  lectures,  for  the  benefit  of  instruction  and 
to  awaken  interest.  I  feel  much  will  be  derived  there- 
from. The  First  Principal,  E.  Comp.  Mahon,  did  well 
and  will  make  a  good  presiding  officer.  They  have  not 
made  any  progress  this  year,  but  expect  better  things 
in  the  future.  I  dedicated  this  Chapter  while  there,  as 
there  was  no  record  of  same  having  been  done  before. 

London  Chapter,  No.  150,  London. — On.  Novem- 
ber 18th  I  made  my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter,  and 
was  royally  received  and  entertained.  The  First  Prin- 
cipal, E.  Comp.  C.  C.  Reed,  and  officers  worked  the 
Royal  Arch  degree  for  my  inspection,  which  was  well 
done,  the  Principals  and  Principal  Sojourner  doing 
particularly  well,  the  First  Principal  being  an  offspring 
of  one  of  our  old  reliables.  E.  Comp.  C.  C.  Reed,  well 
holds  up  the  standard.  The  books  are  in  excellent  shape, 
and  in  charge  of  our  able  Companion  above  mentioned, 
who  is  too  well  known  as  S.  E.  to  need  further  comment. 
D 
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This  being  their  annual  meeting  and;  election  night,  and 
judging  by  the  staff  selected  and  the  unanimity  of  the 
election,  I  feel  certain  this  young  Chapter  is  the  begin- 
ning of  another  stronghold  of  Capitular  Masonry.  I 
found  this  Chapter  was  not  dedicated,  a  matter  which  I 
attended  to  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  three  London 
Chapters,  on  December  31st  last,  referred  to  later  on. 

Bruce  Chapter,  No.  53,  Petrolia. — R.  E.  Comp. 
Wilson  and  I  went  to  Petrolia  on  November  19th  to 
visit  this  Chapter,  where  we  were  received'  in  loyal 
fashion.  The  Royal  Arch  degree  was  worked  for  my 
inspection,  and  was  well  done.  The  First  Principal  gave 
his  work  and  lecture  in  a  very  able  manner,  and  I  feel 
satisfied  was  the  best  individual  work  of  a  regular  First 
Principal  of  this  district  this  year,  and  deserves  special 
mention.  I  found  another  old  faithful  and  ardent  lover 
of  the  art  in  R.  E.  Comp.  John  Sinclair,  who,  in  spite 
of  'his  years,  makes  a  good  S.  E.,  and  can  be  called  upon 
at  a  moment's  notice  to  do  most  any  part  of  the  work 
of  the  degrees.  His  books  were  in  good  shape.  This 
Chapter,  having  no  record  of  dedication,  I  did  that  duty 
at  this  time. 

St.  George's  Chapter,  No.  5,  London. — This  is  my 
own  Chapter,  of  which  I  am  very  proud  to  be  a  member. 
On  the  25th  of  November  I  visited  this  Chapter  offi- 
cially, and  E.  Comp.  Frank  Mi-Man  and  officers  conferred 
the  Royal  Arch  degree  in  an  able  manner.  The  books 
are  in  good  shape,  and  have  been  in  charge  of  R.  E. 
Comp.  W.  Spittal  for  some  years,  but,  having  other  in- 
terests, which  demand  more  of  bis  time,  he  was  forced 
to  retire.  This  was  the  annual  meeting  and  election 
night.  The  officers  selected  and  appointed  are  of  the 
best  material,  and  I  feel  certain  the  prosperity  of  the 
Chapter  will1  continue  in  the  future  as  in  the  past.  This 
year  has  been  the  best  in  some  years,  and  the  outlook  for 
1914  is  certainly  bright.  This  Chapter  having  no  record 
of  dedication,  that  duty  I  attended  to  at  a  joint  meeting, 
referred  to   later   on. 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  3,  London.— This  Chapter 
I  visited  on  November  26th,  when  I  was  received  in  the 
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true  spirit  of  Masonry.  This  being  election  night,  and 
there  being  lots  of  other  work  to  utilize  the  time,  it  was 
agreed  not  to  confer  any  degrees,  as  I  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  the  officers  of  this  Chapter  work  the 
Royal  Arch  degree  on  Dec.  16th,  referred  to  later  on. 
This  Chapter  is  one  of  the  strongest  in  Grand  Chapter, 
and.  judging  from  the  elections,  I  am  sure  it  will  not 
suffer  any  in  the  future.  The  books  are  in  excellent 
shape,  a  perfect  system,  and  in  charge  of  R.  E.  Comp. 
Ellwoocl,  who  is  too  well  known  as  an  executive  officer 
to  comment  on  further.  This  Chapter  was  not  dedicated, 
which  was  attended  to  at  a  joint  meeting  held  later. 

Sombra  Chapter,  No.  153,  Sombra. — This  Chapter 
I  visited  on  December  nth,  when  I  was  accompanied  by 
E.  Comps.  Millar,  Pereival,  and  Comp.  Howe.  This 
Chapter  is  rather  out  of  the  way,  and  really,  I  think, 
ought  to  be  in  the  St.  Clair  district,  which  would1  be 
nearer.  We  were  entertained  in  the  best  possible  way. 
There  was  no  degree  work,  and  the  Chapter  not  being 
dedicated,  I  performed  that  ceremony  at  this  meeting. 
This  Chapter  is  certainly  working  at  an  awful  disad- 
vantage and  would  require  a  carefully  planned  pro- 
gramme of  organization  to  put  it  in  right  shape.  The 
First  Principal  of  this  Chapter  died  in  January,  and  the 
bulk  of  its  members  are  engaged  in  sailing  or  boat  busi- 
ness, making  it  ailmost  impossible  to  have  good  meetings 
from  early  spring  until  late  fall.  I  tried  to  get  them 
together  in  the  spring,  but  could  not  till  fall.  I  am 
sending  to  the  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.  a  full  report  on  this 
Chapter,  at  his  request. 

Wawanosh  Chapter,  No.  15,  Sarnia. — On  Decem- 
ber 1 2th  I  came  from  Sombra  and  spent  part  of  the  day 
making  acquaintance  with  the  Sarnia  Companions,  and 
visited  their  Chapter  ki  the  evening,  when  I  was  received 
in  good  loyal  fashion,  and  E.  Comp.  Mills  and  officers 
conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree  in  a  very  impressive, 
able  manner,  all  doing  good  work.  The  books  are  in  fine 
shape,  and  in  good  hand's.  E.  Comp.  Wanless  I  found 
a  fine  fellow  and  a  worker,  and  I  do  not  think  Wawanosh 
could   improve  on   him  much.     This   Chapter   not   being 
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dedicated,  that  duty  was  done  by  your  humble  servant. 
Everything  is  on  the  bright  side  at  Sarnia,  as  respects 
Capitular  Masonry. 

Chapter  op  Instruction. — At .  London,  December 
1 6th,  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  was  held,  the  three  Lon- 
don Chapters  working  the  three  degrees.  Starting  at 
3  p.m.,  St.  George's,  No.  5,  conferred,  the  Mark  Master 
degree,  London  Chapter  taking  the  Most  Excellent 
degree,  then  closed  down  for  lunch ;  and  in  the  evening, 
St.  John's,  No.  3,  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree,  at 
which  session  we  were  honored  with  the  presence  of 
the  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.,  Judge  D.  F.  Macwatt.  All 
three  degrees  were  ably  put  on,  and  a  very  large  turn-out 
of  Companions  made  the  occasion  very  bright.  There 
was  much  discussion  on  the  work,  and  the  Grand  Z. 
delivered  an  instructive  address,  which  was  much  appre- 
ciated. I  feel  certain  all  present  were  well  repaid  for 
their  attendance,  and  a  buffet  lunch  brought  to  a  close  a 
most  instructive,  successful  meeting  of  Chapter  Masons. 

Joint  Installation. — On  December  31st  a  joint 
meeting,  held  by  dispensation,  of  the  three  London 
Chapters  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  officers  elected 
and  appointed  for  the  year  1914  for  their  respective 
Chapters,  and  there  being  no  record  of  the  ceremony  of 
dedication  on  any  of  the  three  Chapters,  that  duty,  as 
welil  jasi  installation,  was  perforated  by  your  humble 
servant,  with  the  assistance  of  E.  Comps.  C.  C.  Reed, 
W.  R.  Bishop,  F,  D.  Millar,  and  others,  and  judging 
from  the  appearance  of  the  new  staff  of  officers,  Chapter 
Masonry  wild  boom  in  London  as  never  before.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this 
district.  I  wish  first  to  thank  the  Companions'  for  the 
high  honor  conferred  upon  me  in  electing  me  to  this 
important  office.  In  assuming  the  position,  I  did  so  with 
no  little  misgiving  and  reluctance ;  but  realizing  the  re- 
sponsibilities and  duties  incumbent  upon  the  office,  I  have 
endeavored  to  faithfully  and  conscientiously  discharge 
my  duty.  For  any  shortcomings  and  failures  on  my 
part  I  ask  the  broad  mantle  of  Masonic  charity,  and  hope 
that  I  may  have  been  of  some  assistance  and  given  some 
encouragement  to  the  Companions  in  upholding  and 
maintaining  the  principles  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  to 
the  lasting  benefit  of  the  individual  Chapters  and  district 
as  a  whole. 

A  Chapter  of  Instruction  was  held  in  the  Masonic 
Hall,  Ingersoll,  011  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  No- 
vember 28th.  This  was,  I  believe,  the  first  Chapter  of 
Instruction  that  has  been  held  in  this  district,  and  while 
it  was  a  success,  it  was  not  just  what  I  had  hoped  it 
would  be,  as  all  the  Chapters  of  the  district  were  not 
represented.  In  the  afternoon  the  M.  M.  M.  degree 
was  exemplified  by  the  E.  Z.  and  officers  of  Oxford 
Chapter,  No.  18.  The  M.  E.  M.  degree  was  exemplified

safely  say  that  the  officers  of  the  Chapters  throughout 
the  district  are  well  able  for  the  work  that  lies  before 
them. 

Mount  Horeb  Chapter,  No.  20,  Branteord. — I 
visited  this  Chapter  officially  on  November  7th.  E.  Comp. 
T.  J.  Kirkby,  E.  Z.,  presided,  and  the  R.  A.  degree  was 
conferred  in  a  very  able  and  impressive  manner.  This 
Chapter  has  had  a  large  increase  in  membership  during 
the  year.  The  officers  and  Companions  are  certainly  to 
be  congratulated  on  the  excellent  showing.  The  future 
is  very  bright.  This  Chapter  has  very  elegant  and  com- 
fortable quarters  and  its  hospitality  is  fully  in  keeping. 

Oxford  Chapter,  No.  18,  Woodstock. — Accompanied 
by  E.  Comp.  G.  M.  McKay,  I  visited  this  Chapter  offi- 
cially on  November  21st.  E.  Comp.  Geo.  Dingwall  pre- 
sided. The  attendance  was  not  large,  but  I  found  the 
officers  very  much  alive.  Much  to  their  disappointment, 
no  candidates  were  present;  consequently,  no  work  was 
done ;  but  having  seen  the  officers  work  a  degree  at  the 
Chapter  of  Instruction,  I  can  safely  say  that  they  are 
well  able  for  the  work.  Some  discussion  with  regard 
to  a  number  of  matters  of  interest  brought  out  several 
valuable  suggestions.  Refreshments  were  served,  which 
was  very  much  enjoyed  by  all. 

Ezra  Chapter,  No.  23,  Simcoe. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  officially  at  the  regular  convocation  on  Decem- 
ber 1 8th.

I  beg  to  submit  'herewith  a  report  on*  the  condition 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Wellington  District,  No.  4. 

I  visited  -each  Chapter  in  the  district.  I  found  all 
the  officers  well  skilled  in  the  several  degrees,  and  duly 
instructed  in  the  mysteries  of  the  Holy  Arch,  with  one 
exception,  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  now  that  the  S.  E. 
of  that  Chapter  informs  me  that  the  Z.  can  now  work 
all  the  degrees. 

Some  of  the  Chapters1  do  not  require  their  members 
to  choose  a  Mark.  I  tried  to  impress  upon  them  the  im- 
portance of  doing  so,  and  also  to  have  it  properly 
registered.  I  also  requested  the  Scribes  E.  not  to  allow 
the  T.  T.  to  appear  on  summonses,  except  on  very  im- 
portant occasions. 

Ah  the  Chapters  in  the  district  are  equipped  with  the 
necessary  books  for  the  registration  of  degrees  and 
keeping  accounts. 

The  matter  of  outstanding  dues  is  still  a  problem, 
but  perhaps  it  is  not  so  bad  when  we  look  at  it  in  this 
way:  The  S.  E.  makes  up  the  report  to  the  end  of  the 
term,  and  a  large  majority  of  the  members  do  not  pay 
until  the  beginning  of  the  next  term ;  hence  an  apparently 
large  amount  of  outstanding  dues.  Now,  if  these  same 
books  were  audited  two  months  later  the  outstanding 
dues  would  perhaps   be  very  little. 

Taking  the  five  Chapters  in  the  district  as  a  whole, 
according  to  figures  given  by  the  Scribe  E.  of  each 
Chapter,  there  were  forty-six  regular  and  four  emer- 
gency meetings  held ;  the  average  attendance  was  sixty- 
seven  members  and  ten  visitors.  Petitions  accepted, 
twelve;  degrees  conferred:  M.  M.  M.,  eighteen;  M.  E. 
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M.,  sixteen;  R.  A.,  thirteen;  withdrawals,  seven;  sus- 
pended, eighteen ;  deaths,  five.  Number  of  members  at 
beginning  of  term,  451 ;  present  number  of  members,  443  ; 
number  of  members  twelve  months  in  arrears  of  dues, 
103.  Liabilities,  $60;  assets,  $2,132.45;  cash,  $1,186.45; 
property,  $650;  dues  outstanding,  $435.60;  insurance, 
$1,150;  expended  in  benevolence,  $79. 

I  held  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  in  Guelph  on  July 
23rd,  which  was  fairly  well  attended.  Waterloo  Chapter, 
No.  32,  exemplified  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

I  also  held  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  in  Berlin  on 
November  24th.  The  degrees  were  exemplified  in  the 
following  order;  M.  M.  M.,  Waterloo  Chapter,  No.  32; 
M.  E.  M.,  Guelph  Chapter,  No.  40;  R.  A.,  Berlin  Chap- 
ter, No.  117.  The  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z.  was  present  at 
both  of  these  meetings.

T.  Bileies1  having  removed  to  To- 
ronto, the  work  being  the  R.  A.  degree,  and  was  well 
done.  The  Past  Z.'s  are  regular  attendants  at  all  con- 
vocations, and  are  willing  to  help  out  when  necessary.  I 
consecrated  this  Chapter  on  June  23rd,  when  I  had  the 
honor  of  presenting  each  Past  First  Principal  with  a 
handsome  gold  jewel,  and  have  been  asked  to  instal  the 
officers  in  January,  1914. 

Lebanon  Chapter,  No.  84,  Wingham. — I  made  my 
official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  May  20th.  E.  Comp. 
Hammond  and  officers  worked  the  R.  A.  degree  per- 
fectly. The  Past  Principals  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
work.  Past  Grand  P.  S.  R.  E.  Comp.  Tamlyn  is  at 
each  convocation,  and  though  well  up  to  the  three-score 
and  ten  mark,  he  gave  the  mystical  lecture  very  im- 
pressively. 
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HavELOCK  Chapter,  No,  63,  Kincardine;. — I  made 
my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  June  20th.  E.  Comp. 
M,  J.  McPherson  and  officers  worked  the  M.  M.  M. 
degree  in  a  manner  which  left  no  room  to  criticize.  With 
the  assistance  of  the  Past  Z.'s,  I  consecrated  the  Chapter, 
R.  E.  Comp.  Millar  giving  me  valuable  help. 

Elliot  Chapter,  No.  129,  Mitchell. — I  made  my 
official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  June  24th.  Was  accom- 
panied by  severail  Past  Z.'s  and  others  from  the  Malloeh 
Chapter.  E.  Comp.  Smith  and  officers  worked  the  R.  A. 
degree  for  me,  and,  to  my  thinking,  be  is  the  best 
Principal  in  the  district,  but  'the  junior  officers  require 
practice.  I  consecrated  this  Chapter,  assisted  by  R.  E. 
Comp.  Elliot  and  others. 

St.  James'  Chapter,  No.  46,  St.  Mary's. — I  made 
my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  October  13th.  E. 
Comp.  L.  J.  Constable  and  officers  worked  the  R.  A. 
degree  perfectly.  R.  E.  Comps.  Sharp  and  J.  Constable 
are  the  backbone  of  this  Chapter,  and  deserve  all  the 
credit  for  keeping  St.  James'  alive.  The  former  assured 
me  that  the  Chapter  bad  been  consecrated. 

Bernard  Chapter,  No.  146,  Listowel. — E.  Comp. 
Ainsley,  assisted  by  E.  Comp.  Sutherland,  "the  only  offi- 
cers in  their  place,"  conferred  the  M.  M.  M.  degree. 
Those  two  had  the  work  well  up.  I  made  a  few  changes 
which  I  deemed  important.  I  should  like,  if  possible,  to 
visit  this  Chapter  when  all  the  officers  are  on  hand.  I 
consecrated  this  Chapter  on  my  official  visit. 

Lucknow  Chapter,  No.  147,  Lucknow. — I  made 
my  offici-al  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  Oct.  16.  There  was 
no  work,  and  I  only  saw  the  opening  and  closing  cere- 
monies, which  were  well  done.  I  hope  the  Companions 
will  awake  to  the  importance  of  assisting  the  First 
Principal  by  attending  the  stated  convocations.  We  had 
a  hard  time  to  get  enough  members  to  open.  I  had  to 
go  in  to  make  the  quorum.     I  consecrated  this  Chapter. 

Huron  Chapter,  No.  30,  Goderich. — I  paid  my  offi- 
cial visit  to  this  Chapter  on  November  18th,  accompanied 
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by  R.  E.  Comp.  Cooper  of  Malloch  Chapter.  E.  Comp. 
Sturdy  and  officers  conferred'  the  R.  A.  degree  very  well. 
The  Companions'  are  about  to  move  into  their  new 
temple  in  February,  and  will  then  have  the  Chapter 
consecrated, 

Chantry  Chapter,  No.  130,  Southampton. — I 
made  my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  November  27th 
and  saw  the  M.  M.  M.  degree  well  worked  by  E.  Comp. 
J.  Burns,  Past  First  Principal  and  officers.  R.  E.  Comp. 
P.  J.  Scott  assured  me  the  Chapter  was  consecrated  by 
R.  E.  Comp.  Hodgins  while  Grand  Superintendent.  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  helping  R.  E.  Comp.  Hodgins  to 
institute  this  Chapter  some  ten  years  ago.  I  shall  not 
easily  forget  the  Companions  of  Chantry  Chapter. 

Tecum seh  Chapter,  No.  24,  Stratford. — I  paid  my 
visit  to  this  Chapter  on  November  28th,  being  the  semi- 
centennial anniversary.  E.  Comp.  Knechlet  and  officers 
exemplified  the  M.  M.  M.  degree  well,  showing  that 
careful  practice  had  been  observed.  In  this  Chapter  I 
find  the  junior  officers  are  "snappy"  and  have  their  work 
well  up.  I  shall  have  to  give  this  Chapter  the  credit  of 
being  the  banner  Chapter  in  the  district.  However, 
there  are  individual  officers  in  other  parts  of  the  district 
who  cannot  be  excelled. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  say  that  all  the  Scribes  E.  keep 
their  'books  very  neatly  and  look  after  the  delinquent 
fairly  well.  I  find  insurance  is  placed  in  every  case. 
There  are  now  seven  out  of  the  ten  Chapters  in  the 
district  consecrated,  Stratford,  Wingham  and  Goderich 
remaining  as  I  found  them. 

I  instructed  the  officers  in  the  change  in  the  M.  M.  M. 
and  R.  A.  degrees.  Am  sorry  to  report  that  I  have  been 
unable  to  arrange  for  a  Chapter  of  Instruction*.  Malloch 
Chapter  kindily  ofrered:  the  use  of  their  rooms,  and  were 
willing  to  defray  expenses.  I  fixed  a  date  and  made 
the  arrangements.  Only  one  Chapter  expressed  them- 
selves as  willing  to  attend.  Others  made  some  excuse, 
and  two  of  the  Chapters  did  not  even  reply  to  my  letters. 
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The  cost  seems  to  be  a  stumbling-block  in  most  cases.  I 
agree  with  some  of  them.  To  Southampton',  for  in- 
stance, the  railroad  fare  alone  to  Stratford  is  a  consider- 
ation. I  would  suggest  a  fund  to  be  started  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  at  least  part  of  the  expenses. 

Now  that  my  year  is  up  I  may  say  that  I  am  sorry 
it  is  over,  as  the  period  has  been  to  me  one  of  the 
most  pleasant  in  my  recollection.  I  met  in  each  Chapter 
some  of  my  best  friends  of  years'  standing.  I  had  the 
pleasure  in  the  past  of  seeing  the  charter  members  of 
Chantry  Chapter  exalted — R.  E.  Comp.  Scott,  E.  Comp. 
Johns,  and  others. 

Once  more  I  thank  the  Companions  for  the  honor 
they  conferred  upon  me  by  electing  me  to  represent  the 
Grand  Chapter.

The  S.  E.'s  of  the  different  Chapters  have  their 
books  in  excellent  condition,  except  the  Book  of  Marks, 
which,  in  every  case,  has  been  neglected.  Their  attention 
was  called  to  this,  and  promises  made  for  a  better  obser- 
vance of  this  requirement.

represent  him  at  the  dedication  and  consecration  of  the 
following  Chapters :

V.  E.  Comp.  Sloggett  and  E.  Comp.  Carter.  The  work 
of  the  evening  was  the  Royal  Arch,  which  was  exem- 
plified by  E.  Comp.  Anderson  and  his  officers  in  a  very 
creditable  manner,  considering  it  was  their  first  work 
after  installation.     Every  officer,  from  the  E.  Z.  to  the 
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Master  of  the  First  Veil,  was  in  his  place  promptly  on 
time,  and  no  substitution  was  necessary,  which,  of  itself, 
is  worthy  of  note,  as  it  not  only  shows  loyalty  to  the 
Chapter,  but  testifies  to  the  push  and  energy  which  is  a 
marked  feature  in  this  progressive  Chapter.

J.  T.  Lester,  Z.,  assisted  by  the  ruling  First 
Principals  of  the  district,  and  in  every  instance  the  work 
was  of  the  highest  standard.  M.  E.  Comp.  F.  W.  Har- 
court,  I.  P.  G.  Z.,  and  many  distinguished  visitors,  present 
and  past  Grand  Chapter  officers,  ruling  Principals  and 
Companions,  honored  the  occasion  with  their  presence.

Murch,  Grand  H.,  and  many  present 
and  past  Grand  Chapter  officers,  Principals  and  Com- 
panions were  present.     M.  E.  Comp.  Macwatt  presented 
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M.  E.  Camp.  Harcourt  with  a  silver  candelabra  and 
vases  as  a  token  of  esteem  from  Grand  Chapter,  and 
R.  E.  Comp.  Sir  John  Gibson,  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Ontario,  also  presented  him  with,  on  behalf  of  St.  Paul's 
Chapter,  a  Past  Grand  Z.'s  regalia. 

Agreeably  to  the  desire  of  M.  E.  Comp.  Macwatt, 
Grand  Z.,  three  Chapters  of  Instruction  were  held,  and 
in  every  instance  the  representation  from  the  various 
Chapters  in  the  district  was  of  the  most  gratifying 
character  The  first  was  held  May  8th  by  Orient  Chap- 
ter, No.  79,  E.  Comp.

Their  loss  will  be  greatly 
felt  by  us  all. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
district  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  which  I  continu- 
ally experienced  at  the  hands  of  the  officers  and  Com- 
panions during  the  past  year.  I  have  to  report  a  matter 
of  considerable  interchange  of  visits  by  the  Chapters 
of  the  district,  with  obvious  profit  to  all.  Many  paid 
fraternal  visits  to  others  outside  the  Toronto  jurisdic- 
tion, among  them  being  St.  Andrew's  and  St.  John's 
Chapter,  No.  4,  which  received  Buffalo  Chapter,  Buffalo, 
on  June  20th,  and  paid  a  return  visit  on  November  7th. 
King  Solomon's,  No.  8,  received  St.  John's  Chapter, 
Hamilton,  October  23rd.

And  in  closing  I  would  add  that  I  am  unable  to 
employ  terms  that  would  adequately  convey  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  R.  E.  Comp.  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  for 
the  willing  assistance  rendered  me  during  my  term  of 
office.

The  passing  of  the  year  1913  'turns  another  page  in 
Capitular  Masonry,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  progress 
in  Ontario  District.  With  but  one,  or  possibly  two,  ex- 
ceptions, the  prospects  of  the  Chapters  in  this  district 
look  very  bright.  And  while  quality  is  essential,  I  look 
for  a  large  increase  in  membership  in  the  Chapters  for 
the  coming  year.  While  there  is  still  much  to  be  desired, 
the  average  attendance  has  increased  throughout  the  dis- 
trict. The  question  of  arrears  of  dues  has  been  most 
seriously  considered  by  the  Companions,  and  while  they 
wish  to  deal  gently  with  those  in  fault,  they  intend  to  be 
just  to  themselves  and  to  their  Chapter.

I  visited  each  of  the  twelve  Chapters  of  the  district, 
and,  as  representative  of  the  Grand  First  Principal,  re- 
ceived a  most  cordial  welcome.  A  banquet  followed  the 
convocation1  in  each,  after  which  ways  and  means  of 
benefitting  the  particular  Chapter  were   fully  discussed. 

A  Chapter  of  Instruction  was  held  in  the  Chapter 
rooms  of  St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  48,  at  Cobourg,  on 
November  20th.

Get  them  interested  in  the 
work.  Put  something  on  every  night.  Have  your  meet- 
ings regular.  Be  punctual.  You  have  plenty  of  excel- 
lent material  waiting  to  come  in.  See  that  they  get  the 
chance.  Your  meetings  have  been  too  few.  The  arrears 
of  dues  are  too  great.  The  remedy  should  be  drastic 
after  a  personal  appeal  to  the  honor  of  each  Companion 
concerned.  Knowing  the  officers  and  Companions  of  this 
Chapter  as  I  do,  and  what  they  are  capable  of,  I  look 
for  a  brighter  future  for  this  Chapter. 

St.  Andrew's  Chapter,  No.  139,  Haveeock. — I  vis- 
ited St.  Andrew's  Chapter  23rd  June.  The  Royal  AtcIi 
degree  was  exemplified  by  E.  Comp.  Andrews  assisted 
by  his  staff  of  officers.

— A  most 
satisfactory  meeting  was  held  in  Pentalp'ha  Chapter  on 
the  night  of  my  official  visit,  2nd  December.     The  Mark

of  officers  was  held  on  the  night  of  my  visit  and  an  entire 
new  staff  of  officers  elected. 

Keystone  Chapter,  No.  35,  Whitby. — At  my  visit 
to  Keystone  Chapter  two  candidates  were  exalted  to  the 
Supreme  degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  by  the  E.  First 
Principal  and  his  regular  staff  of  officers.

Their  neglect  or  indiffer- 
ence in  this  matter  causes  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary 
trouble. 

I  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Com- 
panions of  this  district  for  selecting  me  to  fill  this  honor- 
able position,  and  for  their  many  acts  of  courtesy  during 
my  term  of  office.

I  am  sorry  that,  owing  to  the  general  depression  in 
business,  I  have  been  unable  to  hold  a  Chapter  of  In- 
struction, but  I  trust  my  successor  may  be  more 
fortunate. 

I  wish  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers  and 
Companions  of  the  various  Chapters  for  the  kind  and 
cordial  welcome  extended  to  me  on  my  official  visits,  to 
the  Companions  who  placed  me  in  the  position  of  Grand 
Superintendent,  and  to  the  Companions  who  so  kindly 
accompanied  me  on  my  visitations,  and  it  is  with  very 
sincere  regret  that  I  sever  my  official  connection  with  the 
good  Companions  of  St.  Lawrence  District. 

Maitland  Chapter,  No.  68,  North  Augusta. — 
Accompanied  by  Comp.  Ridley,  the  district  secretary,  I 
paid  my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  October  17th. 
This  Chapter  is  off  the  line  of  railway,  and  I  had  to  drive 
some  thirty  miles  in  making  the  trip.  I  was  led  to  be- 
lieve that  this  Chapter  was  almost  defunct,  and  was 
agreeably  surprised  to  find  considerable  life  in  the  old 
Chapter   yet.

J.  B.  Love, 
is  a  very  efficient  officer,  and  the  Scribe  E.,  Comp.  Geo. 
A.  Love,  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  His  books  are  in 
fine  shape,  and  ithe  dues  are  well  paid  up.  I  was  most 
hospitably  entertained  by  the  Companions,  and  I  am  sure 
that  my  successor  will  find  a  steady  improvement  in 
Maitland  Chapter. 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  112,  Morrisburg. — Accom- 
panied by  E.  Comp.  Williams  and  Comps.  Ridley  and 
Norris,  I  visited  the  above  Chapter  on  November  17th. 
There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members,  and  the  work 
of  exaltation  was  exemplified  by  E.  Comp.

Davy 
and  E.  Comps.  Farlinger  and  Marsb,  who  have  been  un- 
tiring in  their  efforts  to  maintain  the  reputation  which 
St.  John's  has  always  enjoyed.  The  Chapter  is  fortunate 
in  having  such  a  capable  and  efficient  Scribe  E.  The 
books  of  Comp.  Herring  will  always  bear  inspection.  The 
dues  are  promptly  collected  by  Comp.  Herring,  who  'has 
only  been  in  office  for  a  short  time.  The  hospitality  of 
the  Companions  of  St.  John's  is  proverbial,  and  a  very 
pleasant  evening  was  spent.  The  future  of  this  Chapter 
looks  good. 

Sussex  Chapter,  No.  59,  and  St.  Lawrence  Chap- 
ter, No.  100,  Brockviu,E. — Visited  these  two  Chapters 
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at  a  joint  convocation  on  November  15th,  accompanied 
by  E.  Comp.  Williams  and  Comp.  Ridley.  There  was  a 
^ood  attendance  of  members  and  visitors,  among  the 
fatter  being  R.  E.  Comp.  Nicholls,  Grand  Supt.  of  Ottawa 
district.  The  work  of  the  evening  was  an  exaltation. 
The  supreme  degree  was  exemplified  by  E.  Comps. 
Bellamy  and  Grothier  of  St.  Lawrence  Chapter,  as  H. 
and  T-  The  beautiful  ceremony  was  conferred  in  a 
manner  which  was  very  impressive,  all  the  officers  being 
very  proficient  in  their  duties.  The  Chapter  room  is 
probably  the  largest  in  the  district,  and  the  furnishings 
are  in  keeping  with  the  beautiful  room.  The  Com- 
panions of  both  Chapters  are  very  enthusiastic,  and  the 
future  certainly  looks  very  bright.  The  dues  outstand- 
ing of  St.  Lawrence  Chapter  are  not  unusually  large,  but 
Sussex  will  have  to  turn  over  a  new  leaf  in  this  respect, 
as  the  amount  outstanding,  as  per  statistical  table  at 
tached,  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  membership.  The 
Scribes  E.  of  both  Chapters,  Comps.  Green  and  Morri- 
son, are  very  capable,  and  their  books  are  all  that  could 
be  desired,  with  the  exception  of  the  left-hand  side  of  the 
ledger,  which  if  improved  upon,  I  could  safely  predict  a 
steady  increase  in  both  Chapters. 

Ancient  Frontsnac  and  Cataraqui,  No.  i,  Kings- 
ton.— I  visited  this,  the  oldest  Chapter  under  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada,  on  November  21st,  accompanied  by 
E.  Comp.  Wililiams  and  the  district  secretary.  A  large 
attendance  of  Companions  and  visitors  was  present, 
and  the  evening  spent  with  the  good  Companions  of 
Ancient  Frontenac  was  a  most  delightful  one.  They 
have  large  and  most  comfortable  quarters,  the  walls 
being  adorned  with  the  portraits  of  eminent  men  who 
have  occupied  important  positions  in  the  Masonic  world, 
to  which  Kingston  has  contributed  not  a  few.  Seven 
candidates  were  exalted,  and  a  finer-looking  lot  of  men 
it  would  be  hard  to  find.  The  work  was  exemplified  by 
E.  Comp.  Pearson  and  his  excellent  staff  of  officers  in 
a  manner  to  make  one  feel  proud  of  being  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason.  E.  Comp.  Pearson  is  attached  to  the  permanent 
force,  and  his  orders  are  carried  out  with  military 
precision. 
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From  the  reputation  enjoyed  by  this  Chapter,  T  ex- 
pected to  find  the  work  well  done,  and  I  was  not  disap- 
pointed. In  fact,  it  could  not  be  otherwise  when  such 
men  as  M.  E.  Comps.  Hendrie  and  Shaw  and  Rs  E 
Camps.  Murch  and  Connell  are  always  with  them  to  give 
them  the  benefit  of  their  wisdom  and  experience  The 
books,  m  the  hands  of  Comp.  George  Gillespie,  are  all 
that  could  be  desired,  and  he  informs  me  that  this  Chap- 
ter has  enjoyed  a  most  prosperous,  year.  The  reception 
accorded  to  myself  and  the  Companions  who  accom- 
panied me  will;  not  soon  be  forgotten,  and  I  hope,  in  the 
near  future,  to  again  visit  my  good  friends  of  Frontenac 
Chapter. 

Grenville  Chapter,  No.  22,  Prescott.— This 
Chapter  I  visited  on  December  gth,  accompanied  by  the 
district  secretary  and  Comp.  Killaly.  The  train  being 
late,  we  did  not  arrive  until  the  election  of  officers  was 
almost  concluded.  The  attendance  was  small,  and  the 
enthusiasm  was  not  very  noticeable.  I  found  from  the 
minutes  that  this  was  the  first  meeting  since  June.  There 
was  no  work,  and  as  some  of  the  regular  officers  were  not 
present  I  did  not  ask  them  to  put  on  any  degree  work 
The  First  Principal,  E.  Comp.  Wormington,  is  an  effi- 
cient officer;  but  as  he  resides  at  Cardinal,  some  miles 
away,  he  is  to  a  certain  extent  handicapped.  He  seems 
to  have  attended  the  meetings  regularly,  but  was  not 
supported  by  the  officers  and  Companions  as  he  should 
have  been.  Grenville  Chapter  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  Grand  Chapter,  and  should  be  one  of  the 
best  The  membership  is  63,  and  the  dues  outstanding 
are  $120,  an  amount  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  member- 
ship, showing  a  laxity  somewhere.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
under  the  new  officers  just  elected,  the  Chapter  will  take 
on  a  new  lease  of  life  and  return  to  its  old  position  as  one 
of  the  foremost  in  the  district. 

Leeds  Chapter,  No.  132,  Gananooue Accom- 
panied by  E.  Comp.  Williams,  I  visited  this  Chapter  on 
January  7th.  The  attendance  being  particularly  good, 
the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  exemplified  by  E.  Comp. 
Clow  and  his   officers   in  a  most  creditable  manner,  all 
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the  details  being  most  carefully  observed.  I  must  con- 
gratulate the  Companions  and  brethren  of  Gananoque 
on  the  beautiful  and  commodious  quarters  in  which  they 
are  domiciled.  The  furnishings  are  in  perfect  taste,  and 
purely  Masonic.  They  certainly  enjoy  all  the  comforts 
of  home.  The  books,  in  the  hands  of  R.  E.  Comp.  Munro, 
are  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  being  a  canny  Scotch- 
man, he  looks  carefully  after  the  "bawbees."

Covenant  Chapter,  No.  113,  Cornwau,. — I  paid 
my  official  visit  to  this,  my  mother  Chapter,  on  January 
21  st.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  members  and 
visitors,  among  the  latter  being  R.  E.  Comp.  W.  S.  R. 
Murch,  the  Grand  H.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 
who  kindly  consented  to  instal  the  officers  on  this  occa- 
sion. The  R.  E.  Companion  was  received  with  the  honors 
due  to  his  exalted  position,  and  if  his  visit  was  as  pleas- 
ant to  himself  as  it  was  profitable  to  the  Companions, 
then  Covenant  Chapter  is  more  than  gratified.  The 
M.  M.  M.  degree  was  exemplified  by  E.  Comp.  Niehol, 
and  the  Royal  Arch  by  the  First  Principal  in  a  manner 
which  elicited  the  warm  approval  of  the  R.  E.  the  Grand

There  is  the  best  kind  of  advancement  being  experienced 
in  Avondale  at  present,  her  members  being  recruited  from 
the  home  members  of  the  Craft  lodge,  not  that  they  make 
any  better  Royal  Arch  Masons,  but  being  convenient  to 
their  Chapter,  the  attendance  is  much  more  regular. 

Mount  Sinai  Chapter,  No.  183,  Rivers. — I  paid 
my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  November  21st,  and 
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was  accompanied  by  E.  Comps.  Hunter  and  Crawford. 
We  received  a  very  cordial  reception  from  the  wide- 
awake Companions  of  this,  the  youngest  Chapter  in  the 
district.  Quite  a  setback  was  administered  to  the  locality 
when  the  G.  T.  P.  railway  decided  to  remove  their  shops 
to  Transcona,  but  the  remaining  Companions  say  they 
do  not  fear  the  outcome,  and  will  make  a  success  out  of 
their  venture.  We  witnessed  the  several  degrees  con- 
ferred upon  two  candidates  in  a  nothing-to-be-desired 
style.  Their  books  are  in  good  condition,  under  the  care 
of  Comp.  C.  H.  Payne,  Scribe  E. 

Royail  Arch  Masonry  is  making  steady  and  favorable 
progress  in  this  district.  The  worst  fly  in  the  ointment 
is  the  large  amount  of  outstanding  dues,  which,  without 
doubt,  is  caused  to  a  great  extent  by  the  financial  strin- 
gency which  at  present  is  affecting  the  whole  country. 
This  condition  will  disappear  with  the  sure  return  of 
good  times.

Companions, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report 
for  the  year  1913.  The  work  throughout  District  No.  16 
is  uniformly  good,  and  should,  in  the  hands  of  the  officers 
presiding  over  the  various  Chapters,  continue  to  be  so. 
Everywhere  through  the  district  your  representative  was 
received  in  a  manner  which  speaks  volumes  for  the  loy- 
alty of  the  Companions  to  the  M.  E.  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Canada.  A  majority  of  the  Chapters  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  on  several  occasions  and  have  had 
an  opportunity  of  viewing  their  work  in  the  different 
degrees.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  official  visits 
paid : 

Vancouver  Chapter,  No.  98,  Vancouver. — Visited 
on  November  12th.  The  R.  A.  degree  was  conferred. 
This  Chapter,  the  oldest  in  the  district,  is  doing  as  well 
as  in  the  past,  and  shows  every  indication  of  keeping  up 
its  splendid  record. 

Westminster  Chapter,  No.  124,  New  Westmin- 
ster.— This  Chapter  occupies  beautiful  and  spacious 
quarters  in  the  new  Masonic  Temple,  of  which  any  city 
in  this  Grand  jurisdiction  might  feel  justly  proud.  The 
official  visit  was  paid  on  November  14th,  the  work  of 
the  evening  being  the  exemplification  of  the  R.  A.  degree, 
which  was  performed  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.

The  trip  to 
Prince  Rupert  was  made  in  company  with  the  R.  W.  the 
D.  D.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  B.C.,  and  the  R.  E. 
Provincial  Grand  Prior  of  the  Great  Priory  of  Canada, 
Comps.  W.  C.  Ditmars  and  J.  J.  Miller,  who  were  making 
official  visits  on  behalf  of  their  respective  Grand  bodies. 
Several  enjoyable  days  were  spent  in  Prince  Rupert.  On 
May  22nd  the  Chapter  was  officially  visited  and  the 
working  of  the  M.  M.  M.  degree  was  admirably  handled. 
It  is  an  inspiration  for  those  interested  in  any  or  all 
branches  of  Freemasonry  to  visit  Prince  Rupert.

Also  do  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks 
to  the  officers  and  Companions  of  the  Chapters  visited, 
whose  kindness  one  does  not  readily  forget.

In 
submitting  the  annual  report  as  acting  Grand  Superin- 
tendent for  this  district,  I  feel  it  incumbent  on  me  to 
express  my  regret  and  that  of  all  the  Chapters  in  the 
province  upon  the  exaltation  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above 
of  our  much  lamented  and  beloved  R.  E.  Comp.  James 
J.  Dunlop,  the  installed  Grand  Superintendent  of  this 
district  for  the  year  1913,  who,  by  his  untiring  zeal  and 
faithfulness,  had  endeared  himself  to  every  Companion 
who  had  the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance.  He  was 
always  an  inspiration  to  the  Companions,  and  we  shall 
ever  revere  his  memory,  which  shall  be  an  incentive  to 
all   Companions   for  many  years  to  come. 

In  submitting  this  the  annual  report  for  the  year 
1913,  I  feel  that  I  must  congratulate  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Alberta  XT.  District,  No.  17,  for  the  efficient 
staffs  of  officers  of  the  several  Chapters,  and  also  for 
the  fraternal  manner  in  wdiich  they  greeted  me  on  the 
occasions  of  my  official  visits. 

Chapter  of  Instruction. — My  request  to  Calgary 
Chapter,  X'o.  106,  for  the  privilege  of  holding  a  Chapter 
of  Instruction  met  with  a  ready  response,  and  I  wish 
here  to  thank  most  heartily  the  officers  and  Companions 
of  that  Chapter  for  their  kindness  and  courtesy  on  this 
occasion.  On  the  evening  of  the  9th  of  December,  in  the 
presence  of  at  least  150  Excellent  Companions  and  Com- 
panions, was  held  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  and 
profitable  Chapters  of  Instruction  ever  held  in  the  juris- 
diction. Otuskwan  Chapter,  No.  179,  exemplified  the 
Mark  Master  degree  in  an  excellent  manner.  Calgary 
Chapter,  U.D.,  exemplified  the  Most  Excellent  degree  in 
a  perfect  manner,  and  Alberta  Chapter,  No.  106,  the 
oldest  Chapter  in  the  district,  conferred  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch   in   a  manner  that   brought   forth   words   of  praise 
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from  all  present.  I  might  just  say  that  Bow  Valley 
Chapter,  U.D.,  was  to  have  conferred  one  of  the  de- 
grees, but  was  unable  to  assemble  their  officers  for  that 
occasion.  I  wish  to  point  out  to  the  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z. 
and  officers  of  Grand  Chapter  the  value  to  Capitular 
Masonry  of  "Chapters  of  Instruction"  was  fully  realized, 
as  it  not  only  gets  the  Companions  together  in  a  social 
way,  but  the  discussion  as  a  result  is  very  instructive  to 
the  district  at  large. 

I  append  the  report  of  my  official  visits  to  the  re- 
spective Chapters  of  the  district,  all  of  which  greeted 
me  in  a  most  fraternal  spirit. 

Alberta  Chapter,  No.  106,  Calgary. — On  Novem- 
ber 5th  I  visited  officially  Alberta,  when  the  officers 
exemplified  the  Mark  Master  degree  on  four  candidates 
in  an  excellent  mannner.  This  Chapter  is  doing  good 
work,  as  they  have  had  sixty-three  candidates  during  the 
past  year,  and  are  in  a  flourishing  condition  financially 
and  otherwise.  The  books  are  all  written  up  to  date,  and 
all  accounts  and  so  forth  are  as  laid  down  in  the  Consti- 
tution. The  E.  Z.  deserves  great  credit  for  the  manner 
in  which  he  has  conducted  his  duties  for  the  past  year. 

North  Star  Chapter,  No.  118,  Edmonton. — I 
visited  at  nearly  all  of  their  regular  meetings  during  the 
year,  as  this  is  my  home  Chapter,  of  which  I  am  a  life 
member.  They  have  had  a  prosperous  year,  having 
exalted  forty  candidates  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  collection  of 
back  dues  has  been  rather  neglected  owing  to  the  fact 
of  the  old  Scribe  E.,  R.  E.  Comp.  Dunlop,  being  called 
to  the  Great  Beyond,  and  it  being  found  difficult  for 
some  time  to  fill  his  place,  but  I  think  now  in  the  present 
Scribe  E.  we  have  one  who  will  look  carefully  after  his 
duties,  and  trust  in  next  report  that  the  outstanding  dues 
will  be  materially  diminished. 

Mount  Horeb  Chapter,  No.  172,  Wetasktwin. —

on  November  6th.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  First 
Principal  Z.,  who  was  in  the  hospital  at  the  time,  the 
chair  was  occupied  by  R.  E.  Companion  George  Hill, 
who  conferred  the  M.  E.  M.  degree  on  several  brethren 
in  a  very  creditable  manner.  I  found  the  books  and 
finances  in  good  shape,  as  per  my  report,  and  consider 
this  Chapter  has  a  bright  future. 

T  was  unable  to  make  arrangements  to  visit  Bow  Val- 
ley Chapter,  No.  188,  at  Gleiehen,  as  they  were  unable 
to  have  a  meeting  on  the  only  dates  on  which  I  could 
visit  them,  but  have  R.  E.  Comp.  Hill's  assurance  that 
everything  is  being  conducted  in  proper  form. 

On  January  9th,  1914,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  institut- 
ing Capital  City  Chapter,  U.D.,  of  Edmonton,  and  in- 
stalled the  officers  in  their  respective  positions.  They  are 
starting  with  forty-four  members,  and  have  an  enthusi- 
astic set  of  officers,  whom  I  feel  confident  will  uphold 
the  traditions  of  Capitular  Masonry  and  conduct  their 
Chapter  in  a  model  manner.  I  was  assisted  on  this  occa- 
sion by  R.  E.  Comp.  A.  R.  Duncan,  Past  Grand  Superin- 
tendent, whom  I  wish  to  thank  for  his  invaluable 
assistance. 

I  have  received  the  dispensation  papers  for  a  Chapter 
at  Red  Deer,  and  also  at  Vermilion,  but  as  the  Com- 
panions were  not  prepared  with  the  paraphernalia  neces- 
sary for  instituting  purposes,  I  have  postponed  the  same 
until  after  the  meeting  of  Grand  Chapter. 

I  might  add  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  me  to  see 
the  interest  taken  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  Alberta  N. 
District,  No.  17,  and  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  in 
the  near  future  I  believe  we  will  have  one  of  the  best 
districts  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  present  my  report  on 
Alberta  S.  District,  No.  17A,  for  the  year  1913. 

The  state  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  district  is  on 
the  whole  encouraging.  In  the  four  Chapters  from  which 
I  have  received  returns  the  increase  has  been  ten,  the  total 
number  being  236,  as  against  226.  Thirty-three  petitions 
have  been  accepted  in  the  past  year,  less  withdrawals, 
suspensions  and  deaths. 

Goldkx  West  Chapter,  No  159,  High  River. — I 
visited  High  River  during  the  summer  months,  and  found 
this  well-established  Chapter  in  good  order.  It  has  in- 
creased its  membership  from  78  to  87,  and  although  the 
average  attendance  is  only  12.25  for  members,  still  in  this 
Chapter,  as  in  so  many  in  the  western  towns,  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  members  live  out  in  the  country  many 
miles  from  the  Chapter  home.  Everything  was  in  excel- 
lent shape,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  for  1914,  suc- 
cess is  assured,  if  they  follow  on  the  good  work  of  their 
predecessors  for  1913. 

Siikkixah  Chapter,  No.  159,  Lethbridge. — I  was 
enabled  to  visit  Shekinah  twice  and  there  found  a  most 
enthusiastic  body  of  Masons,  with  the  work  put  on  in 
excellent  style  and  snap.  The  attendance  here  averaged 
15.93,  which  is  encouraging,  although  the  fact  that  of  the 
91  members  a  large  proportion  reside  in  the  city  of  Leth- 
bridge should  make  for  a  much  greater  average  attend- 
ance. This  Chapter  is  perhaps  the  best  body  of  working 
Chapter  Masons  in  the  district,  and  with  Past  District 
Superintendent  Macleod  at  hand  to  aid  and  assist,  it 
must  do  well. 

Bekah  Chapter,  Na  176,  Macleod,  has  had  an 
unfortunate  year,  but  I  have  pleasure  in  saying  it  is  now 
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firmly  on  its  feet  and  has  received  a  good  start,  with  new 
officers  installed1  and  practically  all  new  men,  full  of 
enthusiasm.  I  hope  to  see  this  year  everything  will  go 
well  with  this  Chapter. 

Kether  Chapter,  No.  177,  Pincher  Creek,  is  doing 
well.  This  Chapter  is  not  actively  canvassing  for  mem- 
bers, hence  the  decrease  in  its  membership.  However, 
it  believes  in  growing  slowly  and  surely,  and  making 
sure,  also,  that  none  but  worthy  Masons  are  exalted.  It 
does  not  believe  in  being  treated  as  a  stepping-stone  to 
higher  (?)  things. 

Assiniboia  Chapter,  No.  126,  Medicine  Hat. — I 
regret  that  the  returns  from  Assiniboia  Chapter  are  un- 
available, but  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  it  on  Decem- 
ber 10th  and  found  the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic 
body  of  Chapter  Masons  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
meet.  The  Royal  Arch  degree  was  excellently  put  on, 
and  if  no  returns  did  come  in  I  can  heartily  certify  to  the 
excellent  standing  of  Assiniboia  Chapter,  due  largely  to 
the  work  of  E.  Z.  W.  V.  Sanders. 

In  every  Chapter  I  found  officers  capable  of  working 
the  degrees,  books  well  kept,  and  all  rules  and  regulations 
properly  observed.  Insurance  is  carried  by  every  Chapter 
with  the  exception  of  Kether,  which  has  by  now  placed 
the  same. 

I  would  suggest  that  if  a  word  of  advice  might  be 
given  the  Chapters,  it  would  be  not  to  allow  Masons, 
however  worthy,  to  join  unless  they  are  prepared  to  be- 
come active  Chapter  members.  This  idea  of  a  Mason 
taking  the  Capitular  degrees  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
passing  up,  and  never  thereafter  returning  to  his  Chapter 
may  increase  the  Chapter  funds,  but  does  not  increase 
the  strength  of  Capitular  Masonry.  The  small  attend- 
ance at  the  meetings  of  the  larger  Chapters  bears  this  out. 

Chapter  op  Instruction. — I  held  a  Chapter  of  In- 
struction for  District  No.  17 A,  Alberta,  at  Macleod  on 
Friday,  the  6th  inst.     The   Chapter  was  well   attended,

representatives  being-  present  from  Golden  West,  Assini- 
boia.  Shekinah.  Bekah  and  Kether  Chapters.  In  fact,  in 
every  case,  with  the  exception  of  Golden  West,  the  First 
Principal  of  each  Chapter  was  present,  and  we  had  the 
Scribe  !

This  was 
put  on  by  Shekinah  Chapter  in  a  very  excellent  manner, 
and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  of  that  Chapter  for 
their  enterprise  in  taking  a  team  to  Macleod.  Great 
credit  is  also  due  to  V.  E.  Comp.  Lockwood  for  his 
training  of  the  team.

Kootenay  Chapter,  No.  120,  Kaslo. — On  December 
3rd  I  visited  the  Chapter  officially,  and,  considering  the 
difficulty  under  which  it  labors  at  present  owing  to  the 
want  of  transportation  from  the  interior  of  the  district, 
where  many  of  the  Companions  reside,  there  was  a  fail 
attendance  and  a  good  deal  of  enthusiasm  amongst  the 
members,  and  a  determination  to  make  the  Chapter  a 
success.  I  look  forward,  now  that  the  C.  P.  R.  has  taken 
over  the  line  to  Sandow  and  other  points,  and  the  revival 
of  the  silver-lead  industry,  that  the  prospects  will 
brighten  and  the  Chapter  will  get  along  more  satis- 
factorily. 

Nelson  Chapter,  No.  123,  Nelson. — I  visited  the 
Chapter  on  December  2nd,  found  a  good  attendance  of 
the  Companions,  and  during  the  evening  the  M.  M.  M. 
and  M.  E.  M.  degrees  were  conferred  on  two  candidates 
in  a  very  creditable  manner  by  E.  Comp.  Wetherby  and 
his  officers.  The  prospects  of  the  Chapter  are  extremely 
bright.  The  officers  do  their  work  well  and  are  regular 
in  their  attendance  at  the  meetings.

Crow's  Nest  Chapter,  No.  137,  Fernie- — I  tried 
several  times  to  arrange  for  an  official  visit  to  this 
Chapter,  but  owing  to  the  absence  of  several  of  the 
Principal  officers  I  was  unable  to  do  so.  There  is  no 
reason  why  this  Chapter  should  not  become  one  of  the 
leading  Chapters  in  this  jurisdiction,  as  it  is  situated  in  a 
growing  town  and  district  and  in  the  centre  of  a  populous 
section.  It  only  wants  a  little  enthusiasm  on  the  part 
of  the  Companions  to  make  it  so. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  my 
reception  by  the  several  Chapters  was  most  cordial  and 
enthusiastic,  and  I  appreciate  the  attention  shown  me 
when  visiting  them  officially.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  as  Grand  Superintendent  of 
this  district. 

First,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Grand  Z.  and  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Chapters  in  this  district  of  selecting  me, 
an  honor  which  I  greatly  appreciate. 

How  to  be  installed  was  a  problem.  The  only  three 
Past  Grand  Superintendents  in  the  district  were  at  Revel- 
stoke,  200  miles  away,  and  a  special  visit  there  would 
take  three  days.  I  hoped  the  opportunity  would  be  taken 
to  instal  as  the  Companions  went  to  or  returned  from  the 
coast  to  attend  a  meeting  in  Vancouver ;  but  after  I 
thought  all  arrangements  made,  I  received  a  wire  at 
Vancouver  that  the  expected  meeting  could  not  be  held. 
This  was  particularly  a  disappointment,  as  several  Ross- 
land  Companions  were  to  accompany  me  on  the  visit. 
However,  R.  E.  Comp.  J.  H.  Roaf  very  kindly  had  a 
special  meeting  of  Vancouver  Chapter  summoned  for  the 
purpose,  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  him  and  to  the 
officers  and  Companions,  who  attended  at  some  incon- 
venience, for  assisting  me  out  of  the  difficulty. 

Owing  to  the  great  extent  of  the  old  Kootenay  Dis- 
trict, the  two  Chapters  most  off  the  general  line  of  travel 
were  much  neglected,  and  these  were  the  ones  that 
needed  visiting  the  most.  In  fact,  I  was  told  that  I  was 
the  first  Grand  Superintendent  to  attend  a  convocation 
of  Boundary  Chapter  at  Grand  Forks.  When  instituted, 
the  officers  travelled  to  Nelson  to  be  installed,  and  when 
the  only  other  Grand  Superintendent  visited,  they  were 
unable  to  hold  a  -meeting.  Vernon  had  one  visit  when 
instituted,  and  only  one  since.  It  is  hard  on  isolated 
Chapters  like  these  to  start  them  off  and  trust  to  their 
own  endeavors  to  work  out  their  own  salvation  without 
assistance  and  advice  from  skilled  Companions. 

However,  with  the  district  as  now  divided,  I  expect 
that  all  the  Chapters  will  be  visited ;  but  even  to  visit  the 
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four  Chapters  requires  800  miles  of  travel  and  a  week's 
time,  if  fortunate  enough  to  arrange  meetings  close 
together. 

The  name  of  the  district  is  inappropriate.  Only  one 
Chapter  is  in  the  Okanagan  district  proper.  I  would 
strongly  urge  the  name  "Yale-Columbia*"  as  being  most 
applicable,  two  of  the  Chapters  being  in  Yale  district, 
and  two  on,  or  very  close  to,  the  Columbia  River. 

The  Chapters  show  a  small,  but  steady,  increase  in 
membership,  and  are  in  a  flourishing  state  financially. 
There  is,  however,  too  much  disregard  of  the  routine 
provisions  of  the  Constitution.  This  is  not  so  much 
wilful  as  the  result  of  incoming  officers  carrying  on 
affairs  as  did  the  old,  without  taking  sufficient  pains  to 
escertain  exactly  what  they  have  obligated  themselves 
to  uphold.  I  believe  that  since  attention  has  been  called 
to  it,  much  improvement  in  this  regard  has  been  made. 
The  sections  chiefly  referred  to  are  those  dealing  with  the 
examination  of  Principals,  signing  by-laws,  degree  book 
of  officers,  no  treasurer's  book  as  set  out,  minutes  do  not 
contain  visitors'  names,  minutes  not  signed  by  the  Z., 
particulars  of  candidates  not  fully  entered,  and  gener- 
ally do  not  conform  to  model  as  set  forth  in  the  ap- 
pendix. The  book  of  Marks  is  generally  poorly  entered 
up.  But  the  violation  having  the  most  serious  conse- 
quences is  in  not  requiring  an  examination  from  the 
candidates.  Every  candidate  should  at  least  memorize 
his  R.  A.  lecture  before  receiving  his  certificate,  in  order 
to  be  able  to  prove  himself;  but  it  would  be  better  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  ritual  by  examining 
before  conferring  degrees. 

I  think  the  Grand  Superintendents  should  be  provided 
with  a  form,  in  which  he  should  answer  specific  questions 
as  to  these  sections,  paraphernalia,  auditors'  report,  in- 
surance, etc. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  Vernon  and  Rossland  have 
small  libraries,  but  believe  no  Chapter  keeps  a  file  of  the 
Annual  Proceedings. 
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I  am  glad  to  note  that  all  the  First  Principals  can  work 
all  the  degrees.  From  the  modesty  shown  on  my  visits 
and  what  I  have  heard,  I  fear  some  of  the  Scribes  E.  in 
this  connection  made  a  slight  mental  reservation. 

Boundary  Chapter,  No.  174,  Grand  Forks. — Visited 
September  24th.  Attendance  very  poor,  but  in  part  attri- 
buted to  the  fact  that  their  annual  fair  was  to  be  held  the 
next  day  and  some  were  absent  preparing.  Had  it  not 
been  for  some  unexpected  visitors  and  myself  there  would 
not  have  been  a  quorum.  I  had  requested  that  some 
work  be  exemplified,  even  if  there  were  no  candidate,  but, 
on  account  of  lack  of  officers,  it  was  impossible.  From 
all  I  could  see  the  officers  were  competent  and  enthusias- 
tic. Am  told  this  Chapter  has  more  members  resident  in 
Greenwood  than  in  Grand  Forks.  The  Chapter  meets  in 
a  beautiful  hall,  dedicated  to  Masonry,  and  has  lately 
co-operated  with  the  Blue  Lodge  in  providing  instru- 
mental music.  The  minute  book  is  very  well  kept  by 
E.  Comp.  W.  J.  Cook.  There  are  three  good  lodges  to 
draw  from,  and  the  Chapter  should  do  well.  As  the 
Chapter  had  not  been  consecrated,  I  performed  that  cere- 
mony. The  evening  wound  up  with  a  fine  banquet  and 
the  Companions  did  everything  possible  to  entertain  and 
to  try  to  detain  me  as  their  guest. 

Revelstoke  Chapter,  No.  128,  Revelstoke. — Vis- 
ited October  15th.  Attendance  good.  Royal  Arch  degree 
exemplified.  The  work  was  very  well  put  on  by  E.  Comp. 
Morris  and  his  officers.  This  Chapter  is  joining  with  the 
Blue  Lodge  in  erecting  a  fine  Masonic  hall — "a  long-felt 
want"  in  Revelstoke.  The  finances  are  in  flourishing  con- 
dition and  the  books  well  kept  by  R.  E.  Comp.  Rev.  C.  A. 
Procunier.  I  found  an  enthusiastic  feeling  which  speaks 
well  for  the  future. 

Okanagan  Chapter,  No.  157,  Vernon. — Visited 
October  16th.  Attendance  good.  About  eight  Compan- 
ions drove  over  by  auto  from  Kelowna,  about  forty  miles 
distant.  I  notified  the  Scribe  E.  on  the  2nd  that  I  would 
visit  at  their  regular  on  the  16th,  and  I  wrote  in  the 
middle  of  September  that  I  would  visit  either  after  the 
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Revektoke  regular  or  on  their  own  regular  night,  and 
thai  I  wished  to  see  work  exemplified.  Although  they 
had  a  candidate  on  the  way,  and  a  good  representation  of 
officers,  no  persuasion  could  induce  them  to  attempt  even 
a  practice  while  I  was  present.  It  is  extremely  disap- 
pointing to  take  a  trip  of  four  days  and  be  at  consider- 
able expense  to  be  met  with  such  obstinacy.  They  had 
had  no  meeting  for  six  months,  and  about  ten  months 
have  now  elapsed  since  the  candidate  received  the  Mark 
degree,  and  he  has  not  yet  received  the  M.  E.  M.  They 
have  about  thirty  Companions  resident  in  Vernon,  and  a 
fine  body  of  men  they  are  to  meet.  In  my  opinion  Vernon 
has  probably  the  best  field  to  draw  from  of  any  Chapter 
in  the  district.  I  endeavored  to  advise  them  the  best 
way  to  deal  with  the  situation. 

Rosslaxd  Chapter,  No.  122,  Rossland. — I  have 
attended  almost  every  meeting  of  this,  my  own  Chapter. 
The  E.  Z.  for  1913,  Alex.  Cox,  rode  many  miles  each 
way  to  attend  the  meetings,  and  has  few  equals  in  put- 
ting on  the  work.  The  present  Z.,  E.  Comp.  Will,  has 
put  on  the  first  two  degrees  in  a  most  creditable  manner, 
is  showing  energy  in  getting  the  officers  perfect  in  their 
work,  and  in  complying  more  strictly  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  ritual.  On  December  20th  we  had  the  pleasure 
of  a  visit  from  eleven  Companions  from  Nelson  Chapter, 
including  R.  E.  Comp.  George  Johnstone,  P.  G.  Superin- 
tendent, and  they  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree  in  a 
most  finished  and  impressive  manner.  This  was  practi- 
cally a  Chapter  of  Instruction,  but  Nelson  is  in  the  other 
district  and  the  visit  therefore  was  highly  appreciated. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Companions  who  made 
my  year  of  office  one  that  I  shall  always  look  back  to 
with  pleasant  recollections.  Particularly  I  would  mention 
E.  Comps.  Cook  and  McCallum  of  Grand  Forks  and  R.  E. 
Comp.  Procunier,  Hamilton  and  Kincaid,  of  Revelstoke.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

Companions, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  my  report  for  the  year  19 13. 

It  had  been  my  intention  to  visit  the  different  Chap- 
ters early  in  the  year,  but  owing  to  my  daughter's  ill- 
health  I  had  to  take  her  away  and  did  not  return  until 
September.  Since  that  time  I  have  visited  the  three 
Chapters  in  this  district  and  held  a  Chapter  of  Instruction 
at  Saskatoon. 

While  the  outlook  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  this 
district  is  very  bright,  no  new  Chapters  have  been  insti- 
tuted nor  has  our  membership  increased  as  much  as  we 
had  expected,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  financial  stringency 
existing  during  the  year.  Early  in  the  year  I  received  a 
petition  for  a  Chapter  from  Yorkton,  and  immediately 
wrote  asking  for  the  necessary  information,  and,  although 
I  have  since  written  three  times  to  the  Z. -elect,  as  well  as 
to  the  H.  &  J. -elect,  I  have  received  no  reply,  conse- 
quently I  have  returned  the  petition  and  advised  that 
they  must  present  a  new  petition  if  they  still  desire  a 
Chapter.  Kerrobert  is  at  the  present  time  preparing  a 
petition.  The  present  indications  are  that  the  number  of 
Chapters  will  double  and  our  membership  be  largely  in- 
creased in  the  next  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  on  my  official  visits  I  found 
in  every  instance  the  Chapters  had  a  full  set  of  books  and 
that  they  were  well  and  neatly  kept,  that  the  reports  to 
Grand  Chapter  were  promptly  made,  that  their  property 
was  all  covered  by  insurance  and  that,  with  the  exception 
of  Prince  Albert  Chapter,  not  a  member  was  liable  to 
suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Prince  Albert 
Chapter  has  taken  action,  and  by  the  last  of  January  all 
members  will  have   paid  their  dues  or  been   suspended. 
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T  found  all  the  Chapters  in  good  financial  condition  and 
perfect  harmony  existing  among  the  Companions,  as  well 
as  between  the  Chapters. 

Prince:  Albert  Chapter,  No.  160,  Prince  Albert. — 
This  is  my  home  Chapter  and  I  have  visited  it  frequently 
during  the  year.  On  October  21st  I  made  my  official 
visit.  At  this  meeting  the  three  degrees  were  conferred 
by  E.  Comp.  Rowe  and  officers  in  a  clear  and  impressive 
manner.  This  Chapter  has  only  a  small  number  of  lodges 
to  draw  from  and  has  not  grown  as  we  should  wish,  nor 
has  it  received  the  support  of  its  members  and  subor- 
dinate officers.  The  repeated  absence  of  several  of  the 
latter  was  sharply  commented  on,  and  as  a  result  the 
members  have  resolved  to  attend  regularly  and  insist  on 
their  officers  doing  likewise.  Prince  Albert  Chapter 
should  show  a  big  increase  in  membership  during  1914. 

Saskatoon  Chapter,  No.  165,  Saskatoon. — I  visited 
this  Chapter  officially  on  October  17th  and  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  congratulating  E.  Comp.  Neil  son  and  officers  on 
the  faultless  manner  in  which  they  conferred  the  R.  A. 
degree.  This  is  the  strongest  Chapter  in  this  district  and 
has  a  very  bright  future. 

BatteEEord  Chapter,  No.  181,  BatteEEord. — This 
Chapter  had  the  misfortune  of  losing  its  Chapter  rooms 
by  fire  early  in  the  year,  and  when  I  visited  them  on 
October  16th  I  found  t'hem  in  temporary  but  pleasant 
quarters.  The  three  degrees  were  conferred  by  E.  Comp. 
Soole  and  officers  in  a  manner  that  left  nothing  to  criti- 
cize.    The  future  of  this  Chapter  is  assured. 

Chapter  oe  Instruction. — On  December  4th,  as- 
sisted by  the  R.  E.  Comp.  Dr.  A.  S.  Gorrell,  the  Grand 
Third  Principal,  I  held  a  Chapter  of  Instruction  at  Saska- 
toon. Owing  to  it  requiring  two  full  days  for  the  Battle- 
ford  Companions  to  make  the  trip,  none  of  them  were 
able  to  be  present.  Prince  Albert  was  well  represented 
and  the  Saskatoon  Companions  turned  out  in  force.  The 
three  degrees  were  exemplified  by  Saskatoon  Chapter  in 
their  usual  perfect  and  pleasing  manner,  even  our  R.  E. 
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Comp.  Gorrell  having  to  admit  the  work  was  well  done, 
or,  as  he  expressed  it,  too  well  done,  leaving  no  room  for 
criticism.

The  Chapters  in  this  district  have  made  sub- 
stantial progress,  220  brethren  being  initiated,  making  a 
total  membership  of  800.  During  my  term  of  office  I  have 
not  visited  all  the  Chapters,  which  I  regret  very  much. 
Assisted  by  R.  E.  Comp.  Dr.  Shaw,  I  instituted  the  Chap- 
ters at  Govan,  at  Melville  and  at  Moosomin.  Being  un- 
able to  attend  the  last  Grand  Convocation  at  Toronto,  I 
went  to  Regina,  where  R.  E.  Comp.  Dr.  Gorrell,  Grand 
Third  Principal,  installed  me  as  Grand  Superintendent  of 
the  district. 

Govan  Chapter,  U.D.,  Govan. — A  number  of  the 
officers  of  Golden  Compass  Chapter  accompanied  me  to 
Regina,  where  we  were  met  by  R.  E.  Comp.  Dr.  Shaw 
and  officers  of  Wascana  Chapter  and  proceeded  to  Govan, 
where  I  instituted  and  installed  the  officers  of  Govan 
Chapter,  U.D.,  after  which  the  degrees  were  exemplified 
on  a  class  of  thirteen,  the  work  being  done  by  the  officers 
of  Golden  Compass  Chapter.  After  the  business  of  the 
evening  we  were  entertained  in  the  banqueting  hall  of 
the  Chapter,  where  a  very  pleasant  hour  was  spent.

After  a  pleasant  trip  we  arrived  at  Swift 
Current  and  were  received  in  a  very  cordial  manner.  The 
occasion  being  their  installation  evening,  assisted  by  R.  E. 
Comp.  McCauley,  I  installed  and  invested  the  officers. 
There  being  no  degree  work,  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to 
say  anything  regarding  the  character  of  the  work.  The 
officers  are  competent  and  the  Chapter  has  a  large  terri- 
tory to  keep  it  active.  After  the  business  of  the  evening 
we  were  kindly  entertained. 

Moose  Jaw  Chapter,  No.  162,  Moose  Jaw. — I  paid 
my  official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  the  evening  of  January 
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15th,  this  being  their  installation  night,  when  I  was  again 
assisted  by  R.  E.  Comp.  McCauley.  I  installed  and  in- 
vested the  officers.  Moose  Jaw  has  the  largest  member- 
ship in  this  district,  having  added  fifty-seven  members  to 
their  roll  this  year.

Weyburn  Chapter,  No.  173,  Weyburn. — I  regret 
very  much  not  being  able  to  pay  a  visit  to  this  Chapter 
in  person,  which  I  know  I  would  enjoy  very  much.  I 
have  received  their  annual  report,  which  shows  a  sub- 
stantial progress,  and,  judging  by  R.  E.  Comp.  J.  H. 
Sharpe's  report,  the  future  is  bright  for  Weyburn

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Croud  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as 
Acting  Grand  Superintendent  for  the  unattached  District 
of  Yukon  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  191 3  : 

The  year  191 3  has  not  been  one  of  progress  in  Klon- 
dike Chapter  so  far  as  increase  in  membership  is  con- 
cerned. This  condition  is  due  very  largely  to  the  regret- 
table fact  that  a  member  of  the  Chapter,  whose  deport- 
ment and  reputation  during  his  sojourn  in  the  Yukon  had 
been  of  a  high  order,  was,  early  in  the  year,  arrested  on 
the  serious  criminal  charge  of  destroying  by  means  of 
dynamite  one  of  the  gold  dredges  operating  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Dawson,  and,  being  found  guilty  by  the  jury,  was 
sentenced  to  twenty  years  in  the  penitentiary. 

It  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  Chapter  and  had  a  paralyz- 
ing effect  for  a  time.  Fortunately,  in  my  opinion,  one 
of  the  jurymen  chosen  was  a  worthy  Companion  and  a 
member  of  Klondike  Chapter,  and  the  faithful  and  thor- 
ough manner  in  which  he  discharged  his  painful  duty  dis- 
pelled the  idea  which,  through  ignorance,  prevails  in 
some  quarters,  that  Masons  will  shield  one  another  under 
all  circumstances. 

Much  as  we  must  regret  the  sad  occurrence,  I  feel 
that  by  the  dignified  and  commendable  conduct  of  all  its 
members  throughout  the  unfortunate  affair,  the  Craft  has 
distinctly  gained  rather  than  lost  in  prestige. 

I  visited  the  Chapter  officially  at  the  regular  convo- 
cation held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  November,  when 
the  election  of  officers  took  place.  There  was  no  work, 
but  having  witnessed  the  conferring  of  degrees  at  pre- 
vious convocations  during  the  year,  I  can  only  say  that 
the  officers  have  fully  kept  up  the  reputation  of  Klondike 
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Chapter  for  efficiency  in  the  exemplification  of  the  work 
of  all  the  degrees. 

The  date  for  the  regular  convocation  for  December 
falling  on  Christmas  Day,  it  was  arranged  to  have  the 
installation  at  a  later  day,  and  on  Tuesday  evening,  the 
6th  of  January,  1914,  at  my  request,  V.  E.  Comp.  J.  A. 
Gillis,  assisted  by  R.  E.  Comp.  J.  L.  Bell,  installed  the 
officers  of  the  Chapter  for  the  now  current  year.  All  the 
officers  were  present  and  there  was  a  good  attendance.

Comp.  W.  S.  R.  Murch,  seconded  by  R.  E.  Comp.  A.  S. 
Gorrell,  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  as  an 
appendix  to  the  Proceedings. 

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SCRIBE  E. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

Companions, — This  report  was  enabled  to  announce 
last  February  that  the  gain  in  membership  at  the  year's 
close  exceeded  by  two  hundred  the  addition?  of  the  pre- 
vious Capitular  period.  The  growth  was  apparently  not 
of  the  spasmodic  kind,  for  with  the  twelve  months  ended 
31st  December,  1913,  the  returns  show  a  net  gain  of  1,350, 
so  that  the  year's  showing  is  just  about  one  thousand  over 
that  of  1912,  giving  a  total  membership  at  date  of  18,333, 
as  against  16,983  for  the  previous  period. 

The  older  province  continues  to  hold  its  own,  yet  to 
offer  a  comparison  with  the  others  of  the  jurisdiction 
would  hardly  be  fair  perhaps  just  now.  Aside  from  that 
phase  of  it,  the  figures  are  not  uninteresting.  Ontario's 
Royal  Arch  strength  in  active  members  on  31st  December, 
was  13,080.  The  four  western  provinces  combined  aggre- 
gate 5,130,  giving  a  total  on  the  Grand  Chapter  roll,  in- 
cluding the  unattached  Chapter  in  Yukon  Territory,  of 
i8,333- 

If  the  information  withheld  by  tardy  Chapter  secre- 
taries were  reachable,  a  difference  one  way  or  the  other 
would  afford  a  more  accurate  statement,  but  lacking  cer- 
tain gifts  that  enables  the  mind  reader  to  bridge  vast 
distances,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  can  only  furnish  what  may 
be  termed  a  near  approximation. 

It  is  a  difficult  task  to  awaken  that  particular  officer 
to  a  sense  of  his  plain  duty.     The  malady  with  some  of 
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them  is  deep  rooted  and  seemingly  incurable.  Every 
Chapter  receives  notification  of  what  is  required  at  least 
two  months  prior  to  the  close  of  its  year.  With  each  such 
notification  the  Scribe  E.  is  furnished  with  certain  forms 
of  easy  and  simple  arrangement,  to  be  filled  in  by  that 
officer,  and  the  toes  determined  by  the  information  thus 
set  forth,  lie  is  enjoined  by  the  Constitution  to  forward 
within  a  specified  limit  with  the  completed  return  to  head- 
quarters. Some  of  these  officers,  instead  of  anticipating 
the  expected,  pause  leisurely  until  their  next  following 
regular  convocation  when  the  matter  is  submitted  to  the 
Chapter  and  the  customary  routine  followed  before  the 
treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  out  the  amount  due  to 
Grand  Chapter. 

Such  easy  going  methods  involve  loss  of  time,  much 
inexcusable  delay  and  consequent  congestion,  as  the  in- 
terval between  the  close  of  the  private  Chapter's  year  and 
the  date  when  Grand  Chapter's  financial  year  ends,  is  but 
a  brief  month.  It  can  be  readily  understood  that  the 
period  is  an  anxious  one  for  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  Ap- 
peals by  mail  or  otherwise  to  these  leisurely  secretaries 
are  occasionally  met  by  flippant  or  impertinent  rejoinder, 
or  as  is  more  often  the  case,  the  waiting  and  expectant 
office  is  treated  to  another  lengthy  spell  of  eloquent 
silence.  Meantime  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
or  of  the  Grand  Council  are  demanding  information  for 
their  respective  reports  which  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  is  not 
in  a  position  to  furnish.  If  it  is  withheld  from  him  how 
can  he  possibly  impart  it  to  Grand  Chapter? 

FIRST    PRINCIPAL'S   RESPONSIBILITY. 

The  law  places  the  responsibility  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  First  Principal  of  the  Chapter,  and  if  that  officer 
realized  the  gravity  of  his  position  in  this  regard,  it  would 
go  far  to  ease  the  strain  that  has  been  the  subject  of  com- 
plaint annually  for  many  years  and  becomes  tense  as  we 
add  to  our  strength. 

Many  of  the  Chapters  make  the  office  of  Scribe  E.  a 
permanent  one,  and  where  that  officer  is  sensible  of  his 
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duties  he  is  a  treasure.  In  the  majority  of  cases  this  is 
happily  so,  but  there  are  a  few  who  come  to  look  upon 
their  periodical  re-election  to  the  position  as  a  tribute  to 
superior  attainments  and  presume  upon  the  fact.  They 
come  in  time  to  "own"  the  Chapter  and  do  just  as  they 
please  and  to  suit  their  own  time  and  convenience  with 
lofty  disregard  of  constituted  authority.  With  such  there 
can  be  only  one  remedy.  If  the  Chapter  fails  to  act,  a 
higher  power  should  step  in. 

On  this  office,  also,  the  duty  falls  to  gather  in  the 
reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents,  but  here  again 
the  Chapter  Scribes  are  the  cause  of  the  hitch.  Nearly 
every  one  of  the  district  officers  this  year  ascribed  to  the 
one  source  the  blame  for  their  seeming  tardiness.  With 
every  desire  to  be  punctual,  the  reports  from  these  offi- 
cers are  held  back  by  the  absence  of  the  information  which 
the  Chapter  secretary  could  furnish  in  a  few  minutes. 

The  returns,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  already 
quoted,  reveal  a  "growing  time"  all  round  and,  with  in- 
creasing strength,  our  needs  expand  in  proportion.  Still 
the  opinion  may  be  expressed  that,  with  responsive  officers 
in  charge  of  affairs  in  the  private  Chapters,  any  and 
every  contingency  could  easily  be  met  even  under  less 
hopeful  conditions. 

Not  only  has  the  membership  increased,  but  many  of 
the  Chapters,  regarded  hitherto  as  weak,  have  displayed 
unexpected  indications  of  renewed  interest,  and  even 
that  solitary  case  of  suspended  animation,  reported  a  year 
ago  as  being  worthy  of  decent  sepulture,  has,  through  the 
good  offices  of  active  Companions,  clothed  itself  in  new 
raiment  prepared  to  take  its  proper  place  in  the  advancing 
procession,

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DISPENSATIONS. 

Applications  for  the  M.  E.  the  Grand  Z's.  authority  to 
cover  necessary  breaches  of  regulation  or  customary  de- 
partures from  accepted  usage  were,  as  in  former  periods, 
frequent  but  much  less  so  than  last  year  and  for  purposes 
only  where  the  high  prerogative  was  privileged  by  the 
Constitution.  In  the  majority  of  instances  these  were  to 
qualify  First  or  Second  Principals  who  had  not  become 
eligible  by  .service  in  the  next  lower  position.  Ten  were 
to  permit  elections,  or  elections  and  installations,  on  other 
than  specified  dates,  several  to  permit  convocations  to  be 
held  on  dates  other  than  those  defined,  circumstances  ren- 
dering the  applications  necessary  in  every  case.  Three 
were  to  permit  the  opening  of  regular  convocations  at  an 
earlier  hour  than  the  legal.  Ten  to  wear  the  apron  and 
sash  of  the  Order  at  social  entertainments  open  to  friends 
of  the  Companions.  One  to  permit  a  temporary  meeting 
place  owing  to  Chapter  being  burned  out  and  one  to  con- 
fer  the  degrees  on  a  serving  brother,  some  forty  in  all. 
Several  applications  were  refused,  being  unsupported  by 
legitimate  reasons, 

by-laws.

CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR  MASONRY. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada: 

Your  Committee  has  had  laid  before  it  the  reports  of 
the  Grand  Superintendents  who  have  had,  as  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  Grand  Z.  in  their  different  districts,  control 
of  the  business  and  work  of  the  Chapters.  This  year 
there  are  24  Grand  Superintendents  in  charge  of  dis- 
tricts, besides  an  acting  Superintendent  who  has  had 
supervision  of  our  outlying  Chapter  at  Dawson  City  in 
the  Yukon  district.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter extends  over  all  territory  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
lying  west  of  the  Ottawa  River,  which  makes  it  one  of  the 
largest  jurisdictions  in  the  world. 
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The  duties  of  Grand  Superintendents  are  of  great 
value  if  these  officers  perform  them,  but  if  they  do  not, 
the  Royal  Craft  suffers  by  their  neglect.  All  Chapters 
like  to  be  visited  by  the  Grand  Z.,  if  possible,  but  failing 
that,  by  his  representative.  They  are  spurred  on  to 
greater  perfection  if  they  know  they  are  to  be  inspected, 
and  their  condition  as  to  work  and  prosperity  laid  before 
Grand  Chapter,  and  a  Grand  Superintendent,  if  he  does 
his  duty  honestly,  will  reflect  in  his  report  the  actual  state 
of  affairs  as  he  sees  it,  neither  extenuating  or  setting 
aught  down  in  malice.  It  is  a  fair  inference  when  a  Com- 
panion accepts  the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent  that  it 
is  with  the  idea  of  serving  his  Companions  and  Grand 
Chapter  rather  than  of  obtaining  a  title,  which  will  have 
no  value  to  him  if  it  does  not  represent  work  faithfully 
done.  This  is  not  intended  to  reflect  upon  the  Grand 
Superintendents  of  this  year  who  have,  as  a  rule,  been 
assiduous  and  painstaking  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
Considering  the  distances  apart  of  the  Chapters  in  the 
north  west  it  is  really  a  wonderful  record  that  so  many 
Chapters  should  have  been  visited,  but  it  is  hard  to  under- 
stand why  such  an  important  Chapter  as  Prince  Rupert 
No.  52,  in  the  City  of  Winnipeg,  did  not  receive  a  visit. 

On  the  whole  the  record  of  visitations  is,  perhaps,  the 
most  satisfactory  we  have  had,  and  the  facts  are  worth 
tabulating.  In  the  Province  of  Ontario  every  Chapter 
but  one  received  a  visit  from  a  Grand  Superintendent. 
In  Manitoba  every  Chapter  but  two  were  visited.  In 
British  Columbia  every  Chapter  but  one.  In  Alberta, 
north,  all  but  one.  In  Alberta,  south,  all  were  visited. 
In  Kootenay  all  but  one.  In  Okanagan  all  were  visited. 
In  Saskatchewan,  north,  all  were  visited  but  one.  In 
Saskatchewan,  south,  all  were  visited  but  three. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  deserve  the  thanks  of 
Grand  Chapter  for  the  energy  they  have  shown  and  the 
work  they  have  accomplished  during  the  past  year.  The 
net  result  of  their  visits  has  been  that  whereas  there  were 
17  Chapters  not  visited  last  year  there  are  only  10  not 
visited  this  year. 
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GROWTH  OF  THE  CHAPTERS. 

Last  year  there  were  162  Chapters  on  the  rolls  of 
Grand  Chapter.  This  year  there  are  170  Chapters  on  the 
rolls,  162  of  which  are  warranted  and  8  under  dispensa- 
tion, a  gain  of  8  Chapters.  Last  year  there  were  16,983 
members  on  our  rolls.  This  year  there  are  18,333,  show- 
ing a  net  gain  of  1,350.     The  details  are  as  follows:

Your  Committee  expressed  the  opinion  last  year  and 
previously  that  it  was  only  as  a  last  resort  that  the  war- 
rant should  be  withdrawn  from  a  Chapter  that  had  been 
established.  Your  Committee  had  so  often  seen  a  Chap- 
ter that  was  weak  or  despairing  take  on  new  life  under 
the  influence  of  an  active  Superintendent,  that  it  felt  that 
no  charter  should  be  withdrawn  until  every  effort  had 
been  made  to  resuscitate  the  Chapter.  Last  year  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Ottawa  District  in  speaking  of 
Laurentian  Chapter  at  Pembroke  said  that  he  had  been 
unable  to  bring  back  any  life  to  it,  and  he  recommended 
that  the  charter  be  withdrawn.  This  year  the  Superin- 
tendent reports  that  this  Chapter  is  in  business  again.  In 
June  he  visited  it  and  succeeded  in  interesting  a  number 
of  the  Companions  and  got  them  to  call  a  meeting  and 
reorganize.     They  were  called  off  for  the  summer,  but 
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on  the  2 1 at  of  November  he  again  went  to  Pembroke 
and  had  them  issue  a  summons  calling  a  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  reorganization.  On  the  3rd  of  Decem- 
ber last  the  Chapter  was  again  reorganized.  •  The  Prin- 
cipals and  Officers  were  installed  and  invested  and  the 
Chapter  was  started  off  again  under  favorable  auspices. 
On  the  1 6th  of  January  the  Superintendent  visited  the 
Chapter  again  when  he  saw  eight  candidates  for  degrees 
baHotted  for  and  accepted  and  two  for  affiliation. 

The  Superintendent  says  that  he  is  quite  satisfied  it 
will  be  a  strong  bright  Chapter  in  the  future ;  that  they 
have  first-class  quarters,  first-class  paraphernalia  and  a 
staff  of  expert  and  enthusiastic  officers. 

Here  is  one  evidence,  and  a  very  strong  one,  of  what 
a  determined  effort  or  efforts  on  the  part  of  a  Grand 
Superintendent  will  bring  to  pass,  and  it  is  another  evi- 
dence how  slow  we  should  be  to  take  away  a  charter 
because  a  Chapter  happens  to  be  under  difficulties  or  dor- 
mant for  a  short  period. 

The  western  Superintendents  all,  or  nearly  all,  voice 
the  opinion  that  the  financial  stringency  which  prevailed 
was,  to  a  considerable  extent,  the  cause  of  their  small 
increase  in  the  west.  This  is  rapidly  passing  away,  and 
if  they  are  correct  in  their  opinions  we  may  expect  a 
larger  increase  next  year.  Great  harmony  appears  to 
have  prevailed  all  over  the  jurisdiction  and  prosperity  is 
evident  everywhere.  As  might  be  expected  under  such 
circumstances  the  ways  of  the  Grand  Superintendents 
have  been  ways  of  pleasantness  and  peace.  They  have 
not  even  been  asked  for  rulings  of  any  moment,  at  least 
none  are  recorded.  Hospitality  awaited  them  every- 
where they  went,  and  they  are  each  and  all  complimentary 
to  those  over  whom  they  ruled. 

THE  WORK  IS  GOOD. 

The  work,  as  usual  of  late  years,  is  reported  good, 
and  the  percentage  of  Chapters  presenting  work  for  the 
Grand  Superintendents  is  much  larger  than  it  was  last 
year.  Last  year  your  Committee  called  attention  to  the 
number  of  Chapters  which  merely  opened  and  closed  when 
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the  Grand  Superintendent  was  present.  That  state  of 
affairs  has  passed  away  and  the  word  of  advice  given  last 
year  as  to  the  officers  of  the  year  doing  the  work,  has 
also  borne  good  fruit. 

MATERIAL  OF  THE  BEST. 

The  character  of  the  material  is  again  commented  upon 
by  the  Grand  Superintendents  and  Grand  Chapter,  rely- 
ing upon  their  reports,  has  great  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  character  of  the  Masons  who  are  coming  into 
Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Your  Committee  congratulates 
Grand  Chapter  on  this  state  of  affairs,  but  still  urges  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  induce  Master  Masons  of 
good  standing  and  character  to  round  out  their  Masonic 
career  by  taking  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  invested  funds  of  Grand  Chapter  are $31,304.54 

And  the  cash  on  hand  is 7,098.78

This  is  the  most  satisfactory  and  largest  benevolent 
expenditure  ever  reported  to  Grand  Chapter.  With  the 
careful  investigation  that  is  made  into  each  case,  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  only  those  who  are  deserving 
are  being  aided.  Grand  Chapter  is  prosperous ;  has  a 
large  surplus,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not 
be  generous  as  well  as  just  to  •those  who,  in  the  providence 
of  God,  are  in  distress  or  affliction. 

SECRETARIAL  AND  FINANCIAL- 

The  Grand  Superintendents  speak  of  the  good  work 
done  by  the  Scribes  wTho  are  said  to  be  courteous  and 
fairly  prompt  in  answering  correspondence  and  making 
reports,  and  to  be  above  reproach  in  the  handling  of  the 
funds  of  their  Chapters.  The  Treasurers'  books  also  are 
reported  to  be  well  kept,  and  as  has  been  the  case  for  a 
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number  of  years,  no  Treasurer  has  failed  to  keep  his 
accounts  clearly  and  to  account  honestly  for  all  funds 
passing  through  his  hands. 

The  secretarial  work  is  very  important  as  well  as  the 
financial  work,  and  your  Committee  is  pleased  to  find  the 
representatives  of  the  Grand  Z.  so  complimentary  to  the 
officers  in  charge  of  these  important  matters. 

The  only  unsatisfactory  matter  is  the  large  amount  of 
outstanding  dues.  Your  Committee  has  so  frequently 
and  so  strongly  commented  upon  this  matter  that  it  has 
nothing  to  add  to  what  it  has  already  said  as  to  the  un- 
wisdom of  permitting  such  a  'state  of  things  to  exist,  or 
the  means  by  which  it  could  be  improved,  if  not  put  an 
end  to. 

Your  Committee  commented  last  year  for  the  third  or 
fourth  time  upon  the  neglect  of  Chapters  to  keep  degree 
books  or  a  record  of  Marks,  and  it  stated  that  it  had 
recommended  that  a  circular  should  be  sent  out  to  all 
Chapters  in  relation  to  these  records.  That  circular  was 
not  sent  last  year.  If  it  has  been  sent  this  year  we  may 
ascribe  to  the  sending  of  it  the  improvement  in  the  keeping 
of  degree  books  which,  as  a  rule  has  been  found  satis- 
factory, but  the  only  reference  to  a  record  of  Marks  is 
the  recorded  fact  that  Mfark  books  are  not  in  existence. 
The  selection  of  Marks  seems  to  have  gone  out  of  fashion 
and  with  it,  perhaps,  the  usefulness  of  Mark  records. 

INSURANCE. 

So  far  as  can  be  learned  from  reports  of  Grand 
Superintendents  every  Chapter  almost  has  insurance  upon 
its  effects  and  there  is  no  longer  reason  to  press  this 
matter  upon  the  attention  of  the  Chapters.  In  many 
places  the  Blue  Lodge  and  the  Chapter  use  the  same  place, 
and  the  Blue  Lodge,  owning  the  building,  usually,  keeps 
it  insured.  The  Chapters,  therefore,  have  only  to  safe- 
guard their  regalia  and  chattels. 

CHAPTERS  OP  INSTRUCTION. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  a  very  great 
improvement  with  respect  to  these  useful  meetings.    Last 
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year  your  Committee  commented  upon  the  fact  that  only 
six  Chapters  of  Instruction  were  held  in  the  whole  juris- 
diction, three  of  which  were  held  in  the  City  of  Toronto. 
This  year  no  less  than  fifteen  Chapters  of  Instruction 
were  held.  Three  of  them  were  held  in  the  city  of  To- 
ronto and  twelve  in  other  districts.  In  the  west,  Chap- 
ters of  Instruction  were  held  in  districts  Nos.  19,  19A  and 
17.  Your  Committee  congratulates  the  Superintendents 
who  held  these  Chapters  of  Instruction  and  is  glad  to  find 
that  the  result  has  so  favorably  impressed  them.  The 
competition  in  excellence  of  work,  the  opportunity  for 
consultation  with  the  Grand  Superintendent,  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  Companions  from  all  over  the  district,  and 
the  assembling  in  large  numbers,  as  well  as  the  enjoyable 
hospitality,  have  been  most  favourably  spoken  of,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  if  the  officers  who  held  Chapters  of 
Instruction  were  continuing  in  office  they  would  again 
hold  them.  Your  Committee  has  always  urged  the 
importance  of  these  Chapters  of  Instruction  and  the  great 
benefit  derived  by  those  attending  them,  and  all  it  has 
urged  has  been  corroborated  by  the  Superintendents  who 
have  held  Chapters  of  Instruction  this  year.  Your  Com- 
mittee hopes  their  successors  will  keep  up  the  good  work, 
and  where  the  Superintendents  have  been  unable  to  hold 
Chapters  of  Instruction,  while  admitting  their  usefulness 
and  expressing  the  hope  that  their  successors  may  do  so, 
■that  their  wish  may  be  gratified.  There  is  no  reason 
why,  in  the  old  Province  of  Ontario,  at  any  rate,  a  Chap- 
ter of  Instruction  should  not  be  held  in  every  district. 

The  important  work  of  consecrating  Chapters  when 
that  ceremony  had  been  overlooked,  has  been  continued 
until  it  is  believed  few,  if  any,  remain  unconsecrated. 

There  are  the  usual  expressions  of  opinion  as  to 
division  of  districts.  Your  Committee  has  not  found  that 
a  district  with  a  few  Chapters  is  invariably  best  looked 
after.  For  instance  it  finds  a  district  with  only  three 
Chapters,  one  of  which  was  not  visited.  In  another  with 
five  chapters,  two  were  not  visited,  while  in  other  dis- 
tricts where  Chapters  were  numerous  and  even  difficult 
of  access,  they  were  all  visited.     Much  depends  upon  the 
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desire  or  determination  of  the  individual  Superintendents 
to  visit  the  Chapters  under  his  direction. 

Your  Committee,  from  all  the  information  at  its  dis- 
posal, is  of  opinion  that  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Can^ 
ada  is  in  a  sound  and  healthy  state,  and  that  its  future 
need  not  cause  any  anxiety.  It  is  growing  rapidly  in 
numbers,  increasing  in  wealth  and  in  general  prosperity. 
It  labours  under  some  difficulty  in  not  having  closeness  of 
touch  on  account  of  the  immense  territory  its  jurisdiction 
covers,  the  great  difficulty  of  travel,  and  kindred  matters, 
but  it  fills  a  most  important  place  in  the  Masonic  life  of 
Canada,  and  if  its  members  value  the  glory  of  belonging 
to  'such  a  great  and  important  jurisdiction  they  can  make 
it  one  of  the  greatest  Royal  Arch  Chapters  on  the  face 
of  the  earth.

Being  about  to  again  retrace  the  now  well-beaten  and 
lengthy  trail  embracing  the  Capitular  territories  of  the 
world,  we  are  constrained  at  the  outset  to  offer  an  apolo- 
getic foreword  in  order  to  explain,  what  must  be  appar- 
ent to  Companions  who  venture  to  peruse  the  subsequent 
pages,  a  falling  away  from  the  usual  methods  of  observa- 
tion. A  slight  disability,  temporary,  it  is  confidently 
hoped,  and  of  which  we  hinted  a  year  ago,  is  by  no  means 
conducive  to  concentrated  thomght,  except  perhaps  in  onie 
direction,  neither  does  it  foster  the  patience  which  an 
exacting  duty  of  this  nature  requires.  Indeed,  the  ques- 
tion of  abandoning  it  to  fitter  hands  was  seriously  con- 
sidered ere  any  attempt  was  made  at  a  beginning,  but 
the  persuading  influence  of  valued  and  responsible  Com- 
panions prevailed  and  tine  attempt  is  undertaken  in  the 
fond  expectation  that  the  best  one  can  do  under  inauspi- 
cious circumstances  will  be  accepted  with,  we  trust, 
fraternal  allowances. 

The  task,  as  the  average  reviewer  will  admit,  is  toil- 
some, but  its  annual  recurrence  becomes  a  pleasant  labour 
in  the  anticipated  renewal  of  associations  created  through 
its  medium  and  the  further  cementing  of  acquaintance 
formed,  "though  seas  divide  us,"  is  undeniably  delightful. 
Whatever  the  future  may  provide,  it  is  a  matter  for  pre- 
sent satisfaction  and  thankfulness  that  this  duty,  con- 
ducted for  so  many  years,  has  been  a  source  of  keen 
personal  enjoyment  by  reason  of  its  being  the  channel 
for  an  intimacy  with  so  many  brethren  of  sterling  quality, 
whose  work  and  words  have  proven  them  Masons  from 
the  heart  outwards. 

"  If  I  knew  you  and  you  knew  me, 
'Tis  seldom  we  would  disagree; 
But,  never  having  yet  clasped  hand, 
Both  often  fail  to  understand 
That  each  intends  to  do  what's  right, 
And  treat  each  other  '  honor  bright.' 
How  little  to  complain  there'd  be 
If  I  knew  vou  and  you  knew  me." 
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Alabama 

Chapters   .  .  67.  Members   .  .   3,776. 

The  above  figures  indicate  a  fair  amount  of  activity 
in  the  year  for  which  the  Proceedings  is  the  record.  Two 
Chapters  were  chartered,  two  were  resurrected,  while 
^another  dropped  into  temporary  oblivion.  The  gain  in 
membership  exceeded  the  losses  by  224,  and  the  outlook 
for  1913  was  pronounced  rosy. 

Grand  High  Priest  Lawrence  H.  Lee,  with,  if  you 
please,  the  additional  letters  LL.B.,  is,  as  his  biographer 
states,  a  Companion  who  has  "served  the  fraternity  and 
the  State  with  conspicuous  zeal  and  ability,"  and  "a  man 
of  fine  attainments  and  brilliant  intellect."  By  way  of 
voucher,  an  expressive  photo-engraving  of  the  original 
accompanies  the  statement,  a  mere  glance  at  which  is 
ample  to  excuse  the  ejaculation  "  'nuff  sed." 

Bearing  his  generous  qualifications,  the  M.  E.  Com- 
panion, escorted  by  his  complete  official  entourage,  opened 
the  Eighty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  City  of  Mont- 
gomery on  the  2nd  December,  1912.  There  were  eight 
of  his  predecessors  in  office  to  assist  in  adding  dignity  to 
the  occasion,  and  no  less  than  forty-one  sister  Grand 
Chapters  were  represented  by  their  accredited  delegates, 
including  Canada's  worthy  ambassador,  M.  E.  Comp.  Lew 
Lazarus.  Sixty  Chapters,  or  nearly  the  entire  roster,  were 
present,  in  the  persons  of  officers  appointed  in  their  inter- 
ests, and  the  attendance  was,  on  the  whole,  most  credit- 
able to  the  jurisdiction. 

He  welcomed  the  Companions  in  an  address  that  might 
have  been  expected  from  one  of  his  attainments.  He 
mourned  the  passing  of  an  humble  but  zealous  and  useful 
Companion,  Oscar  C.  Dibble,  Grand  Sentinel. 

"  Faithful  and  true,  kind  and  considerate." 

Referring  to  his  official  actions,  the  G.  H.  P.  stated 
that  he  had  granted  "a  good  many  dispensations  to  Chap- 
ters to  ballot  out  of  statutory  time  and  confer  degrees," 
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but,  while  he  disliked  the  practice,  he  excused  his  pliancy 
because  "it  has  grown  into  a  custom  and  the  Chapters 
expect  it."  but  mainly  for  the  reason  of  its  encouraging 
effect  and  to  stimulate  weak  spots.  Personal  observation, 
however,  strengthened  his  former  view  and  concluded  it 
would  have  conduced  to  more  permanent  benefit  of  the 
petitions  had  been  permitted  to  take  the  regular  course. 

He  made  a  number  of  visitations,  mainly  to  Chapters 
"needing  assistance  and  encouragement."  In  one  case  he 
assisted  at  "a  York  Rite  reunion,"  whatever  that  im- 
plies, and  'had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  and  assisting 
in  the  work  of  the  Blue  Lodge  as  well  as  the  Chapter. 

One  may  venture  to  insinuate,  without  undue  interfer- 
ence, that  for  the  particular  period,  at  any  rate,  the  latter 
would  furnish  employment  sufficient,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, the  G.  H.  P.  was  of  the  opinion  that  "a  York  Rite 
reunion"  should  be  an  annual  feature  in  other  Masonic 
centres,  as,  among  its  benefits,  it  has  a  broadening 
tendency. 

To  a  fond  husband's  astonishment,  on  returning  from 
a  day's  business,  his  good  frau  informed  him  that  she 
had  cancelled  a  long  projected  European  trip  from  which 
both  had  anticipated  much  pleasure.  Pressed  for  a  reason 
the  lady  explained  that  a  female  friend,  just  home  from 
doing  London  and  the  Continent,  had  given  it  as  her 
candid  and  shocking  conviction,  that  foreign  travel  "does 
broaden  one  so." 

The  official  "decisions"  were  just  as  numerous  and 
about  as  weighty,  as  the  average.     Here  is  a  sample : 

"A  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be 
reinstated  upon  payment  of  the  dues  for  which  he  stands  sus- 
pended— usually  two  years.  He  does  not  owe  dues  pending 
suspension." 

This  would  seem  to  be  a  case  of  the  effect  being  sus- 
pended though  the  cause  was  practically  established.  In 
other  words,  there  is  an  unspecified  interim  between  the 
conviction  and  the   enactment  of  the  sentence.     If  that 
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be  so,  what  period  is  defined  in  the  interval?  Perhaps 
it  resembles  the  period  of  grace  accorded  the  condemned 
to  make  preparation.  As  a  rule,  it  is  simply  "off  with  his 
head,"  no  interval  in  which  to  "pend." 

To  a  lack  of  system  im.  official  inspection  certain  prac- 
tices more  akin  to  those  of  "another  Order,"  were,  he  was 
informed,  indulged  in  by  several  of  the  Chapters,  more 
especially  in  the  conferring  of  the  P.  M.  and  R.  A. 
degrees.  Some,  he  said,  would  turn  the  former  into  a 
burlesque.  Now,  "who'd  ha'  thought  it?"  but  "boys  will 
be  boys,"  even  in  staid  Alabama,  where  "much  zealous 
interest  has  been  displayed  in  the  principles  and  teachings 
of  our  august  art  and  its  influence  extended  throughout 
the  jurisdiction."  Nevertheless,  he  was  compelled  in  one 
or  more  instances  to  threaten  revocation  of  the  charter, 
and  as  he  suspected  that  the  baneful  example  had  been 
followed  by  others  he  urged  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee with  a  view  to  deterrent  action. 

There  were  no  appeals,  neither  was  there  anything  to 
grieve  about  and  the  committee  appointed  to  deal  with 
such  matters  reported  dearth  of  employment.  Reports 
otherwise  were  favorable. 

To  Alabama's  grand  old  man  is  again  extended  frater- 
nal greetings  and  congratulations  that  continued  health 
has  enabled  him  to  complete  another  lap  of  his  long  race 
with  Father  Time.  The  well-beloved  octogenarian  corre- 
spondent, Comp.  William  Y.  Titcomb,  furnishes,  as  usual, 
an  exhaustive  but  unpretending  review  of  the  transactions 
embraced  in  over  fifty  volumes  of  Proceedings  of  other 
Grand  Chapters,  including  Canada  for  1912. 

In  reply  to  our  query  as  to  why  Alabama  confined  its 
"free  pass"  to  the  expounders  of  the  Scriptures  and  the 
Talmud,  excluding  those  of  other  faiths  whose  followers 
made  equally  as  good  Masons,  he  responds : 

"  Comp.  Bennett,  having  put  the  question  to  us  direct  as  to 
extending  exemption  from  fees  and  dues  due  to  religious  leaders 
in  all  creeds,  we  have  only  this  to  say,  viz. :  that  personally  we 
have  no  objection,  under  the  Alabama  practice,  to  an  extension 
of    the    privilege    indicated    to    any    religious    ministers     who 
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acknowledge  allegiance  to  Almighty  God.  At  the  same  time  we 
would  favor  limiting  the  '  free  pass  '  to  admission  into  Symbolic 
Masonry. 

"  Our  grateful  thanks  go  to  Companion  Bennett  for  his 
flattering  commendation  and  very  kind  wishes  as  to  our  work 
and  health  continuing. 

"  Had  we  space  to  spare,  it  would  be  a  pleasure  to  reproduce 
under  Illinois  his  discussion  with  Companion  Warvelle,  of  the 
Royal  Arch  System. 

"  We  must  compliment  Grand  Scribe  E.  Comp.  Bennett  on 
the  excellence  of  this  volume  of  proceedings."

Betraying  the  active  mind  of  its  illustrious  subject, 
wherein  lines  of  serious  determination,  or  perhaps  care, 
are  apparent,  the  well-executed  portrait  of  Grand  High 
Priest  George  Henry  Nicholas  Luhrs  graces  the  forefront 
of  the  volume  of  Proceedings  of  the  Twenty— third  An- 
nual Convocation,  'held  m  tihe  City  of  Bisbee,  on  the  12th 
February,  1913. 

It  may  have  been  the  responsibility  of  compiling  his 
address  to  the  Companions  that  accounts  for  the  thought- 
ful aspect  referred  to.  It  may  have  been  something  else. 
In  any  case,  what  he  had  to  say  to  Grand  Chapter  did  not 
weary  his  hearers.  His  "stewardship"  was  embraced  in 
a  confession  that  the  only  Chapter  he  visited  was  his  own, 
and  that  he  had  received  from  one  of  the  others  an  amend- 
ment to  a  by-law.  For  all  of  which  he  later  was  presented 
with  an  "emblem"  in  the  guise  of  a  P.  G.  H.  P.  jewel,  to 
commemorate  his  "zealous  endeavours  in  the  field  of 
Capitular  Masonry." 

Grand  Secretary  Roskruge  presented  a  concise  but 
favorable  report,  in  which  he  gave  credit  to  the  secretaries 
of  the  subordinate  Chapters  for  punctuality  and  neatness 
with  their  annual  returns.  Grand  Chapter  assets  were 
shown  as  amounting  to  S5.360.84. 
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A  "spick  and  span"  new  set  of  jewels  for  the  Grand 
Officers  was  procured,  as  authorized,  and  in  a  polished 
oak  case  with  an  equally  well  polished  report  was  handed 
over  by  the  Committee,  which  received  a  vote  of  thanks. 

The  Correspondence  Committee  reported  having  re- 
ceived the  printed  Proceedings  of  sister  Grand  Chapters, 
but  economical  reasons  withheld  them  from  furnishing  a 
report  on  same  from  themselves.  They  united  in  an  ex- 
pression of  pleasure  that  peace  prevailed  everywhere. 
The  Committee  was  reappointed.

John  M.  Oathout,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  was  the 
honored  Companion  privileged  to  open  and  preside  over 
the  Sixty-third  Annual  Convocation  at  Little  Rock  on  the 
2 1  st  November,  1912.  There  was,  as  usual,  a  fine  show- 
ing of  the  veterans  and  Chapter  delegates,  and  the  General 
Grands  P.  S.  was  there  in  addition,  to  be  specially  wel- 
comed and  greeted.  Canada  figured  among  the  score  or 
more  of  Grand  Representatives  who  bore  the  message  of 
peace  and  good  will  from  points  afar. 

The  passing  of  three  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  George 
A.  Dannelly,  Gaylord  A.  Klock  and  Sam  H.  Davidson, 
marked  in  fitting  words  the  opening  passages  of  the  an- 
nual address,  which,  because  of  happy  conditions,  was 
comparatively  brief.  He  reported  the  institution  of  a  new 
Chapter  at  Sheridan.  His  visits  to  the  sick  Chapters  was 
beneficial  to  two.  In  the  case  of  three  others  he  was 
forced  to  seize  the  charters,  while  in  a  fourth,  neither  that 
document  or  other  effects  were  visible,  nor  could  informa- 
tion as  to  their  whereabouts  be  obtained. 
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He  was  asked  touching  a  Companion  who  remained 
out  for  ten  years  after  being  suspended  for  n.p.d.  His 
Chapter  favorably  considered  a  motion  for  restoration  on 
payment  of  one  year's  dues,  there  being  but  one  dissen- 
tient when  the  vote  was  taken.  He  decided  that  the  Chap- 
ter possessed  the  right  to  deal  with  the  Companion  as 
stated,  and  ratified  its  action  in  restoring  him. 

He  was  a  frequent  visitor  and  a  warm  advocate  of 
registration  of  the  Mark  prior  to  exaltation. 

The  visit  to  the  triennial  of  the  General  Grand  inspired 
him  to  eloquence,  the  more  so  that  he  was  pressed  into 
service  on  one  or  two  of  the  Committees,  knowing  that 
Arkansas'  repute  for  (hospitality  was  mean  while  being 
ably  upheld  by  "that  prince  of  royal  entertainers,"  M.  E. 
Comp.  Fay  Hempstead,  P.  L. 

A  motion  looking  to  reporting  the  non-attendance, 
after  a  certain  period,  of  Grand  Representatives  to  jur- 
isdictions whose  credentials  they  bear,  with  a  view  to  the 
recommendation  of  a  successor,  was  coldly  received  by 
the  Jurisprudence  Committee.  The  same  Committee 
urged  drastic  measures  with  each  member  of  the  delin- 
quent Chapter  which  could  not,  or  would  not,  produce  itis 
charters  amid  effects. 

A  resolution  was  offered  to  procure  a  distinctive  Jewel 
for  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  for  those  who  may  at- 
tain to  that  high  office,  and  discussed  at  length.  It  will 
be  considered  by  a  Committee  of  three,  who  are  to  sub- 
mit their  collective  views  at  next  Convocation. 

Succeeding  Companion  Schoonover,  the  review  of  the 
Grand  Chapters  was  placed  in  the  capable  hands  of  Com- 
panion Gordon  Huffmaster,  and  his  initial  essay  is  enough 
to  ensure  for  him  a  cordial  welcome.  He  introduces  him- 
self modestly,  and  he  maintains  that  characteristic  to  the 
close.  What  is  worth  noting  he  notes,  and  he  is  equally 
successful  with  matter  containing  little  or  nothing.  A 
kindly  page  of  his  contracted  space  he  generously  devotes 
to  Canada  for  1912.  Just  to  let  our  readers  have  a 
glimpse  of  Arkansas'  latest,  his  "conclusion"  is  herewith 
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reproduced.  If  somebody's  ''laurels"  do  not  totter  in  un- 
easiness, it  will  only  be  because  there  is  not  elbow  room 
enough  in  Arkansas  for  more  than  one  poetic  giant  at  the 
same  time. 

"Along  the  cool,  rippling  streams  of  peaceful  tranquility  we 
have  gathered  some  pearls  of  thought  worthy  a  place  amid  the 
sparkling  gems  of  the  woven  tapestries  of  memory;  amid  the 
verdant  fields  of  harmonious  fruitfulness  we  have  plucked  a  few 
seeds  of  good  fellowship  and  brotherly  love  that  you  may  trans- 
plant in  the  gardens  of  your  soul,  to  be  watered  by  the  tears  of 
joy  and  cultivated  by  that  dispensing  hand  of  unselfish  charity 
'  that  vaunteth  not  itself."     These  we  present  to  you."

Chapters   .  .    101.  Members   .  .    12,692. 

Ooe  or  two  hitches  marred  the  initial  exercises  of  the 
Fiifty-oimtih  Amnuial,  which  was  summoned  to  the  Asylum 
of  Golden  Gate  Commandery  on  the  morning  of  April 
15th,  1913.  In  the  first  place  Grand  High  Priest  Leo  V. 
Youngworth  wasn't  there.  Couldn't  help  it.  The  inexor- 
able demands  of  business  had  to  be  obeyed.  He  wired  his 
Deputy  to  open  and  proceed.  Accordingly  R.  E.  Com- 
panion Lyman  occupied  the  station  of  the  M.  E.  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  call  the 
roll,  when  it  was  found  that  the  Grand  Scribe  was  missing. 
A  letter  from  that  officer  explained  the  situation : 

"  Paralysis  and  physical  disability  have  incapacitated  me 
for  assuming  the  duties  which  I  love  so  well." 

Naturally,  the  announcement  created  profound  sym- 
pathy, amd  when  subsequently,  and  just  before  calling  off 
the  Grand  Secretary  voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  Com- 
panions in  the  following  telegram  despatched  to  the 
stricken  Companion: 
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"  Grand  Chapter  elected  you  Grand  King  by  a  unanimous 
rising  vote  and  extends  to  you  its  congratulations,  also  sincere 
sympathies  in  your  illness,  with  the  hope  that  your  good  health 
may  speedily  return,  permitting  your  grand  presence  with  us 
at  our  Convocation  next  year." 

Nice,  wasn't  it?  And  later  R.  E.  Comp.  West  replied 
in  words  of  gratitude  and  hope. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  Flint  was  requested 
to  occupy  the  station  of  Grand  Scribe,  and  Grand  Chap- 
ter was  opened  in  due  form,  "to  the  accompaniment  of 
sweet  music  by  the  Grand  Organist,  assisted'  by  a  select 
choir,  and  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain." 

The  attendance  was  most  gratifying,  and  included 
many  of  the  veterans,  some  thirty  representatives  of  other 
Grand  Chapters  including  Comp.  Roland  Hartley  for 
Canada,  and  over  a  score  of  the  earthquake  survivors  or 
those  who  were  present  attending  Grand  Chapter  when 
the  disaster  was  in  progress  in  1906.  Four  had  passed 
away  since  last  Convocation. 

Pioneer  days  were  recalled  and  a  glimpse  of  past  his- 
tory revealed  when  Companion  Edwin  Allen  Sherman,  in 
a  eulogistic  manner,  referred  to  Brother  James  Frazier 
Reed,  "the  pioneer  who  crossed  the  plains  with  the  ill- 
fated  Donner  party,"  as  being  the  first  properly  authenti- 
cated Mason  to  arrive  in  California. 

He  presented  Grand  Chapter  with  photographic  copies 
of  certificates  from  the  Executive  Department  of  Illinois, 
public  officials  and  members  of  the  craft,  testifying  to  the 
worth  and  character  of  Brother  Reed  as  a  citizen  and  his 
standing  in  the  Masonic  fraternitv. 
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A  unanimous  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  awarded  Com- 
panion Sherman  in  acknowledgment  of  his  gift  of  this 
valuable  record. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Henry  B.  Thielsen,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  and  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
California,  near  that  of  Oregon,  was  received  with  the 
Grand  Honors,  and  heartily  welcomed  by  the  acting 
Grand  High  Priest. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest's  address  being  held  in  abey- 
ance, the  Grand  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  reports  were 
read  and  proved  of  interest.  Dispensations  were  issued 
for  the  instituting  of  new  Chapters  at  South  Pasadena, 
Richmond  and  Coalinga.  The  reports  of  disastrous  floods 
in  the  Eastern  States  prompted  California  to  respond 
speedily  with  substantial  offers  of  aid. 

An  exhaustive  report  revealing  assiduous  and  pains- 
taking work  on  the  part  of  Grand  Lecturer  Ascroft  was 
listened  to  with  the  attention  it  deserved. 

Grand  High  Priest  Youngworth  was  in  his  place  at 
next  session,  and  having  suitably  apologized  for  his  un- 
avoidable absence  the  previous  day,  read  his  annual  mes- 
sage. He  referred  to  the  passing  during  the  year  of  two 
highly  esteemed  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  William  Van- 
denhurst  and  Dr.  Henry  S.  Orme. 

Touching  the  triennial  Convocation  of  the  General 
Grand  at  Indianapolis,  he  remarked  briefly  on  the  ac- 
ceptance of  California's  claim  to  the  'holding  of  the  191 5 
Convocation  in  San  Francisco. 

"  We  established  headquarters  at  the  Claypool  Hotel  and 
endeavored  to  entertain  the  Companions  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  in  a  truly  California  fashion. 

"  We  met  with  but  little  opposition,  and  we  are  pleased  to 
report  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  has  unanimously  accepted 
the  invitation." 

"California's  fashion"  very  rarely  is  opposed,  and,  as 
reported,  even  the  General  Grand  met  it  with  the  usual 
expected  unanimity.  As  a  visitor  he  did  nobly  and  ef- 
fected much  good.  That  he  was  received  everywhere 
with  characteristic  greetings  he  testifies  to  thus: 

"I  am  a  Californian,  bred  and  born,  and  have  always  been 
very  proud  of  my  native  land,  and  my  various  experiences  with 
the  Companions  in  the  different  sections  of  this  State  has  im- 
pressed me  that  the  hospitality  and  generosity  of  the  pioneers  is 
as  much  in  evidence  in  our  great  State  to-day  as  it  was  in  the 
days  of  '49.  I  feel  that,  while  I  have  put  in  considerable  time, 
thought  and  effort  to  the  work  of  the  Grand  Chapter  during  my 
term  of  office,  I  have  personally  got  a  great  deal  more  out  of  it 
than  I  have  put  into  it." 
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hi  view  of  the  coming  Panama  Pacific  Exposition  and 
the  necessity  for  co-operation  with  the  other  Grand  bodies 
in  the  preparations  for  the  entertainment  and  general 
comfort  of  visitors,  the  G.  H.  P.  and  Grand  Secretary 
were  authorized  to  borrow  five  thousand  dollars  to  be  se- 
cured by  notes  raised  on  investments  in  Masonic  Temple 
stock. 

Another  Past  Grand  High  Priest  whose  loss  Grand 
Chapter  deplored  was  Edward  Coleman,  who  was  ruler 
in  1885.  The  deceased  Companion  led  an  eventful  and 
busy  life.  He  was  just  sixteen  years  old  when  with  his 
parents  he  left  Walton,  in  Suffolk,  his  birthplace,  to  emi- 
grate to  Canada,  and  after  sojourning  in  Montreal  and 
Toronto,  they  in  1852  removed  to  New  York  City. 

M  In  the  spring  of  1853  he  started  for  California,  arriving  in 
October  of  that  year.  He  then  went  to  Canyon  Creek,  El  Dorado 
Count}-.  In  1855  he  left  for  Placer  County,  where  he  mined 
until  the  spring  of  1860,  at  which  time  he  removed  to  Grass 
Valley,  Nevada  County,  where  he  became  interested  in  and 
manager  of  the  North  Star  Mine,  until  1867,  when  he  sold  out 
his  interest  and  assisted  in  forming  the  Idaho  Quartz  Mining 
Company,  of  which  he  was  president  and  superintendent  until 
1893.    Of  late  years  he  resided  in  San  Francisco,  where  he  died." 

The  veteran  Grand  Secretary,  William  A.  Davies, 
again  furnishes  the  Correspondence  report,  and  covers  a 
lot  of  ground  despite  (his  weight  of  years  and  duties.  Hiis 
review  of  Canada  for  1912  is  largely  excerpt,  mainly  from 
the  Grand  Z.'s  address  and  the  appendix.

The  good  looking  Companion  who,  with  the  Grand 
Secretary  in  attestation,  confirms  the  minutes  of  the  An- 
nual  Convocation    (the   Thirty-ninth),   held   in  Denver's 
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Masonic  Temple  on  the  18th  September,  1913,  and  who  is 
now  the  Capitular  ruler  of  Colorado's  Grand  Chapter,  has 
his  portrait  and  biography  as  introductory  embellishments 
to  the  volume  containing  the  record  of  the  proceedings. 
We  are  told  that  M.  E.  Comp.  Harry  Hendrie,  in  a  flat- 
tering send-off  by  the  unrevealed  biographer,  emigrated 
to  the  west  from  Ohio  when  he  had  reached  the  tender 
age  of  twelve  months,  and  on  reaching  man's  estate  re- 
solved on  Colorado  as  the  scene  of  future  exploits.  That 
he  succeeded  is  made  manifest  in  his  attainment  to  the 
dizzy  altitude  of  alderman  in  his  home  city  of  Victor, 
where  also  his  early  Masonic  activity  was  rewarded.  Pos- 
sessing the  qualities  which  make  for  popularity,  it  is  not 
to  be  wondered  at  that  he  embraced  the  opportunity  to 
climb  the  'Capitular  ladder  and  was  chosen  to  rule  Grand 
Chapter  at  this  Convocation. 

Canada's  poetic  representative,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf,  was  one  of  the  thirty- 
eight  ambassadors  who  responded  to  roll-call  and  lined  up 
to  receive  a  cordial  welcome  from  Grand  High  Priest 
Frank  L.  Bishop,  who  then  told  Grand  Chapter  what  he 
had  done  in  its  interests  since  assuming  the  mantle  of  au- 
thority. The  paper  was  much  after  the  recognized  pat- 
tern. The  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host,  Comp.  Edward 
C.  East,  isuccumbed  to  the  effects  of  a  surgical  operation 
in  the  previous  January,  and  he  paid  tribute  to  his  mem- 
ory. 

One  of  the  Denver  Chapters  altered  its  by-laws  to  fix 
its  secretary's  annual  salary  at  six  hundred  dollars,  and 
he  approved  the  amendment.  He  constituted  four  Chap- 
ters and  visited  nearly  all  the  rest,  and  otherwise  ful- 
filled the  manifold  duties  of  his  high  station  with  pru- 
dence and  skill,  for  all  of  which  he  was  complimented  and 
was  given  the  customary  jewel. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Ernest  Le  Neve  Foster,  who  has  com- 
pleted his  quarter  of  a  century  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  again  furnishes  the 
welcome  review  of  the  Grand  Chapters,  which,  as  he  re- 
marks, have  grown  in  number  in  his  time  from  forty  to 
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fifty-eight.  His  inspection  of  Canada  for  1913  is,  as 
usual,  searching  and  kind,  especially  to  the  writer,  with 
whom  he  expresses  agreement  on  certain  points. 

"  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  is  probably  the  largest  in 
area ;  it  extends  from  the  Laurentians  in  the  east  to  the  Pacific 
in  the  west,  north  to  the  Arctic  Circle,  and  south  to  the  United 
States.  In  number  of  subordinate  Chapters  it  ranks  fifth,  whilst 
in  membership  it  stands  eighth."

Connecticut 

Chapters   ..   40.  Members   ..   9,011. 

The  Nutmeg  State,  if  it  is  not  otherwise  overladen 
with  business  in  this  marvellous  era  of  ''peace,  love  and 
harmony,"  can  welcome  and  royally  entertain  visitors, 
and  its  reputation  for  "open  house"  has  been  so  trump- 
eted by  grateful  guests  that  it  is  little  wonder  that  the 
hospitable  gates  are  besieged  at  each  recurring  Convoca- 
tion-. The  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  at  New  Haven 
on  the  13th  May,  1913,  was  no  exception  to  the  rule. 
Grand  High  Priest  Fred  W.  Culler,  of  the  Empire  State, 
escorted  by  half  a  dozen  Grand  Chapter  luminaries  from 
the  same  jurisdiction.  Then  followed  the  Grand  High 
Priests  of  Rhode  Island  and  New  Jersey,  and,  but  for 
"unforeseen  circumstances,"  Past  Grand  Z.  Haroourt  of 
Canada  would  have  been  there,  too.  He  had  got  as  far  as 
New  York  when  an  urgent  wire  hastened  his  return  to 
Toronto.  A  brief  note  from  him  explained  the  situation. 
He  also  sent  his  credentials  in  the  shape  of  a  letter  from 
Grand  First  Principal  Judge  Macwatt,  which  introduced 
Companion  Harcourt  as  "one  of  our  finest." 

Lest  our  Connecticut  Companions  should  be  misled  by 
that  expression  into  sizing  up  the  absent  visitor  who  failed 
to  visit,  as  a  member  of  that  protecting  brigade  invari- 
ably disguised  in  "invisible  blue,"  we  hasten  to  offer  the 
explanation  that  while  the  M.  E.  Companion  confesses  to 
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being  a  limb  of  the  law,  and  a  legal  "guardian"  at  that, 
he  has  yet  to  qualify  as  a  "mover  on"  or  "runner  in," 
though  what  might  have  happened  in  New  Haven  if  his 
peremptory  recall  hadn't  intervened,  deponent  hesitates  to 
guess.  The  M.  E.  Grand  Z.,  having  tried  to  do  his  duty 
by  tihe  truant  colleague,  concluded  his  letter  to  the  M.  E. 
Grand  High  Priest  as  follows : 

"  I  trust  you  will  have  a  very  successful  Convocation  in  every 
way.  We  Masons  should  see  to  it  that  after  one  hundred  years 
of  peace  our  respective  countries  should  join  together  in  such 
a  way  that  never  again  will  there  be  war  between  English- 
speaking  countries,  and  if  we  so  decide  we  can  compel  the  Peace 
of  the  World.  This  does  not  mean  annexation,  although  I  am 
sure  when  your  country  wishes  to  come  in  with  us  you  will  find 
the  latch  string  ready.    With  best  wishes,  I  am,  yours  fraternally, 

D.  F.  Macwatt,  Grand  Z." 

The  visitors  having  acknowledged  the  generous  ap- 
plause accorded  to  their  several  responses  in  reply  to  cor- 
dial words  of  welcome,  witnessed  the  presentation  of 
jewels  to  four  of  Connecticut's  Past  Capitular  rulers,  M. 

E.  Comps.  James  Callan,  W.  U.  Pearne,  F.  W.  Beardsley 
and  S.  P.  Goodsell.  Then  they  settled  down  to  drink  in 
wisdom  from  the  Grand  High  Priest,  W.  Jerome  Bissell, 
who,  while  he  deplored  the  losses  sustained  by  sister  jur- 
isdictions, made  the  unusual  but  perhaps  gratifying  an- 
nouncement : 

"  From  our  own  jurisdiction  no  deaths  have  been  reported." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  statistical  report,  nevertheless, 
shows  that  156  Companions  responded  to  the  summons 
during  the  year. 

M.  E.  Comp,  Geo.  N.  Delap,  who  keeps  the  Canadian 
banner  to  the  front  ion  important  occasions,  journeyed  to 
Indianapolis  to  represent  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  a 
noble  effort  to  mainitaiim  Connecticut's  well-earned  and 
proverbial  character  at  the  General  Grand's  triennial.  He 
reported  a  "hot"  time. 

Meantime  the  G.  H.  P.  was  busy  with  "visitations," 
"decisions,"  and  other  things.  One  of  his  permissions 
was  to  a  Chapter  to  hold  a  special  Convocation  for  bal- 
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loting.  The  Jurisprudence  Committee  was  apparently  as 
watchful  as  the  cosmopolitan  membership  of  Kipling's 
"Mother  Lodge." 

"  We  hadn't  good  regalia  and  our  lodge  was  old  and  bare. 
But  wo  knew  the  ancient  landmarks  and  kep'  'em  to  a  hair." 

Its  members  couldn't  see  where  ''good  cause  was 
shown."  and  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  dispensation 
should  not  have  been  granted,  because 

"the  shortening  of  the  time  for  the  balloting  on  applications 
is  contrary  to  the  ancient  landmarks  and  Masonic  law,  and  we 
recommend  the  practice  be  discontinued." 

The  Committee  on  Charters,  like  that  to  consider^ 
Grievances,  reported  "no  business." 

M.  E.  Comp.  George  A.  Kies  presents  his  fifth  report 
on  Correspondence,  of  nearly  one  hundred  pages.  It  is 
good  instructive  reading.  Under  Canada  he  puts  our 
comments  on  the  General  Grand  High  Priest's  official 
peregrinations  down  to  our  ignorance  of  the  situation  and 
as  verging  on  injustice.  Perhaps  so.  Yet  here  is  how  he 
himself  sizes  up  the  General  Grand : 

"  We  regard  it  as  a  harmless  abstract  proposition.  In  fact 
it  is  like  royalty,  a  safe  thing  to  venerate  in  the  abstract,  but  in 
the  concrete,  subject  to  drawbacks  and  limitations.  If  it  should 
endeavor  to  come  down  to  concrete  sovereignty,  record  us  as 
a  '  kicker.'  " 

Now,  how  can-  a  poor  benighted  foreigner  be  blamed 
if  he  falls  into  error?

Delaware 

Chapters   .  .   4.  Members   .  .    1,141. 

By  a  coincidence  which  happens  rarely,  the  additions 
to  the  Chapters  during  the  year  were  met  by  an  equal 
number  of  deductions,  leaving  Delaware's  Capitular 
strength  at  the  close  exactly  as  it.  was  at  the  opening. 
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Grand  High  Priest  Samuel  H.  Benson,  Jr.,  addressed 
the  Grand  Chapter,  devoting  much  of  his  attention  to  the 
passing  of  distinguished  Companions  of  other  jurisdic- 
tions, and  the  gaps  in  his  own  where  death  has  been  a 
visitor.  The  Grand  Chaplain,  at  .  this  point,  offered 
prayer,  and  a  sweet-voiced  Companion,  with  organ  ac- 
companiment, contributed  "Lead  Kindly  Light." 

On  resuming  the  address,  the  G.  H.  P.  told  of  his 
visits  to  the  Chapters,  and  how  much  he  enjoyed  them. 
To  onie  of  them  which  'expressed  a  desire  to  move  about 
its  particular  bailiwick  to  confer  degrees  in  the  lodge 
rooms  of  otiher  places,  (he  was  obliged  to  administer  a 
kind  of  wdt  blanket  'decision  on1  its  enterprise,  in  point- 
ing out  that  'the  charter  specified  but  one  place  in  which 
its  usefulness  as  ritualists  could  be  displayed  w'hile 
working  under  its  authority. 

He  visited  a  Convocation  of  Pennsylvania's  Grand 
Chapter,  and  also  journeyed  to  Indianapolis  for  the  Gen- 
eral Grand's  Thirty-fifth  triennial. 

Descanting  upon  the  importance  of  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood,  he  lined  up  with  certain  others  in  stat- 
ing his  conviction  that  every  Companion  chosen  to  pre- 
side over  a  Chapter  "should  be  'compelled'  to  become  an 
annointed  High  Priest"  before  he  can  enter  upon  his  duties 
as  ruler  of  his  Chapter. 

Through  long  distance  glasses  this  compulsory  aspect 
of  the  situation  appears  like  a  bit  of  the  landscape  out  of 
focus.  It's  much  like  the  Hibernian  solution  of  a  street 
shindy  "forcing  a  man  to  volunteer."  It  will  take  some 
convincing  argument  to  satisfy  many  that  the  annioin ting- 
process  is  a  vital  necessity  in  the  Royal  Arch  curriculum, 
or  that  the  installation  ceremony  is  insufficient  without  it. 
Seems  to  this  unenlightened  Canadian  that  what  was 
hitherto  a  "graceful  appendage,"  as  our  English  Com- 
panions once  dubbed  the  Mark  degree,  is  being  slowly 
made  to  do  duty  as  "another  link"  in  "the  system,"  a  dig- 
nity never  attempted  or  intended  by  its  putative  creator. 
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The  present  is  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  but  the  Grand  High  Priest  took  occa- 
sion to  remind  the  Companions  assembled  at  Wilmington 
on  this  15th  January,  1913,  that  four  years  hence,  or  in 
191 7,  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry in  Delaware  will  loom  up,  and  that  the  occasion 
should  be  commemorated  in  a  fitting  manner.  Nothing 
like  taking  things  in  time. 

A  number  of  the  standing  committees  reported  a  sim- 
ilar lack  of  occupation,  which,  of  course,  was  accepted  as 
a  sure  portent  of  unbroken  harmony. 

The  Memorials  Committee  voiced  the  sentiments  of 
Grand  Chapter  in  their  meed  of  tribute  to  former  Grand 
High  Priests  W.  C.  Baggerley  and  Eugene  Massey,  Past 
Grand  King  Geo.  F.  Young  and  Past  Grand  Secretary 
John  P.  Allmond,  all  of  whom  had  passed  away  during 
the  year. 

On  motion  the  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  pro- 
cure new  return  blanks  for  the  subordinate  Chapters,  the 
form  in  use  at  the  present  time  not  being  sufficiently  large 
to  take  care  of  the  resuscitated  St.  John's  Chapter,  No. 
4's,  large  membership. 

By  resolution  a  donation  was  made  by  Grand  Chapter 
to  the  Masonic  Home  of  Delaware. 

The  Convocation  was  graced  with  the  presence  of 
M.  E.  Comp.  Henry  S.  Haines,  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
and  Grand  Lecturer,  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jer- 
sey, who  favored  the  Companions  of  Grand  Chapter  with 
a  few  timely  and  inspiring  remarks. 

Chairman  Harrison,  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  referring  to  his  uncompleted  report, 
said  "it  is  impossible  at  any  time  to  complete  this  work 
entirely  before  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  as  more 
than  one-half  of  the  proceedings  of  the  different  Chap- 
ters reach  our  table  along  about  December  or  January.,, 
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All  of  which  may  be  quite  true,  but  how  is  it  that  pro- 
ceedings that  were  mailed  to  Wilmington  many  months 
earlier  seem  to  have  been  overlooked?  The  query,  born 
of  a  feeling  of  disappointment  after  a  vain  quest  for  a 
review  of  Canada's  doings,  is  interjected  just  here  be- 
cause of  the  certainty  that  the  omission  is  not  to  be  laid 
as  a  fault  at  the  reviewer's  hospitable  porch.  Neverthe- 
less, it  was  with  pleasure  we  perused  M.  E.  Comp.  Harri- 
son's ever-welcome  contribution  to  Delaware's  annual 
volume,  and  hope  to  be  favored  with  his  commendation 
or  otherwise  when  next  he  lines  up  his  colleagues  for  pa- 
rade and  inspection.  To  the  Oregon  writer  who  had 
passed  him  by,  he  remarked,  "We  can  forgive  a  man  for  a 
great  many  sins,  but  when  Delaware  is  slighted  we  feel 
the  cut." 

"A  fellow  feeling  makes  us  wondrous  kind." 

Noting  under  South  Dakota  an  observation  on  the 
U.  S.  War  Department's  veto  with  regard  to  fraternal 
society  emblems  on  tombstones  in  cemeteries  under  its 
supervision,  he  says : 

"Is  it  not  time  to  look  into  the  why  and  wherefor?  When 
they  run  it  down  they  will  find  its  issuance  ordered  by  a  power 
who  seeks  to  fasten  itself  on  a  government  of  a  free  people, 
whether  it  is  wanted  or  not,  and  found  a  bigot  willing  to  sponsor 
it,  possibly  for  political  reasons  or  self-advancement." 

Coupled  with  similar  remarks  ventured  elsewhere,  it 
would  seem  that  the  identity  of  the  dusky  denizen  of  that 
particular  woodpile  has  not  adopted  a  strikingly  success- 
ful disguise. 

Companion  Harrison's  report  this  year  is  the  twenty- 
first  from  his  -pen ;  we  tender  congratulations  on  attaining 
his  majority  and  preserving  intact  his  glossy  scalp  lock.

"  Lives  of  great  men  all  remind  us,"  etc. 

It  was  on  the  14th  February,  1912,  that  Grand  Chapter 
chose  as  its  Grand  High  Priest  the  husky,  good  looking 
Jacobus  Seneca  Jones,  the  portrait  of  the  genial  Com- 
panion presented  with  the  volume  justifies  the  descrip- 
tion. It  likewise  furnishes  evidence  in  approval  of  the 
keen  discerning  qualities  of  "the  District"  in  the  selec- 
tion of  a  suitable  Valentine  to  represent  that  critical  ag- 
gregation for  a  possibly  eventful  year.  The  story  of  his 
life,  modestly  narrated  by  himself,  also  reveals  the  fact 
that  Jacobus  Seneca  early  realized  the  importance  of  the 
outfit  furnished  by  generous  sponsors  at  his  baptism.  If, 
as  doubtless  they  predicted,  there  was  something  in  a 
name,  he  resolved  even  in  his  strenuous  youth  to  live  up 
to  it.  Circumstances  favored  the  worthy  aspiration.  The 
humble  beginnings  of  many  "great  men"  were  "on  the 
farm."  He,  too,  began  his  active  existence  on  his  father's 
acres  "way  clown  in  Tennessee,"  and  there,  too,  he  deter- 
mined to  emulate  those  who  had  achieved  sublimity  in 
tfieir  career  from  rusticity  to  fame.  He  may  even  have 
mentally  pictured  the  immortal  Lincoln  as  a  model,  for 
did  not  that  great  man  also  diligently  labor  as  a  youthful 
farm  hand  and  gained  much  of  his  self-acquired  educa- 
tion "between  crops"?  Lincoln's  early  aspiration's  in- 
cluded a  postmastership,  and  he  secured  it,  too.  Simi- 
larly, Jacobus  Seneca's  ambitions  inclined  to  the  U.  S. 
mail  with  equal  success.  The  law  had  its  attractions  for 
the  future  President,  and  it  also  found  a  nesting  place  in 
tfhe  bonnet  of  the  young  Tennesseean,  who,  finding  his 
limits  somewhat  circumscribed,  resolved,  like  another 
Dick  Wbittington,  to  see  -how  Dame  Fortune  would  dis- 
pose of  him  in  the  heart- throbbing  centre  *of  the  United 
States,  where  the  intellectual  prize  packets  of  the  nation 
are  assorted  and  labelled  for  the  nation's  welfare.  Ar- 
rived at  the  goal  of  his  hopes,  he  tells  us  that  he  accepted 
an  appointment  under  the  Doorkeeper  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  as  a  protege  of  a  distinguished  legislator 
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from  Tennessee.  Thence  he  climbed  by  merited  promo- 
tion, and,  having  become  learned  in  the  law  and  secured 
several  awe-inspiring  as  well  as  decorative  initial  affixes 
to  justify  his  illustrious  nomenclature,  he  finally  reached 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  is  at  present  num- 
bered among  titoe  skilled  ones  on  the  roll  of  Law  Exam- 
iners. 

Who'll  say  there's  nothing  in  a  name?  Jones  by  itself 
may  have  lacked  portent,  although  it  is  recalled  that  sev- 
eral of  that  illustrious  ilk  have  contributed  to  "the  bead 
roll  of  fame,"  John  Paul,  to  wit,  and  he  certainly  left  a 
reminder  when  he  disarranged  time's  silvery  sands  in  an 
effort  to  leave  to  posterity  an  impression  of  his  "number 
elevens."  With  Jacobus  Seneca,  however,  it  is  another 
matter.  He  it  is  with  whom  we  have  to  do,  and  as  he  has 
no  intention  of  any  immediate  departure,  let  us  unite  in 
the  hope  that  his  footmarks  will  yet  speak  louder  than 
words. 

Grand  High  Priest  Jones  opened  the  Forty-sixth  An- 
nual Convocation  on  the  12th  February,  1913,  with  all  the 
dignity  his  exalted  position  and  the  occasion  demanded. 
There  were  representatives  of  thirty-four  Grand  Chap- 
ters, and  thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  The  General 
Grand  High  Priest  was  unable,  in  person,  to  respond  to  a 
cordial  invitation,  but  his  Deputy,  M.  E.  Comp.  Corson, 
was  present,  and  Maryland  and  Nebraska,  had  two  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  as  visitors. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  by  way  of  demonstrating  his 
consistency,  and  of  his  early  realization  of  the  ideals  ex- 
pected of  him,  repeated  his  expressions  of  the  previous 
year  when  elected  to  the  position : 

"  The  record  of  the  past  year  stands  squarely,  uprightly  and 
firmly  upon  its  own  underprops.  The  reports  show  a  satisfactory 
increase  in  our  membership,  and  a  substantial  growth  in  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  the  constituent  Chapters. 
In  the  record  of  this  busy  year  I  enjoy  full  satisfaction  in  the 
thought  that  in  whatsoever  of  error  I  have  committed,  and  '  to 
err  is  human,'  I  know  it  was  on  the  side  of  a  generous  impulse." 
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And  when  he  thus  fits  it  to  its  proper  niche,  where  is 
the  Bombastes  to  attempt  a  displacement? 

Of  his  many  visits  to  the  Chapters,  the  utility  and 
benefit  of  the  High  Priests'  Association  as  an  educator, 
the  progress  of  the  Masonic  Home,  the  General  Grand's 
periodical  assemblage,  and  the  hope  expressed  that  if  the 
invitation  extended  by  "the  District"  for  the  next  triennial 
was  unsuccessful,  they  might  look  for  it  in  1918,  most  of 
his  relation  was  of  domestic  interest  purely.  He  thus 
refers  to  the  advent  of  the  Travelling  Triangle  in  Wash- 
ington, and  as  Canada  possesses  some  natural  concern  in 
its  adventures,  what  he  said  of  it  is  herewith  produced: 

"  The  Traveling  Triangle,  a  precious  treasure  and  a  beautiful 
specimen  of  the  jeweler's  art.  is  the  property  of  The  St.  Patrick 
Chapter,  Xo.  145,  G.  R.  C,  Toronto,  Canada.  It  was  started 
on  a  journey  around  the  world  January  29,  1909,  being  first 
deposited  with  Keystone  Chapter,  Xo.  163,  Buffalo,  Xew  York, 
on  that  date.  This  jewel  is  to  be  deposited  with  or  sent  to  only 
one  Chapter  in  each  Grand  Jurisdiction.  It  was  delivered  to 
Columbia  Chapter,  No.  1.  this  jurisdiction,  October  30,  1912,  by 
Excellent  Companion  Alonzo  Durkee,  High  Priest  of  Orange 
Chapter.  No.  23,  Orange,  Xew  Jersey,  who  was  accompanied  by 
Right  Excellent  Companion  Lorenzo  D.  Sanborn,  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest  of  X'ew  Jersey;  it  was  also  accompanied  by  Most 
Excellent  Companion  W.  S.  Milne,  P.  Z.,  Grand  Superintendent 
Toronto  District,  Grand  Royal  Chapter  of  Canada.  Also,  by  a 
large  delegation  of  companions  from  Xew  Jersey  and  Xew  York. 

"  This  now  famous  triangle,  beautiful  symbol  of  the  Royal 
Arch,  was  transferred  by  Columbia  Chapter,  Xo.  1,  to  Druid 
Chapter,  Xo.  28,  R.  A.  M.,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  on  the 
evening  of  February  7,  1913,  and  the  officers  and  members  of 
Columbia  Chapter,  to  the  number  of  146,  were  accompanied  by 
the  Grand  High  Priest  and  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
District  of  Columbia.  The  program  and  incident  ceremonies 
which  were  rendered  in  this  city  on  the  evening  of  October  30, 
1912,  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  on  the  evening  of  the  7th 
instant,  were  interesting  and  elaborate,  entertaining  and  enjoy- 
able in  every  minute  particular,  and  highly  in  keeping  with  the 
dignity  and  "fraternal  spirit  of  Masonry. 

"  In  these  premises,  Columbia  Chapter,  its  officers  and  mem- 
bers, and  especially  Excellent  Companion  William  T.  Hastings, 
High  Priest,  deserve  the  highest  praise  for  the  gracious  manner 
in  which  that  jewel  of  pure  gold  was  received,  guarded  and 
transferred  to  other  faithful  hands  and  loving  hearts,  and  in 
time  to  pass  on  and  on  to  strangers,  but  our  brothers. 
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"And  now,  just  a  word  from  us.  On  its  long  pilgrimage  and 
mission  of  good-will,  love  and  peace,  in  its  travels  over  lands 
and  seas,  we  waft  in  soft  and  mellow  echo :  '  God-speed  and  a 
safe  return  to  our  Companions  in  Toronto.' " 

Reports  from  the  efficient  Grand  Secretary  and  other 
officers  were  duly  presented  and  received  with  expres- 
sions of  satisfaction.  The  affairs  of  the  District  are  ex- 
ceedingly well  looked  after.  The  Committee  appointed 
to  receive  reports  of  trouble  found  nothing  to  engage  the 
serious  attention  of  its  members. 

The  recognition  by  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood  received  a  black  eye  in  the  defeat  of  a 
resolution  to  that  end  submitted  by  a  Special  Committee. 
The  possibility  of  a  conflict  of  authority  probably  influ- 
enced the  opposition,  or  perhaps  it  was  felt  that  Grand 
Chapter  had  enough  care  of  its  own  to  shoulder  without 
seeking  to  add  to  its  responsibilities. 

"Where  Delos  rose"  an  expected  surprise  was  sprung. 
In  behalf  of  the  constituent  Chapters,  Comp.  Delos  W. 
Thayer  presented  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  a  handsome 
watch  charm  indicative  of  his  rank  as  a  thirty-third  de- 
gree member  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite, 
which  was  accepted  by  M.  E.  Comp.  Jones,  who  was  sub- 
sequently further  decorated  by  Grand  Chapter  with  a 
Past  Grand  High  Priest's  jewel. 

"  Year  by  year  of  his  married  life  a  man  becomes  more  and 
more  fond  of  his  wife.  Year  by  year  he  gets  in  closer  sympathy 
and  touch  with  her,  learns  her  weaknesses  and  her  strong  points, 
and  as  they  trudge  down  the  broad  highway  of  Life  side  by 
side,  their  love  increases. 

"  But  year  by  year  he  becomes  less  able  to  tell  her  about  this 
love  he  bears  her.  Year  by  year  he  uses  up  his  complimentary 
descriptive  adjectives  and  his  terms  of  endearment  till  at  last  his 
conversation  becomes  telegraphic  in  its  brevity,  yet  in  his  heart 
there  is  more  love  than  when  he  was  more  verbose. 

"  The  writer  of  foreign  correspondence  reports  finds  himself 
in  much  this  position.  Year  by  year  he  reads,  and  comments  as 
he  reads,  at  first  with  prolixity,  but  latterly  with  more  brevity,  as 
he  has  used  up  his  stock  of  descriptive  adjectives,  and  yet  he 
grows  more  and  more  in  love  with  the  institution  of  which  he 
writes,  albeit  his  comments  m$y  become  more  brief." 
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And  that's  how  Companion  Roe  Fulkerson  introduces 
his  review  of  the  Grand  Chapters,  admirable,  as  usual, 
although  he  has  condensed  it  into  less  than  fifty  pages. 
As  a  preface  to  a  comparatively  generous  inspection  of 
Canada  for  1912. 

"We  wish  that  every  member  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  the 
District  would  go  up  to  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  and  read 
the  copy  of  proceedings  which  comes  from  Canada  this  year. 
From  the  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Fred  W.  Harcourt  to 
Bennett's  report  it  is  valuable  to  the  capitular  student. 

"  When  we  started  in  to  pencil  mark  the  portions  of  the 
Most  Excellent's  address  which  we  wish  to  quote  and  comment 
on,  we  soon  realized  that  we  had  to  quit  or  reproduce  the  entire 
speech !  " 

If  the  realization  of  that  wash  were  possible,  we  cairn, 
in  fancy,  see  the  usually  courteous  and  urbane  Arvine  W. 
J.  giving  orders  for  t)he  emergency  hose  to  be  prepared 
for  an  expected  fire  alarm,  and  himself  standing  by  the 
nozzle  ready  to  take  personal  charge.  Such  recommenda- 
tions are  risky.  They  might  do  harm  to  clerkly  habili- 
ments as  well  as  rupture  long-standing  friendships.  He 
devotes  a  share  of  his  kind  attention  to  the  writer,  who 
had  dwelt,  more  than  perhaps  intended,  on  the  tendency, 
at  that  period,  to  wave  the  national  emblem  in  Masonic 
circles  with  a  reckless  and  infectious  frequency.  Inno- 
cent exercise,  when  all's  said  and  done,  and  surely  harm- 
less. Nevertheless,  he  apparently  resents  any  adverse 
comment  on  the  bird's  sweet  carolling,  and  gets  back  thus : 

"  His  comments  would  indicate  that  if  the  '  proud  bird  of 
freedom '  ever  emits  one  little  '  cheep '  north  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  he  is  liable  to  get  his  tail  feathers  pulled !  The  '  eternal 
obtruding  presence '  of  the  eagle  seems  to  peeve  him  still,  but  we 
don't  mind  that.  When  we  have  annexed  Canada  we  honestly 
hope  they  will  elect  Bennett  for  Congress  and  send  him  down 
here  where  we  can  see  more  of  him,  for  we  surely  do  like  that 
man !  He  is  the  sort  of  a  fellow  that  one  could  fight  with  all  day 
and  drink  with  all  night!  He  rejoices  that  we  were  reappointed, 
and  if  all  the  books  we  had  to  review  were  as  interesting,  if  all 
the  writers  were  as  quick-witted  and  all  the  correspondents  as 
lovable  fellows  as  he,  we  would  be  a  permanent  candidate  for 
the  job." 

To  all  appearances  his  stock  of  ''endearing  terms"  is 
in  no  danger  of  becoming  exhausted  just  yet,  as  he  would 
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have  us  believe  from  his  opening  remarks.  In  view  of 
the  suggested  alarming  possibility  ventured  by  Comp. 
Fulkerson,  we  disclaim,  in  part,  the  qualifications  which, 
he  states,  are  essential  to  abiding  acquaintanceship.  Mean- 
time our  pockets  are  loaded  with  hunks  of  sugar  in  the 
event  of  hearing  freedom's  feathered  representative  pipe 
a  solitary  "cheep." 

Before  calling  for  the  Doxology  the  merry  Companion 
likens  his  report  to  a  dinner  supply  of  spinach  "before 
and  after"  the  "bilin'  down"  process.  Spite  of  the  result, 
it  must  be  confessed,  the  feast  was  of  the  satisfying  var- 
iety, and  we  rose  from  its  consumption  at  peace  with  even 
our  relatives  on  the  distaff  side. 

"  The  Royal  Craft  continues  its  stately  march  upward,  a 
mighty  army  in  the  cause  of  right,  captained  by  good  men  and 
true,  and  made  up  of  the  best  people  in  the  civilized  world. 
That  the  world  has  been  made  better  by  its  existence,  that 
men's  Ideals  have  been  raised  higher  through  its  influence,  and 
that  its  lessons  have  not  been  taught  in  vain,  may  not  be  doubted 
by  any  thinking  being." 

"  So  mote  it  be."

Florida 

Chapters   .  .   30.  Members   .  .   2,134. 

This  fair  land  of  sunshine  and  flowers  contributed 
nothing  but  hopeful  indications  of  progress  within  its 
confines.  Even  the  scythe  bearer  was  merciful,  and  in 
addition  to  an  intact  official  muster,  a  gratifying  delega- 
tion from  the  Chapters  attended  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual 
Convocation  at  Jacksonville  on  the  20th  May,  1913.  Ill- 
ness occasioned  the  absence  of  two  of  the  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  but  as  fourteen  of  the  veterans  were  t/here 
to  uphold  the  traditions  of  former  days,  there  was  abund- 
ant material  on  hand  to  sustain  a  controversy  should  auld 
lang  syne  be  in  danger  of  possible  assault. 
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Buoyantly  did  (Hand  High  Priest  Robert  McClellan 
assume  the  functions  of  presiding  officer,  and  his  optim- 
ism, if  it  did  not  arouse  enthusiasm  in  his  hearers,  was 
'inspiring  enough  to  create  a  most  favorable  impression. 
The  progress  of  the  age  was  seen  in  tfhe  condition  of  tlhe 
Craft.  In  Grand  Chapter  he  was  pleased  to  report  a  gain 
of  132  for  the  year,  with  tine  signs  indicating  further 
growth  for  his  successors  to  descant  upon.  He  expressed 
gratitude  for  the  Heavenly  care  which  made  such  con- 
ditions possible,  and  recalled  the  noble  efforts  of  the  pio- 
neers of  Grand  Chapter  whose  labors  in  the  past  con- 
tributed not  a  little  to  the  present  day  prosperity. 

His  relation  of  the  "good  time"  at  the  General  Grand's 
reunion  in  Indianapolis  was  interesting.  He  gathered 
much  information  there,  including  the  important  fact  that 
with  the  establishment  of  Utah's  Grand  Chapter,  every 
State  of  the  Union  was  now  in  possession  of  a  governing 
Royal  Arch  body.  The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  which 
means  that  the  General  Grand's  protecting  influence  as  a 
parent  must  be  henceforth  exercised  in  outlying  and  re- 
mote places,  and  that  it  is  even  now  working  far  afield, 
the  establishment  or  projecting  of  Chapters  at  Fairbank 
and  Nome  in  chilly  Alaska,  at  Iquiqui,  in  somewhat 
warmer  Chili,  in  Havana,  Cuba,  and  elsewhere,  furnishes 
eloquent  testimony  to  the  continued  usefulness  of  the  ven- 
erable body. 

The  stories  of  Chapter  visitations  at  home  by  the 
Gramd  High  Priest  and  'his  colleagues,  make  good  read- 
ing. The  former  apparently  did  his  whole  duty  in  this 
respect,  taking  in  places  one  frequently  reads  about,  and 
lives  in  hope  to  see  some  time :  Lake  Butler,  Daytona, 
Bradentown,  Tampa.  Key  West,  etc.,  and  where  the  Com- 
panions act  in  much  the  same  manner  as  they  do  else- 
where when  the  "main  guy"  comes  along,  banquets  with 
abundance  of  good  things,  including  "speeches."  He  en- 
joyed them  all.    So  would  we. 

"  From  Key  West  I  journeyed  over  the  famous  East  Coast 
Railroad  (over  the  sea)  to  the  magic  city  of  Miami.  I  could  not 
write  a  description  of  the  unsurpassed  beauty  and  great  expendi- 
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ture  of  capital  represented  from  Key  West  to  Miami  that  would 
give  even  a  faint  conception  of  that  wonderful  construction.  It 
must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated. 

"At  Miami  the  High  Priest  showed  me  all  over  and  around 
this  lovely  city,  with  its  palatial  homes,  orange,  grapefruit  and 
cocoanut  groves,  its  royal  palms,  its  tropical  fruits  and  flowers, 
where  the  frosts  of  winter  are  unknown,  and  at  its  feet  flows 
the  majestic  Biscayne  Bay." 

He  expressed  the  tope  that  his  successor  would  'have 
as  enjoyable  an  experience  as  he  had  himself,  and  he 
thanked  Grand  Chapter  for  furnishing  the  glorious  oppor- 
tunity. 

Grand  Secretary  Webster's  report  told  of  the  progress 
of  the  new  Kissimmee  Chapter,  suggestive  name,  which 
since  institution  recorded  twenty-four  exaltations,  and 
now  prayed  for  a  charter,  which  was  granted.  An  in- 
sufficiently supported  petition  for  the  restoration  of  de- 
funct charter  No.  4  was  favored  under  certain  conditions. 
Companions  at  Port  Lauderdale  asked  for  a  charter  and 
received  ai  dispensation  under  which  they  will  demonstrate 
their  fitness  to  be  entrusted  with  a  warrant  of  confirma- 
tion in  due  time. 

Assets  reported  by  the  Grand  Treasurer  amount  to 
$6,328.  There  is  a  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence appointed  annually,  but  any  visible  testimony  to  the 
labors  of  that  excellent  trio  did  not  materialize  during  the 
session,  which  was  closed  with  the  usual  formalities  and 
prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain.

Georgia 

Chapters   .  .    146.  Members   .  .   7,255. 

For  many  years  the  volume  from  Georgia  has  led  us 
to  expect  something  out  of  the  common,  and  the  book  just 
opened,  being  the  record  of  the  Ninety-first  Annual  Con- 
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vocation  at  Macon  on  the  30th  April,  1913,  can  be  truly 
said  to  realize  in  a  measure  something  approaching  that 
expectation.  Companion  W.  G.  England,  M.  E.  Grand 
High  Priest,  extended  warm  welcome  to  a  most  satisfact- 
ory attendance  from  the  constituent  Chapters,  several 
Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  thirty-three  representative's 
of  the  Grand  Chapters  in  correspondence  with  Georgia. 

M.  E.  Companions  James  W.  Taylor,  Past  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  Henry  Banks,  General  Grand 
Master  of  the  Third  Veil  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  United  States,  were  introduced  and  received  with 
honors. 

Then  the  G.  H.  P.  had  his  innings,  and  addressed 
the  Companions  in  straightforward  language  and  un- 
afraid to  introduce  a  few  telling  truths. 

"  Masonry  has  always  stood  for  the  rights  of  all  men,  and 
whilst  for  centuries  it  was  persecuted,  yet  onward  it  has  gone, 
with  gathered  power,  force  and  strength,  leaving  in  its  trail  the 
fertile  seeds  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  that  have  sprung  from 
the  soil  of  truth,  and  become  so  firmly  rooted  as  to  bid  defiance 
to  him  or  them  who  dares  to  teach  that  the  Deity  bears  no  rela- 
tion to  man,  save  through  the  mediation  of  a  power  that  has  held 
the  destiny  of  nations  in  its  hands  by  and  through  its  cruelty 
and  bigotry,  caused  the  blood-baked  earth  to  lift  its  voice  and 
cry  aloud  for  liberty  to  all  men." 

To  the  laborers  of  the  past  he  paid  well  deserved  and 
fitting  tribute,  and  timely  hint  to  those  of  the  present  who 
would  emulate  their  virtues  in  carrying  on  the  Lord's 
work. 

"  Nearly  a  century  has  passed  since  the  establishment  and 
organization  of  this  Grand  Chapter;  years  filled  with  fond  hopes 
and  bright  anticipations  for  the  welfare  of  our  fellow-man ; 
years  burdened  with  sorrow  and  with  grief  and  brightened  with 
good  deeds  that  encouraged  us  onward  despite  the  many  misfor- 
tunes that  may  have  fallen  upon  us,  until  to-day  we  present  to 
the  civilized  world  one  of  the  grandest,  greatest  and  most  stable 
organizations  on  earth,  looking  to  the  elevation  of  man.  Such 
is  the  result  of  the  labor  of  those  who  have  gone  before  us,  and 
upon   us  depends  its  transmission   unimpaired  to  our  posterity." 
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And  as  he  continued,  he  sailed  away  into  the  empy- 
rean, and  showered  flowery  expressions  of  gratitude  for 
favors  received,  and  hope  for  an  even  sunnier  future. 

"  Thriftiness  and  prosperity  are  in  evidence  among  all  classes 
throughout  our  jurisdiction;  happiness  and  contentment  prevails 
whilst  the  future  looks  bright  and  gladsome.  Our  increase  in 
converts  has  been  beyond  our  fondest  hopes.  Those  in  charge  of 
our  Subordinate  Assemblies  are  good  men  and  true  Masons, 
thoroughly  endowed  with  an  understanding  of  the  responsibilities 
assumed,  and  in  their  labor  have  shown  the  power  of  well-trained 
minds  and  the  prompting  of  loyal  hearts,  having  done  much 
toward  the  advancement  of  the  cause.  Everywhere  throughout 
the  State  Royal  Arch  Masonry  shows  evidence  of  growth  strong 
and  vigorous,  buoyant,  self-confident,  and  energetic.  No  idlers 
block  the  way;  each  seems  to  realize  that  there  is  something 
for  him  to  do,  and  the  tide  of  life  flows  strong  and  steady, 
prompted  by  hearts  filled  with  truth  and  the  desire  to  upbuild. 
Everywhere  do  we  find  them  standing  upon  the  moral  side  of 
every  question  in  public  and  in  private  life,  condemning  wrong 
in  high  places,  seeking  none  but  good  men  to  guide  affairs  of 
general  interest. 

"  Let  us  continue  to  press  forward  with  renewed  energy  and 
zeal,  making  the  pathway  to  happiness  brighter  and  easier  for 
those  who  come  after  us,  and  by  our  work  proclaim  in  thunder 
tones  that  will  roll  from  mountain  to  mountain  of  this  vast 
country,  and  send  its  echoes  far  and  wide,  that  Capitular  Masonry 
in  the  grand  old  State  of  Georgia  is  alive,  active  and  awake  to 
the  needs  of  the  hour,  and  is  accomplishing  the  grand  and  glori- 
ous work  of  dispelling  ignorance,  lifting  the  veils  of  darkness, 
and  bringing  light  unto  the  sons  of  men  whose  blessings  shall 
come  down  upon  us,  refreshing  as  the  morning  dew  to  the  tender 
blade  and  flower." 

Then,  after  the  fashion  of  those  who  compose  what 
are  commonly  known  as  "business-like  documents,"  he 
dropped  to  mundaoe  'things,  and  under  that  objectionable 
caption  "necrology"  makes  reference  to  the  "Grim 
Reaper"  and  toils  accomphis'hrnents.  Why  the  inevitable 
and  obvious  should  be  included  among  the  "ologi'eis"  has 
never  been  satisfactorily  explained.  Our  rulers  seem  to 
have  adopted  and  fathered  the  term,  and  we  have  to  ac- 
cept it. 

He  authorized  a  new  Chapter  and  restored  to  activity 
several  that  had  been  dormant. 
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That  he  was  considered  as  wise  among  his  fellows  is 
evidenced  in  the  numerous  questions  put  to  him  for  reply, 
not  all  of  them  vitally  pertinent. 

For  the  Masonic  Home  he  appealed  eloquently.  He 
was  a  diligent  visitor,  and  was  prolific  in  granting  dis- 
pensations. 

The  appointment  of  a  Grand  Lecturer  gave  him  much 
satisfaction,  and  in  conjunction  with  that  officer  he 
planned  a  year's  very  successful  programme  and  incident- 
ally discovered  that  imperfect  records  were  not  uncom- 
mon where  the  lax  Chapter  secretary  and  equally  negli- 
gent High  Priest  omitted  to  exercise  a  superintending 
eye. 

"  I  urge  it  upon  our  High  Priests  and  Secretaries  to  be 
more  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  and  that  this  body 
take  such  action  as  will  remedy  the  existing  evil.  Attention  has 
frequently  been  called  to  this  neglect  upon  the  part  of  our 
subordinate   assemblies." 

To  secure  only  qualified  Companions  for  the  chief  po- 
sitions, he  recommended1  that  the  voting  for  same  at  Chap- 
ter annual  elections  be  restricted  to  members  who  had 
liquidated  their  dues,  and  to  bar  those  who  were  in  debt 
for  more  than  one  year.  In  other  words  he  would  thus 
punish  alleged  offenders  without  the  formality  of  a  trial. 

Tihe  children  of  the  Masonic  Home  visited  the  Grand 
Chapter,  which  was  called  off  to  receive  them,  and  the 
little  ones  gave  a  number  of  pleasing  musical  selections, 
alike  creditable  to  themselves  and  their  teachers,  and  furn- 
ished the  audience  a  fair  idea  of  the  care  exercised  in  the 
upbringing  of  their  orphan  charges. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  a  certain  out- 
lay for  the  Home  improvement,  and  doubled  the  Foreign 
Correspondent's  stipend. 

The  Grievances  Committee  had  two  cases  of  "gross 
unmasondc  oonduct"  to  consider,  and  in  eadh  ratified  tihe 
recommendation  of  the  trial  Chapters  for  expulsion. 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  was  most  interesting 
and  demonstrated  Georgia's  wisdom  in  agreeing  to  a  new 
departure.  Comp.  McHan  visited  80  Chapters  in  the 
year.  He  discovered  much  in  the  way  of  existing  condi- 
tions that  called  for  reformation  and  predicted  that  a 
brighter  state  of  affairs  would  follow  the  year's  labors. 
He  was  re-elected  unanimously. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  "the  Texas 
plan,"  or  the  attachment  of  the  degrees  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite  to  those  of  the  Chapter,  reported  adversely. 

Companion  Cbas.  h.  Bass  is  Georgia's  reviewer  this 
time,  and  inspects,  among  others,  Canada  for  1912.  With 
future  efforts  it  is  hoped  the  Companion  will  serve  up  a 
little  more  Bass.  Mieamtiime  he  lias  our  meed  of  welcome 
offered  in  all  sincerity.

Chapters   .  .    18.  Members   . .    1,134. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  the  officers  of  Grand 
Chapter  were  in  their  places  in  the  Masonic  Temple  at 
Twin  Falls  when  M.  E.  Comp.  George  M.  Waterhouse,  on 
t'he  morning  of  June  16th,  191 3,  called  the  Fifth  Annual 
Convocation  to  order  and  with  appropriate  solemnities 
opened  an  interesting  business  session  with  the  reading  of 
the  customary  address,  embracing  his  official  actions  in  the 
interval. 

These  included  his  authority  for  the  institution  of  a 
new  Chapter  at  Caldwell. 

Members  of  one  of  the  Chapters  suspended  while 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and 
who  were  indebted  for  dues  in  various  amounts  of  con- 
siderable size,  asked  for  reinstatement  and  merciful  con- 
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i&i deration.  He  recommended  t'hat  the  Grand  Secretary 
endeavor  to  reach  a  knowledge  of  the  situation  by  cor- 
respondence witih  t)he  General  Grand  authorities,  and  re- 
port at  next  convocation.     This  was  approved. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a  balance  of  $1,110.19. 

A  short  but  comprehensive  report  from  Grand  Lec- 
turer Winn  declared  that  all  was  well  with  the  Chapters, 
especially  the  latest  creations,  but  urged  the  necessity  for 
"suitable  proficiency"  examinations.  He  desired  the  adop- 
tion of  a  Mark  degree  lecture,  which  he  possessed,  and 
which  he  declared  was  just  the  thing  needed  to  complete 
that  ceremony. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  having  ruled  that  applicants 
for  affiliation  with  a  Chapter  U.  D.  could  not  be  consid- 
ered as  Charter  members,  the  wise  men  on  the  Jurispru- 
dence Committee  'expressed  disagreement  witfh  his  inter- 
pretation of  the  law  and  reported  that  all  members  of  sudh 
Chapter  prior  to  application  for  charter  are  entitled  to  be 
named  as  Charter  members. 

Unbroken  tranquility  prevailed  in  the  jurisdiction,  so 
there  was  nothing  before  the  Grievances  Committee.  A 
case  of  invasion  of  Chapter  territory  was  assigned  to  an- 
other Committee  for  adjustment. 

The  retirement  of  Grand  Treasurer  Hinrod  was  the 
opportunity  for  a  timely  resolution  of  appreciation  for 
valuable  services,  and  the  presentation  of  a  R.  A.  apron. 

Companion  Hiram  T.  French  furnished  his  first  Cor- 
respondence report  which  included  Canada  for  1912.  He 
observes  that  in  this  jurisdiction  dual  membership  is  per- 
missible, and  foresees  "possible  abuse"  of  such  privilege 
by  men  of  means  as  against  their  less  influential  Compan- 
ions. 

Xo  occasion  for  alarm.  A  half  century's  experience 
has  not  once  revealed  an  instance  of  any  such  unfair  or 
unfraternal  action.  If  there  had  been  and  it  was  re- 
ported, a  speedy  lesson  would  have  been  administered.

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Companion  French  exhibits  little  evidence  of  the  "tre- 
pidation" with  which  he  introduces  himself  so  modestly, 
and  we  feel  sure  that  we  agree  with  his  Companions  in 
the  hope  that  he  will  be  again  heard  from.

Illinois 

Chapters   ..   201.  Members   ..   3S,ll7- 

Three  familiar  faces  were  missed  and  three  chairs 
were  vacant  when  the  Companions  gathered  in  Chicago's 
Masonic  Temple  for  the  Sixty-third  Annual  Convocation 
on  the  morning  of  October  24th,  1912. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  W.  J.  A.  DeLancey,  who  pre- 
sided in  1874,  had  passed  away  in  the  April  previous  at 
the  good  ojd  age  of  86  years.  Old  timers  knew  him  as  a 
skilled  ritualist  and  an  earnest  worker. 

A  fatal  street  oar  accident,  while  he  was  proceeding 
on  a  mission  of  mercy,  removed  a  worthy  'Companion  .in 
the  person  of  Grand  Chaplain  Rev.  William  White  Wil- 
son in  the  previous  September. 

A  former  Grand  Chaplain  and  latterly  Grand  Senti- 
nel, Rev.  James  E.  Jewett,  a  war  veteran,  legal  practi- 
tiooer,  devoted  miniis'tier  and  zealous  Mason,  died  also  in 
September. 

The  appointed  Chaplain  at  the  opening  led  in  prayer, 
and  the  Oriental  Quartette,  with  organ  accompaniment, 
rendered  appropriate  musical  selections  charming  enough 
to  soothe  the  savage  breast,  if  such  was  concealed  be- 
neath Capitular  garb,  and  the  business  programme  com- 
menced. 

The  forty  odd  representatives  of  Grand  Chapters  were 
lined  up  and  with  a  stone  wall  demeanor  received  the  cus- 
tomary well-aimed  greetings,  and,  having  replied  with  one 
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of  their  heaviest  guns,  "retired  in  good  order."    Casualties 
nil. 

Grand  High  Priest  Charles  C.  Davis  was  not  permitted 
to  work  off  his  nicely  prepared  oration  without  interrup- 
tion. An  imperative  summons  to  the  outside  furnished 
the  Deputy  an  opportunity  to  inform  the  Companions  that 
their  Grand  High  Priest  had  been  honored  by  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter  at  its  recent  triennial,  choosing  him  as 
the  guardian  angel  of  the  First  Veil,  or  the  first  rung  on 
the  ladder  to  exalted  office  in  years  to  come. 

Under  distinguished  escort  the  G.  H.  P.,  bearing  his 
blushing  honors,  was  readmitted  and  received  the  con- 
gratulatory plaudits  of  the  Companions. 

Grand  honors  again  were  accorded  the  M.  E.  Comp. 
Walter  L.  Williamson,  P.  G.  H.  P.,  of  North  Dakota,  a 
very  welcome  visitor,  and  then  the  G.  H.  P.  had  the  floor. 
He  enjoyed  everything  with  which  his  office  brought  him 
in  contact.  He  tried  to  act  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
situation  and  looked  for  approval.  Briefly  he  touched  on 
his  visitations,  and  dwelt  more  particularly  on  what  such 
functions  were  intended  to  accomplish  rather  than  on  re- 
sults of  his  own  experiences. 

To  four  petitioning  locations  he  acceded  to  appeals 
for  new  Chapters,  granting  dispensation  in  each  case,  and 
in  each  they  did  well  and  were  duly  approved.  Three 
Chapters  were  constituted  and  one  gave  up  the  ghost. 

Agreeably  to  the  expressed  desire  of  Grand  Chapter 
he  appointed  three  members  to  represent  it  on  a  joint 
board  to  consider  and  devise  a  plan  for  the  erection  of  a 
Masonic  Hospital,  or,  to  be  accurate,  a  hospital  for  the 
Masonic  fraternity  of  Illinois.  A  ponderous  undertaking 
one  would  imagine. 

There  was  something  amiss  with  the  moon  at  one 
period,  as  it  failed  to  do  its  whole  duty  on  scheduled  time, 
necessitating  postponement  of  Chapter  meetings,  with  in- 
cidental requests  for  dispensations.  This  prompted  the 
suggestion  that  dependence  on  the  moon   frequently  re- 
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suited  in  Chapters  being  victims  of  misplaced  confidence, 
and  an  added  recommendation  was  included  that  moon- 
struck Chapters  amend  their  by-laws  so  as  to  arrange  a 
fixed  day  in  the  calendar  month  for  the  stated  Convoca- 
tion. 

The  inevitable  tea  time  ten  year  old  questioner  may 
have  lightened  the  prevailing  darkness  in  a  query  put  to  a 
frequently  perplexed  paterfamilias,  if  the  moon  was  in- 
habited : 

"Oh,  yes,"  said  the  parent,  "there  are  people  living  in 
the  moon."  "Are  there  many?"  queried  the  youngster. 
"Yes,  very  many,"  was  the  reply;  "far  more  probably 
than  in  this  world."  "Why,  then,"  said  the  youth,  "aren't 
they  crowded  a  good  deal  at  half-moon?" 

"What  is  home  without  a  mother  ?"  and  one  might  well 
ask  what  is  a  G.  H.  P.'s  address  without  the  expected 
"Decisions"?  Two  out  of  three  questions  submitted  to 
the  M.  E.  Companion  were  distinctly  familiar  and  were 
met  in  style  equally  reminiscent.  A  third  emanated  from 
a  board  of  Grand  Lecturers  who  had  been  teaching  for 
years  that  the  white  apron  should  be  omitted  for  candi- 
dates in  entering  the  R.  A.  A  change  was  approved  by 
Grand  Chapter  recently,  but  not  ratified  by  inclusion  in 
the  ritual.  They  requested  to  know  where  they  were  at? 
He  decided  on  a  continuance  of  the  omission  until  an  au- 
thorized pronouncement  was  made  to  some  other  effect. 
The  breathing  was  clearly  easier  after  this. 

With  the  customary  expressions  of  gratitude  for  as- 
sistance from  willing  Companions,  notably  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, the  Grand  High  Priest  closed  an  address  that  was 
at  no  stage  weighty  or  sentimental,  but  rather  free  from 
the  superfluous,  holding  strictly  to  his  official  actions  with 
brief  explanation. 

Short  reports  from  the  District  officers  were  sub- 
mitted, all  of  which  covered  much  ground,  and  occasion- 
ally apologetic  for  not  having  accomplished  more. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a  visible  and  substan- 
tial balance  of  $22,816. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  announced  a  falling 
away  in  the  numerical  increase  from  last  year.  Punctu- 
ality with  Chapter  returns  had  improved,  a  condition  that 
resulted  in  increased  revenue.  M.  E.  Comp.  Warvelle's 
" remind er  cards"  were  doubtless  largely  responsible  for 
the  satisfactory  result. 

One  of  the  Chapters  objected  to  paying  the  per  capita 
for  a  Companion  who  was  insane  and  an  inmate  of  an 
asylum  for  the  mentally  afflicted.  The  objection  was  sus- 
tained, as  the  civil  law  regards  a  person  legally  adjudged 
insane,  as  dead. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Secretary  George 
W.  Warvelle,  in  introducing  his  interesting  report  on 
Correspondence,  deplored  the  paucity  of  material,  in  the 
many  volumes  of  "Proceedings,"  of  a  nature  to  excite 
controversy  at  least,  to  give  the  reporter  a  chance. 

"About  all  the  reviewer  can  do,  in  the  average  case,  is  to 
note  the  facts  of  harmony,  prosperity  and  general  good-will,  and 
let  it  go  at  that." 

But  Companion  Vvrarvelle  ca*n  do  more.  He  possesses 
a  storehouse  replete  with  supplies  from  which  to  draw 
in  periods  of  famine,  and  he  thus  succeeds  in  keeping  his 
Companions  in  a  delightfully  satisfied  condition,  and  mak- 
ing the  "appendix"  to  the  record  a  welcome  treat  for  his 
own  circle  and  sojourner  alike.  Noting  a  few  Canadian 
observations  on  the  laxity  of  Chapters  in  preserving  the 
volumes  of  Proceedings  sent  to  each,  he  remarks : 

"  Presumably  the  experience  of  Canada  is  not  very  different 
from  Illinois.  So  far  as  my  observation  has  extended,  there  is 
not  a  Chapter  in  the  State  of  Illinois  that  possesses  a  full  set  of 
original  proceedings  of  Grand  Chapter,  while  many  have  not 
even  a  last  year's  publication.     What  becomes  of  them?  " 

From  his  "Postscript,"  an  interesting  compilation  of 
personal  opinion  under  various  headings,  the  following 
paragraphs  are  reproduced,  if  only  to  demonstrate  that 
his  reading  is  the  reverse  of  cursory,  and  that  little 
escapes  fais  watchful  eye. 
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"  Our  Canadian  brethren  have  injected  a  new  feature  into 
the  Masonic  calendar,  which  they  term  '  Backsliders'  Night.' 
From  all  indications  the  innovation  is  well  received  and  the 
'  Boys  of  the  Old  Brigade '  fully  demonstrate  their  ability  to 
come  back.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  '  nights '  of  various  kinds 
are  now  popular  in  Illinois,  might  we  not,  with  profit,  adopt  the 
Canadian   custom?" 

*     *     * 

"  The  '  Travelling  Triangle,'  sent  out  by  St.  Patrick  Chapter, 
of  Toronto,  Ont.,  and  which  for  a  time  sojourned  in  this  State 
under  the  care  of  Lincoln  Park  Chapter,  is  still  making  the 
rounds.  My  last  advices  show  that  it  is  deposited  with  Orange 
Chapter,  No.  23,  of  Orange,  N.J.,  to  whom  it  was  sent  by 
Pythagoras  Chapter  of  Hartford,  Conn.  My  advices  further  are 
that  large  delegations  from  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Chapters 
were  present  to  greet  the  symbol  on  its  arrival."

Just  one  week  before  the  Annual  Convocation  on  the 
30th  October  in  Chicago's  Masonic  Temple,  Abel  M. 
Hallowell,  R.  E.  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  succumbed 
to  a  protracted  illness.  His  station  in  Grand  Chapter  was 
draped  in  mourning  and1  remained  unoccupied  during  the 
session.  The  Companions  were  reminded  that  two  of  the 
veterans  bad  also  passed  away,  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
Samuel  W.  Waddle  and  John  A.  Ladd. 

As  the  announcement  was  made  of  these  deaths  the 
Oriental  Quartette  sang  the  beautiful  hymn  "Golden 
Bells." 

Grand  High  Priest  William  B.  Carlock,  in  each  case, 
advised  the  Grand  Officers  and  subordinate  Chapters  of 
the  sad  occurrence  by  a  suitably  prepared  "necrological 
circular." 

Four  dispensations  were  issued  to  Companions  who 
organized  and  desired  to  work  new  Chapters,  two  of  them 
in  the  city  of  Chicago.  In  four  other  instances  he  de- 
clined similar  requests  for,  what  seemed  to  him,  good  and 
wise  reasons.    Four  Chapters  were  constituted. 
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He  offered  for  consideration  the  suggestion,  pending 
a  committee  report  on  the  subject,  the  advisability  of  a 
liberal  appropriation  towards  the  establishment  of  the 
projected  Masonic  'hospital. 

Of  the  numerous  invitations  to  attend  Grand  Chapter 
Convocations  he  could  only  accept  one,  that  from  Mis- 
souri, and  he  recalled  with  pleasure  has  memorable  visit 
to  Kansas  City. 

In  answer  to  the  appeal  from  the  flooded  districts  of 
'the  early  part  of  the  year  'he  sent  a  personal  message  to 
the  Chapters  and  gathered  in  a  sum  of  $2,083,  which  was 
distributed  among  the  sufferers. 

The  ritual  supply  being  at  low  ebb  he  counselled  a 
revision  before  replenisbi ng. 

A  Chapter  asked  for  his  sanction  to  devote  some  of 
its  funds  to  assist  in  the  erection  of  a  Protestant  hospital. 
He  declined  on  the  ground  that  donations  from  a  Chapter 
treasury  should  be,  if  at  all,  for  Masonic  purposes. 

He  decided  that  an  artificial  leg  was  no  barrier  to  its 
otherwise  eligible  owner  making  application  for  the  Chap- 
ter degrees. 

Among  his  recommendations  were  to  increase  the 
fee  for  a  dispensation  to  act  on  petitions  in  less  than  law- 
ful time,  improved  quarters  for  the  Grand  Secretary,  dis- 
tinctive collars  for  the  district  Grand  Lecturers,  special 
remuneration  for  active  committee  work  and  charters  for 
the  Chapters  working  U.  D. 

He  closed  a  good  address  with  tributes  to  co-workers 
for  active  assistance  and  counsel,  a  large  measure  of 
thanks  to  Grand  Secretary  Warveile,  in  two  languages, 
his  personal  appreciation  of  the  Masonic  institution,  its 
charities  and  its  influence  for  the  betterment  of  mankind 
and  an  appropriate  poetic  extract. 

"  The  increase  in  the  membership  for  the  year  is  2,079  and 
our  total  membership  is  now  37,350.  We  certainly  feel  elated 
over  the  record  thus  made.  The  seed  has  been  sown  in  fertile 
soil,   and   the  good   work  is   still   going  on,   and   I   wish  at  this 
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time  to  congratulate  my  successor  in  advance,  that  his  is  to  be 
the  record  breaker,  the  banner  year  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  the 
great  State  of  Illinois.  My  Companions,  keep  your  eyes  on  the 
indicator,  remember  my  prediction,  and  watch  the  figures  in  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  one  year  hence." 

Thus  are  Grand  Secretary  Warvelle's  efforts  in  the 
one-sided  contest  for  supremacy  an  numerical  strength, 
bearing  fruit.  The  others  in  the  race  for  leadership  are 
New  York,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  although,  except  in 
Illinois,  one  does  not  bear  of  any  loss  of  rest  or  undue 
excitement  as  to  results,  in  the  jurisdictions  mentioned. 
Be  tihat  as  it  may,  New  York  is  still  in  the  front  with 
37,438  members,  Illinois  second  with  35,117,  Ohio  33,415 
and  Pennsylvania  32,503.  Companion  Warvelle's  ambi- 
tion is  to  be  a  lap,  at  least,  ahead  of  the  Empire  State  in 
1914. 

The  Grand  Lecturers'  reports  gave  a  fair  indication  oi 
the  prevailing  spirit  actuating  the  Chapters,  all  of  which 
will  probably  tend  to  the  desired  effect.  Let  it  be  hoped 
that  the  net  result  will  be  in  material  rather  than  what 
commonly  is  gathered  from  too  eager  rivalry. 

The  great  growth  in  Capitular  Masonry  during  the  last 
year,  was  commended  by  the  committee  and  attributed  to 
"the  untiring  efforts  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest, 
which  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  this  result.  Hi's 
zeal  and  fidelity  to  the  Craft,  bis  untiring  energy,  his  up- 
rightness and  keen  sense  of  justice,  and  his  other  Masonic 
qualifications  have  aided  in  no  small  degree  m  bringing 
about  the  present  favorable  conditions  of  Capitular 
Masonry." 

An  lineident  that  occasioned  agreeable  surprise,  having 
its  origin  in  Canada,  was  a  distinct  feature  of  the  first 
day's  session,  but  perihaps  it  will  be  as  well  to  let  the 
authorized  dhrouicler  relate  the  story  in  his  own  way. 

"  Then  followed  one  of  the  most  pleasing  incidents  of  the 
session.  The  Grand  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  venerable 
Companion,  William  Forbes,  of  Grimsby,  Ontario,  who  for  thirty- 
three  consecutive  years  has  represented  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Illinois  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  Our  venerable  and 
highly  esteemed  Representative,  being  desirous  of  expressing  his 
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appreciation  of  the  honor  thus  bestowed  upon  him,  as  well  as  of 
snowing  the  good-will  which  our  Canadian  Companions  enter- 
tain for  us,  had  caused  to  be  made  a  gavel  (or  hiram)  from 
black  walnut  wood  grown  in  Grimsby,  and  this  gavel,  which  is 
richly  mounted  with  silver  trimmings,  and  suitably  engraved, 
the  Grand  Secretary,  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  Comp. 
Forbes,  then  presented  to  Grand  Chapter  with  the  best  wishes 
of  the  donor. 

"  On  motion  of  Comp.  Geo.  M.  Moulton,  P.  G.  H.  P.,  the 
gift  was  duly  received  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  transmit  to  Comp.  Forbes  the  thanks  of  Grand  Chapter,  with 
the  hope  of  the  Companions  that  he  may  live  to  represent  us  for 
at  least  thirty-three  years  more,  and  the  assurance  that  he  is  duly 
installed  as  the  Representative  ad  vitam  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Illinois  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada. 

"  The  gavel  will  hereafter  be  upon  the  pedestal  in  the  East 
at  all  sessions  of  Grand  Chapter. 

"  The  following  are  the  inscriptions  upon  the  gavel :

Charters  were  granted  to  the  four  Chapters  U.  D.  The 
Grievances  Committee  found  nothing  to  grieve  about.  Six 
hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  widow  of  the 
deceased  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Committee 
on  Charities  reported  the  recommendation  of  an  appro- 
priation of  fifty  thousand  dollars  towards  the  erection  and 
equipment  of  a  Masonic  Hospital. 
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A  motion  rto  postpone  action,  in  the  latter,  failed  and 
another  to  refer  it  to  the  'Committee  on  Accounts  pre- 
vailed. The  latter  reported  -that  the  proposed  amount  was 
available  and  could  be  well  spared  for  the  purpose  without 
occasioning  inconvenience. 

The  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be- 
ing present  was  asked  to  speak,  and  said  he  accepted  on 
behalf  of  Grand  Lodge  (the  gift  with  its  conditions  and 
expressed  gratitude  and  appreciation,  assuring  Gramd 
Chapter  that  tihe  money  would  be  wisely  and  judiciously 
spent. 

A  motion  was  then  carried  to  the  effect  that  the  Grand 
High  Priest  and  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  draw 
the  usual  warrant  on  itihe  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  sum 
appropriated  to  this  charity,  when  the  committee  of  Grand 
Chapter  and  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  agreed  upon 
the  details  of  the  gift. 

Tihe  'retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  Oomp.  Wm.  B.  Car- 
lock,  was  presented  with  the  official  jewel  of  past  rank, 
and  duly  admitted  to  membership  in  the  illustrious  guild 
of  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  M.  E.  Companion  War- 
velle'is  contribution  under  the  heading  "Correspondence 
Report'*'  is  the  attractive  feature  of  the  volume.  His 
notice  of  Canada  is  singularly  flattering,  probably  because 
of  our  fatherly  attitude  in  dealing  with  Illinois  on  a  pre- 
vious occasion,  or  perhaps  it  is  the  bouquet  tendered  to  a 
namesake.  However,  here  is  one  in  return  for  Grand  Z. 
Harcourt. 

"  The  Grand  Z.  (as  they  call  him)  is  supposed  to  represent 
a  king,  and  certain  it  is  that  M.  E.  Comp.  Fred  W.  Harcourt 
fully  measured  up  to  the  standard.  At  all  events  his  address 
shows  him  to  be  a  royal  good  fellow,  and  on  reading  it  one 
instinctively  feels  a  desire  for  a  more  intimate  acquaintance. 
His  year  was  busy  and  eventful,  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  it 
seems,  is  advancing  with  the  same  great  leaps  and  bounds  as  the 
Dominion.  It  was,  the  Grand  Z.  says,  ■  The  most  successful  year 
in  the  history  of  this  Grand  Chapter,'  and  the  success,  in  some 
measure,  must  be  attributed  to  its  strenuous  Grand  Z." 
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Canada's  claim  to  royalty  is  now  established,  and  M. 
E.  Comp.  Haroourt  may  proceed  to  test  its  attributes,  ever 
keeping  in  mind  the  aphorism  "Uneasy  lies  the  head  that 
wears  a  crown."    Another  bud  from  the  same  garden. 

"  The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  occupy  nearly 
half  of  the  volume  under  review.  But  candor  compels  me  to  say 
that  no  other  jurisdiction  shows  the  same  apparent  results  of 
thoroughness  of  inspection." 

He  fancies  we  iare  m  the  "copying"  line,  because  we 
once  erred  foolishly.  The  "doctrine,"  it  is  opined,  is  much 
older  than  'the  Yankee  article  referred  to,  and  it  may  be 
added,  that  antiquity  can  also  be  claimed  for  extending 
courtesy  to  'representatives  of  foreign  courts.  Both  were 
an  evidence  ages  before  the  advent  of  our  Uncle  Samuel's 
inventive  genius. 

"As  Canada  lines  up  with  the  physical  perfectionists,  it  was 
held  that  a  '  Brother '  who  had  lost  his  right  hand  cannot  enter 
the  congregation  of  the  faithful.  Thus  do  pernicious  Yankee 
doctrines  continue  to  insinuate  themselves." 

"As  a  further  evidence  of  the  prevalence  of  Yankee  ideas, 
I  note  that  the  first  order  of  business  was  the  reception  of  the 
diplomatic  corps.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  ever-faithful 
Ambassador,  R.  E.  Comp.  William  Forbes,  was  on  the  job  as 
usual  and  that  he  fully  represented  the  sovereignty  and  dignity 
of  Illinois." 

His  review  throughout  is  most  enjoyable  and  instruc- 
tive, while  the  -light  and  airy  vein  assumed  in  dealing  with 
the  topics  embraced  .in  (his  "Postscript"  is  as  decidedly  re- 
freshing as  they  are  -informative.

Chapters   ..    117.  Members   ..    16,384. 

In  Indianapolis,  that  home  of  good  fellows  and  good 
fellowship,  the  hosts  of  the  faithful  in  Capitular  Masonry 
assembled  on  the  22nd  of  October,  1913,  in  Sixty-eighth 
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Annual  Convocation,  with  one  hundred  and  six  of  the 
Chapters  represented  by  qualified  delegates ;  fourteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  32  Grand  Chapters  were 
visible  in  their  accredited  ambassadors. 

Grand  High  Priest  Samuel  L.  Shirley  presided  over 
the  goodly  company  and  addressed  it  with  all  the  prelim- 
inary references  now  so  familiar. 

To  a  special  commissioner  he  assigned  the  duty  of 
visiting  the  (homes  of  three  delinquent  Chapters,  with  au- 
thority to  seize  the  charters,  books,  and,  indeed,  anything 
portable  or  of  value.  The  Commissioner  carried  out 
instructions,  but  reported  that  one  of  the  victims  com- 
plained that  the  officers  were  not  given  a  chance  to  defend 
themselves,  and  that  Grand  Chapter's  action  came  upon 
them  in  the  nature  of  a  surprise.  A  second  had  no  pro- 
test to  offer,  but  the  third  declared  itself  in  a  similar 
position  to  the  first,  stating  that  they  were  without  notifi- 
cation, and  that  injustice  had  been  done  them.  Moreover, 
the  secretary  turned  rusty  and  declined,  on  demand,  to 
render  an  accounting  and  clung  to  the  strong  box  and 
its  contents.  The  Chapter,  through  its  H.  P.,  sent  out  a 
statement  of  the  conditions  which  served  to  handicap  its 
usefulness  and  appealed  against  the  revocation  of  the 
charter. 

To  all  this  the  Grand  Secretary  replied,  counselling 
wisely  and  warning  against  further  contumacy.  This  had 
its  effect.  The  treasury  balance  and  part  of  the  records 
were  forwarded.  In  the  meantime  enquiry  showed  that 
the  claim  of  the  first  Chapter  rested  upon  a  fairly  sub- 
stantial basis  and  it  was  given  a  twelve  months'  chance 
to  make  good. 

The  Companions  at  Dillsboro,  working  under  dis- 
pensation, admitted  that  the  rosy  outlook  which  they  saw 
in  the  dawn  of  their  beginning,  was  an  optical  illusion 
and  voluntarily  surrendered  their  temporary  authority. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  dealt  fully  with  these 
and  other  matters  of  domestic  gravity.  One  of  an  un- 
usual mature  (referred  to  a  letter  from  a  Chapter  secretary 
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in  which  was  the  statement  that  a  spurious  ritual  was  on 
the  market,  presumably,  and  which  he  turned  over  to 
the  proper  committee. 

R.  E.  Comp.  Prather,  as  of  yore,  is  as  careful  with  his 
figures  as  he  is  speedy  in  publishing  the  records.  Two 
new  Chapters  were  authorized  under  dispensation  at  Mid- 
dletown  and  Scottsburg.  The  former's  request  for  a 
charter  was  endorsed,  tibe  latter  will  continue  U.  D. 

A  dependent  membership  resolution  was  not  favored 
at  a  previous  Convocation.  On  this  occasion  it  was  pre- 
sented in  the  following  guise  and  adopted.  A  lapse  from 
the  original  plan,  unhappily. 

"  Voluntary  non-affiliation  with  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons 
for  a  period  of  six  months  deprives  a  Companion  of  his  Chapter 
standing  until  such  time  as  he  shall  again  affiliate  with  a  Lodge." 

We  remarked  in  a  previous  report  that  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  Robert  A.  Woods,  who  serves  up  the  highly- 
spiced  menu  embraced  in  the  appendix  to  the  Proceed- 
ings, was  not  to  be  classed  amongst  the  timid  when  ex- 
pressing his  opinions.  He  is  apparently  more  than  that, 
for  he  ventures  on  risky  territory  when  he  wanders  from 
the  clear  trail  that  keeps  unwary  feet  from  pitfalls  and 
other  perils  that  beset  debatable  ground.  He  apparently 
takes  our  reply  to  his  argument  anent  the  M.  E.  M. 
degree  as  a  species  of  affront.  We  simply  countered  his 
plain  English  statement  that  if  Canada  attempted  any 
further  lopping  of  American  graftings  on  the  Royal  Arch 
trunk  it  just  meant  that  American  Chapter  doors  would 
be  barred  to  Canadian  Companions.  The  reply  was 
equally  plain  and  in  no  wise  "sudden  or  "belligerent." 
Moreover,  there  was  no  demand  for  a  second  reading  of 
his  "notes"  to  extract  a  different  meaning.  They  were 
unmistakably  plain. 

He  now  claims  that  the  "provincialism"  he  so  deli- 
cately imputed  to  Canada's  Grand  Z.  arose  from  "the 
juxtaposition  of  the  sentences,"  "it  should  be  omitted 
from  the  work,"  and  "it  is  of  American  origin,"  and  that 
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it  implied  such  an  imputation.  Well,  one  was  an  expres- 
sion of  honest  conviction,  the  other  a  statement  of  incon- 
trovertable  fact. 

"It  is  not  a  crime  to  be  provincial,"  he  remarks,  "be- 
cause we  are  all  such."  That  admission  saves  much  time 
and  a  certain  amount  of  space.  We'll  merely  add  that 
we  are  in  hearty  agreement. 

"There  is  no  statement  that  we  would  bar  the  Canadian 
Companions  if  they  eliminated  another  degree  from  their  Capitu- 
lar system,  but  what  I  intended  to  convey  was  that  the  healing 
process  would  deter  practically  all  of  the  Canadian  Companions 
from  visitation,  on  account  of  the  trouble  and  vexation  incident 
thereto." 

So  it  was  the  poor  Canadian  Royal  Arch  visitor  he 
was  concerned  about  after  all.  Truly  an  unexpected 
revelation  of  kindly  Hoosier  generosity  and  we've  been 
reading  so  much  of  that  fraternal  spirit  lately,  too. 

"  The  American  system  alluded  to  is  our  child,  even  if 
deformed  and  hybrid.  It  is  not  the  only  system  we  have 
'  tinkered.'  The  Illustrious  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  is  foreign 
in  everything  to  the  Order  of  the  Temple,  and  the  Shibboleth  is 
constrained  to  apologize  for  its  existence  and  connection.  But  in 
all  this  we  have  set  our  hands  to  the  plow  and  cannot  turn  back. 
We  all  know  there  are  imperfections,  but  must  realize  the  fault 
of  dealing  with  them  adequately.  You,  of  course,  sovereign  as 
you  are,  can  do  as  you  wish  in  the  matter.  We  have  no  right  to 
criticize.  We  do  not  criticize.  But  we  think  the  elimination  in 
the  near  future  would  be  inexpedient  and  fraught  with  many 
trials  to  those  whose  path  to  peaceful  communion  should  be 
smoothed  rather  than  disturbed." 

Now,  isn't  that  real  nice?  Oh,  no,  he  doesn't  criti- 
cize. He  thinks.  How  sympathetic  he  is  for  the  wander- 
ing Canadian  Companion  seeking  peaceful  communion. 
Poor  tramp! 

A  lecturer  on  Theosophy  had  concluded  a  long  and 
careful  address,  and  said  to  his  attentive  audience:  "If 
there  is  any  question  which  any  one  of  you  would  like  to 
ask  I  shall  be  pleased  to  answer  it."  For  a  moment  there 
was  silence;  then  an  earnest-looking  gentleman  rose  and 
said :  "I  should  like  to  know,  professor,  whether  anybody 
has  ever  discovered  a  reliable  cure  for  warts." 
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"  There  are  other  references  as  to  my  position,  such  as  the 
one  that  I  would  welcome  the  change  to  charge  a  visiting  Com- 
panion a  fee  for  the  dependent  degrees." 

No  such  inference  was  either  expressed  or  implied, 

"  which  I  will  pass  by  with  the  remark  that  I  have  always  under- 
stood that  the  Canadian  atmosphere  was  uncommonly  rich  in 
exhilarating  ozone,  well  calculated  to  an  over-production  of 
mental  images." 

Now,  by  all's  that  fraternal — 

But,  good  fortune  here  prevented  a  disastrous  explo- 
sion. Accidentally  a  straying  optic  caugiht  some  opening 
remarks  wihich  may  account  for  a  great  deal. 

"During  the  major  portion  of  the  time  dedicated  to  this 
work  the  temperature  has  ranged  from  90  to  110  degrees  Fahren- 
heit. This  untoward  circumstance,  in  connection  with  an  espe- 
cially sore  family  bereavement  of  many  weeks'  duration,  naturally 
has  served  to  oppress  and,  in  a  measure,  lessen  the  value  of  the 
result  obtained.     For  this  shortcoming  I  crave  your  indulgence." 

All  is  forgiven.  And  surely  when  one  reads  his  final 
words  to  Canada  the  sun  goes  down  rapidly  on  our  belli- 
gerency and  we  inhale  the  odor  of  the  pines  and  let  the 
effects  of  the  ozone  and  the  calumet  have  their  compelling 
old-time  way. 

"  But  I  am  sure,  my  dear  Bennett,  if  we  were  huddled  about 
a  cheerful  campfire  in  the  north  woods  somewhere,  with  the 
smoke  of  our  pipes  intermingling  over  us  and  about  us,  we 
would  find  ourselves  in  perfect  accord,  and  that  we  had  lost 
some  time  and  a  little  patience  in  looking  at  the  other  fellow 
from  the  wrong  angle."

Iowa 

Chapters   •  •    127.  Members   .  .    12,044. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa,  convened  in  its  Fifty- 
ninth  Annual  Convocation,  in  Davenport,  in  the  forenoon 
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of  the  ioth  of  October,  19 12,  and  the  Companions  of 
that  city  welcomed  the  visitors  right  royally.  They  were 
happy  in  the  selection  of  a  spokesman,  for  in  describing 
his  city  he  no  doubt  inspired  a  feeling  of  curiosity  in 
those  whom  he  addressed.  His  remarks  were  not  with- 
out the  sauce  of  humor  to  make  them  the  more  accept- 
able. Am  incident  of  the  arriving  delegates  'be  thus 
narrated : 

"  I  learned  of  a  peculiar  accident  last  evening,  while  con- 
versing with  a  friend  at  the  entrance  to  this  Temple,  viz. :  that 
one  of  your  delegates  had  been  hit  by  an  automobile,  and  as  one 
of  our  traffic  officers  assisted  him  to  his  feet,  rinding  him 
unhurt,  said :  '  How  did  you  come  to  be  hit  by  an  auto  ? '  when  he 
instantly  replied  that  he  did  not  come  to  be  hit  by  an  auto  but 
came  to  attend  a  Grand  Chapter  meeting." 

Grand  High  Priest  George  A.  Riemcke,  when  the  pre- 
liminaries had  been  duly  attended  to,  delivered  his  ad- 
dress, which  was  after  the  familiar  pattern.  The  system 
of  inspection  appealed  to  him,  and  he  was  proud  to  tell 
of  the  beneficial  results  where  it  was  loyally  lived  up  to. 
Business  requirements  interfered  in  solitary  cases,  but 
the  gaps  were  filled  by  enthusiastic  workers.  Although 
the  system  revealed  blemishes,  good  was  effected. 

The  chief  objection  to  the  present  method  seemed  to 
him  that  it  does  not  provide  for  more  frequent  visitation, 
and  that  divided,  as  it  is,  into  only  three  inspection  dis- 
tricts, with  three  Custodians,  each  of  whom  has  over 
twenty  Chapters  to  visit  each  year,  it  requires  more  time 
than  one  engaged  in  other  pursuits  can  under  ordinary 
conditions  devote  to  the  work  without  some  personal 
sacrifice,  and  such,  he  considered,  was  not  expected  of 
them. 

One  Chapter  desired  to  exemplify  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  on  a  class  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  Most  Excellent 
Masters,  and  asked  his  permission.  He  opined  tihat  "they 
had  not  reached  that  state  of  excellency  which  would 
entitle  them  to  such  preferment,  and  the  dispensation  was 
refused,  such  procedure  being  in  violation  of  the  laws, 
usages,  and  customs  of  the  order,  and  particularly  of  the 
obligation." 
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lie  withheld  his  countenance  from  the  action  of  a 
Chapter  which,  with  but  seven  of  its  members  present, 
received  an  application  for  the  degrees  and  having  re- 
ferred it  and  elected  the  petitioner  at  next  stated  Convo- 
cation, he  not  only  rated  against  the  eligibility  of  the 
candidate,  but  reprimanded  the  High  Priest,  who  pro- 
mised to  sin  no  more. 

He  was  asked,  too,  to  stretch  a  point  in  favor  of  ap- 
plicants who  desired  to  be  accommodated  in  the  matter 
of  easy  access  to  Chapters  other  than  that  in  the  juris- 
diction of  which  they  resided  and  which  to  reach,  necessi- 
tated more  inconvenient  journeying.  Here  again  the 
G.  H.  P.  was  firm  and  adhered  to  the  law,  pointing  out 
that  permission  was  (therein,  given  for  waiver  of  juris- 
diction in   difficult  cases,  but  ventured  the  opinion  that 

"  Master  Masons  who  possess  the  right  kind  of  Masonic 
enthusiasm  will  not  in  this  day  of  modern  and  rapid  conveyances 
overland  permit  poor  railroad  service  to  hinder  or  impede  them 
in  their  efforts  to  receive  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter.  The  true 
seeker  for  further  light  in  Masonry  will  do  so  under  almost  any 
sort  of  difficulty,  be  it  ever  so  servile,  to  promote  the  great  and 
glorious  work  upon  which  he  wishes  to  enter.  In  the  early  days 
when  Capitular  Masonry  was.  young  Master  Masons  would 
drive,  ride  horseback,  or,  if  necessary,  would  walk  many  miles 
to  obtain  these  beautiful  degrees.  I  am  very  much  inclined  to 
believe  that  to-day  there  are  not  many  Master  Masons  who 
really  have  the  good  of  the  order  at  heart,  rather  than  the  good 
they  expect  the  order  to  do  them,  will  allow  such  inconvenience, 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  their  Masonic  progress." 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  all  returns  and  dues 
promptly  received  and  the  financial  statements  encour- 
aging. 

The  condition  of  the  Chapters  brought  from  the  Com- 
mittee having  that  particular  phase  to  consider  a  very 
carefully  prepared  and  analytical  report.  It  especially 
dealt  with  the  weak  spots.  One  Chapter  did  not  have  a 
single  Convocation,  while  thirteen  were  content  with  an 
average  of  three.  "Under  this  head  it  is  usual  to  con- 
sider Chapters  with  a  small  membership,  yet  we  must 
remember  that  it  is  activity  and  interest  rather  than  num- 
bers that  make  for  strength.     The  inactive  Chapters  to 
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which  we  havie  called  attention  are  not  all  weak  in  num- 
bers, and  some  very  active  Chapters  are  numerically 
weak." 

An  excellent  painstaking  review  of  the  Capitular 
situation  is  the  result  of  M.  E.  Comp.  W.  F.  Cleveland's 
inspection  of  the  doings  of  fifty-five  Grand  Chapters,  one 
of  which  was  Canada  for  1912,  and  it  is  very  little  that 
we  did  that  he  did  not  carefully  note.  The  work  of  the 
Canadian  Grand  Superintendents,  as  reviewed  by  him 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  Committee  on  the  Condition 
of  Capitular  Masonry,  appealed  to  him. 

"  Such  a  faithful  discharge  of  official  duty  is  putting  new 
life  into  the  Chapters  and  substantial  results  are  being  made,  as 
shown  by  the  growth  in  membership.  We  look  for  a  continued 
period  of  growth  and  development  throughout  the  territory  of 
our  northern  neighbors,  for  Masonry  will  continue  to  grow  with 
the  country,  and  in  a  few  years  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada 
will  be  numbered  with  the  largest  Grand  Chapters  of  the  entire 
country." 

Very  kindly  does  he  refer  to  the  reporter,  who,  he 
remarks,  will  in  a  few  years  reach  his  majority  as  Corre- 
spondent. 

"  We  always  read  his  reports  with  pleasure  and  profit  and 
look  forward  with  anticipated  pleasure  to  each  recurring  Convo- 
cation." 

Like  others,  he  comments  on  the  lack  of  material 
from  which  to  fashion  an  interesting  report,  and  which 
he  attributes  to  the  prevailing  prosperity  of  the  Royal 
Craft,  lamenting  that  there  is  little  to  be  extracted  from 
dull  routine.  Yet  he  rejoices  that  the  evidence  furnishes 
abundant  proof  of  stability  and  steadfast  loyalty.

Grand  Chapter  has  every  reason  to  feel  proud  of  her 
Royal  Arch  sons  who  muster  annually  to  work  in  unity 
for  her  Capitular  welfare.  This  year  Kansas'  Best  led 
the  cohorts,  and,  to  judge  from  the  portrait  presented 
with  the  interesting  record  of  proceedings,  his  leadership 
left  nothing  to  be  desired  so  far  as  physical  qualities 
affect  the  "weighing-in"  test.  Grand  High  Priest  Harry 
Elmer  Best,  his  biographer,  informs  the  reader,  comes  of 
Pennsylvania  "good  old  Dutch  stock,"  and  with  an  in- 
fusion of  the  genuine  Quaker  blood,  his  maternal  parent 
being  a  lineal  descendant  of  William  Penn  of  that  ilk, 
there  can  be  no  question  as  to  his  credentials.  He  carries 
them  unveiled. 

With  the  strong  support  of  his  officers,  a  dozen  Past 
Grand  High  Priests,  thirty-seven  representatives  of  sister 
Grand  Chapters,  and  about  130  delegates  from  the  Con- 
stituent Chapters,  he,  at  Wichita  on  the  17th  February, 
1913,  congregated  the  Companions,  and  having  satisfied 
himself,  and  everybody  else,  that  all  constitutional  re- 
quirements were  duly  observed,  opened  in  Ample  Form 
the  Forty-eighth  Annual  Convocation.  He  then  received 
and  introduced  to  Grand  Chapter  M.  E.  Companion 
Bestor  G.  Brown,  General  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  another  worthy  son  of 
the  soil. 

M.  E.  Companion  Best  addressed  the  gathering,  and, 
by  way  of  preface,  informed  his  hearers  that  two  im- 
portant events  occurred  just  forty-eight  years  ago:  one 
was  the  First  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  and 
the  other,  no  less  significant,  was  the  advent  in  this  vale 
of  tears  of  their  present  Grand  High  Priest. 

"  These  two  important  events  happened  at  a  time  when  the 
country  was  engaged  in  warfare ;  the  North  was  arrayed  against 
the  South,  and  the  red  man  against  the  white.  To-day  we  are 
assembled  in  this  historic  city,  builded  along  the  shores  of  the 
famous  Arkansas  River,  where  at  that  time  the  red  man  and 
buffalo  roamed  at  will  along  its  banks." 
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Conclusive  results  of  important  events !  Two  new 
Chapters  at  Dwight  and  Norton  he  authorized  under  his 
dispensation  and  commended  both  to  Grand  Chapter's 
favorable  consideration. 

Under  the  District  Deputy  system  he  was  of  the 
opinion  that  distinct  progress  had  been  effected. 

Where  the  Chapters  invited  him  he  went  and  enjoyed 
himself  hugely.  At  one  of  these  visits  he  witnessed  the 
exaltation  of  his  son  in  his  own  Chapter.  The  address 
elicited  deserved   favorable  comment. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  showed  a  net  gain  in 
membership  for  the  year  of  293,  with  a  comparatively 
healthy  financial  statement. 

Faulty  returns  from  Chapter  secretaries  stirred  up 
one  of  Uhe  Committees  to  ireport  thereon  in  no  sparing 
terms,  and  even  recommended  the  documents  to  be  re- 
turned, with  a  view  to  having  new  and  accurate  sub- 
stitutes prepared   within  a  specified  time  limit  or  . 

The  practice  of  using  initials  in  given  names  and  abbre- 
viations in  other  particulars,  brought  severe  comment. 

"  In  one  case  a  Chapter  with  a  membership  of  a  little  more 
than  one  hundred  recorded  the  names  of  seventy-two  members 
with  either  initials  or  names  abbreviated." 

Kansas  preserved  a  characteristic  harmony.  There 
were  no  Grievances  and  no  Appeals  to  engage  that  par- 
ticular Committee. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  M.  E.  Compan- 
ion Matthew  M.  Miller,  his  fifth,  and.  as  with  his  previous 
able  efforts,  he  does  his  whole  duty.  Canada  for  191 1  is 
included.  It  seems  a  long  way  back,  and  somehow  we 
got  the  idea  that  he  reviewed  that  period  in  a  previous 
inspection. 

He  seizes  upon  some  remarks  of  ours,  presumably 
addressed  to  the  Colorado  reporter,  on  which  to  build  a 
fljhleme  meant  to  floor  us  wdtth  characteristic  gentleness.  If 
he  was  aware  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  English 
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fraternity  is  actuated  in  its  periodical  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  several  great  Masonic  charities  and  which  influence  the 
various  provinces,  or  sections  of  the  country  in  their 
efforts  to  equal  if  not  exceed  previous  successes,  he  would 
not  have  erred  in  crediting  the  Masonic  spirit  to  but 
"one-fifth  of  the  membership,"  and  thereby  do  am  uninten- 
tional injustice  to  brethren  who,  if  careless  as  to  the  "net 
gain"  in  membership,  or  the  periodical  announcements  of 
the  number  suspended  or  otherwise  made  famous,  are  not 
unmindful  of  their  duty  to  their  brother's  orphan. 

Take  the  last  annual  festival  of  the  Girls'  School,  over 
which  Grand  Secretary  Letchworth  was  selected  to  pre- 
side, as  an  illustration.  The  particular  Masonic  province 
which  that  popular  brother  represented,  labored  strenu- 
ously for  many  months  prior  to  the  event,  and  with  such 
good  effect  that  the  announcement  made  at  the  close,  that 
previous  records  had  been  eclipsed,  was  not  unexpected. 
A-  a  result,  the  school  was  enabled  to  accept  all  the  nomi- 
nations of  orphans  submitted  for  vacancies,  instead  of 
having  some  of  the  less  favored  in  the  voting,  to  wait 
over  for  a  period.  A  notable  feature  of  the  campaign 
was  the  splendid  effort  of  a  lady,  the  wife  of  one  of  the 
Stewards  of  the  festival,  who  contributed  towards  the 
great  result,  her  collection  amounting  to  over  $16,000. 
It  can  be  thus  understood  how  one  section  of  the  juris- 
diction may  so  labor  in  its  allotted  year  as  to  give  to  the 
unenlightened  outsider  the  impression  that  the  "Masonic 
spirit"  was  monopolized  by  that  particular  corner.  Next 
year's  selection  may  possibly  outdo  the  record  efforts  of 
the  Grand  Secretary's  workers  this  year,  and  earn  the 
distant  tribute  of  possessing  a  more  than  its  share  of  the 
"Masonic  spirit."  Whatever  may  be  the  critic's  views 
as  to  England's  indifference  as  to  statistics,  and  probably 
they  are,  from  our  point  of  view,  justified,  its  great  charit- 
able institutions  and  the  methods  employed  to  encourage 
tinear  maintenance  from  within,  command  the  admiration 
and  respect  of  all  who  will  but  pause  long  enough  to 
accord  them  more  tftiao  a  superficial  examination.  In  ven- 
turing a  too  hasty  comment,  one  is  risking  the  committal 
of  an  injustice,  an  error  that  as  Masons  we  should  strive 
to  guard  against. 
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Companion  Miller's  caustic  references  to  other  re- 
marks expressed  under  Canada  are  so  unlike  his  custom- 
ary charitablie  disposition  that  we  will  let  the  sun  go  down 
upon  any  inclination  to  shy  back  any  of  the  building 
material  that  came  this  way.  He  is  welcome  to  the  sole 
use  of  it  and  all  to  himself. 

Harold  was  late  in  reaching  Sunday  School, "and  the 
teacher  inquired  the   cause.     "I   was  going  fishing,  but 
father  wouldn't  let  me,"  said  the  lad. 

"That's  the  right  kind  of  a  father  to  have,"  replied  the 
teacher.     "Did  he  explain  why  he  wouldn't  let  you  go?" 

"Yes,  sir.    He  said  there  wasn't  bait  enough  for  two!" 

Closing  his  very  interesting  report,  he  adds  the  follow- 
ing, with  which  we  are  disposed  to  agree: 

"  We  are  glad  to  see  the  movement  all  along  the  line  for  a 
higher  degree  of  expression  of  and  regard  for  the  dignity  and 
solemnity  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  It  marks  an  era  of  improve- 
ment that  has  been  already  prolific  of  interest  and  growth. 

"  Incidentally  we  desire  to  note  that  the  increased  interest 
shown  by  the  Capitular  Correspondents  has  made  it  much  easier 
to  dispense  with  the  use  of  the  scissors  in  the  make-up  of  a 
Capitular  report. 

"  The  search  for  the  philosopher's  stone  among  corres- 
pondents in  Capitular  Masonry  has  been  'how  to  get  something 
from  nothing.'    It  is  a  vain  endeavor"

Kentucky 

Chapters   ..    in.  Members   ..  9,329. 

A  grievous  loss  was  sustained  by  the  Capitular  Rite  in 
Kentucky  when  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Harry  Bailey 
was  killed  on  the  streets  of  his  home  town,  Cynthiana,  by 
a  bullet  from  a  weapon  in  the  hand  of  a  scoundrel,  whom 
he  had  befriended.    The  assassin's  aim  was  true,  and  the 
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good  Companion  lived  but  a  moment  or  two  after  the  fatal 
missile  had  found  the  vital  centre.  The  tragedy  occurred 
on  t/lie  2/tJh  January  and  created  much  excitement.  Com- 
panion Bailey  was  a  member  of  the  legal  profession  and 
held  tihe  position  of  Deputy  Internal  Revenue  Collector  for 
a  number  of  year,  a  post  which  he  had  resigned  to  accept 
his  party's  nomination  for  Congress.  The  deceased  Com- 
panion had  only  just  taken  up  the  duty  of  Correspondence 
Reporter  for  Grand  Chapter,  recently  relinquished  by 
Comp.  Clarke.  Cut  off  thus  in  the  prime  of  manhood, 
he  was  in  his  forty-fifth  year,  the  sudden  and  unlooked- 
for  closing  of  a  well-ordered  life  that  had  won  a  host  of 
friends,  was  keenly  felt. 

Nor  did  Kentucky's  bereavements  end  there.  In  Sep- 
tember the  Companions  again  received  the  notice  that 
death  had  struck  another  shining  mark  in  the  person  of 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  E.  Dunn,  and  Grand 
Chaplain  for  many  years. 

"  He  was  a  distinguished  Mason  and  a  highly  respected  and 
honored  citizen.  Faithful  in  all  things,  his  memory  will  ever  be 
cherished  by  his  Companions  as  one  whose  life  was  lived  as  it 
should  have  been,  and  who  taught,  by  precept  and  example,  the 
glorious  principles  of  Masonry." 

Grand  High  Priest  John  C.  Worsham,  in  opening  the 
Ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation,  at  Louisville,  on  the 
21st  October,  1913,  was  doubtless  affected  by  the  atmos- 
phere of  sorrow  occasioned  by  the  vacancies  achieved  by 
the  sable  visitor  who  is  no  respector  of  persons.  To  the 
memory  of  the  departed  Companions  he  devoted  much  of 
his  address  to  the  Convocation,  and  his  preliminary  state- 
ments of  official  acts  were  probably  heard  with  thoughts, 
for  the  moment,  astray. 

Four  dispensations  for  new  Chapters  were  granted. 
He  received  many  applications  from  Chapters  for  author- 
ity to  accelerate  the  procedure  in  the  reception  of  and 
balloting  for  impatient  applicants  for  the  degrees,  but 
sustained  by  the  recent  enactments,  he  refused  in  each 
case. 
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There  were  a  number  of  questions  asked  in  connec- 
tion with  waivers  of  jurisdiction  in  which  reference  to 
the  laws  governing  same  were  submitted  for  the  satis- 
faction and  information  of  the  seekers  after  knowledge. 

Chapter  officers  and  their  efficiency  engaged  not  a 
little  of.  ihis  attention.  Existing  requirements,  he  held, 
were  the  reverse  of  strict.    But,  he  said, 

"  So  long  as  a  Chapter  is  willing  to  put  up  with  degrees 
which  are  conferred  by  officers  with  ritual  in  hand,  just  so  long 
will  that  kind  of  work  be  done.  The  inevitable  result  is  lack  of 
enthusiasm  and  lack  of  interest." 

He  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  changes  effected  in  the 
new  ritual  were,  as  the  Hibernian  would  describe  them, 
"an  improvement  for  the  worse."  He  instanced  the 
descriptive  title  of  the  Mark  Master,  which  the  old  work- 
ing gave  as  "honorable."  In  the  new  it  was  changed  to 
"honorary."  He  expressed  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
the  alteration,  and  advised  a  return  to  first  principles. 

Subsequently,  a  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  six  to  clear  away  the 
kinks  in  language  or  phraseology  that  may  be  observed 
and  considered  misplaced,  and  generally  to  remedy  all 
apparent  defects. 

Gratifying  as  well  as  interesting  was  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Kentucky  Masonic  Homes,  where 
everything  inspected  was  found  to  be  just  what  it  ought 
to  be. 

Ere  he  was  stricken  down.  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Harry  Bailey  had  started  on  the  work  of  reviewing  the 
Grand  Chapter  proceedings,  and  had  completed  a  half  a 
dozen,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Montana,  Maryland,  Ohio,  and 
West  Virginia.  These  were  preserved  and  are  published 
ahead  of  the  balance  of  the  review  as  a  tribute  to  the  last 
Masonic  work  undertaken  by  the  lamented  Companion. 
Brief  as  it  is,  it  showed  that  the  duty  had  been  placed 
in  capable  hands. 
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M.  E.  Comp.  G.  Allison  Holland,  to  whose  custody 
the  remainder  of  the  work  was  assigned,  displayed  a 
gratifying  aptitude  for  the  post,  and  will  keep  Kentucky 
in  the  front  rank.  Me  inspects  Canada  for  1913,  and 
apparently  has  conceived  a  good  opinion  of  this  Capitular 
bajiliiwick. 

"  The  first  thing  to  which  my  attention  is  directed  is  the  fact 
that  such  a  magnificent  volume  as  our  Canadian  Companions 
have  turned  out  should  reach  us  the  first  of  April  following  the 
closing  of  their  Convocation  about  thirty  days  previous.  For  some 
reason  the  proceedings  of  our  Masonic  orders  in  Kentucky  are 
never  ready  for  distribution  until  several  months  have  passed 
after  the  closing  of  the  annual  meeting,  all  of  which  is  a  just 
subject  for  criticism  and  should  be  corrected." 

Grand  Z.  Harcourt's  address  seems  to  have  caught  his 
fancy,  as  he  stays  with  it  until  his  space,  or  somebody's 
patience,  is  exhausted.  He  says  that  Canada's  ruler 
strayed'  to  New  York's  Convocation  at  Albany  and  had 
to  subsist  on  a  solitary  meal  for  sixteen  hours.  While 
battling  with  his  afflictions  he  got  mixed  up  in  a  valiant 
endeavour  to  locate  the  General  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
only  succeeded  in  mistaking  the  G.  M.  of  the  Second  Veil 
for  that  illustrious  Kentuckiam.     So  it  is  stated,  alas! 

"  Taken  altogether,  the  address  was  an  admirable  one  in 
every  respect,  and  M.  E.  Companion  Harcourt  seems  to  be  the 
right  sort  of  a  Mason  and  to  have  been  in  the  right  place." 

Companion  Holland  appears  to  be  similarly  situated, 
as  a  reviewer.  He  likes  the  work,  and  if  the  Companions 
for  whom  he  labors  fail  to  appreciate  hie  efforts,  then  it 
surely  is  Kentucky's  loss.  That  he  is  welcome  to  the 
circle,  goes  without  saying.

Louisiana 

Chapters   .  .   35.  Members   .  .   3,386. 

Thirty-one  of  the  Chapters  were  represented  at  the 
opening  of  the  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  at  noon 
of  the  nth  February,   1913,  in   New  Orleans'   Masonic 
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Temple.  Grand  High  Priest  H.  F.  Rugan  presided  and 
opened  the  proceedings  after  prayer  by  Grand  Chaplain 
Duncan. 

He  delivered  the  customary  address,  and  becomingly 
reminded  his  hearers  of  the  Deistic  attributes  in  His 
care  for  them,  His  presence  for  which  they  prayed  and 
their  gratitude  to  Him  for  immunity  from  visitation  by 
death. 

"Masonry."  he  said,  "has  always  contributed  to  the 
upbuilding  and  advancement  of  civilization."  And  then, 
in  quotation  marks,  "Our  Order  has  always  stood  like 
a  pillar  of  strength  for  peace  and  unity  of  love  among 
all  the  peoples  of  the  earth." 

He  did  not  say  from  whom  he  borrowed  the  words, 
but  no  doubt  he  was  a  wise  man. 

"The  death  of  no  Companions  has  been  reported  to  me 
during  the  past  year."  He  thereupon  expressed  collective 
gratitude  "for  this  additional  evidence  of  the  favor  of 
the  Almighty  Father." 

He  paused  under  "State  of  the  Order"  (a  favorite 
caption  with  modern  ancients  of  the  mushroom  variety 
and  probably  imported  with  "necrology"  and  other  latter- 
day  novelties)  to  remark  that  the  growth,  while  healthy, 
could  not  be  described  as  abnormal  and  attributed  the 
conditions  to  a  combination  of  adverse  circumstances. 
He  was  unable  to  attend  the  "quadrennial  meeting"  of 
the  "Supreme  Grand  Chapter"  at  Indianapolis,  so  sent 
the  Grand  Secretary  instead. 

He  commissioned  a  substitute  to  constitute  the  Chap- 
ter at  Eros  and  sent  another  to  institute  a  new  one  at 
Victoria.  He.  however,  signed  the  authorization  in  both 
cases. 

One  of  his  dispensations  was  for  a  public  installation 
of  officers. 

He  "decided"  in  several  instances.  The  Grand  Chap- 
lain, who  is  also  a  P.  G.  H.  P.,  wrote,  "Can  a  Chapter 
transfer   jurisdiction,   so  that   a  Chapter  would  thereby 
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acquire  jurisdiction  ithat  it  did  not  otherwise  have?"  This 
was  a  poser,  and  he  passed  it  along  to  a  M.  E.  Companion 
''of  the  Committee  on  Work  for  his  opinion."  The  latter 
ventured  his  belief  that  a  period  of  residence  of  twelve 
months  in  the  State  and  six  months  in  the  Chapter's  baili- 
wick, governed  the  matter.  The  G.  H.  P.  thereupon 
decided  on  those  lines  and  breathed  with  greater  ease. 

The  Committee  on  Work  which  undertook  the  duty 
of  adapting  the  General  Grand's  ritual  to  the  needs  of 
Louisiana's  Chapters  reported  to  him,  and  he  was  pleased 
to  approve  the  results  of  its  labours. 

A  brief  and  thankful  conclusion  brought  to  a  close 
the  address,  which  was  fashioned  after  the  generally 
accepted  and  distinctly  familiar  model.  How  we  adopt 
and  cling  to  methods  that  by  constant  use  become  like  the 
ritual,  inviolate. 

The  writer's  attention  was  once  directed  to  a  quaint 
inscription  on  a  stone  in  an  old  parish  churchyard  in 
England.  The  chisel  and  mallet  artist,  with  native  disre- 
gard for  orthography  jand  punctuation,  achieved  'the 
following  lines :  "Here  lyes  the  body  of  Tobit  Rancorn 
cut  of!  in  his  yooth  by  the  burs-tin'  of  a  pistole  of  tne 
old  brass  handeld  patterin  for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of 
•he  ven." 

Grand  Secretary  Lambert's  report  was  characteristi- 
cally clear  and  concise. 

The  Committee  on  ''Necrology,"  there  also,  ex- 
pressed regret  in  a  brief  report  at  the  death  of  Comp. 
Geo.  O.  Elms,  a  valued  member  of  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Jurisprudence  recom- 
mended to  the  Chapters  that  smoking  be  prohibited  during 
the  hours  of  labor.  It  is  not  explained  why  the  use  of  the 
weed  came  under  that  head. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee, 
M.  E.  Comp.  Herman  C.  Duncan,  stated  that  the  report 
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was  incomplete  and  asked1  for  further  time,  which  was 
granted.  Whatever  became  of  the  document,  it  seems  to 
have  failed  to  reach  the  printer.

Maine 

Chapters   .  .   62.  Members   .  .    10,151. 

Grand  High  Priest  Charles  B.  Davis,  at  the  opening 
of  the  Eighty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  in  Portland,  on 
the  6th  May,  19 13,  took  occasion  to  congratulate  Grand 
Chapter  on  the  fact  that  the  membership  had  passed  the 
ten  thousand  mark  and  was  still  growing.  He  addressed 
103  representatives  of  fifty-five  of  the  sixty-two  char- 
tered Chapters,  thirteen  of  the  sixteen  living  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  with  many  permanent  members  and  visitors, 
including  39  of  the  53  representatives  of  other  Grand 
Chapters. 

M.  E.  Companion  James  M.  Nevins,  who  served  as 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1886-7,  and  Comp.  W.  O.  Corney, 
Grand  Sentinel  since  1882,  were  among  those  whose  pass- 
ing during  the  year  called  for  special  remark. 

He  constituted  one  mew  Chapter  and  recommended 
another,  working  U.  D.,  for  a  charter. 

He  held  that  an  English  Mark  Master  Mason,  tried 
and  proved,  has  a  right  to  sit  in  a  Lodge  of  such  and  to 
apply  for  the  remaining  degrees  of  the  system,  paying 
therefor  the  fees  for  same  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  Chapter  applied  to. 

Being  satisfied  that  an  unintentional  error  in  balloting 
had  resulted  in  the  rejection  of  a  good  candidate  he 
authorized  a  re  ballot,  without  waiting  the  legal  time- 
limit,  which  we  opine  was  a  straining  of  the  dispensating 
power,  but  agree  with  his  refusal  to  permit  a  Chapter 
to  receive,  ballot  on,  and  confer  the  degrees  at  a  special 
Convocation   to   convenience   a   candidate   who   intended 
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to  gio  abroad,  the  degrees,  lie  rightly  urged,  being  of 
little  use  to  the  candidate,  conferred  under  such  con- 
ditions. 

He  contributed  'his  mite  of  appreciation  of  the  un- 
bounded hospitality  of  the  Indiana  Companions  at  the 
General  Grand's  triennial,  and  thus  assists  to  dim  the 
delightful  memories  of  Savannah's  glories  and  triumphs 
of  three  years  agone,  when  the  Companions  assembled 
under  "the  gihostly  branches"  of  the  "live  oaks"  at 
"O.  Col'rairoe."    Sic  transit,  etc. 

He  visited  many  of  the  Chapters,  but  awards  the 
palm  to  that  at  Augusta,  which  he  recommended  to  his 
successors  as  a  suitable  steoping- off-place  to  wind  up 
their  official  peregrination. 

His  associate  officers  and  deputies,  who  likewise 
visited,  presented  interesting  reports  of  their  experiences, 
some  of  which  were  not  over-flattering  to  certain  of  the 
Chapters  visited.  If  telling  the  plain  truth  will  effect 
an  improvement  in  manners  and  conditions,  then  they 
got  it  in  a  style  sufficient  to  shame  the  angel  of  darkness. 
As  a  whole,  (however,  the  Chapters  liwspected  stood  the 
test  fairly  well. 

Western  Australia's  Grand  Chapter  was  accorded 
recognition,  as  an  amicable  solution  of  the  difficulties 
hitherto  existing  between  it  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland  had  been  reached.    Glad  to  hear  it. 

Like  the  majority  of  the  Grand  Chapters,  Maine's 
Grievances  and  Appeals  Committee  reported  "nothing 
doing,"  and  in  a  delightfully  harmonious  frame  of  mind 
Grand  Chapter  was  formally  closed. 

Companion  William  D.  Patterson  takes  up  the  pen 
laid  aside  by  Comp.  Herbert  Harris,  and  furnishes  his 
initial  review  of  the  Grand  Chapters,  and  for  a  "fust 
offence"  does  exceedingly  well,  spite  of  the  grave  and 
grim  fact  that  Canada  was  squeezed  out.  But  all  is  for- 
given,  seeing   that    the    statistical   table,   inaugurated   by 
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Comp.  Harris,  is  still  temptingly  to  the  fore,  or  rather 
to  the  other  end.    Anybody  looking?

Maryland 

Chapters   .  .   24.  Members   . .   3,692. 

For  the  purpose  of  installing  an  Ex.  Companion  as 
High  Priest  of  one  of  the  Chapters,  a  special  Convoca- 
tion of  Grand  Chapter  was  called  on  May  10th  in  Balti- 
more. The  D.  G.  H.  P.  presided,  and  the  record  tells  us 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  and, 
having  accomplished  its  purpose,  it  was  closed  with  simi- 
lar dignity.  As  has  been  remarked  before,  the  practice 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  Maryland  is  to  instal  the  officers 
of  the  private  Chapters,  and  we  understand  it  is  singular 
in  that  respect. 

The  One  hundred  and  fifteenth  Annual  Convocation, 
held  November  21st,  in  Baltimore's  Masonic  Temple,  was 
clouded  by  the  islhaidow  of  death,  the  chair  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  lacking  the  occupancy  of  the  worthy  Companion, 
Dr.  Charles  E.  Postley,  wlho  a  year  previously  ihad  been 
elected  to  that  high  office.  He  died  at  Washington,  D.C., 
on  Easter  Sunday,  191 2. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Charles  B.  Finley,  Grand  High  Priest, 
referred  to  him  as  one  who  left  behind  "the  precious 
memory  of  a  beloved  Companion. " 

Beyond  the  features  incidental  to  the  ruling  officer's 
duty,  there  was  little  in  the  address  from  the  chair  that 
could  be  classed  as  remarkable. 

In  granting  a  dispensation  to  a  Chapter  for  a  special 
Convocation  to  ballot  on  petitions  for  the  degrees  and 
to  confer  those  preliminary  to  the  Royal  Arch  at  same 
Convocation,    he     explained    that    the    permission     for 
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accelerating  the  degrees  was  given  for  "highly  meritori- 
ous causes,  justifying  a  relaxation  of  a  most  salutary 
regulation  requiring  the  stipulated  delay." 

On  this  matter  he  received  complete  absolution  from 
the  Committee. 

"  There  is  no  rule,  however  salutary,  without  a  corrollary, 
and  the  dispensing  power  in  the  hands  of  a  wise  and  judicious 
Grand  High  Priest  may  always  be  relied  upon  to  remedy  the 
exactions  of  a  hard  and  fast  rule  and  to  promote  the  best 
interests  of  the  Craft." 

After  elections,  M.  E.  Comp.  Finley  was  presented 
with  the  jewel  of  a  Past  Grand  High  Priest  as  a  tribute 
to  his  Masonic  zeal. 

Maryland's  veteran  and  beloved  Correspondent,  Comp. 
Edward  T.  Schultz,  again,  and,  sad  to  say,  for  the  last 
time,  dictated  his  welcome  review  of  the  Grand  Chapters. 
Blind  for  many  years,  he  has  opened  his  eyes  in  glory, 
and  no  more  will  earthly  afflictions  trouble  him.  Vet  to 
the  last  his  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  all  Good  was  bound- 
less, and  lie  rejoiced  in  the  Mercy  that  enabled  him  to 
commune  with  his  brethren  and  Companions.  For  the 
reason  that  never  again  will  the  gifted  Maryland  historian 
utter  words  of  criticism  or  commendation  of  one  who 
had  learned  to  revere  and  esteem  him  for  the  beautiful 
traits  of  a  singularly  noble  character  revealed  in  his 
many  writings.  His  concluding  words  under  Canada 
are  here  copied,  but  only  in  a  spirit  of  veneration  for  his 
memory  and  regret  for  his  loss : 

"  It  gladdens  our  old  heart  when  we  see  a  Correspondent 
exposing  and  denouncing  the  innovations  made  upon  the  old 
usages  and  customs  so  vigorously  as  Companion  Bennett  has 
done.     Would  that  there  were  more  who  would  do  so  likewise." 

Dealing  with  the  General  Grand's  triennial  at  Indiana- 
polis, he  grew  reminiscent,  recalling  the  fact  that,  although 
not  a  permanent  member  of  that  body,  he  had  had  tlhe 
privilege  of  attending,  in  various  capacities,  since  1865  no 
less  than  eight  triennials.  Memory,  always  keen  and 
active,  brought  to  his  vision  the  faces  of  old  and  tried 
Companions  now  gathered  to  their  fathers,  and  one  can 
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fancy  the  tide  of  pleasing  recollection  that  flowed  as  he 
called  the  roll  of  the  staunch  valued  Companions  and 
friends  who  had  preceded  him  to  that  bourne  beyond  the 
final  veil,  Parvin,  Drummond,  Fox,  Day,  Lemmon, 
Lamer,  Speed,  Swain,  Hedges,  Seranus  Bowen,  Cun- 
ningham, Williams,  Staton,  Edwards,  MeCahan,  and 
many  others,  who,  in  their  busy  Masonic  lives,  gave  of 
their  best  that  their  poor  and  umin formed  brethren  might 
benefit. 

He  closed  this  bright  and  characteristic  report  with 
the  following  words,  which,  notwithstanding  the  weight 
of  years,  and  deprived  of  man's  greatest  blessing,  eye- 
sight, revealed  the  hopeful  indomitable  spirit  that  pre- 
vailed until  he  was  called  to  his  rest. 

"And  now  in  the  86th  year  of  my  natural  life,  and  59th  year 
as  a  member  of  our  beloved  fraternity,  I  think  I  may  repeat  the 
words  I  said  last  year,  '  that  after  these  many  months  of  labor 
I  find  myself  as  fresh  as  when  I  commenced,  and  I  think  that 
after  a  few  days'  rest  I  could  be  ready  to  commence  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  next  year's  Reports.'  And  I  do  not  know  how  better 
to  close  these  remarks  than  by  also  repeating  the  words  I  then 
used:  'If  this  be  my  final  conclusion,  may  it  also  be  my  bene- 
diction to  my  Brethren  and  Companions  of  the  Corps,  my  good 
friends  in  and  out  of  the  fraternity,  and  to  all  good  Masons 
wheresoever  dispersed." 

Companion  Schultz,  who  thus  completed  his  36th 
report  as  Correspondent  for  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mary- 
land, died  on  the  nth  March,  1913,  after  a  few  hours' 
illness  and  about  four  months  after  the  Annual  Convo- 
cation. Well  might  the  fraternity  for  whom  he  did  so 
much  in  life,  honor  ham  in  death. 

"  O  stanch  thy  bootlesse  teares,  thy  weeping  is  in  vain ; 
I  am  not  lost,  for  we  in  heaven  shall  one  day  meet  again."

The  volume  from  the  Bay  State  is  a  bulky  one  this 
year  and  is  unusually  interesting.  From  the  account  of 
the  special  Convocations  at  Everett  and  North  Attle- 
borough,  in  February,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  the 
new  Bethsaida  and  Rabboni  Chapters,  along  to  the 
quarterlies  in  March,  June,  and  September,  and  down  to 
the  final  record  of  the  One  hundred  and  fourteenth 
Annual,  in  December,  1912,  there  is  something  good  to 
chain  the  attention  of  the  seeker  after  knowledge.  Of 
course,  as  is  customary,  much  routine  was  wiped  off  the 
slate  at  the  earlier  convocations  of  the  year,  but  much 
remained  to  interest  even  the  waysider. 

In  March,  the  Committee,  which  had  to  consider 
Grand  High  Priest  Burrage's  able  address  of  the  pre- 
vious December,  reported  entire  approval  of  that  diligent 
officer's  statement  of  duties  performed.  He  was  con- 
gratulated on  the  fact  that  his  system  of  purging  the 
degrees  of  all  unauthorized  innovation  had  resulted  in 
the  restoration  of  the  beauty  and  dignity  which  was 
theirs  hitherto.  His  refusal  to  comply  with  requests  for 
"hurry-up"  dispensations  with  the  obvious  objective, 
called  for  the  Committee's  united  commendation. 

His  suggestion  that  "the  Chapter  banner  containing 
the  ancient  coat-of-arms  of  Masonry"  would  be  suitable 
for  presentation  purposes  and  a  desirable  addition  to 
every  Chapter  room,  appealed  to  the  Committee,  who 
thus  endorsed. 

"  This  would  seem  to  imply  that  there  was  an  official  banner 
recognized  by  this  Grand  Chapter.  The  committee  are  not  aware 
that  such  is  the  case,  and  would  suggest  that  it  might  be  well  for 
the  Grand  Chapter  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  adopting  an 
official  Chapter  banner  in  order  to  insure  uniformity." 

Memorials  to  departed  Companions  were  read  amid 
respectful  silence,  organ  music  emphasizing  the  solemnity. 
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The  approaching  seventy- fifth  birthday  of  Grand 
Secretary  R.  E.  Comp.  J.  Gil  man  Waite,  was  appropri- 
ately referred  to  'by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  who  presented 
that  worthy  officer  with  a  bouquet  of  carnations.  The 
significance  of  the  occasion  elicited  a  feeling  response 
from  the  veteran. 

The  G.  H.  P.  then  called  on  Companion  Waterman 
S.  C.  Russell,  of  Springfield,  who,  in  an  address  which 
his  hearers  must  have  considered  all  too  short,  related  (his 
travel  experiences  to  some  Old  World  cities,  their  abbeys 
and  ruined  cloisters,  where  he  traced  the  marks  of  the 
ancient  workmen  and  satisfied  himself  by  personal  ex- 
amination of  the  testimony  left  upon  the  crumbling 
Masonry  of  their  connection  with  the  guilds  of  their 
time. 

At  the  June  Convocation  the  Committee  appointed  to 
look  into  the  matter  of  a  Chapter  banner  reported  that 
it  was  their  collective  opinion  that  to  legislate  on  the 
proposal  was  unnecessary,  but  recommended  that  the 
adoption  of  such  a  banner  be  left  to  the  individual  Chap- 
ters, provided  that  where  it  is  thought  fitting  to  add  such 
to  the  Chapter  decorations,  that  due  care  be  observed  In 
the  design  and  coloring. 

A  re-issue  of  the  Constitution  was  approved,  and  for 
the  second  time  the  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Chap- 
ters were  formally  introduced,  received  and  greeted  as 
such,  as  were  distinguished  visitors  from  the  contiguous 
jurisdictions  of  Rhode  Island  and  Pennsylvania. 

In  September  the  question  of  the  permanent  members 
of  Grand  Chapter  being  distinguished  by  a  specially 
designed  jewel  or  pin  was  referred  to  the  Council. 

A  vocal  and  instrumental  concert  delighted  the  Com- 
panions after  closing,  and  a  vigorous  address  from  Dr. 
Frederick  Hamilton,  President  of  Tuft's  College,  on 
Masonry  and  good  citizenship  was  much  appreciated. 

At  the  Annual  Convocation,  in.  the  Masonic  Temple, 
Boston,  on  the  iotfti  December,  there  was  the  usual  dm- 
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posing  array  of  officers,  and  nearly  three  hundred  Com- 
panions from  the  Chapters.  An  exemplification  of  the 
degrees  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Grand  Lectur- 
ers occupied  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  at  7  o'clock 
the  Grand  Chapter  business  proper  was,  after  certain 
preliminaries,  inaugurated  by  the  reading  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest's  address. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Charles  Dana  Burrage,  during  his  three 
years'  occupancy  of  the  position,  has  established  a  reputa- 
tion as  a  wise  and  consistent  ruler.  As  a  visitor  and 
instructor  his  record  would  be  hard  to  beat,  and,  to  put 
it  mildly,  has  set  a  pace  that  successors  will  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  follow.  In  the  three  years  he  made  102  visits  to 
the  Chapters,  covering  some  14,000  miles.  The  largest 
attendances  were  500,  at  Washington  Chapter,  Salem, 
on  its  hundredth  anniversary,  and  475,  at  St.  Paul's 
Chapter,  Boston,  on  reception  of  the  Travelling  Triangle. 

His  addresses  to  the  Companions  on  those  occasions 
were  of  far-reaching  value,  that  on  "The  Meaning  and 
Symbolism  of  Capitular  Masonry,"  displaying  a  wide 
knowledge  and  deep  research.  That  and  others  of  his 
talks  are  reproduced  in  the  volume  before  us,  and  should 
be  jealously  preserved  for  future  reference  and 
guidance. 

His  comments  on  Chapters  of  abnormal  membership 
and  the  imperative  necessity,  in  the  interests  of  the  Craft, 
for  a  swarming-ofif,  are  distinctly  opportune  and  undoubt- 
edly will  bear  fruit  in  the  course  of  time. 

To  the  "funny  men"  in  the  Chapter  working,  he 
devoted  some  of  his  attention  and,  as  noted  previously, 
with  some  excellent  results. 

"  Recently  hearing  that  in  a  large  Chapter  near  Boston  the 
Past  Degree  had  been  worked  in  a  riotous  manner,  I  cited  the 
High  Priest  before  me  to  show  cause  why  charges  should  not  be 
preferred  against  him  for  violation  of  his  oath  of  office  in  per- 
mitting such  actions.  He  pleaded  ignorance  of  the  law  as  his 
principal  excuse.  He  is  now  on  probation,  and  a  Grand  officer 
will  attend  every  meeting  of  his  Chapter. 
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"As  Grand  High  Priest,  endeavoring  to  obey  the  laws,  and 
believing,  as  I  do,  that  such  actions,  like  millstones,  have 
weighed  down  the  Capitular  Rite  for  many  years,  and  to  a  large 
degree  destroyed  its  dignity  and  influence,  I  ask  your  co-opera- 
tion to  utterly  stamp  out  this  evil.  Such  practices  have  driven 
away  from  us  our  best  and  most  worthy;  they  cater  only  to  the 
unthinking  and  undesirable." 

He  included  a  number  of  thoughtful  recommenda- 
tions for  guidance  of  his  successor  and  the  Royal  Craft 
generally  inter  alia,  a  uniform  apron,  the  adoption  of  a 
regulation  providing  for  the  care  and  preservation  in 
the  Chapters  of  the  printed  Proceedings  of  Grand  Chap- 
ter, that  the  courtesy  title  of  "Right  Excellent"  be  ac- 
corded the  Representative  of  other  Grand  Chapters,  and 
the  issue  of  an  annual  "good  standing"  card  to  be  shown 
to  the  Tyler  when  visiting. 

This,  in  part,  is  apparently  directed  at  the  Chapter 
member  who  neglects  his  dues  at  home  but  is  practically 
a  ".regular  boarder"  abroad. 

Grand  Secretary  Waite,  whose  reports  were  invari- 
ably greeted  with  cordial  welcome,  because  of  their  ex- 
ceeding merit,  has,  perhaps  temporarily,  relinquished  the 
Correspondence  quill  in  order,  as  'he  puts  it,  to  enjoy 
a  rest,  and  Past  Grand  Higtfi  Priest  Frederick  T.  Comee 
/eigns  in  his  stead.  The  result  of  the  latter's  lucubrations 
is  a  comprehensive  and  able  review  of  the  Capitular  situa- 
tion as  gathered  from  the  records  of  the  period,  and  testi- 
fies to  the  frequently  acknowledged  truism  that  Massa- 
chusetts is  never  at  loss  to  fill  any  gap,  no  matter  how 
difficult.  He  had  Canada  for  1912  under  inspection,  and, 
while  giving  us  credit  for  earnestness,  is  inclined  to 
captiousness  where,  seemingly,  foreign  comment  does  not 
harmonize  with  home  practices.  The  super  loyalty  idea, 
for  instance,  would  just  as  readily  arouse  a  spirit  of  oppo- 
sition if  suggested  as  a  permanent  feature  within  our  own 
sanctuaries,  and  simply  because  we  consider  it  misplaced, 
M.  E.  Comp.  Burrage's  admirably  expressed  reasoning 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Surely  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  constantly  remind  the  average  Companion  of  his 
duty  to  his  country.    Nature  has  done  that  already.    The 
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visitor  has  a  right  to  certain  consideration,  and  it  is  re- 
called just  here  that  lie  frequently,  and,  on  occasion 
numerously,  pulls  the  latch-string  of  Canadian  Masonic 
homes  along  an  extensive  border.  It  is  then  that  the 
National  emblem  is  displayed,  but  always  in  juxtaposi- 
tion, or  entwined,  with  that  of  our  friendly  neighbours'. 
In  that  combination  it  speaks  eloquently  of  loyalty  to 
Masonic  duty  and  assists  to  create  a  sentiment  of  oneness 
which  it  should  be  our  aim  to  inculcate  and  cherish.  Our 
remarks  are  offered,  not  as  Comp.  Comee  suggests,  in  a 
spirit  of  irritation,  and  he  is  not  alone  in  the  uncharitable 
assumption,  but  to  counteract  the  impression  that  our 
objection  to  the  flag-waving  idea  is  actuated  by  any  but 
the  most  sincere  desire  to  see  our  intentions  directed  into 
a  broader  channel,  in  order  that  the  boasted  universality 
of  Freemasonry  may  not  be  clogged  by  needless,  if  harm- 
less, obstructions. 

We  offer  our  humble  meed  of  welcome  and  congratu- 
lation to  Massachusetts'  latest  addition  to  the  guild,  and 
trust  that  his  stay,  whatever  its  duration,  may  be  uni- 
formly pleasant  and  mutually  agreeable.

The  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  was  notable  in 
many  respects.  It  was  held  in  the  busy  city  of  Saginaw, 
which  boasts  a  handsome  Masonic  Temple,  and  in  which 
the  representatives  of  Michigan's  Capitular  hosts  assem- 
bled on  St.  John's  Day,  in  midsummer,  to  listen  to  soul- 
stirring  talks  and  learn  incidentally  of  the  growing 
strength  and  hopes  of  further  progress  of  the  Royal  Craft 
in  the  Wolverine  State.  Grand  High  Priest  James  H. 
Thompson  lent  much  of  the  interest  attaching  to  the 
gathering  by  his  fine  personality  and  well-thought-out 
address.  He  paid  a  touching  tribute  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  William  S.  Turck, 
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who  ruled  Grand  Chapter  in  1881.  The  deceased  Com- 
panion, a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  was  born  near  Port 
Hope,  Canada,  in  1839,  whither  his  parents  had  removed 
from  New  York  State  a  few  years  previously.  Arriving 
at  manhood  he  settled  in  Michigan,  to  which  State  he 
returned  "when  the  cruel  war  was  over,"  and  identified 
himself  with  the  public  life  of  Alma,  his  chosen  home,  and 
served  in  many  positions  of  utility  for  many  years  of  a 
useful  life. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Thompson,  referring  to  his  own  inborn 
lio ve  for  the  Craft,  said : 

"  Its  imperfections,  if  such  there  be,  are  as  dear  as  its  per- 
fections, but  to  hold  fast  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks  in  this  day 
of  change  and  innovations  is  a  man's  job.  I  feel  peculiarly 
favored  in  being  the  grandson  of  a  member  of  the  Royal  Craft 
who  suffered  dismissal  from  his  church  rather  than  renounce 
Masonry,  and  it  is  my  distinguished  honor  to  wear  to-day  the 
apron  which  he  wore  as  H.  P.  of  Vernon  Chapter,  N.  Y.,  in  the 
days  when  it  required  courage  to  be  a  Mason." 

He  constituted  the  new  Chapter  at  Gladwin  under 
particularly  favorable  auspices,  and  transplanted  under 
official  recommendation  the  Chapter  hitherto  Located  at 
Au  Sable  to  apparently  more  congenial  soil  at  East 
Taw  as. 

Under  "Decisions"  he  submitted  the  case  of  a  Fellow 
Craftsman  who  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  his  right  hand, 
amid  by  special  dispensation  was  raised  a  Master  Mason 
subsequently.  He  was  asked  if  the  Chapter  could  receive 
thait  brother's  petition  for  'the  degrees.  Here  he  was  con- 
fronted by  the  law,  which  is  emphatically  against  such 
admission.  He  announced  his  resolve  to  recommend  an 
amendment  to  that  law. 

In  recalling  the  incidents  of  the  triennial  Convocation 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  he  took  occasion  to  refer 
with  pride  and  satisfaction  to  the  fact  that  Michigan's 
Grand  Secretary  had  been  selected  by  that  august  body  to 
fill  the  high  office  of  General  Grand  Secretary,  and  con- 
gratulated Grand  Chapter  on  the  deserved  elevation  of 
R.  E.  Comp.  Chas.  A.  Conover.     He  further  mentioned 
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the  fact  that  the  popular  "Charlie/'  who  now  holds  the 
dignified  position  of  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Coldwater, 
was  given  a  public  reception  there  on  his  return  home, 
and  added,  and  to  all  of  which  we  heartily  respond, 
"Amen." 

"  May  the  best  things  of  life  continue  to  come  his  way,  and 
make  his  kindly  and  ever-present  smile,  and  the  influence  of  his 
genial  personality,  long  brighten  the  deliberations  of  the  Masonic 
bodies  which  have  honored  themselves  by  recognizing  his  rare 
ability." 

The  ritual  question  he  brought  to  the  front  on  a 
Chapter  request  for  the  issue  of,  and  certain  distribution, 
of  that  compilation. 

"After  giving  the  matter  careful  thought  and  consideration 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  request  should  not  be  adopted. 

u  It  so  happened  that  it  was  several  years  after  I  took  my 
blue  lodge  and  Chapter  work  that  it  came  to  my  knowledge  that 
such  a  thing  as  a  ritual  was  in  existence,  and  it  was  a  revelation 
to  me  that  the  secrets  of  Free  Masonry  were  not  safely  deposited 
in  the  repository  of  faithful  breasts.  The  fewer  rituals  the 
better.  Make  the  requirements  for  initiation  more  rigid  and  the 
examination  in  the  various  degrees  more  exacting,  so  that  no 
Companion  may  become  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  without  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  work  which  he  has  received." 

Which  is  well  as  far  as  it  goes,  and  indeed  his  words 
reflect  a  personal  experience,  but  where  the  ritual  has 
existed  and  been  a  substantial  visible  reality,  it  has  come 
to  stay.  Life  in  this  era  of  multitudinous  duties  exacts 
much  from  us  that  our  fathers  knew  not  of,  and  what 
to  them  would  have  appeared  relaxation  would  at  this 
advanced  period  be  regarded  as  a  toil.  If  the  ritual  can 
be  issued  with  proper  safeguards  by  all  means  sanction  it, 
otherwise  it  will  get  there  somehow,  and  probably  with 
harmful  effects. 

Grand  Secretary  Conover's  report,  as  usual,  was  as 
interesting  as  it  was  informative,  and  revealed  conditions 
so  clearly  that  all  could  understand  and  none  depart  un- 
satisfied. 
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A  splendid  report,  too,  was  that  of  Grand  Lecturer 
Maynard,  who  excelled  himself,  if  that  were  possible,  in 
the  relation  of  his  official  wanderings.  At  Ann  Arbor, 
in  the  month  of  April,  one  of  the  team  for  the  Royal  Arch 
was  the  son  of  the  former  Grand  Lecturer,  Lewis  C. 
Goodrich.,  whose  appallingly  sudden  summons  by  death 
while  on  active  duty,  shocked  the  fraternity  a  few  years 
ago. 

Again,  in  the  same  Chapter,  but  later  in  the  year,  he 
assisted  at  the  exaltation  of  a  son  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 
The  young  Companion  was  finishing  a  post-graduate 
course  in  Forestry  and  Engineering  at  the  University  of 
Michigan,  and  left  thereafter  for  the  "western  wilds." 
He  perpetrated  the  following  before  leaving,  and  Comp. 
Maynard  captured  the  effusion,  which  he  avers  was  a 
loving  son's  tribute  to  an  equally  well-loved  father : 

"A  man  can  grow  forests,  both  deep  and  wide, 

Luxurious  birches  and  pines ; 
A  man  can  grow  oak  trees,  with  the  greatest  of  ease, 

And  acres  of  shrubs  and  vines ; 
But  he  can't  grow  a  thatch  on  the  little  bald  patch 

On  the-top  of  his  well-filled  head." 

Now,  those  wlho  are  familiar  with  the  worthy  Grand 
Secretary,  and  'have  envied  and,  perchance,  admired  'his 
fine  open  countenance,  will  appreciate  this  filial  tribute 
from  the  newly  exalted. 

Twenty  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Imlay  City  petitioned 
for  permission  to  institute  a  Chapter. 

The  trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home  property  at  East 
Grand  Rapids  reported  that,  in  accordance  with  instruc- 
tions, they  had  disposed  of  it  for  $23,000,  the  highest 
offer,  and  paid  the  cash  into  the  Grand  Lodge  treasury. 

The  veil  of  mystery  over  the  absence  of  Companion 
Herbert  K.  Jennings,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  was  lifted  by  the  receipt  of  a  telegram  an- 
nouncing the  arrival  at  his  home  of  a  "brown-eyed  daugh- 
ter," and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  wire  a 
message  of  congratulation,  which  was  done. 
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Grand  Chapter's  wealthy  condition  was  the  stimulant 
that  actuated  a  Companion  to  move  for  a  further  reduc- 
tion in  the  per  capita  tax  from  forty  to  thirty  cents.  The 
Finance  Committee,  to  which  the  proposal  was  referred, 
"split  the  difference"  and  decided  on  thirty-five  cents. 

Companion  George  Hill,  Jr.,  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
who  had  spent  the  last  twenty-eight  years  in  California, 
and  who  was  present,  was  introduced,  and  given  a  hearty 
welcome  by  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest.  Companion 
Hill  expressed  his  joy  at  again  being  able  to  meet  with 
his  Companions  of  Michigan. 

Grand  Secretary  Conover  again  furnishes  the  welcome 
and  very  readable  report  on  Correspondence,  and,  making 
due  allowance  for  his  multifarious  duties  and  the  lack 
of  material  furnished  in  places  where  he  has  hitherto 
searched  and  found  in  plenty,  foe  'has  achieved  a  remark- 
able success,  sufficient  indeed  to  keep  his  Michigan  reading 
Companions,  and  he  admits  that  there  are  a  few,  and 
growing  in  number,  quietly  and  interestedly  busy  for  a 
night  or  two,  at  any  rate.  He  omitted  to  annex  Canada 
on  this  occasion,  and  we  naturally  wonder  if  the  powers- 
that-be  have,  after  all  our  trouble,  retained  at  a  certain 
port  of  entry,  that  zealous  official  who  tried  in  the  inter- 
ests of  his  beloved  country,  to  emulate  the  knights  of  the 
round  table  in  their  laborious  task  of  trying  to  make 
something  out  of  nothing.

All  the  Grand  officers  were  present  at  St.  Paul  on  the 
14th  October,  and  the  Credentials  Committee's  report  of 
the  Chapter  delegation  attendance  was  highly  favorable, 
and  fourteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  also  on  hand 
to  prevent  any  possible  slips  in  procedure,  and  the  vari- 
ous  Grand   Chapters,   by   their   representatives,   made   a 
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brave  showing,  Canada's  efficient  and  punctual  M.  E. 
Comp.  Andrew  P.  Swanst/rom  being  in  the  front  rank,  as 
usual. 

The  preliminaries  being  carried  out  in  orderly  manner, 
M.  E.  Comp.  William  Strafford,  Grand  Higth  Priest, 
opened  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Convocation  in  St. 
Paul's  Masonic  Temple,  and  by  way  of  introduction  told 
the  Companions  that  he  bad  tried  to  be  worthy  of  the 
confidence  they  had  in  his  ability  to  rule  the  body  in  con- 
formity to  the  laws  made  and  provided. 

Owe  of  the  old  guard  (had  passed  away  since  they  last 
met.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  George  Newell  Houghton 
died  in  the  previous  March.  A  man  of  rare  fidelity  and  a 
faithful  friend. 

To  requests  for  permission  to  economize  time  in  cases 
of  applicants  for  degrees  who  contemplated  "moving," 
the  G.  H.  P.  was  obdurate. 

He  arrested  the  charter  of  Hokah  Chapter,  which  got 
into  trouble  the  previous  year,  healed  fhose  who  bad  been 
illegally  admitted,  and  to  those  members  who  expressed  a 
desire  to  continue  Royal  Arch  work  elsewhere,  'he  advised 
a  petition  de  novo.    Accordingly. 

Fourteen  of  the  Companions  petitioned  for  a  Chapter 
to  be  located  at  Caledonia,  and  a  dispensation  was 
granted. 

He  constituted  three  Chapters  at  Thief  River  Falls, 
White  Bear,  and  Spring  Valley,  and  granted  a  few  dis- 
pensations, one  of  them  to  a  Chapter  to  hold  a  joint  in- 
stallation with  the  Blue  Lodge,  a  rather  singular  combina- 
tion, as  viewed  from  this  elevation. 

He  closed  a  good  address  with  expressions  of  acknow- 
ledgment for  fraternal  assistance  in  carrying  out  his  many 
duties. 

It  was  announced  that  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Isaac 
L.  Hart  was  seriously  ill  at  his  home  in  Pipestone,  and  on 
motion;  the  Grand  Higtii  Priest  appointed  a  special  com- 
mittee to  send  him  a  telegram  conveying  the  sympathy  of 
Grand  Chapter. 
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A  foot-note  by  the  Grand  Secretary  reads:  "M.  E. 
Comp.  Hart  died  three  days  Later." 

Grand  Secretary  Fishel's  report  was  full  and  ex- 
haustive. He  stated  that  the  year's  work  in  the  Chapters 
resulted  in  a  net  gain  of  285. 

In  the  matter  of  ritual,  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that 
the  works  of  the  Mark  Past  and  Most  Excellent  degrees 
be  made  to  conform  to  the  phraseology  of  the  Blue  Lodge, 
so  far  as  may  be  consistently  done. 

A  special  Committee  will  wrestle  with  the  problem, 
and  next  year  further  light  may  be  vouchsafed. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Strafford  was  the  recipient  of  a  P.  G.  H. 
Priest's  jewel. 

R.  E.  Comp.  Irving  Todd  is  again  the  author  of  the 
Correspondence  report,  and  reviews  Canada  for  1913,  in 
which  our  doings  are  put  into  nutshell  proportions.  Ob- 
serving our  reference  to  the  "clearance  card"  mention 
under  Minnesota,  he  admits  a  lapse  in  memory  but  con- 
cludes that  it  was  the  old-fashioned  dim-it  that  was  issued 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  any  case.  With  our  remarks 
as  to  /the  meaning  or  utility  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
he  sympathizes,  saying,  "that  august  body  is  certainly  a 
puzzle  fo  tflie  Craft  outside  of  its  own  jurisdiction,  as  well 
as  to  some  on  the  inside."

Mississippi 

Chapters   .  .   yj.  Members   .  .   4,327. 

A  few  weeks  prior  to  the  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convoca- 
tion, fixed  for  20th  February,  1913,  at  the  city  of  Gulf- 
port,  the  Grand  High  Priest  received  notification  of  the 
passing  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Past  Grand  Treas- 
urer Gustave  J.  Bahin,  at  his  home  in  Natohez.  The  de- 
ceased Companion,  who  was  born  in  France,  came  with 
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his  parents  to  Mississippi  when  a  boy.  He  served  with 
(the  Southern  army  during  the  war.  In  Masonry,  to 
which  he  was  attached  for  close  on  half  a  century,  lie  was 
keenly  devoted. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Harry  T.  Howard,  G.H.P.,  opened  his 
address  to  the  Convocation  in  a  devotional  manner. 

He  acceded  only  to  requests  for  dispensations  under 
circumstances  of  necessity,  and  these  were  few  in  number. 
All  others  he  promptly  declined  to  consider,  being  firmly 
opposed  to  the  rushing  process.  He  authorized  the  calling 
in  of  one  charter,  and  in  the  case  of  fourteen  other  weak- 
lings he  asked  the  Committee  "once  and  for  all"  to  report 
clearly  as  to  their  condition,  and  recommended  similar 
drastic  measures  if  they  were  unable  to  live  up  to  what 
was  required  of  them. 

Referring  to  the  good  work  of  the  Grand  Lecturer, 
he  pointed  out  how  that  officer's  efforts  failed  frequently 
because  of  valuable  time  wasted     on  dormant  Chapters. 

He  questioned  the  propriety  of  Grand  Chapter  officers 
accepting  the  further  appointment  of  Deputy  Lecturer, 
holding  that  the  dual  position  impaired  the  Companion's 
usefulness  i'n  either  or  both  offices.  From  the  Laws 
Committee  he  gathered  an  expression  of  support  in  his 
contention  that  "one  man,  one  office"  was  sufficient. 

Methods  of  instruction  drew  from  the  G.H.P.  some 
strong  and  pungent  remarks. 

"  Masonic  bodies  have  always  found  it  hard  to  have  a  uni- 
form work  in  their  jurisdictions.  So  Custodians,  Lecturers  and 
District  Deputies  have  been  added  to  the  office  force  to  try  and 
awaken  interest  in  the  doctrines  taught,  and  to  make  the  candi- 
dates, admitted  and  initiated,  understand  better  what  it  was  all 
about. 

"As  might  have  been  expected,  the  District  Deputies  in  some 
States,  taking  advantage  of  their  high  office,  degenerated  into 
political  wire-pullers  and  were  discontinued.  In  other  States  the 
Grand  Officers  divide  the  State  and  each  one  takes  a  certain 
number  of  Lodges  or  Chapters  and  lectures  them  in  the  work, 
thus  doing  away  with  all  Grand  Lecturers  and  District  Deputies. 
Others  again,  having  gotten  rid  of  the  politicians,  have  granted 
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the  right  of  teaching  to  any  past  or  present  officer  who  could 
stand  a  creditable  examination  in  open  lodge  or  before  the  Cus- 
todians." 

Referring  to  ''Schools  of  Instruction,"  presided  over 
by  the  Grand  Lecturer,  as  adopted  by  Mississippi,  he 
thus  summed  up  their  value : 

"  We  have,  as  you  know,  tried  this  last  road  to  Masonic 
knowledge.  Companion  Whitaker  pronounced  the  undertaking  a 
dismal  failure,  so  I  canceled  the  later  ones  to  save  a  useless 
expense." 

He  then  advocated  cutting  loose  from  all  these  experi- 
ments, none  of  which  have  stood  the  test,  and  adopt  the 
method  of  compulsory  memorizing  and  an  examination 
before  installation.  If  the  Chapters  do  not  agree  to  the 
plan,  the  alternative  to  be  seizure  of  charter. 

He  recommended  that  the  asking  for  donations  for 
the  Orphans'  Home  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  discon- 
tinued, and  that  a  per  capita  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  be 
assessed  in  lieu  thereof,  and,  further,  that  for  this  year 
one  thousand  dollars  be  allowed  from  the  General  Fund 
to  help  pay  the  debt  on  the  Masonic  Home.  Both  recom- 
mendations were  endorsed. 

Xor  did  he  omit  to  refer  to  and  offer  felicitations  to 
Grand  Secretary  Speed  on  his  recent  marriage,  which 
the  Committee  on  the  Address  subsequently  endorsed  in  a 
happy  vein,  and  amplified. 

Grand  Lecturer  Whitaker's  report  was  as  instructive 
as  it  was  lengthy,  and  demonstrated  that  here,  at  any  rate, 
the  right  man  was  in  the  right  place.  Touching  the  matter 
of  raising  the  standard  of  examination  of  Lodge  and 
Chapter,  he  said,  "I  sometimes  think  we  are  too  easily 
satisfied." 

"  If  we  required  a  more  rigid  examination  we  perhaps  would 
lessen  the  number  of  our  visitors  but  increase  the  quality.  Now, 
Companions,  I  of  course  make  these  only  as  suggestions.  From 
my  observations  the  higher  we  place  our  standard  the  greater 
respect  will  the  Brethren  and  the  Companions  have  for  it  and  us."

Dilatory  and  delinquent  Chapters  were  in  some  oases 
dealt  with  leniently  by  the  Committee.  Those  of  them 
who  failed  to  meet  regularly  were  put  on  probation, 
among  them  one  of  the  largest  Chapters  in  the  State, 
which  did  not  hold  a  Convocation  in  eleven  months. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Oliver  L.  McKay  is  the  com- 
piler again  of  a  most  excellent  and  entertaining  Corre- 
spondence Report,  in  which  we  find  Canada's  191 2  Pro- 
ceedings given  generous  consideration,  with  appreciative 
oomment.  Indeed,  his  review  throughout  is  one  that  can- 
not 'be  superficially  perused  because  he  is  a  close  and 
studious  prospector,  and  finds  value  in  nuggets  that  many 
others  would  pass  after  a  glance  or  consign  to  the 
"tailings."

Missouri 

Chapters   .  .    106.  Members   .  .    13,658. 

The  General  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Comp.  Ber- 
nard G.  Witt,  witih  several  of  his  associate  officers,  jour- 
neyed to  Kansas  City  to  visit  Grand  Chapter  on  April 
22nd,  1 9 13,  in  its  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convocation,  and 
was  right  royally  welcomed.  He  was  conducted  to  the 
East,  where  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Missouri  surren- 
dered to  him  the  emblem  of  authority.  The  strength  and 
mission  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  supplied  him  with  a 
theme  for  a  very  enlighitening  address. 

Kansas  City's  new  Masonic  Temple  was  the  meeting- 
place  of  the  Capitular  strong  men  of  Missouri,  and 
Grand  High  Priest  Louis  E.  Vogelsang  'reminded  his 
hearers  of  the  fact  that  it  was  Grand  Chapter's  privilege 
to  be  the  first  Grand  body  in  the  State  to  imeet  under 
its  hospitable  iroof. 

He  conferred  <a  new  title  upon  the  sable  visitor  who 
rarely  fails  to  impress  upon  us  that  "here  we  have  no 
abiding  city,"   build   how   we   may.  "Death,    the    Grand 
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Junior  Warden  of  the  Universe,"  bad  made  his  call  and 
took  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  Hienry  B.  Boude  and  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Tandy  A.  Dunn,  both  zealous  Crafts- 
men. And  surely  not  less  was  another  wlho  obeyed  the 
summons  and  to  whom  he  paid  filial  tribute. 

"  Death  has  also  called  one  of  my  immediate  family.  My 
father.  Henry  B.  Vogelsang,  who  was  my  sponsor  in  Masonry, 
and  who  assisted  in  conferring  the  Chapter  and  Commandery 
degrees  on  me,  died  May  18th,  1912,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Louis, 
May  20th,  1912.  A  kind  and  indulgent  parent;  considerate  of 
every  one;  true  to  all  the  principles  of  Freemasonry;  he  died, 
like  the  early  Christian  martyrs,  firm  in  the  belief  of  a  glorious 
immortality." 

Re-balloting  on  petitions  did  not  appeal  to  his  sense 
of  right,  so  he  declined  requests  for  dispensations  for  such 
purpose.  Of  the  method  of  balloting'  and  the  risk  its 
secrecy  was  subjected  to,  'he  advanced  this  remarkable 
argument,  which  surely  suggests  its  own  remedy : 

"Again,  all  the  bodies  use  a  white  ball  as  a  favorable  ballot 
and  a  blacks  cube  as  a  negative  ballot.  Where  this  method  of 
balloting  is  employed  it  is  impossible  to  preserve  the  secrecy  of 
the  ballot.  Anyone  with  acute  hearing  can  readily  distinguish 
the  difference  between  the  casting  of  a  white  ball  and  a  black 
cube.  The  result  is  that  the  Companion  casting  the  negative 
vote  is  detected  and  often  coerced  into  recommending  a  re-ballot." 

Pie  pointed  out  for  the  benefit  of  dispensation-seekers 
that  the  Grand  High  Priest  cannot  override  tlhe  law, 
which  it  is  his  duty  to  sacredly  guard  from  violation. 
In  reply  to  a  query,  he  ruled  that  the  adoption  by  a 
Chapter  of  a  new  code  of  by-laws  virtually  repealed  any 
former  code  in  use,  by  implication. 

As  Grand  High  Priest,  -his  visits  were  numerous. 
Where  the  Chapters  were  desirous  of  instruction,  he 
combined  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer,  holding  both  posi- 
tions, and  was  enabled  to  satisfy  all  requirements.  In 
the  event  of  a  call  upon  the  Grand  Lecturer  solely,  he  was 
enabled  to  leave  the  other  position  in  the  ante-room  with 
■his  hat,  but  within  easy  reach  if  necessity  demanded. 
In  either  or  both  offices  he  was  equally  at  home,  and  the 
dual  burden  apparently  occasioned  little  or  no  inconveni- 
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enee.  If  tlhe  Grand  Lecturer  were  non-plussed  by  a  per- 
sistent heckler,  who  was  sweet  upon  some  favorite  catch 
question,  all  he  had  to  do  was  to  appeal  to  the  Grand 
High  Priest  and  the  matter  was  settled,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lecturer  at  any  rate. 

A  complaint  from  Texas  of  a  case  of  invasion  of 
jurisdiction  was  referred  to  a  Committee  to  investigate, 
and,  time  being  an  object,  the  Committee  passed  iit  on  to 
the  incoming  G.  H.  P. 

One  Chapter  under  dispensation  he  authorized,  and 
as  the  applicants  were  drilled  for  days  under  his  personal 
supervision  as  Grand  Lecturer,  and  being  acquainted  with 
their  belongings  as  well  as  their  ability,  he  readily  recom- 
mended, as  Grand  High  Priest,  the  issue  of  a  ciharter. 

He  gave  a  graphic  narration  of  the  General  Grand's 
triennial  and  Missouri's  happy  share  in  the  dispensing  of 
incidental  hospitality. 

He  told,  too,  of  the  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  "flood" 
sufferers  in  Ohio,  and  how  nobly  Missouri  had  re- 
sponded, not  only  with  an  immediate  contribution  of  five 
hundred  dollars  from  Grand  Chapter,  but  with  subse- 
quent donations  from  the  private  Chapters,  aggregating 
$865.00. 

On  the  whole,  Grand  High  Priest  Vogelsang's  address 
was  ably  presented,  and,  being  of  the  inspiriting  kind, 
was  cordially  received. 

Full  and  clear  were  the  reports  from  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary.  The  financial  condition 
of  Grand  Chapter  is  sound,  though  "it  would  appear  from 
casual  observation  that  the  disbursements  were  far  in  ex- 
cess of  the  receipts,  but  when  it  is  considered  that  $5,000 
of  the  former  was  a  contribution  in  aid  of  the  Masonic 
Home,  the  actual  expense  will  be  found  well  within  the 
receipts." 

The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  now  derived  ex- 
clusively from  one  dollar  per  capita  of  membership. 
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A  well-merited  commemorative  jewel  was  presented 
to  tihe  retiring  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  tranquil  and 
happy  session  closed. 

Canada  for  191 2  is  among  the  proceedings  reviewed 
by  Comp.  Rev.  John  H.  Miller,  Missouri's  gifted  and 
courteous  Correspondent.  Writing  of  the  Grand  Z.  for 
that  year  he  said : 

"  Companion  Fred.  W.  Harcourt.  Grand  Z.,  holds  a  high 
position  among  the  writers  of  fine  addresses.  He  gathered  much 
of  interest  in  small  space,  and  has  the  faculty  of  condensing  in 
few  words  what  covers  transactions  which  concern  Masonic 
interests  over  five  great  provinces  of  the  British  Empire.  The 
half  a  page  on  the  growth  of  that  great  jurisdiction  is  a  sample, 
whore  in  so  short  a  space  he  covers  the  history  of  so  many 
years." 

His  disposition  to  the  writer  is  kind,  although  our 
views  on  certain  matters  do  not  appeal  to  him,  nor  was  it 
expected  that  they  would.  Especially  was  this  so  in  our 
comments  on  the  accepted  value  placed  upon  the  position 
of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  by  what  are  known  as 
"the  constituents"  of  the  body  over  which  that  officer 
presides,  and  he  excerpts  a  few  of  our  remarks  thereon. 

"  Companions,  there  is  no  need  for  any  excitement  or  worry 
among  you  on  account  of  the  above  quotation.  It  hasn't  done 
any  harm.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  will  not  be  knocked  into 
smithereens  by  it,  neither  will  the  General  Grand  High  Priest 
refrain  from  visiting  the  Grand  Chapters  because  of  it.  We'll 
just  go  along  as  usual  and  be  happy." 

Happy?  By  all  means.  '"If  they  like  that  sort  of 
thing,  why,  that's  the  sort  of  thing  they  like."  It  came  to 
the  reviewer  in  the  ordinary  course  of  duty,  and,  although 
in  solitary  instances,  our  plea  for  enlightenment  was  re- 
sponded to  by  Companions  who,  with  every  desire  to 
accommodate,  invariably  found  themselves  up  against  a 
snag,  and  left  us  as  much  in  the  dark  as  before.  Even 
Comp.  Miller's  words  of  comfort  to  his  Companions  are 
about  as  satisfactory  to  the  "curious  onlooker"  as  the 
"stone''  proved  to  the  hungry  one  who  asked  for  "'bread." 
The  deduction  is  obvious.     We  thank  him,  however,  for 
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his  kindly  references.  That  he  noticed  them  at  all  is 
flattening.  We  are  with  our  Companion  in  the  belief 
that, 

"  Differences  in  belief  and  practice,  we  must  confess,  often 
lead  to  greater  interest  if  not  to  greater  progress."

This  prog  res  si  vie  young  jurisdiction  seems  to  be  en- 
joying its  share  of  the  prevailing  peaceful  prosperity,  and 
as  evidence,  records  the  fact  that  at  the  Twenty-third 
Annual  Convocation,  at  Butte,  on  September  17,  19 12, 
only  one  Companion  was  reported  as  having  been  sus- 
pended for  non-payment  of  dues  within  the  preceding 
Capitular  year.  The  solitary  Companion's  lonely  condi- 
tion is  mot  particularly  enviable. 

Grand  High  Priest  Harry  M.  Alien  displayed  an  un- 
wonted activity  during  his  term,  but  then  he  is  built  that 
way.  His  biographer  tells  us  "he  was  absorbed  into 
Masonry"  \in  Billings,  his  home  town,  along  about  '94, 
and  thereafter  was  "raised,"  "exalted,"  "received," 
"dubbed,"  and  otherwise  mystified  with  the  usual  steadi- 
ness of  purpose,  until  he  became  Capitular  ruler,  and 
there  are  still  other  worlds  to  conquer.  To  the  little  prayer 
that  closes  the  biographer's  narrative,  his  Companions 
will  echo  with  a  fervent  "so  mote  it  be."     Meantime 

"  Besides  his  Billings  residence,  he  has  a  summer  home  at 
Port  Madison,  Washington,  with  a  beautiful  sylvan  setting." 

Must  be  a  gem.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  Grand  High 
Priest  rested  not  while  duty  called.  He  travelled  to  and 
officially  visited  all  the  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction,  and 
constituted  two  of  them.  John  M.  Ramsay,  Past  Grand 
Scribe,  was  among  those  removed  by  death,  and,  know- 
ing him  intimately,  the  G.H.P.  was  enabled  to  pay  fitting 
tribute  to  a  most  deserving  Companion. 
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He  did  many  things  in  his  official  capacity,  and  did 
them  well,  but  he  "had  no  occasion  to  render  a  decision 
during-  the  year."     Happy  ruler! 

His  many  visitations,  which  necessitated  jourueyings 
aggregating  nearly  five  thousand  miles,  we're  enjoyable. 
At  one,  the  Chapter  work  had  the  doubtful  aid  of  a 
"movie''  in  the  premises  underneath.  The  pictures  were, 
of  course,  invisible,  but  the  piano,  like  the  poor,  they  had 
always  with  them,  and  "rag  itiime"  is  an  ill  blend  w-itlh 
R.  A.  ceremonies.     He  suggested  new  quarters. 

That  he  was  mot  wholly  averse  to  the  show  business, 
within  limits,  his  recommendation  that  more  of  the 
Chapters  should  procure  "a  steireopticom  with  the  neces- 
sary supply  of  slides,"  no  piano,  was  testimony,  and  is 
open  to  possibilities. 

Good  reports  were  submitted.  That  referring  to  the 
G.  H.  P.'s  doings  was,  to  put  it  mildly,  flattering.  It 
approved  all  his  official  acts  and  in  any  reference  to  'his 
"tuneful  music"  there  is  no  connection  with  the  piano  of 
the  "movies." 

"  His  soul,  his  heart,  his  mind  and  the  energies  of  his  body 
became  attuned  to  a  desire  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  to 
which  he  was  elected,  and  his  annual  report  is  replete  with  the 
tuneful  music  of  the  fruition  of  such  desire,  and  the  4,800  miles 
he  traveled  in  visitations  to  our  Chapters  were  each  a  sweet  note 
of  song  and  happiness  he  brought  into  the  lives  of  the  Compan- 
ions of  our  Capitular  brotherhood.  It  is  men  like  Companion 
Allen  who  truly  exemplify  his  own  suggestion,  that  in  the 
exaltation  of  brethren  to  the  Royal  Arch  degree  we  should  look 
to  the  material  offered  rather  than  to  the  numerical  increase,  and 
certes  it  is  that  he  is  a  perfect  Ashlar  of  our  Royal  red  Masonic 
structure." 

There,  isn't  that  worth  living  and  laboring  for?  A 
little  later  he  wras  presented  with  a  commemorative  jewel. 
Montana  in  affirming  "the  air  line"  regulation  governing 
the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Chapters,  leans  fraternally 
to  its  raiiiroad  brethren,  who  may  be  classed  as  of  no 
permanent  residence,  such  may  petition  any  Chapter  along 
their  route  of  travel.  An  amendment  of  that  nature  was 
recommended. 
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In  the  event  of  the  expectant  reviewer  looking  for 
what  was  not  there,  the  words  "no  correspondence  re- 
port" were  boldly  set  fbntfli  on  the  cover  of  the  printed 
Proceedings.  On  examination  of  the  inside,  however, 
there  appeared  an  explanatory  note  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  that  domestic  affliction  interfered  with  good 
intentions.  Sincere  fraternal  sympathy  is  extended  to 
Comp.  Hedges,  with  the  hope  that  healing  time  and 
resignation  will  restore  to  him  the  solace  that  is  a  salve 
to  the  bereaved.

A  fine  steel  engraved  portrait  of  M.  E.  Comp.  John 
Harper,  the  diligent  Grand  High  Priest,  makes  an  appro- 
priate introduction  to  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  For- 
ty-sixth Annual  Convocation,  "held  in  Freemasons'  Hall, 
Omaha,  on  the  nth  December,  191 2. 

As  is  Nebraska's  custom,  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sons was  opened  in  "full  form,"  after  which  the  Grand 
Higih  Priest  declared  Grand  Chapter  opened  in  "Ample 
Form." 

M.  E.  Comp.  Harry  P.  Deuel,  the  first  Grand  High 
Priest,  who  on  this  day  had  attained  his  seventy-sixth 
natal  anniversary,  and,  being  unable  to  be  with  his  Com- 
panions, the  congratulations  and  good  wishes  of  the  lat- 
ter were  embodied  in  a  fitting  resolution,  unanimously 
adopted,  which  was  ordered,  in  certified  copy  form,  to  be 
sent  to. the  M.  E.  Companion. 

-  Grand  Hign  Priest  Harper,  referring  to  the  losses  oc- 
casioned by  death  during  the  year,  failed  not  to  point  to 
one  familiar  personality  whom  they  would  no  more  see  or 
hear  in  Grand  Chapter,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Daniel 
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Hotchkiss  Wheeler,  who  was  active  at  its  organization 
and  who  was  a  punctual  attendant  at  its  Convocations  for 
many  wars.  "A  good  and  faithful  servant"  in  public  as 
well  as  in  Masonic  life. 

The  G.  H.  P.  visited  Ohio's  Grand  Chapter  in  the  pre- 
vious September,  and  referred  to  his  hospitable  reception. 
He  saw  the  Mark  degree  while  there,  and  admitted  that 
there  was  "somewhat  of  a  difference." 

During  his  term  he  had  asked  that  Chapters  in  Iowa, 
Ohio  and  California  confer  degrees  on  wandering  Ne- 
braska brethren,  requests  that  were  acceded  to  with  due 
courtesy,  for  which  he  expressed  thankful  acknowledg- 
ment. 

He  was  a  zealous  visitor,  and  in  this  capacity  covered 
much  territory. 

■"  No  new  Chapter  has  been  formed  during  the  year,  as  none 
was  asked  for,  and  I  know  of  no  locality  where  any  is  needed  at 
the  present  time. 

"  Our  finances  are  ample  for  all  necessary  wants,  if  proper 
care  is  taken  in  our  expenditures.  The  net  increase  in  members 
is  184,  which  shows  that  we  are  growing  as  rapidly  as  present 
conditions  warrant.  Let  us  not  endeavor  to  increase  our  mem- 
bership too  rapidly,  but  rather  admit  none  but  tried  and  true 
men  of  character  and  standing  in  the  communities  where  they 
reside,  thus  preserving  the  benefits  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  only 
for  those  who  deserve  them." 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  one  of  the  Chapters  as 
having  given  up  the  ghost  in  March.  His  references  to 
the  Masonic  Home  were  carefully  optimistic.  With  in- 
creased responsibilities  come  increased  expenditures. 
Meantime  conditions  are  favorable. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  that  Grand  Chapter 
should  extend  the  work  of  visitation  if  a  more  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  true  situation  is  to  be  arrived  at. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  J.  Phelps,  on  this 
occasion  reaches  his  twenty-first  year  as  reporter  on  For- 
eign   Correspondence.      With    congratulations,    the   hope 
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may  be  earnestly  expressed  that  be  will  continue  in  health 
and  activity  to  write  bis  forty-second,  and  that  we  may  be 
on  hand  to  enjoy  its  perusal. 

His  review  of  Canada  for  1912  is  a  couple  of  pages 
of  favorable  notice ;  especially  does  he  commend  Grand  Z. 
Harcournt's  address,  which  he  characterizes  as  profitable 
reading,  nor  is  he  too  bard  on  the  writer,  of  wnom  he 
says : 

"We  always  enjoy  our  Companion  Bennett's  papers,  even 
though  he  steps  on  one's  toes." 

We  invariably  don  our  so-ftest  slippers  for  such  events 
so  that  tlhere  may  be  no  after  reminder.

At  noon  on  the  10th  day  of  June,  19 12,  at  Reno,  Henry 
W.  Miles,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  having  satisfied  him- 
self that  the  authorized  summons  for  the  Thirty-ninth 
Annual  Convocation  bad  brought  together  representatives 
from  a  legal  number  of  the  private  Chapters,  and  Grand 
Secretary  Gillson  having  called  the  roll  and  confirmed  the 
assurance,  opened  Grand  Chapter  in  Ample  Form,  the 
Grand  Chaplain  leading  in  prayer. 

An  adjournment  was  then  had  for  two  hours,  during 
which  the  Credentials  Committee  was  busy.  Past  Grand 
Hdgth  Priest  Frank  Bell  was  on  hand  for  Canada  when  the 
twenty-eight  Grand  (representatives  lined  up  to  receive 
official  welcome  and  greeting.  A  full  dozen  of  the  vet- 
erans were  present,  and  as  the  G.  H.  P.  observed  in  his 
opening  remarks : 

"  Worthily  wearing  honors  bestowed  by  a  grateful  fraternity 
in  years  gone  by,  and  though,  by  reason  of  long  service,  entitled 
to  exemption  from  active  duty,  ever  ready  to  shoulder  the  bur- 
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dens  as  of  yore,  some  will,  in  the  coming  years,  'climb  the 
ladder  that  loads  to  fame  within  our  mystic  circle,'  and,  having 
done  so.  will  find  that  with  higher  rank  comes  added  responsi- 
bility." 

Rufus  Hiram  Kenney,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  who 
presided  in  181)4-5,  died  in  the  previous  August.  He 
served  Masonry  well,  and  was  an  active  citizen,  being 
identified  with  Reno's  municipal  progress  and  the  State's 
legislative  work  during  three  sessions  as  Assemblyman. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  was  zealous  in  visitation,  and 
was  able  to  impart  instruction!  and  sound  advice  as  be 
moved  among  the  Chapters.  Nor  did  be  neglect  those 
he  was  unable  to  visit. 

He  recommended  that  new  Chapters  take  the  numbers 
of  those  defunct  until  the  blanks  are  filled..  The  Jurispru- 
dence Committee,  and  we  think  advisedly,  disapproved  the 
idea. 

The  matter  of  the  "nearest  Chapter''  was  interpreted 
by  that  Committee  in  answer  to  the  G.  H.  P.  to  mean  the 
most  conveniently  travelled  route,  and  Grand  Chapter 
concurred,  thus  abolishing  the  "air  line"  standard  as 
hitherto. 

In  his  report  the  Grand  Secretary  intimated  his  relin- 
quishment of  the  office,  and  at  the  election  subsequently 
R.  E.  Comp.  Edward  D.  Vanderlieth  was  selected  as  his 
successor. 

Grand  Secretary  Gill  son  also  announced  his  second 
Report  on  Correspondence  as  his  last,  and  further  that 
Comp.  Vanderlieth  would  resume  that  burden  also.  He 
nevertheless  prepared  a  capital  review  with  a  leaning  to 
pessimism.    From  his  conclusion  we  cull  the  following: 

"  Is  it  the  fault  of  the  Companions  that  they  do  not  read  our 
reports,  or  is  it  the  fault  of  the  Correspondents? 

"  Conditions  in  the  world  have  undergone  wonderful  changes 
in  the  past  few  years. 

"  Circuses,  prize  fights  and  like  amusements  are  better  patron- 
ized than  the  churches,  no  matter  how  eloquent  the  preacher. 
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"  In  the  dim  past  the  drama  and  heavy  work  were  popular ; 
to-day  light  work,  such  as  vaudeville  and  picture  shows,  are  all 
the  go. 

"From  our  public  libraries  more  works  of  fiction  are  read 
than  all  other  works  combined. 

"  The  best  patronized  newspapers  of  the  day  are  filled  with 
reading  matter  not  found  in  the  church  papers. 

"  Cranks  and  grouchy  people  are  entitled  to  their  sphere  of 
action,  but  as  for  me,  give  me  the  man  with  the  bright  cheer  in 
his  conversation  and  the  genuine  smile  on  his  face. 

"  From  cover  to  cover  our  proceedings  hardly  ever  bring 
forth  a  smile,  but  are  of  a  '  straight  laced '  and  melancholy 
tinge. 

"  Laugh  and  the  world  laughs  with  you, 
Weep  and  you  weep  alone."

To  Reno  again  did  the  "princes  and  rulers"  of  Ne- 
vada's Capitular  hosts  wend  their  way  in  the  leafy  month 
of  the  year,  where  Grand  High  Priest  Fred  M.  Schadler 
welcomed  them  to  the  Fortieth  Annual  Convocation, 
where  with  much  the  usual  'attendance  the  proceedings 
were  inaugurated  with  becoming  ceremony. 

Probably  owing  to  an  earnest  appeal  sent  out  in  the 
previous  year,  the  ranks  of  the  Grand  Representatives 
had  sensibly  increased. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Schadler  dropped  this  spray  of  frater- 
nal sympathy  to  the  Companions  who  within  the  year 
Were  called  from  labor  to  eternal  rest : 

"  Sweet  are  the  thoughts  of  them 
Though  they  are  gone ; 
Rays  from  the  sepulchre, 
Why  should  we  mourn? 
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"  Gentle  the  words  they  said, 
Brightening  the  path  we  tread  ; 
Blest  be  the  hallowed  dead, 
Why  should  we  mourn  ?  " 

He  "made  no  visitations,"  private  business  demanding 
his  attention,  and  was  not  troubled  with  questions  calling 
for  decisions.  He  sent  a  substitute  to  the  General  Grand 
triennial,  and  concluded  a  brief  message  by  congratulat- 
ing Grand  Chapter  on  the  prevailing  harmony. 

Grand  Secretary  Vanderlieth  reported  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  twenty-four. 

The  Reno  Companions  and  their  ladies  entertained  the 
delegates  to  luncheon. 

A  communication  from  Manilla,  Philippine  Island's, 
announced  the  death  of  Comp.  Philip  Seldner,  a  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Nevada.  He  was  buried  there 
from  the  Masonic  Temple  with  fraternal  honors  by  Luzon' 
Chapter  No.  i,  of  Manilla. 

Companion  Vanderlieth  is  the  author  of  the  Corres- 
pondence report,  and  as  he  is  an  experienced  hand  at  the 
duty,  the  result  was  what  might  be  expected.  He  re- 
viewed Canada  for  191 3  favorably,  but  has  this  to  say 
of  a  Committee  recommendation  in  concluding  a  mos+ 
commendable  report,  and  which  infers  advice  of  the  "go 
thou  and  do  likewise"  pattern  : 

"  From  the  report  of  your  Committee  on  Capitular  Masonry 
we  read :  '  It  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  make  every  effort  to  induce 
the  brethren  of  the  Blue  Lodges  to  join  us'  Such  efforts  to 
inducement  are  unheard  of  with  us,  particularly  in  Western 
Masonry.  No  inducements  are  offered,  either  in  Blue  Lodge 
or  Capitular  Masonry.  All  come  as  seekers  for  the  truth  of 
their  own  free  will  and  accord."

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
New  Brunswick  assembled  in  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Con- 
vocation at  Masonic  Hall,  West  Saint  John,  on  Wednes- 
day, the  28th  day  of  August,  1912. 

The  M.  E.  Grand  High  Bniest,  W.  Leonard  Ellis, 
M.D.,  addressing  the  Companions,  touched  on  the  "grad- 
ual growth"  which  twenty-five  years  of  existence  as  a 
Grand  Chapter  had  witnessed. 

"  Our  foundations  have  been  well  laid,  and  now,  at  the 
portals  of  a  new  quarter  century,  with  the  prospects  of  greater 
general  growth  and  development  throughout  our  Province,  we 
cannot  but  feel  that  we  must  plan  for  the  greater  success  and 
the  grander  achievements  of  the  purposes  for  which  we  exist 
during  the  next  twenty-five  years." 

One  of  the  Chapters  had  asked  permission  to  (receive 
petitions  at  a  special  Convocation,  but  he  'replied  that  the 
•provisions  of  the  Constitution  must  be  adhered  to. 

A  petition  for  a  new  Chapter  at  Newcastle  was  re- 
ceived and  considered  by  him,  but  as  consent  from  the 
nearest  Chapter  was  lacking,  the  petitioners  were  advised 
thereof,  and  so  the  matter  remains. 

Grand  Secretary  Hartt's  report  showed  an  increase  in 
membership  of  36.  Two  of  the  Chapters  were  still  shy 
wiith  their  returns  for  191 1. 

The  Treasurer's  balance  showed  on  hand  $1,569.72, 
and  the  Audit  Commiittee  recommended  an  investment  of 
one  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount. 

R.  E.  Comp.  Harry  Beckwith,  of  Fredericton,  a  Past 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  was  among  the  sixteen  Com- 
panions called  by  death  in  the  interval.

In  the  City  of  Concord,  on  the  20t'h  May,  1913,  Comp. 
Frank  R.  Marston,  (".rand  High  Priest,  and  Canada's  wor- 
th)- representative  in  the  jurisdiction,  whose  portrait  is 
welcomed  with  the  volume  before  us,  presided  over  tihe 
Ninety- fourth  Annual  Convocation.  Addressing  the 
Companions,  he  testified  to  the  spirit  that  actuated  them, 
in  and  beyond  their  Chapter  sancturies,  for  "although  our 
membership  may  not  have  increased  as  in  past  years,"  he 
said,  "yet  we  {think  we  can  truly  say  that  our  Order  ihas 
maintained  the  high  standard  upon  which  it  was  placed 
by  those  worthy  Companions  who  have  gone  before,  and 
whose  memory  we  revere." 

He  eulogized  the  fraternal  dead,  and  told  of  his  many 
visitations  to  the  Chapters.  At  Keene  he  visited  Cheshire 
Chapter  No.  4,  where  he  found  the  charter  (a  venerable 
document)  well  preserved,  it  having  been  issued  in  the 
year  1819  by  Thomas  Smith  Webb,  while  he  was  General 
Grand  Hign  Priest  of  the  United  States. 

The  usual  requests  for  waivers  of  jurisdiction  from 
contiguous  Grand  jurisdictions  were  not  numerous,  and 
in  most  cases  were  acceded  to. 

His  visits  included  the  Masonic  Home  at  Manchester, 
of  which  he  reported  most  favorably,  and  the  General 
Grand's  triennial  at  Indianapolis. 

At  the  close  of  his  address  the  M.  E.  Grand  High 
Priest  presented  a  gold-mounted  fountain  pen,  much  em- 
bellished with  gold,  to  Grand  Secretary  Harry  M.  Cheney. 
Though  genuinely  surprised,  the  Grand  Secretary  was 
much  gratified  by  the  generous  action. 

Reports  of  other  Grand  officers  detailing  their  ex- 
periences as  visitors,  followed,  and  proved  interesting. 

An  amendment  to  the  laws  of  Grand  Chapter,  de- 
signed to  wake  up  Chapter  secretaries  to  a  sense  of  their 
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duty,  and  to  infuse  a  spirit  of  respect  for  the  vi/rtue  of 
punctuality,  was  introduced  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
adopted. 

"And  any  Chapter  that  does  not  make  correct  returns  and 
does  not  pay  its  annual  dues  and  three  dollars  for  each  candidate 
exalted  in  such  Chapter  during  the  year  ending  April  15  in  each 
year,  to  the  Grand  Secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May 
in  each  year,  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  Grand 
Chapter  one  dollar  for  each  day  that  such  neglect  shall  continue." 

As  the  Finance  Committee  later  recommended  that  the 
Grand  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  enough  money 
to  meet  expenses,  it  as  to  be  inferred  that  the  lack  of 
punctuality  must  have  grown  to  epidemic  proportions. 

Little  else  wias  before  Grand  Chapter,  and  with  the 
installation  of  officers  and  the  usual  presentation  to  the 
retiring  Grand  High  Priest  the  Convocation  closed. 

It  wias  with  iregret  that  we  observed  that  the  active 
correspondent  and  excellent  Companion,  Rev.  Josiah  Se- 
ward, haJd  been  nursing  an  afflicted  arm  during  the  winter 
months,  causing  delay  in  completing  bis  much  looked  for 
report.  He  was  patient  withal  and  expressed  gratitude 
at  conquering  the  malady.  Like  all  his  reviews,  that  deal- 
ing with  Canada  wias  comprehensive  and  just.  He  is  kind 
enough  to  give  us  his  views  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  its  relation  to  its  "constituents,"  and,  as  told  its 
elsewhere,  believes  its  usefulness  lies  in  its  advisory  capa- 
city and  being  a  factor  in  establishing  uniformity,  notably 
iin  the  matter  of  ritual.  Its  influence  in  that  direction  he 
states  is. already  marked.  For  flattering  references  to  the 
reporter  he  has  our  acknowledgments.  In  closing  he  offers 
these  remarks,  which  reveal  his  studious  mind  and  charit- 
able ideas : 

"  Freemasonry  is  a  fruitful  source  of  suggestions.  Its 
antiquity  carries  us  back^to  the  customs,  thoughts  and  prejudices 
of  the  remote  past.  In  *some  cases  it  is  open  to  discussion  how 
we  are  to  interpret  some  of  the  landmarks;  whether  we  shall 
too  literally  adopt  the  letter  that  kills  or  the  spirit  that  gives 
life.  The  former  course,  pushed  to  an  extreme,  might  easily 
lead  to  a  mechanical  Masonry,  so  unyielding,  impractical  and 
unreasonable  as  to  be  of  no  real  use  or  benefit  to  anybody.    The 
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latter  course,  which  takes  the  true  and  genuine  spirit  of  Free- 
masonry, and  seeks  to  give  it  an  ample  opportunity  to  blossom 
and  bear  fruit  in  earnest,  helpful  and  manly  men,  appears  to  us 
to  be  the  interpretation  which  the  younger  generation  of  Masons 
are  seeking  to  place  upon  the  institution.  In  the  matter  of 
physical  qualifications,  yea,  in  the  matter  of  moral  qualifications, 
the  indications  are  numerous  all  along  the  lines  that  wholesome 
and  sensible  ideas  pervade  the  minds  of  the  leaders  in  Masonry."

New  Jersey

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Levi  G.  Bliss  and  Grand 
Chaplain  Rev.  George  C.  Maddock  had  finished  their  la- 
bors and  were  summoned  to  their  reward  before  Grand 
Chapter  assembled.  Both  Companions  had  outlived  main's 
allotted  years  and  grew  old  gracefully  beloved  by  their 
co-workers  in  the  Royal  Ardh. 

The  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in 
Trenton  as  of  yore,  and  was  opened  in  "full  form"  on  the 
morntirig  of  the  14th  May,  1913,  M.  E.  Comp.  Abram  A. 
Regar,  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding.  There  was  the 
usual  gratifying  attendance,  and  the  reading  of  his  ad- 
dress had  an  attentive  auditory.  Having  made  dutiful 
mention  of  the  illustrious  Companions  who  had  passed 
into  the  unknown,  be  offered  due  acknowledgment  of  fra- 
ternal courtesies  and  told  of  his  many  visitations,  one  of 
which  was  sufficiently  eventful  to  induce  bim  to  enlarge 
upon  it.  It  was  to  Mount  Vernon  Chapter,  of  Jersey 
City,  where  one  of  the  aspirants  for  exaltation  was  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Com- 
panion who  officiated  as  High  Priest  was  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  and  rendered  a 
few  decisions.  One  affecting  a  dimitting  brother's  mark 
may  be  of  interest : 

"  What  disposition  is  made  of  the  mark  of  a  Companion  who 
dimits  from  a  Chapter  in  New  Jersey  and  affiliates  with  another 
Chapter    in    the    same    jurisdiction?      Does    it    remain    with    the 
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Chapter  where  he  receives  the  M.  M.  M.  degree  and  selects  his 
mark,  or  should  it  be  withdrawn  and  entered  in  the  book  of 
marks  with  the  Chapter  with  which  he  affiliates?" 

After  carefully  considering  every  phase  of  the  sub- 
ject, the  G.  H.  P.  ruled: 

"A  Mark  Master  Mason  having  selected  his  mark  and  the 
same  having  been  duly  recorded  in  the  Lodge  Book  of  Marks,  it 
becomes  an  integral  part  of  the  records  of  the  Chapter  advanc- 
ing him  and  it  cannot  be  withdrawn  from  such  record  when  he 
dimits  from  said  Chapter.  If  the  member  thus  dimitting  desires 
to  affiliate  with  another  Chapter  he  cannot  be  required  to  again 
record  his  mark  in  the  Chapter  with  which  he  affiliates." 

He  acceded  to  the  request  of  twenty-nine  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Rutherford  for  a  dispensation  to  institute  a 
Ghapter.  In  the  meantime  over  forty  applicants  for  the 
degrees  had  been  accepted,  and  several  petitions  were 
pending.     He  recommended  a  charter.    It  was  granted. 

He  announced  the  issue  of  a  commission  to  R.  E. 
Comp.  K.  J.  Dunstan,  of  Toronto,  as  Grand  Representa- 
tive of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jersey,  near  that  of 
Canada. 

Seldom  indeed  that  the  Annual  Convocation  does  not 
attract  a  host  of  "  distinguished  visitors/'  and  the  present 
occasion  was  no  exception  to  the  established  custom.  From 
New  York's  Grand  Chapter  came  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
M.  E.  Comp.  Fred  W.  Culler,  and  his  escort  embraced 
nearly  all  the  principal  of  his  officers.  Similarly  the 
Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  was  re- 
presented by  the  chief  ruler,  accompanied  by  an  equally 
brilliant  staff.  Connecticut's  Grand  High  Priest  was  like- 
wise on  hand.  The  speeches  of  welcome  and  response 
were  couched  in  choice  phrases  breathing  abundant  good 
will  and  enduring  Companionship.  A  notable  contribu- 
tion was  the  exceedingly  happy  and  eloquent  effort  of 
New  Jersey's  representative  at  Delaware,  F.  Comp.  H.  V. 
Holloway. 

An  interesting  item  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  report 
leads  one  to  reflect  that  hidden  away  from  prving  eyes 
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there  must  be  treasures  of  Masonic  lore  that  some  day 
will  prove  a  mine  of  wealth  to  the  student  of  research  and 
shed  light  on  much  that  is  now  incomplete  and  dark. 

'*  1  have  within  the  last  few  days  received  three  cases  from 
Mrs.  Rem.  L.  Disbrow,  of  Toms  River,  N.J.,  which  are  supposed 
to  be  paraphernalia,  jewels  and  records  belonging  to  Solomon 
Chapter,  long  since  extinct,  which  she  forwarded  to  me  at  my 
request.  These  cases  have  not  yet  been  opened  and  examined, 
the  time  of  this  Annual  Convocation  being  too  near  at  hand  to 
allow  an  intelligent  inventory  to  be  made.  Such  articles  or  papers 
that  may  prove  to  be  of  value  to  this  Grand  Body  will  be  placed 
in  care  of  the  Grand  Trustees  or  such  other  officer  as  the  Grand 
High  Priest  shall  select." 

Reports  generally  displayed  a  gratifying  condition  of 
progress  and  harmony. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Henry  S.  Haines,  as  might 
be  expected  from  that  accomplished  reviewer,  furnishes  a 
valuable  report  on  Correspondence  for  which  his  Com- 
panions of  New  Jersey  should  be  measurably  grateful. 
Has  inspection  is  thorough,  and  he  possesses  the  rare  gift 
of  extracting  what  to  the  casual  reader  appears  common- 
place and  constructing  from  it  an  edifice  that  conveys 
timely  lesson  and  admonition  from  each  and  all  of  its 
view  points.  He  is  critical,  occasionally  severely  so,  but 
from  strict  justice  he  never  departs,  and  at  no  provoca- 
tion fails  in  the  courtesy  which  he  believes  every  Com- 
panion should  exercise  in  hds  intercourse  with  those  who 
are  bound  to  each  other  by  the  sacred  ties  of  the  Chapter. 

Dealing  with  Canada  for  [913  he  confesses  admiration 
for  M.  E.  Comp.  Harcourt's  address.  Noting  his  remarks 
on  the  M,  E.  M.  degree: 
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"  We  are  in  sympathy  with  him  in  his  remarks  regarding 
the  M.  E.  M.  degree,  and  in  his  desire  to  preserve  the  original 
liturgies  with  which  it  was  put  forth.  While  its  production  in 
Canada  may  need  some  elaboration,  we  are  sure  that  such  a 
dramatization  of  it  as  he  witnessed  at  Buffalo  is  not  justly 
styled  the  'American  degree,'  and  we  confess  little  admiration, 
in  a  proper  Masonic  sense,  for  such  added  accessories  as  are 
designed  to  act  as  a  drawing  card.  The  old  and  honored  forms, 
like  the  Bible  of  King  James,  of  which  he  reverently  speaks,  is 
good  enough  for  us." 
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The  Grand  Z.'s  criticism  on  the  methods  of  the  occa- 
sional correspondent,  and  the  seeming  desire  on  the  part 
of  some  to  "get  home"  under  the  other's  guard,  elicits  the 
following  from  Companion  Haines : 

"  We  think  this  is  perhaps  somewhat  hypercritical.  Very 
few  instances  have  occurred  in  our  experience  in  which  any 
other  than  good  feeling  was  manifest,  even  beneath  ill-chosen 
words,  but  the  warning  is  nevertheless  opportune,  and  we  should 
be  moved  by  it  to  greater  care." 

Concluding  an  admirable  report,  to  which  he  devoted 
much  thoughtful  care,  Companion  Haines  sums  up  as 
follows : 

"  The  recognition  of  mutual  obligations  among  those  of  the 
fold  is  more  apparent;  the  solemnity  of  our  rites  is  more  gen- 
erally appreciated  and  respected,  and  the  lessons  instilled  by  them 
sought  with  greater  interest  and  avidity,  and  turned  more  gen- 
erally to  account  in  the  ordinary  walks  of  life. 

"  This  is  not  a  mere  repetition  of  the  phrase  so  commonly 
read  in  annual  reports  that  '  all  goes  well,'  but  is  deliberately 
stated  as  the  analysis  of  the  recorded  acts  of  many  of  our  juris- 
dictions and  the  verbal  assurance  of  many  within  our  own,  and 
while  we  know  that  absolute  perfection  in  these  particulars  will 
in  human  affairs  never  be  attained,  yet  we  are  sure  that  through 
Providential  agencies,  in  which  Masonry  has  no  little  part,  the 
world  is  coming  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  realization  that  truth 
is  a  divine  attribute  and  the  foundation  of  every  virtue,  affording 
the  only  sure  promise  and  pledge  of  abiding  peace."

A  substantial  gain  in  membership  and  an  era  of  per- 
fect harmony  was  the  cheering  tidings  reported  to  the 
Fifteenth  Annual  Convocation,  held  on  the  12th  October, 
1912,  at  Albuquerque,  under  the  presidency  of  Comp. 
Salamon  Spitz,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest. 
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Comp.  Bestor  G.  Brown,  C7enierial  Grand  Captain  of 
the  Host  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  was  a  visitor  to 
whom  the  Grand  High  Priest  extended  a  hearty  welcome. 
Comp.  Brown  responded  with  an  instructive  address, 
which  was  highly  appreciated. 

One  Chapter  was  constituted  and  a  new  one  insti- 
tuted. In  addition  the  G.  H.  P.  visited  most  of  his  con- 
stituent bodies  and  reported  well  of  them,  especially  re- 
commending the  now  established  practice  of  ''suitable  pro- 
ficiency'' examination,  which  was  having  the  desired  ef- 
fect. 

His  recommendations  included  a  Grand  Chapter  tax 
of  from  three  to  five  dollars  for  each  exaltation,  consider- 
ing that  the  Grand  Lodge  imposed  a  fee  of  $6  and  found 
i't  none  too  excessive,  and  also  that  the  Grand  Secretary's 
salary  be  increased  to  an  amount  more  commensurate 
with  the  duties. 

Where  the  G.  H.  P.  was  unable  to  visit,  his  deputy  did. 
One  of  the  Chapters  he  found  in  a  very  weak  condition  by 
reason  of  scattered  membership. 

A  movement  in  a  former  year  to  discontinue  the  For- 
eign Correspondence  report  on  the  ground  of  its  expense 
was  submitted  to  the  Chapters,  and,  to  their  credit,  their 
vote  favored  its  continuance. 

The  Grievances  and  Appeals  Committee,  as  elsewhere, 
reported  a  complete  absence  of  any  subject  of  a  conten- 
tious nature  to  call  for  consideration. 

The  Correspondence  Committee's  emolument  was  in- 
creased by  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  retiring  Grand  High  Priest's  activity  and  zeal 
were  recognized  by  the  presentation  of  a  commemorative 
jewel. 

Companion  James  H.  Wroth  is  the  reviewer,  and  a 
good  one  at  that.  While  in  agreement  with  most  views 
as  revealed  to  him  in  his  inspection  of  Canada  for  1912, 
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be  objects  to  criticism  of  the  General  Grand's  position  as 
it  is  now  assumed,  and  would  prefer  to  see  its  'bands 
strengthened.  By  all  means,  but  'have  it  done  so  that  the 
Capitular  world  may  be  clear  as  to  its  attitude  with  re- 
gard to  bodies  over  which  it  professes  superiority,  and 
which  are  proud  to  acknowledge  themselves  as  allegiants. 
A-s  to  existing  conditions,  we  are  in  about  the  same  quand- 
ary as  Oomp.  Wroth  when  he  ventures  to  consider  Scot- 
land's attitude  at  the  antipodes.  In  his  closing  be  re- 
marks : 

"  In  spite  of  the  extremely  loose  tie  that  binds  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  to  its  subordinates,  the  rules  and  laws  of  the 
General  Grand  are  generally  observed.  Further  comment  is  un- 
necessary." 

Accepting  the  above  as  our  good  Companion's  straight 
expression  of  personal  opinion,  one  is  forced  to  the  con- 
clusion that  "the  extremely  loose  tie"  is  sufficiently  bind- 
ing to  satisfy  the  mo>st  exacting  of  hecklers,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  "subordinates."

The  usual  Quarterlies  were  held  in  February,  May, 
August  and  November  of  1912,  M.  E.  Comp.  H.  Mont- 
gomerie  Hamilton,  Grand  First  Principal,  presiding  at  the 
latter  three. 

The  opening  of  a  new  Chapter  was  announced  at  the 
February  Convocation,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Utah 
was  recognized. 

In  May  the  Grand  Z.  reported  the  death  of  a  past 
ruler  of  Grand  Chapter,  M.  E.  Comp.  Henry  Bryant 
Howe,  a  distinguished  Mason.  Similar  announcements 
from  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  United  States  were  made, 
and  the  Companions  stood,  in  an  attitude  of  reverence, 
while  the  organist  played  an  appropriate  funeral  march. 
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The  differences  as  to  the  questrion  of  sovereignty  that 
has  been  long  the  bone  of  contention  with  Scotland,  came 
up  in  the  presentation  of  a  letter  from  the  D.  G.  S.  E.  of 
the  older  country,  in  which  the  following  passage  occurs: 

"  I  have  much  pleasure  in  intimating  that  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent has  been  authorized  by  Scotland  to  concur  in  allowing 
intervisitation  with  your  Grand  Chapter.  The  Scotch  Constitu- 
tion will  be  pleased  to  see  any  of  your  members  at  our  Chapter 
meetings,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  likewise  be  pleased 
to  receive  the  members  of  our  Constitution." 

The  Grand  First  Principal  had  something  to  say  to 
this,  and  as  it  throws  a  local  light  on  the  situation,  his 
words  are  here  given : 

"  The  wording  might  lead  those  ignorant  of  the  facts  to  sup- 
pose we  had  made  the  suggestion  in  which  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland  concurs — this  is  not  so;  the  proposal  was  made  to  that 
Grand  Chapter  by  its  District  Grand  Chapter  officers  here.  T 
must  also  impress  upon  you  that  while  the  Companions  who 
belong  to  the  Scottish  Constitution  have  now  been  given  per- 
mission to  visit  us,  it  must  not  be  imagined  for  a  moment  that 
the  position  between  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  and  this 
Grand  Chapter  has  been  in  any  way  altered.  The  Grand  Chapter 
of  Scotland  has  not  recognized  us  as  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
in  Xew  South  Wales.  It  has  merely  acknowledged,  as  it  has 
long  done,  in  fact,  that  we  individually,  and  in  our  Chapters,  are 
regular  R.  A.  Masons. 

"  You  will  be  surprised  to  hear  that  no  answer  has  yet  been 
received  to  the  letters  written  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland  by  my  direction  on  December  14,  1910,  and  February  8, 
1911.  I  alluded  to  this  denial  of  common  courtesy  some  six 
months  ago,  and  we  are  still  ignored.  In  ordinary  life  such 
treatment  would  be  characterized  as  a  deliberate  insult.  I  am 
at  a  loss  how  to  describe  it  in  Masonic  terms.  At  any  rate  it  is 
utterly  inconsistent  with  Masonic  principles." 

The  matter  again  came  to  the  front  in  November, 
witoen  reference  was  made  to  a  letter,  received  from  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.  of  Scotland,  in  which  the  following  pas- 
sage occurs : 

14  The  claim  by  your  Grand  Chapter  to  be  accorded  recogni- 
tion as  the  Grand  Chapter  of  N.  S.  W.  in  the  sense  that  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  no  longer  shall  have  any  sovereign 
rights  there  is  repelled.  I  need  not  enter  into  the  reasons  for 
this  further  than  to  point  out  again  that  you  do  not  control  the 
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same  degrees  or  cover  the  same  Masonic  field  as  we  do.  You 
assume  erroneously  that  there  can  only  be  one  Supreme  Body  in 
a  territory,  that  is  to  say  controlling  Lodges  or  Chapters  and 
granting  charters  to  new  ones.  This  is  so  in  Scotland,  England, 
Ireland,  Victoria,  the  United  States  of  North  America,  etc.,  but  it 
certainly  does  not  hold  throughout  the  whole  of  the  British 
Empire." 

The  Grand  First  Principal  diir.ec ted  the  G.  S.  E.  to 
reply  officially,  and  to  say  that  "we  regretted  that  our  re- 
quest (for  such  was  not  put  forward  as  a  claim  of  right) 
for  recognition  in  the  only  sense  known  to  Masonic  juris- 
diction is  'repelled/  and  that  the  request  was  only  re- 
peated because,  without  such  recognition,  the  very  un- 
Masonic  position  of  one  sovereign  body  granting  charters 
in  the  territory  of  another  sovereign  body  continued  to 
exist." 

"The  principle  contended  for  by  this  Grand  Chapter  having 
been  admitted  by  them  to  hold  good  with  regard  to  Victoria,  I 
said  it  was  incomprehensible  how  it  could  be  denied  that  it  held 
equally  with  regard  to  the  other  States  of  the  Commonwealth." 

Whidh  contention  must  prove  in  the  nature  of  a  poser, 
for  how  can  Scotland  consistently  recognize  Victoria  as  a 
sovereign  body  and  remain  obdurate  to  the  claims  of  other 
states  which  have  organized  Grand  Chapters  under  uni- 
versally recognized  conditions  ?

One  of  the  very  attractive  features  of  the  Annual  con- 
gregating of  the  Empire  State's  Royal  Aran  adherents  is 
the  welcome  to  and  happy  acknowledgments  from  the  "in- 
vited guests."  On  the  occasion  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Sixteenth  Grand  Convocation  at  Albany  on  4th  February, 
19 1 3,  Grand  High  Priest  Marshall  F.  Hemingway  had 
secured  a  great  showing  to  mark  the  closing  of  his  term. 
The  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  M.  E.  Comp.  Bernard  G.  Witt,  was  there,  and 
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with  his  own  characteristic  modesty  confessed  that  the 
gavel  which  was  gracefully  handed  to  him  was  just  what 
tempted  him  to  accept  the  cordial  invitation  from  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  for  he  coveted  the  opportunity  to  pre- 
side, even  for  a  brief  time,  "over  the  greatest  Grand  body 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons,"  which  occupies  a  unique  position 
in  Capitular  Masonry.  As  it  was  in  the  'beginning  it  is 
now,  in  the  lead. 

Then  there  was  the  General  Grand  Master  of  the  Sec- 
ond Veil  of  the  same  august  body,  and  a  New  York  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Comp.  Henry  DeWitt  Ham- 
ilton. 

From  Connecticut  came  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest 
Louis  L.  Beach,  accompanied  by  several  distinguished 
Companions. 

A  like  contingent  appeared  from  New  Jersey,  headed 
by  M.  E.  Comp.  Abrani  A.  Reger,  Grand  High  Priest. 
There  were  others  of  local  distinction  who  assisted,  by 
their  apt  responses  to  the  cordial  greetings  from  the  east, 
to  render  that  particular  order  of  business  of  more  than 
ordinary  interest. 

There  was  a  "foreigner"  also  among  the  'honored 
guests,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest,  in  offering  a  whole- 
hearted welcome  to  M.  E.  Comp.  Fred  W.  Harcourt, 
Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 
said : 

"  I  can  assure  you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  that  this  is 
an  event  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  this  State  long  to  be  remem- 
bered. It  is  a  history-making  morning,  for,  as  I  understand  it, 
this  is  the  first  time  in  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  this  State  that  it  has  ever  had  the  honor, 
the  pleasure  and  the  privilege  of  receiving  in  this  Tabernacle  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada. 

"  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  this 
great  State  is  the  largest  in  the  world.  We  are  proud  of  the 
fact  that  you  have  come  to  us  from  a  foreign  country,  our 
friends  and  our  neighbors,  to  be  with  us  to-day,  to  demonstrate 
to  the  world  at  large  that  the  same  loyal  spirit  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  that  exists  in  this  State  and  in  this  country  exists 
across  the  border  in  our  sister,  our  neighbors',  country,  Canada." 
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He  closed  by  expressing  his  great  pleasure  in  extend- 
ing New  York's  Grand  Chapter  greetings  and  his  own 
'personal  welcome.  It  is  in  no  spirit  of  vanity  nor  because 
of  any  desire  to  "show  up"  the  M.  E.  Companion  that  we 
are  moved  to  reproduce  his  reply,  but  rather  to  let  our 
Companions  in  the  remote  and  "silent  p'laces"  'be  refers  to, 
note  that  when  a  Canadian  is  let  loose  among  the  brilliant 
and  eloquent  of  a  foreign  land  he  can  repay  (hospitable 
welcome  without  overstraining  his  natural  modesty  and 
with  no  visible  evidences  of  the  diffidence  and  timidity 
proverbially  associated  with  the  legal  profession.. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Harcourt  was  received  with  the  Grand 
Honors,  and  in  response  to  the  greeting  he  said : 

"  I  assure  you,  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest,  that  I 
have  not  words  adequate  to  express  my  keen  appreciation  and 
satisfaction  for  the  honor  you  have  done  me  by  inviting  me  to 
attend  the  Annual  Convocation  of  this,  the  greatest  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  the  world;  indeed,  in  the  greatest  State  in  the  greatest 
Republic  the  world  has  ever  seen.  These  words  may  seem  com- 
mon, as  you  have  evidently  heard  them  before,  but  nevertheless 
they  are  true.  I  come  from  a  jurisdiction,  comparatively  speak- 
ing, young,  small  and  unfinished,  with  only  a  membership  of  some 
sixteen  thousand.  I  understand  you  have  more  than  twice  that 
number.  You  afe  holding  your  one  hundred  and  sixteenth 
Annual  Convocation.  In  a  fortnight  we  will  hold  our  fifty-fifth. 
Freemasonry  has  been  in  vogue  in  this  great  State  as  far  back 
as  it  was  in  old  England  before  this  country  was  a  Republic.  It 
has  flourished  marvelously  with  you,  as  has  everything  else  in 
this  great  country.  With  us,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  endeavoring 
to  find  its  feet.  We  are  still  in  the  prospective.  We  exceed  you 
only  in  one  respect,  and  that  is  in  territorial  jurisdiction. 

Our  Grand  Chapter  has  the  largest  jurisdiction  in  the 
world.  Its  area  is  many  times  greater  than  any  other,  extending 
from  the  Ottawa  River  to  the  Pacific,  and  from  your  northern 
boundary  up  to  the  frozen  North.  In  fact,  too  large  to  be  satis- 
factorily visited.  At  the  beginning  of  last  year  I  received  an 
invitation  to  visit,  and  was  told  that  many  of  the  Chapters  had 
never  seen  a  Grand  First  Principal.  I  thought  I  would  devote 
some  time  to  traveling  around  among  the  Chapters,  which  I  did, 
traveling  over  that  great  waste,  practically  living  in  Pullmans, 
leaving  the  Chapter  rooms  at  three,  four  and  five  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  boarding  the  train  to  keep  my  appointment.  But  I  was 
royally  received.  They  heaped  too  much  of  everything  good 
upon  me,  save  sleep.  Notwithstanding,  there  are  to-day  in  that 
great  region  many  Chapters  that  have  not  yet  seen  a  Grand  First 
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Principal,  and  some  a  Grand  Superintendent.  A  Grand  Superin- 
tendent traveled  three  successive  days  on  a  dog  sled  and  visited 
three  Chapters.  A  First  Principal  rode  160  miles.  A  Principal 
Sojourner  walked  26  miles.  That  is  carrying  Masonry  on  under 
difficulties. 

'*  But,  Companions,  in  case  you  may  go  away  with  the  idea 
that  the  whole  of  the  jurisdiction  is  a  vast  wilderness,  I  had 
better  tell  you  that  one  of  the  cities  of  my  Province  has  a  popu- 
lation of  425,000.  The  Masons  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  which 
has  a  Grand  Lodge  of  its  own,  recently  raised  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  commemorate  its  fiftieth  anniversary,  the 
interest  to  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  needy  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  Masons.  Our  respective  countries  lie  side  by  side, 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  over  three  thousand  miles,  and 
have  more  in  common  than  any  other  two  countries  on  the  face 
of  God's  earth ;  a  common  language ;  almost  similar  customs ; 
daily  intercourse,  trade  and  commerce.  We  simply  must  live 
together  in  peace.  We  cannot  do  otherwise.  We  have  had  ques- 
tions of  difference,  but  those  difficulties  should  be  settled  as  are 
those  between  two  citizens,  in  a  pacific  manner,  and  both  parties 
should  gracefully  and  cheerfully  accept  the  result. 

"  Next  year  will  mark  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
continuance  of  unbroken  peace  between  these  two  countries,  and 
it  is  contemplated  to  give  the  event  some  marked  attention.  No 
doubt  the  Masons  will  do  likewise.  It  will  be  the  greatest 
occasion  that  will  mark  the  century,  and  I  submit  that  it  rests 
with  this  Empire  State  to  take  the  initiative. 

"  Citizens  of  the  United  States,  you  are  our  elder  brother. 
We  look  to  you  for  guidance  and  instruction,  as  the  smaller  boy 
looks  to  the  older  one.  We  know  more  about  you  than  you  do 
about  us.  We  read  your  newspapers.  I  venture  to  say  you  never 
see  ours.  We  imitate  you  more  than  you  know,  more  than  we 
are  likely  to  admit  we  do.  We  likewise  imitate  your  vices,  a 
great  deal  more,  probably,  than  we  do  your  virtues.  The  respon- 
sibility, therefore,  rests  upon  your  shoulders,  and  you  are  in  a 
large  measure  accountable  for  our  actions.  You  are  your 
brother's  keeper. 

"  Companions,  I  did  not  come  here  to  talk  about  my  country, 
the  jurisdiction  which  I  represent,  or  about  myself.  I  came  here 
to  listen  and  to  learn.  I  apologize  for  taking  up  so  much  of 
your  time.  I  know  there  are  many  Companions  here  who  are 
anxious  to  get  through  withTtheir  duties  and  get  to  their  homes. 
There  is  a  story  told  about  a  woman  who  took  a  small  child  to 
church.  During  the  sermon  the  baby  began  to  cry  so  lustily  that 
the  mother  got  up  and  started  to  leave.  As  she  was  going  down 
the  aisle  the  preacher  stopped  talking  and  addressed  the  mother, 
saying,  "  Madam,  the  baby  does  not  disturb  me."  The  woman 
stopped  and  replied,  in  her  native  vernacular,  "  Well,  if  the  baby 
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isn't  bothering  you,  you  are  bothering  the  baby."  I  ask  your 
pardon  for  distracting  your  deliberations.  Most  Excellent  Sir,  I 
forgive  you  for  bringing  me  here  and  making  me  so  prominent. 
I  am  grateful  to  you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  for  the  honor 
you  have  done  me.  I  take  it  as  a  compliment  and  as  a  mark  of 
your  fraternal  regard  and  esteem  for  the  jurisdiction  over  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  preside." 

"At  the  conclusion  of  his  address,"  the  record  says, 
"the  'distinguished  Companion  was  greeted  with  hearty 
and  long-continued  applause,"  though  without  adding  that 
it  was  probably  because  of  a  discreet  brevity.  "Bowing 
his  thanks,  he  said  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  ever  re- 
ceived an  encore  in  a  Masonic  body,  and  told  a  little 
story  apropos  of  the  occasion." 

This  enjoyable  feast  of  reason  concluded  with  a  fine 
address  from  the  General  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E. 
Gomp.  Witt,  and  was  followed  by  the  New  York  Grand 
High  Priest's  annual  message,  which  set  the  business 
wheels  in  motion.  He  spoke  glowingly  of  the  great  in- 
crease, numerically  and  otherwise,  of  the  Royal  Craft,  in 
every  section  of  the  State.  Feelingly  he  referred  to  de- 
parted Companions,  notably  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Wil- 
liam J.  McDonald,  whose  acquaintance  we  had  the  privi- 
lege of  making  many  years  ago,  while  on  one  of  his  rare 
visits  to  this  country. 

"  Life's  labor  done, 
Serenely  to  his  final  rest  he  past, 
While  the  soft  memory  of  his  virtues  yet 
Lingers  like  twilight  hours  when  the  bright  sun  is  set." 

Christopher  G.  Fox,  for  forty-six  years  Grand  Secre- 
tary, and  forty-one  years  General  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
the  senior  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Born 
in  1829,  he  passed  away  suddenly,  and  while  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  secretarial  duties,  on  5th  September,  19 12. 

"  He  has  gone  from  us,  but  he  has  left  to  the  Craft  a  legacy 
better  than  that  of  silver  and  gold,  even  the  memory  and  the 
inspiration  of  a  great  and  noble  life,  a  life  of  fidelity  to  duty, 
obedience  to  God's  law.  and  kindliness  and  charity  toward  all 
men." 
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Other  well-loved  Companions,  whose  active  Lives  as 
Masonic  workers  he  instanced  as  losses  they  could  ill 
afford,  and  whose  familiar  names  dwelt  in  the  memories 
of  those  who  survived,  he  did  not  omit  in  his  passing 
tribute. 

One  of  hiis  dispensations  was  issued  October  14th, 
1912,  to  Adytum  Chapter  No.  355,  to  confer  the  degree 
of  Royal  Arch  Mason  on  candidates  of  its  own  jurisdic- 
tion, in  the  tabernacle  of  St.  Paul's  Chapter,  Toronto,  On- 
tario, November  13th,  191 2  (with  tihe  consent  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Grand  Principal  Z.  of  the  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Canada). 

He  decided,  on  a  question  submitted  to  him,  that  a 
Chapter  could  not  confer  'honorary  membership  on  one 
of  its  own  members. 

He  appointed  R.  E.  Comp.  Charles  C.  Hunt,  of  New 
York  City,  to  the  vacant  office  of  Grand  Secretary,  whidli 
action  was  subsequently  ratified  by  Grand  Chapter  at  the 
annual  election  of  officers. 

He  was  a  consistent  visitor  to  the  Chapters  in  almost 
every  section  of  the  jurisdiction,  and  found  these  visita- 
tions to  be  helpful  and  profitable  all  round. 

I  made  a  special  effort  to  visit  Chapters,  particularly  those 
up-State  which  had  never  received  a  visitation  from  a  Grand 
Chapter  officer.  I  was  astonished  in  many  cases  to  learn  that 
T  was  the  first  Grand  High  Priest  who  had  ever  visited  them, 
and  some  of  them  have  been  in  existence  nearly  a  century. 

"  Grand  Chapter  should  use  every  endeavor  to  awaken  an 
interest  in  the  Chapters,  especially  the  weaker  ones,  and  no  better 
method  could  be  employed  than  by  providing  for  visitations.  My 
experience  during  the  past  year  leads  me  to  believe  that  the 
Chapters  are  desirous  of  having  these  visitations." 

He  concluded  a  capital  address  in  words  of  good  ad- 
vice and  thanks  for  fraternal  aid  and  sympathy  whenever 
solicited,  and  a  pardonable  expression  of  pride  that  he  re- 
linquished the  duties  of  the  high  office  with  the  keen  sat- 
isfaction that  all  was  well  within  the  great  jurisdiction 
which  had  so  honored  him. 
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Satisfactory  and  enlightening  reports  were  presented 
by  Grand  Secretary  Hunt  and  Grand  Lecturer  McGown. 
The  latter  announced  an  exemplification  of  the  several 
degrees  in  the  evening  by  local  Chapters,  which  was  well 
attended  by  the  delegates. 

In  the  morning  the  proper  Committee  reported  reso- 
lution's, suggested  by  the  G.  H.  P.'s  recommendation,  re 
the  visitation  of  Chapters,  which  will  come  before  Grand 
Chapter  in  due  course  as  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

Grand  Chaplain  Rev.  Pierre  Gushing  delivered  a 
splendid  address  on  "The  Spirit  of  Masonry,"  whidh 
nivetted  the  attention  of  his  audience  to  t'he  close,  and  of 
which  be  was  requested  to  furnish  a  copy  for  inclusion  in 
the  printed  proceedings. 

His  usual  carefully  prepared  review  of  the  Grand 
Chapters  is  presented  by  Companion  Greenwood  and 
makes  good  and  instructive  reading.

New  Zealand 

Chapters   .  .   30.  Members   .  .    1,541. 

In  tihe  Freemasons'  Hall  of  Invercargill  the  delegated 
representatives  of  the  Chapters  in  the  young  Dominion 
gathered  in  Twenty-first  Annual  Convocation  on  29th 
January,  191 3.  "The  Companions  having  been  ranged 
under  their  respective  banners,"  were  called  to  order  to 
receive  the  M.  E.  G.  Z.  and  Officers  of  Grand  Chapter, 
who,  on  entering,  assumed  their  respective  chairs,  and 
Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  by  M.  E. 
Comp.  Arthur  Clothier,  as  Grand  Z. 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  establishment  of  two  new 
Chapters. 
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"In  order  to  create  a  better  feeling  and  greater  har- 
mony, that  fraternal  relations  be  entered  into  by  the 
Grand  Mark  Lodge  of  England  and  Wales,  and  Mark 
Masonry  under  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  ArcJh  Chapter 
of  New  Zealand,"  was  a  request  preferred  to  England's 
Mark  Grand  Lodge,  acting  on  the  initiative  of  that  body. 

At  a  former  Convocation  it  was  proposed  to  donate 
annually  a  sum  of  £26  to  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Zealand.    This  was  mow  ratified. 

Two  suits  of  Grand  Chapter  regalia  were  reported  as 
having  disappeared,  and  diligent  enquiry  failed  to  secure 
any  trace  of  them. 

In  commemoration  of  tlhe  twenty- first  anniversary  of 
Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Scribe  E.  had  offered  to  write  a 
history  of  Grand  Chapter  to  cover  the  whole  of  that  per- 
iod, and  the  suggestion  was  that  such  history  should  be 
incorporated  with  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  of 
Grand  Chapter.  The  expense  was  undertaken  by  the 
Grand  Committee. 

A  motion  to  change  the  time  of  meeting  so  that  the 
Annual  Convocation  should  be  held  in  same  week  as 
Grand  Lodge  was,  after  discussion,  voted  down. 

Other  business  was  mainly  of  local  interest,  all  re- 
ports indicating  steady  progress.

North  Carolina 

Chapters   .  .   46.  Members   .  .   3,092. 

Three  new  Chapters,  one  revived,  and,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  complaint  of  one  of  the  Chapters  that  an  in- 
vasion of  its  territory  by  a  South  Carolina  Chapter  had 
been  perpetrated,  nothing  to  ruffie  the  placidity  of  the  Ca- 
pitular outlook  occurred  during  the  reign  of  Grand  High 
Priest  John  E.  Cameron,  whose  portrait  beams  from  the 
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volume  in  assurance  of  the  fact.  The  little  difference 
was  happily  adjudicated  by  South  Carolina's  ruler,  who 
caused  the  offending  Chapter  to  do  the  right  thing. 

The  Companions  of  Grand  Chapter  foregathered  for 
the  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  at  Wilmington  on 
the  3rd  June,  1913,  who  heard  M.  E.  Comp.  Cameron's 
address  with  satisfaction. 

To  a  Chapter  which  had  15  petitioners  for  the  degrees, 
he  granted  a  dispensation  to  receive  and  act  upon  the  ap- 
plications without,  waiting  the  required  time.  The  Com- 
mittee demurred  at  this,  as  no  reason  was  furnished  to 
support  the  apparent  violation  of  regulation. 

Owing  to  the  financial  condition  of  Grand  Chapter,  it 
was  placed  in  an  awkward  position  when  appealed  to  on 
behalf  of  the  flood  sufferers.  The  G.  H.  P.  desired  to 
forward  $250,  but  there  were  no  funds.  On  this  account, 
too,  he  had  to  forego  his  intended  round  of  visitations. 
He  recommended  remedial  measures  to  obviate  similar 
conditions  in  future. 

Grand  Secretary  Munds,  to  the  general  'regret,  was  re- 
ported to  be  very  ill,  his  son  doing  the  clerical  work  in  the 
meantime. 

.  The  education  of  the  young  man  and  young  woman 
which  Grand  Chapter  had  for  some  years  undertaken  to 
maintain,  was  reported  as  progressing  satisfactorily,  and 
that  the  recipients  of  its  generosity  bid  fair  to  do  credit  to 
themselves  and  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Companion  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  reported  for  the  com- 
mittee appointed  from  the  Grand  Chapter  to  visit  Grand 
Secretary  James  C.  Munds.  The  committee  was  accom- 
panied by  the  veteran  M.  E.  Companion,  Jas.  Southgate. 
They  found  Companion  Munds  in  a  very  cheerful  mood. 
He  sent  his  best  wishes  to  Grand  Chapter,  and  regretted 
very  much  that  he  could  not  attend  the  Convocation,  but 
his  physician  had  forbidden  him. 
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M.  E.  Companion  James  Southgate  presented  bis  thir- 
tieth report  on  Correspondence,  and,  despite  the  handicap 
of  his  many  years,  it  is  as  painstaking  and  instructive  as 
of  yore.  He  reviewed  Canada  for  1912  wrtih  a  kindly  and 
generous  hand. 

"  For  nearly  a  generation  we  have  been  going  in  and  out 
among  the  States  interested  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  We  haVe 
seen  the  Order  grow  and  increase  in  numbers,  and  new  States 
added  from  time  to  time.  We  have  had  pleasant  association  with 
the  writers  of  these  reports  and  have  rejoiced  over  their  suc- 
cesses. We  have  often  been  called  to  mourn  over  their  loss  to 
the  fraternity,  when  they  have  '  wrapped  the  drapery  of  their 
couch  around  them  and  laid  down  to  pleasant  dreams.'  They 
have  put  aside  the  pen  they  have  wielded  so  deftly,  for,  we  trust, 
a  crown  in  the  upper  and  better  world.  Some  of  us  remain  and 
will  soon  follow  on.    May  we  meet  with  joy  '  Beyond  the  River.' "

North  Dakota 

Chapters   .  .   22.  Members   .  .   2,534. 

Three  new  Chapters  and  a  net  gain  in  membership  of 
172  were  results  of  the  year  reported  to  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Annual  Convocation  at  Bismarck,  on  26th  June, 
1 91 3.  Grand  High  Priest  Clarence  A.  Hale  hoped,  al- 
though 'he  had  made  no  promises,  that  the  Companions 
would  approve  his  actions  during  the  term  for  which  they 
elected  -him. 

What  rulings  he  was  asked  for  were  of  the  common- 
place variety  and  his  dispensations  necessary. 

He  told  of  two  visits  to  Chapters.  In  one  "the  funny 
man"  was  in  evidence  at  the  candidates'  expense.  He 
rebuked  such  tactics,  pointing  out  that  the  work,  other- 
wise admirable,  was  thus  spoiled  in  its  effectiveness. 

The  trip  to  the  General  Grand's  triennial  at  Indian- 
apolis was.  he  claimed,  beneficial  for  all  concernied,  and 
would  do  North  Dakota  good  in  the  future.     His  invita- 
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tion  to  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  was  acknowledged 
in  a  very  kind  letter  from  M.  E.  Cornp.  Witt,  who  ex- 
pressed trie  hope  to  get  to  North  Dakota  in  19 14. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  exhibited  the  com- 
fortable balance  on  'hand  of  $11,228. 

Grand  Secretary  Stockwell's  report  was  likewise  en- 
couraging. Grand  Lodge  having  decided  to  contribute  a 
cottage  at  the  State  Sanitarium  for  Consumptives  at  a 
cost  of  $6,500,  asked  Grand  Chapter  for  an  appropriation 
towards  the  object.  A  recommendation  that  $2,000  be 
voted  was  adopted. 

A  recommendation  for  the  adoption  of  a  uniform 
membership  card  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  form  of 
receipt  for  dues,  and  that  the  same  be  authorized  January, 
19 1 4,  was  carried. 

Grand  Secretary  Stockwell  called  attention  to  the  ad- 
visability of  having  prepared  a  report  on  Fraternal  Cor- 
respondence. He  said  Grand  Chapter  was  financially 
able,  and  that  there  was  sufficient  literary  ability  among 
the  Companions  to  produce  such  a  report. 

It  was  decided  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
to  consider  this  matter  and  report  at  the  next  annual  Con- 
vocation,

Nova  Scotia 

Chapters   .  .    17.  Members   .  .    1,439. 

The  Freemasons'  Hall  in  the  historic  town  of  Am- 
herst was  the  assembling  place  of  the  Forty-fourth  An- 
nual Convocation  on  the  10th  June,  191 3,  and  the  sum- 
mons thereto  received  a  loyal  response,  although  four  or 
five  Chapters  were  unrepresented. 
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The  V.  E.  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  organized  Grand 
Chapter,  and  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  it  was  opened  in  Ample 
Form  by  the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  Companion  Don- 
ald F.  Eraser. 

Having  dilated  on  the  fast  growing  iron  indusitmies  of 
the  province,  and  given  Amherst  due  credit  for  its  con- 
tributions along  this  lime,  he  pleasingly  noted  the  resultant 
advance  of  the  Masonic  Craft. 

"  For  while  the  temple  of  our  country's  mercantile  life  is 
being  builded  anew,  and  we  as  loyal  sons  are  bearing  our  share 
of  the  work,  we  should  be  the  more  willing  to  undertake  any  part 
of  the  work,  be  it  ever  so  servile,  in  the  interests  of  our  Royal 
Craft,  our  bounden  duty  to  keep  it  in  step  with  all  important 
forward  movements  in  our  Home  land,  .our  beloved  Province  by 
the  Sea." 

He  expressed  devout  thanks  that  the  official  roster  was 
left  untouched  by  death,  although  many  of  the  Chapters 
had  experienced  loss.  To  the  well-informed  officers  in 
charge  he  attributed  the  fact  that  he  had  not  been  called 
upon  to  decide  questions  that  were  as  easily  interpreted 
by  a  study  of  their  existing  laws. 

The  G.  H.  P.  visited  many  of  the  Chapters  and  furn- 
ished testimony  to  their  good  working. 

The  faithful  Grand  Superintendent  of  Newfoundland, 
R.  E.  Comp.  C.  S.  Pinsent,  reported  cheerily  of  his  baili- 
wick, and  "Shannon"  Chapter  in  particular. 

Grand  Secretary  VVaddell's  report  indicated  not  only 
general  progress,  but  a  distinct  advance  in  punctuality  on 
the  part  of  those  in  charge  of  Chapter  secretarial  duties. 
All  returns  were  received  and  all  indebtedness  cleared 
away. 

One  hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  his  salary  was 
voted  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  a  similar  amount  to 
the  Freemasons'  Home. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Waddell,  of  the  able  reviewing  brio,  had 
Canada  for  1912  again  under  his  keen  critical  eye.     He 
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commended  M.  E.  Comp.  Harcourt's  address  for  its  com- 
plete absence  of  any  soaring  into  the  realms  of  fancy. 

"  It  is  refreshing  to  come  across  a  ruling  officer  who  has  the 
courage  to  act  up  to  his  conscientious  convictions  in  the  matter 
of  the  granting  of  dispensations.  In  the  opinion  of  the  writer 
one  of  the  most  unfavorable  signs  of  the  times  is  the  frequency 
with  which  Grand  High  Priests  in  their  addresses  say  that,  in 
violation  of  their  convictions,  they  had  granted  dispensations  for 
this  or  that  purpose,  not  because  it  was  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Craft,  but  because  it  had  been  the  custom  of  his  predecessors  to 
do  so.  The  defenders  of  the  promiscuous  granting  of  dispensa- 
tions have  almost,  if  not  altogether,  disappeared.  What  is  now 
wanted  is  the  man  who  will  stand  up  and  say  no,  even  in  the  face 
of  years  of  precedent,  and  when  such  an  one  arises  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  his  example  will  prove  contagious.  Needless  to  say, 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  has  never  been  an  offender  in 
this  particular." 

He  is  equally  disposed  to  praise  when  he  takes  up 
Canada  for  the  following  year,  and  again  notices  the  Grand 
Z.'s  activities,  and,  but  for  restrict  ions,  would  have  quoted 
that  officer's  address  at  greater  lomgth.  As  it  was,  his 
generous  inspection  is  appreciated  both  on  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Z.  and  also  of  the  writer,  to  whom  his  kindly  re- 
ferences to  our  impaired  condition  were  very  welcome. 
Fo<r  a  "more  or  less  of  a  wreck,"  Companion  Waddell 
disguises  himself  with  remarkable  success,  for  no  one  who 
peruses  his  c'heery  comments  but  would  hold  that  Nova 
Scotia  ne'er  held  a  brisker  sample  of  well^nurtured  Com- 
panionship. He  is  assured  of  our  gratitude,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  our  prayers  for  his  long-continued  health  and  hap- 
piness, if  he  will  send  along  the  recipe.

Ohio 

Chapters   .  .    177.  Members   .  .   35,160. 

As  most  students  of  the  daily  newspaper  are  aware  the 
Buckeye  State  was  visited  by  appalling  floods  in  the  early 
months  of  the  year.    A  Masonic  appeail  on  behalf  of  the 
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sufferers  was  >ent  out  and  right  noble  was  the  prompt 
response.  From  some  forty-six  jurisdictions  came  sums 
aggregating  about  $100,000,  probably  more  than  less  as 
many  subscriptions  were  forwarded  direct  and  not  re- 
corded. 

Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  H.  Isitt  in  his  address  to 
tihe  Ninety- seventh  Annual  Convocation  at  Canton  on  the 
1st  October,  1913,  made  special  mention  of  t'his  calamity 
and  appeal,  and  the  Committee  on  Memorials  records. 

"  '  Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down 
his  life  for  his  friends.'  Ohio  lost  $163,000,000  in  property  in  its 
March  floods,  but  who  shall  estimate  the  loss  in  the  lives  that 
were  sacrificed?  R.  E.  Comp.  Clark  B.  Jamison  was  one  of  the 
heroes  who  gave  his  life  in  the  endeavor  to  save  others.  When 
the  flood  came  upon  Piqua  in  the  morning  of  March  25th.  a 
meeting  was  called  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  to  organize  for 
relief.  Companion  Jamison  was  made  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee,  and  also  a  member  of  the  rescue  committee.  Com- 
panions Jamison  and  F.  M.  Sage  promptly  started  out  in  a  boat  to 
save  all  of  the  people  they  could.  Risking  their  own  lives,  they 
had  gotten  out  a  number  of  people,  and  had  taken  a  lady  and  a 
little  girl  into  their  boat.  While  trying  to  reach  the  shore  the 
boat  was  wrecked,  and  Companion  Jamison  was  drowned. 

"As  Worshipful  Master  of  his  Lodge,  High  Priest  of  his 
Chapter.  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  of  his  Council,  and  an  active 
member  of  his  Commandery  and  Consistory,  he  evinced  the  spirit 
of  a  genuine  Mason." 

Two  others  to  bow  to  the  mandate,  R.  E.  Comp. 
Samuel  \Y.  Courtrigiht,  Past  Grand  King,  died  in  Janu- 
ary. Comp.  Courtrigbt,  in  civil  life,  had  served  as  Judge 
of  the  Judicial  District  in  which  he  lived. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  year,  Comp.  Leander  Burdick, 
of  Toledo,  died.  At  the  time  of  bis  death  he  was  tfhe  old- 
est Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio, 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  a  blissful  condition 
of  peace  everywhere.  He  constituted  tlhe  new  Chapter  at 
Toledo,  and  granted  dispensations  to  Companions  at  Kent, 
Norwood,  Maumee  and  Pleasant  Ridge  to  institute  new 
Chapters. 
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He  refused  •dispensation's  in  a  number  of  cases  where 
they  necessitated  the  violation  of  a  by-law.  In  ont  in- 
stance a  Shrine  meeting  occasioned  the  postponement  of 
the  annual  elections,  and  the  Chapter  has  to  rest  content 
with  its  present  official  outfit  for  another  year. 

The  disastrous  floods  which  had  their  effect  on  rail- 
way traffic  in  many  sections  of  the  State  interfered  with 
mucin  of  !his  projected  Chapter  visitations^  he  nevertheless 
covered  a  great  amount  of  territory  in  this  duty. 

There  was  little  for  hini  to  "decide"  and  that  little  was 
covered  by  the  regulations. 

Grand  Secretary  Hagenbuoh  presented  his  fifteenth 
annual  report,  prefacing  it  with  the  cheering  announce- 
ment "that  notwithstanding  the  tremendous  losses  sus- 
tained by  many  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  and  their 
members  and  the  most  liberal  aid  extended  by  all,  that 
tfheir  annual  returns  ©how  this  to  have  been  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  years  in  our  history."  The  net  gain  in 
membership  was  1,745*  «r  33  more  t,ban  the  preceding 
year. 

Another  gratifying  report  was  that  from  the  Masonic 
Home  Committee. 

"This  Home,  which  originated  in  the  minds  of  the  officers 
of  this  Grand  Chapter,  has  always  been  of  great  interest  to  this 
body,  which  has  seldom  failed  to  make  for  it  some  special  con- 
tribution each  year. 

"  Under  such  fostering  care  it  has  grown  in  beauty,  broad- 
ened in  the  work  of  charity,  brought  comfort  to  the  afflicted,  aid 
to  the  needy,  guidance  and  protection  to  the  young  and  meri- 
toriously earned  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  Ohio  s  great 
Masonic  Commonwealth." 

Grand  Chapter  approved  donations  to  the  Home 
amounting  to  $5,5°°- 

The  Grand  High  Priest  having  replied  to  a  query  from 
the  secretary  of  a  Chapter,  stating  that  a  certain  decision, 
wnidh  required  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  to 
be  sufficient,  was  intended  to  mean  a  majority  vote  of  the 
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members  present  "and  entitled  to  vote."  The  reply  was 
discussed  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee,  which  agreed 
with  the  interpretation. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Orion  P.  Sperra  furnishes  'his  fourth 
report  on  Oor  respond  once,  and  like  those  already  written 
and  discussed  is  a  good  one.  He  spent  more  than1  the 
allotted  time  with  Canada,  being  aparently  struck  with 
M.  K.  Comp.  Harcourt's  views  and  his  manner  of  putting 
them  befoire  his  Companions.  He  quotes  freely  and, 
witha'l.  judiciously.  Like  most  of  the  reviewers  he  misses 
the  element  of  spice. 

"  The  peaceful  and  prosperous  conditions  that  exist  in  the 
Capitular  Jurisdictions,  while  so  very  desirous,  are  not  helpful 
to  the  reviewer  in  producing  an  interesting  report.  We  have 
largely  refrained  from  personal  comment,  for  the  very  excellent 
reason  that  there  are  presented  but  few  opportunities  for  criti- 
cism or  argument  that  would  do  more  than  fill  space  and  produce 
not  one  atom  of  good  results."

Oklahoma 

Chapters   .  .   75.  Members    .  .   4,922. 

When  the  Companions  of  the  Indian  Territory,  that 
was,  gathered  at  Shaw-nee  on  April  15,  1913,  for  the 
Twenty-fourth  Annual  Convocation,  it  was  under  the 
shadow  of  a  bereavement  that  had  a  most  depressiing 
effect.  Comp.  Charles  Christian  Kneisly  was,  by.  reason 
of  his  lovable  nature  acquainted  with  everybody,  and  to 
all,  his  memory  is  held  in  affectionate  remembrance.  Bare- 
ly a  month  previously  'he  surrendered  to  the  mandate  that 
admits  of  no  procrastination,  and  just  as  lie  was  complet- 
ing, even  on  a  bed  of  pain,  his  annual  report  on  Corres- 
pondence, the  final  message  to  his  Companions,  he  died 
at  Guthrie  on  the  28th  March,  191 3. 

"  He  was  always  an  honored  and  respected  citizen,  an 
affectionate  husband  and  father,  and  those  who  knew  him  were 
his  best  friends.     His  life  and  example  were  ever  an  inspiration 
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to  others  to  live  justly  and  with  faith  for  the  future,  with  an 
implicit  trust  in  the  Supreme  Architect  whose  Words  to  Man  is 
the  Mason's  guide  to  right  living." 

Grand  High  Priest  Milo  A.  Nelson  referred  to  him  as 
a  distinct  loss  to  Grand  Chapter,  being  one  of  its  most 
zealous  members. 

Briefly  be  touched  upon  their  meeting  place,  Shawnee, 
as  illustrative  of  the  remarkable  development  of  the  coun- 
try, and  to  the  fact  that  twenty- four  years  ago,  where  now 
they  boasted  a  city  of  15,000  it  was  a  young  settlement  of 
less  than  a  score  of  people. 

"  I  doubt  if  any  country  in  the  history  of  the  world  can 
compare  with  it.  From  3n  Indian  country  without  civil  or 
criminal  laws  of  its  own,  the  peace  of  which  was  enforced  by 
the  powerful  hand  of  Uncle  Sam,  whose  court  was  over  two 
hundred  miles  away,  we  now  have  this  grand  new  State  of  Okla- 
homa, with  a  farmer  on  nearly  every  quarter-section  of  those 
hitherto  forbidden  lands,  where  villages,  towns  and  cities  have 
sprung  up  as  in  a  night." 

A  new  Ohapter  was  started  under  dispensation  at 
Cordell,  and  he  reported  it  progressive.  Five  Chapters 
we're  constituted  and  one  collapsed. 

Dispensations  were  asked  for  various  purposes, 
several  to  assist  in  killing  time.  There  are  Companions 
everywhere  who  possess  an  inherent  aversion  to  waiting, 
even  though  the  law  is  emphatically  opposed  to  hurry. 

Among  bis  decisions  was  one  which  provides  its  own- 
moral.  A  Ohapter  admitted  a  brother  who  paid  only  part 
of  the  fee,  and  having  secured  the  degrees  used  all  ex- 
pedition to  climb  to  the  Commandery  and  thence  to  the 
Mecca  of  the  hilarity  purveyors.  The  unwonted  experi- 
ences had  a  serious  effect  on  this  sprig  of  "nobility."  He 
suffered  from  lapse  of  memory,  and  the  Chapter  com- 
plained of  its  inability  to  secure  the  other  end  of  that  fee. 
The  "decision"  to  this  reader's  vision  was  of  the  rmv 
decided  variety. 

"  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  non-payment  of  the  fee  is 
clearly  the  fault  of  your  Chapter.  Our  laws  clearly  provide  that 
all  fees  shall  be  paid  in  advance.     No  Masonic  action  could  be 
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sustained.     Personally   T   think  this  Companion   is   unworthy  of 

Masonic  benefits,   and   if  he   is   now   under   suspension   you   have 
gone  as  far  as  you  can." 

The  committee  that  had  the  case  under  consideration 
reported  that  in  their  opinion  the  decision  relating  to  the 
Companion  who  had  failed  to  make  payment  of  fees  for 
degrees  was  not  far  reaching  enough,  and  that  summary 
action  should  have  been  taken  against  the  delinquent, 
although  they  fully  agreed  that  it  was  primarily  the  fault 
of  the  Chapter. 

We  know  of  one  jurisdiction  at  least,  where  the  enter- 
prising Companion.' lattid  the  Chapter  that  thus  encouraged 
his  questionable  aspirations,  would  be  given  short  shrift. 
The  Grand  High  Priest  failed  to  do  himself,  or  his  posi- 
tion, justice.  But  then  time  is  short  and  there  are  many 
things  to  engage  a  busy  man's  attention. 

Concluding  his  address  he  explains  matters  thus,  and, 
by  the  way,  is  there  not  something  familiar  in  the  words, 
if  not  in  the  situation  disclosed? 

"  One  year  ago  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  high  office 
with  many  resolves,  of  worthy  acts  to  be  performed,  that  I  find 
at  its  close  were  not  possible  for  me  to  accomplish. 

"  While  our  Craft  has  prospered  throughout  the  State,  I  feel 
that  I  have  not  done  what  I  much  desired  to  do  to  aid  this 
glorious  work.  I  had  planned  time  and  again  to  personally  visit 
many  of  our  Chapters,  to  inspect  their  work,  to  aid  and  encourage 
them  in  every  possible  way,  and  had  our  Grand  Secretary  to 
prepare  dates  and  notices  of  an  itinerary  which  would  enable  me 
to  make  these  visits.  In  view  of  the  General  Grand  Convocation 
which  was  held  at  Indianapolis,  my  local  trips  were  postponed 
that  I  might  absorb  from  the  learned  Companions  of  our  General 
Grand  Chapter  much  information  that  would  have  been  of  great 
value  to  our  local  Chapters.  But,  alas,  these  plans  were  shattered 
through  a  train  of  circumstances  wholly  beyond  my  control." 

And  then,  this : 

"As  we  travel  onward  where  each  of  us  most  also  give  an 
account  of  our  stewardship,  let  us  contemplate  with  gratitude 
the  Sacred  source  from  whence  comes  all  our  earthly  comforts. 
Let  us  be  steadfast  in  the  discharge  of  our  respective  obligations 
which  tends  to  bind  us  to  the  duties  we  owe  ourselves  and  our 
fellow-man,  ever  remembering."  etc.,  etc.,  etc. 
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Yes,  moire  in  the  same  strain,  but  Companions  we  beg 
to  be  excused.    "Enough  is  as  good  as  a  feast." 

Grand  Secretary  Leo  Edmomd  Bennett,  an  earnest 
worker  from  the  starting  line,  presented  an  admirable  re- 
port in  which  he  displayed  all  the  keen  diligence  for  whiclh 
the  committee  gave  (him  credit.  His  suggestions  and 
recommendations  for  improvements  in  keeping  records 
and  maintaining  strict  accuracy  were  deservedly  com- 
mended. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  proposed  Constitution, 
the  Jurisprudence  Committee  presenting  same  by  sections, 
which  were  adopted,  oir  amended  or  discarded,  section  by 
section.  Upon  completion  the  Constitution  and  Ivaws 
were  adopted  as  a  whole  by  unanimous  vote. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Joseph  Munrow,  P.  G.  H.  P.,  and  Past 
Grand  Secretary,  was  given  the  well  merited  honor  of 
Emeritus  Grand  Secretary  with  an  annual  stipend  of  one 
hundred  dollars. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  or  such  of  it  as  the 
sad  circumstances  permitted  the  late  regretted  Comp. 
Kneisly  to  collate,  is  given  as  an  appendix  to  tihe  Pro*- 
ceedimgs.  In  his  review  of  Maryland  he  said,  referring 
to  -tihe  late  Comp.  Edward  T.  Scfhultz'  report. 

"  While  many  of  the  comments  of  this  loved  Companion 
I  should  be  pleased  to  quote  for  your  information  and  instruc- 
tion, but  will  restrict  the  quotation  to  but  one.  Companion 
Schultz  is  one  of  the  believers  in  the  '  freely  they  come  and 
freely  they  should  go,'  and  dependent  membership  is  without 
favor  in  him.    This  he  says,  under  Indiana,  on  the  subject: 

" '  We  have  said  so  much  in  opposition  to  what  we  still 
insist  is  this  "  modern  heresy  of  dependent  membership "  that 
we  do  not  feel  disposed  to  further  discuss  the  question  at  this 
time,  but  we  would  respectfully  ask  our  Companion  Woods  to 
carefully  read  the  full  text  of  what  Companion  Bennett,  of 
Canada,  has  to  say  on  this  subject,  excerpts  from  which  are 
given  in  our  report  If  he  will  do  this,  at  the  time  discarding  all 
idea  of  expediency  and  perhaps  commercialism,  we  believe  he 
will  be  convinced  that  to  deprive  a  Companion  of  his  Capitular 
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rights  because  of  non-affiliation  in  a  Lodge  is  an  unwarrantable 
infringement  upon  his  inalienable  rights  and  privileges.'"

Oregon 

Chapters   .  .   34.  Members   .  .   3,724. 

Past  Grand  High  Priests  Frank  Winn-  and  J.  A.  Pin- 
ney  of  Idaho  and  W.  Irving  Latimer  of  Michigan  were 
welcome  visitors  at  Oregon's  Fifty-third  Annual  Convoca- 
tion at  Portland  on  the  9th  June,  1913. 

Two  effective  workers  in  the  past  were  among  the 
forty-eight  Companions  who  were  called  to  their  eternal 
rest  during  the  year.  Past  Grand  High  Priests  Seth  L. 
Pope  and  William  A.  Cleland  were  devoted  adherents  of 
the  Royal  Craft  and  will  be  sorely  missed. 

Grand  High  Priest  Oscar  Hayter  referred  to  both  in 
loving  terms : 

'*  They  never  quite  leave  us,  the  friends  who  have  passed 
Through  the  shadows  of  death  to  the  sunlight  above; 
A  thousand  sweet  mem'ries  are  holding  them  fast 

To  the  place  that  they  blessed  with  their  presence  and  love." 

He  authorized  the  inauguration  of  a  new  Chapter  at 
Lakevicw,  which  was  started  under  favorable  auspices. 
He  wrestled  with  the  customary  questions,  dispensations, 
by-laws,  etc.,  all  docketed  under  the  familiar  headings. 
There  was  little  or  nothing  of  vital  importance,  and  he 
closed  the  relation  of  his  doings. 

"  The  work  of  the  Chapters  is  so  well  handled,  and  their 
prosperity  so  evident,  that  I  hesitate  in  making  anj  recommen- 
dations. However,  I  shall  suggest  that  the  practice  of  soliciting 
Master  Masons  to  petition  for  the  Chapter  degrees  ought  to  be 
discouraged.  Mere  numbers  mean  little.  One  earnest,  devoted 
Companion  is  worth  a  dozen  lukewarm  and  inattentive  ones. 
My  observation  justifies  me  in  saying  that  the  members  who 
count  are  those  who  come  of  their  own  free  will  and  accord,  and 
that  a  manifestation  of  the  proper  social  and  fraternal  spirit  and 
a  reputation  for  doing  good  work  will  do  more  to  attract  desir- 
able members  than  any  amount  of  urging  and  importunity. 
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"  I  think,  too,  that  a  Chapter  should  have  a  banquet  and 
general  '  get-together '  meeting  as  often  as  once  a  year.  This 
has  been  done  by  some  of  the  Chapters  with  marked  success. 
The  affairs  of  Masonry  which  may  properly  be  termed  business 
matters  are  looked  after  almost  exclusively  in  the  lodges,  and 
the  principal  object  of  the  Chapters  should  be,  as  I  view  it,  to 
confer  the  degrees  in  such  manner  as  to  impart  the  lessons  they 
contain,  and  to  maintain  a  strong,  close  bond  of  fraternal  and 
social  union." 

There  were  the  usual  reports  from  officers  and  com- 
mittees, all  good  but  revealing  little  beyond  a  gratifying 
prosperity.  There  was  a  break  io  the'  monotony  however 
when  Grand  Lecturer  Sitlas  M.  Yoran  actually  delivered 
a  lecture,  all  'his  own,  and  ito  prove  that  his  selection  for 
the  office  was  justified.  The  address  was  without  a  title 
though  the  text  was  not  unfamiliar.  "The  Royal  Arch 
degree,  its  genesis  and  objects"  might  well  describe  the 
essay  which  was  much  enjoyed  by  those  who  lent  an  atten- 
tive ear  and  who  warmly  thanked  its  author. 

To  encourage  a  local  Masonic  Journal  a  resolution 
was  submitted  to  make  it  the  official  organ,  which  was 
approved. 

The  Constitution  which  had  undergone  revision  was 
discussed,  approved  and  finally  adopted. 

Comp.  H.  B.  Thieison  presented  his  second  report  on 
Correspondence,  and  as  predicted,  turns  out  a  finished 
article,  although  he  was  handicapped  by  a  lengthy  illness. 
Reviewing  Canada  for  19 12  he  is  disposed  to  think  well  of 
our  system  of  inspection  under  Grand  Superintendents. 
To  the  reporter  he  presents  his  compliments  thuswise  : 

"  Companion  Bennett,  whom  Roe  Fulkerson  says  '  is  the  only 
Bennett,'  is  a  very  able  and  dogmatic  correspondent.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  see  Comp.  Roe  Fulkerson  gamboling  about  that  staid 
correspondent,  but  when  Bennett  and  Warvelle,  of  Illinois,  start 
at  it,  it  is  time  for  everybody  else  to  climb  out  of  the  arena. 
When  I  read  the  Illinois  proceedings,  then  I  am  sure  that 
Warvelle  knows  what  he  is  talking  about,  but  now  I  have  gone 
through  the  Canadian  report,  I  am  quite  positive  that  Bennett  is 
ahead,  and  I  can  hardly  wait  for  the  next  report  from  Illinois." 
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Companion  Thielson  mo  doubt  means  his  description 
to  betaken  as  flattering,  but  after  all  "dogmatic/'  is  open 
to  various  interpretations,  some  of  which  we  would  hesi- 
tate to  acknowledge.  From  the  uncertain  haze  in  which 
the  subject  of  the  controversy  is  enveloped  it  would  have 
been  presumption  to  have  advanced  personal  deductions. 
From  man\-  years  of  reading  the  views  of  writers  whose 
opinions  were  based  on  tangible  evidence  and  who  in- 
variably relegated  hearsay  testimony  to  its  proper  place, 
we  had  arrived  at  the  belief  that  their  statements  were  the 
only  supports  of  what  little  history  has  left  to  us,  whatever 
argument  that  was  submitted  from  this  side  of  the  con- 
tention appeared  as  a  repetition  of  their  discoveries,  not  as 
setting  forth  an  opinion  on  dogma,  if  you  will,  born  of  our 
own  knowledge.  To  quote  from  the  historian  who  rests 
his  conviction's  on  facts  brought  to  light  by  diligent  re- 
search, is  hardly  to  be  classed  as  dogmatism,  at  least  in 
the  accepted  meaning  of  that  word.

Pennsylvania 

Chapters    .  .    135.  Members    .  .   33,188. 

With  the  volume  embracing  the  record  of  proceedings 
of  the  quarterly  communications  of  March  7,  June  6, 
September  5th  and  December  5th  preceding  the  Annual 
Grand  Communication  on  St.  John's  Day,  December  27th, 
1912,  are  given  two  most  interesting  pictures.  The  first, 
as  a  frontispiece,  is  a  photo  facsimile  of  "the  oldest 
known  American  Royal  Arch  summons  used  by  Lodge 
No.  3,  A.  Y.  M.  Pennsylvania,"  the  original  of  which  is  in 
the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  reads  : 

"  Brother,  you  are  desired  to  meet  the  Brethren  of  Royal 
Arch   Lodge  on  the    .  .    inst.   at    . .    o'clock,   in 

"  By  order  of  the  Master, 

"  Secretary." 
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The  engraving  dated  1765  shows  die  above  lettering 
between  two  supporting  pillars  of  an  arch  with  keystone 
in  place  and  below  it  an  ark  irradiated.  The  figures  Faith 
and  Hope  -nest  on  the  sides  of  the  arch  with  that  of  Charity 
seated  on  the  tesselated  flooring  at  the  base,  which  is 
reached  by  three  steps. 

The  other  is  likewise  a  photo  engraving  of  the  portrait 
of  Willliam  Ball.    "First  Grand  Chief  1795." 

At  all  the  communications  of  the  year  Canada's  atten- 
tive Grand  Representative  Comp.  Samuel  Shaw  was  on 
hand  to  respond  to  ■roll  call. 

Routine  and  exemplifications  mainly  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  Companions  at  'the  quarterlies.  A  flagrant 
case  of  violation  of  law  by  a  Chapter  and  reported  in  the 
previous  .year,  was  dealt  with  by  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee in  March.  Seizure  of  the  warrant,  the  Committee 
said,  would  involve  innocent  Companions,  so  it  was  de- 
cided to  recommend  the  removal  from  office  of  the  secre- 
tary as  he  acted  with  full  knowledge  of  his  culpability 
and  that  the  names  of  the  Companions  who  received  the 
degrees  "without  the  payment  of  any  fee"  be  stricken 
from  the  roll  of  members  unless  within  three  months  they 
pay  to  the  Chapter  all  fees  and  arrears  of  dues. 

The  case  is  indeed'  one  of  singularity  in  a  jurisdiction 
manifestly  clear  of  any  such  breaches  of  strict  working. 

_  The  death  of  Rev.  Thompson  P.  Ege/late  Grand  Chap- 
lain, callled  for  words  of  eulogy  and  appropriate  comment 
from  Grand  High  Priest  Smith  in  June. 

At  the  September  meeting  Grand  Chapter  received  a 
fraternal  visit  from  leading  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapters 
of  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey  and  Delaware. 

Again  the  Companions  were  apprised  of  a  serious  loss 
in  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Ezra  S.  Bartlett, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
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Grand  High  Priest  Smith  called  upon  several  of  the 
distinguished  visitors  for  remarks,  and  as  the  first  con- 
cluded, amid  a  seemingly  ominous  silence,  he  'hastened  to 
explain. 

"  We  appreciate  very  much  your  very  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive address.  I  wish  to  say  that  you  will  notice  in  our  Grand 
Chapter  the  absence  of  applause.  The  lack  of  applause  docs  not 
indicate  any  absence  of  appreciation.  Applause  is  not  recognized 
in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  this  Jurisdiction." 

Surely  an  encouragement  to  what  is  proverbially  re- 
garded as  "the  soul  of  wit." 

At  the  December  quarterly  certain  amendments  in 
connection  with  the  Past  Master  degree,  which  im  Pennsyl- 
vania is  conferred  with  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
under  an  agreement  with  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  fol- 
lowing extracts  from  the  report  may  assist  -the  reader  to 
an  understanding  of  the  situation. 

"  Inasmuch  as  there  is  the  precedent  or  the  fixed  practice 
that  for  all  time  heretofore,  of  which  we  have  any  record 
evidence,  for  the  Master  Mason  who  desires  to  have  conferred 
upon  him  the  degrees  under  the  control  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  to 
petition  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  through  his 
Master  Mason's  Lodge,  for  the  dispensation  to  pass  the  chair, 
we  should  before  any  change  is  attempted  or  made,  see  that  some 
good  reason  exists  for  the  change,  always  provided,  we  have 
the  power  to  make  the  change." 

"  It  may  be  said  that  whilst  there  is  no  record  which  says 
in  so  many  words  that  the  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
shall  have  no  control  over  the  passing  to  the  chair;  yet  the 
unbroken  practice  from  1783  (in  1824 — when  the  Grand  Chapter 
became  an  independent  body),  down  to  the  present  time,  that 
all  and  every  matter  pertaining  to  the  passing  to  the  chair,  the 
method  of  petition,  the  actual  petitioning,  the  granting  of  the 
dispensation,  the  revenue  therefrom,  and  the  actual  ceremony 
of  the  passing  to  the  chair,  has  been,  and  is,  solely  and  wholly 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge  of    Pennsylvania." 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  being  of  the  opinion 
that  the  amendments  were  aimed  at  shattering  the  old 
time  agreement  under  the  impression  that  the  change 
would  facilitate  the  Royall  Arch  aspirant's  progress,  op- 
posed their  adoption  and  so  recommended.  Grand  Chap- 
ter concurred. 
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At  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  the  M.  E  Grand 
High  Priest  Comp.  A.  G.  Criswell  Smith  presented  his 
address,  in  which  he  stated  that,  during  the  year,  he  de- 
voted .thought,  energy  amid-  time  to  enable  officers  of  sub- 
ordinate Chapters  to  submit  approved  work,  and  he  be- 
lieved much  bad  been  accomplished  toward  that  object. 

He  ruled  against  the  eligibility  of  an  applicant  who  had 
lost  "almost  the  half  of  one  of  his  fingers." 

His  visitations  were  numerous  and  he  gave  deserved 
credit  to  the  D.  G.  H.  Priests  for  their  care  and  zeal. 

Demands  by  the  Chapters  for  special  instructors  were 
greater  than  anticipated'  and  soon  exhausted  the  appro- 
priation. He  instanced  the  conditions  as  a  hopeful  and 
healthy  sign, 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Win.  B.  Meredith  of  the  com- 
mittee of  five  to  whom  is  intrusted  the  reviewing  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters  had  as  usual  Canada 
(1912)  under  his  immediate  and  critical  eye  and,  as  be- 
fore, dealt  lightly  with  our  imperfections,  and  where  he 
considered  praise  due,  did  not  hesitate  to  give  it.  Observ- 
ing the  delegation  present,  he  admitted  surprise. 

"  We  regard  this  as  a  wonderful  attendance,  when  we  con- 
sider the  extent  of  the  territory  embraced  in  the  five  provinces 
which  make  up  the  Grand  Chapter  of   Canada." 

The  Grand  Z's  permission  to  wear  R.  A.  clothing  at  a 
blue  Lodge  entertainment  he  fails  to  understand,  because, 
in  Pennsylvania,  Chapter  regalia  is  confined  to  the  Chap- 
ter. 

It  may  be  as  well  to  explain  that  the  custom  has  pre- 
vailed in  Canada  that  where  a  social  function,  given  un- 
der 'the  auspices  of  the  Blue  Lodge  is  held,  permission  is 
granted  to  the  brethren  to  wear  their  aprons,  and  where 
those  of  them  who  iare  R.  A.  Masons  make  such  request, 
similar  authority  is  accorded1  to  wear  the  apron  and  sash 
only,  peculiar  to  that  degree. 
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He  describes  M.  E.  Camp.  Harcourt's  address  as  an 
admirable  Masonic  paper  of  value  to  bis  own  Companions, 
and  much  of  it  of  great  interest  to  the  fraternity  at  large. 

He  quotes  freely.  He  is  not  disposed  however  to 
agree  with  any  who  would  lapse  from  "strict  letter  uni- 
formity" in  Masonry,  the  interpretation  of  Shakespeare  to 
the  contrary. 

'  The  intelligent  and  enthusiastic  officer,  with  education  and 
resource,  will  make  the  uniform  work  both  beautiful  and  im- 
pressive. Here,  we  believe  the  work  adopted  and  taught  by  the 
Grand  Chapter  is  the  only  work  the  subordinate  Chapters  should 
be  permitted  to  use." 

To  the  reporter  he  as  generously  tolerant  and  gives  us 
credit  for  keeping  to  the  true  Masonic  path.  Well,  if  we 
stray,  it  will  not  be  for  closing  our  ears  to  such  clear-cut 
sentiments  as  our  Companions  in  the  home  of  the  Quaker 
are  not  afraid  to  acknowledge  and  if  necessary,  proclaim.

Death  laid  a  'heavy  hand  upon  our  sister  jurisdiction 
since  the  last  record  of  her  annual  doings  was  reviewed. 
It  may  be  recalled  that  M.  E.  Companion  Theodore  Anson 
Emmans,  Grand  Z.,  stricken  by  illness,  was  unable  to  be 
present  amid  preside  at  the  Convocation.  The  hope  cher- 
ished by  his  Companions  that  he  would  be  restored  to 
wonted  health  and  mingle  with  them  again  at  this  annual 
assembling  was  dissipated  when  tidings  of  his  "passing''' 
on  1 2th  January,  1913,  was  announced. 

Dr.  Henry  Leroy  Fuller,  M.  E.  Grand  First  Principal 
in  1 899- 1 900,  was  called  in  April  of  the  previous  year. 

R.  E.  Comp.  Henry  Griffith,  P.  G.  Supt.,  V.  E.  Comps. 
James  K.  Whyte  and  Charles  W.  Hagar,  were  others  that 
in  their  day  had  labored  well  and  being  known  and  valued 
by  their  Companions  were  deservedly  mourned. 
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To  the  memory  of  each  M.  E.  Comp.  J.  Alex. 
Cameron,  Grand  First  Principal,  paid  suitable  tobute 
when  addressing  Grand  Chapter  at  Montreal  in  its  Thirty - 
sixth  Annual  Convocation  on  26th  March,  1913. 

"  Despite  the  teachings  of  nature  and  the  oft-recurring  facts 
of  our  own  experience,  we  do  not  accustom  ourselves  to  the  loss 
of  friends ;  each  successive  bereavement  weighs  heavily  upon 
us;  and,  no  matter  what  may  be  our  duty  in  that  respect,  we 
cannot  bring  ourselves  to  contemplate  with  equanimity  or  the 
indifference  induced  by  habit,  the  final  parting  from  those  whom 
we  have  learned  to  love  and  respect.  We  can,  however,  and 
should  be  grateful  for  the  memories  of  those  qualities  in  our 
departed  friends  which  have  bound  them  to  us ;  those  memories, 
in  any  event,  are  possessions  of  which  Death  cannot  rob  us." 

The  condition  and  progress  of  the  Capitular  rite  in 
Quebec,  the  Grand  Z.  stated,  were  satisfactory,  although 
personally  he  had  not  contributed  as  he  would  have  liked 
owing  to  reasons,  with  which  most  of  the  Companions 
were  familiar. 

Tihe  numerical  increase  for  the  period  just  closed  was 
not  what  it  should  nave  been  considering  that  out  of  a 
total  active  membership  of  7,313  in  the  Craft  Lodges  of 
the  Province,  alii  but  1,418  aire  apparently  content  to  re- 
main (satisfied  with  the  Masonic  light  and  instruction  im- 
parted in  the  first  three  degrees. 

"  It  is  otherwise  interesting  to  note,  it  is  just  one  hundred 
years  ago  this  year  that,  upon  the  amalgamation  of  the  two 
rival  Grand  Lodges  now  composing  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of 
England,  one  of  the  Articles  of  Union  set  forth  that  pure 
Ancient  Masonry  consists  of  the  three  degrees,  '  including  the 
Supreme  Order  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.'  " 

Two  applications  for  new  Chapters  were  received  by 
him,  one  from  the  north-east  section  of  Montreal  and  the 
other  from  the  town  of  Richmond.  Being  on  the  eve  of 
Grand  Chapter  'he  had  not  actually  signed  the  dispensa- 
tions. He  considered  well  of  the  applications  in  both 
instances. 

The  district  -reports  from  the  Grand  Superintendents 
were  testimony  to  careful  inspection  and  zealous  officers. 
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Reports  from  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  Grand  Treas- 
urer indicated  advance  and  stability,  while  that  from  the 
Grand  Lecturer  displayed  a  watchfulness  in  the  matter  of 
Chapter  working-  highly  commendable. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  affecting-  the  com- 
position of  Grand  Chapter  committees  and  the  duties  of 
certain  officers,  were  discussed  and  approved. 

The  Montreal  Companions,  as  usual,  undertook  the 
entertainment  of  Grand  Chapter  at  its  close. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  again  the  excellent 
result  of  the  labours  of  M.  E.  Comp.  Chambers.  His  in- 
troduction is  a  scrutiny  of  the  "material  prosperity" 
boasted  by  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  Grand  Chapters.  He 
goes  a  wee  bit  beneath  the  surface  and  looks  for  the  inh 
ward  and  spiritual  effects  that  should  follow  a  healthy 
growth  and  apparently  is  of  the  opinion  that  much  of  the 
alleged  "material  prosperity"  is  due  to  unwholesome  in- 
flation and  we  are  inclined  to  agree  with  him.  He  re- 
marked that  once  upon  a  time 

"  The  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  non-affiliates  aroused 
suspicion  that  some  brethren  were  simply  making  use  of  the 
Royal  Arch  for  ulterior  purposes ;  in  a  word,  that  they  were 
only  taking  the  degree  because  they  found  that  they  must  do 
so  or  go  without  something  beyond  it  that  they  desired  to  have. 
And  we  repeat  what  we  have  said  before  in  this  connection — 
though  some  of  our  Companion  reviewers  do  not  appear  to 
agree  with  us — that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  can  well  afford  to  do 
without   those   who  join   us    from   improper   motives." 

He  ventures  the  conclusion  that  absence  of  interroga- 
tory on  questions  of  law  betrays  a  more  studious  vein  on 
the  part  of  Chapter  officers,  that  the  announcements  of 
increased  interest  in  degree  work  is  to  be  attributed  to  the 
impression  created  by  Capitular  teachings  and  to  the  same 
source  is  due  a  new  born  sense  of  responsibility  wlien 
charity  makes  appeal.  One  would  like  to  express  the  hope 
that  published  results  of  such  improved  conditions  were 
based  on  more  solid  estimates.  Or  does  he  think  that  his 
own  view  point  ihas  'been  realized  and  that  the  demand 
Which  the  good  of  the  Royal  Craft  'has  put  forth  has  been 
met  with  affirmative  response  ? 
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"  A  due  impressiveness  in  the  degree  work,  a  determination 
that  in  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  prevent  it,  the  beautiful  degrees 
of  Capitular  Masonry  shall  not  be  utilized  merely  as  a  bridge 
for  crossing  to  something  beyond  them,  a  living  as  well  as  a 
teaching  of  the  lessons  of  the  Royal  Arch,  and  increasing  care 
to  make  Chapter  meetings  socially  and  intellectually  attractive 
and    instructive." 

"A  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished,"  yet  there 
are  pessimists  who  wiilll  see  in  .that  pretty  picture  nought 
but  a  Utopian  vision. 

Companion  Chambers,  under  Canada  (1913),  anient 
the  Grand  Z's  remarks  touching  neglect  on  the  part  of 
superintending  officers,  submits  a  method  that  if  copied 
might  have  a  curative  effect. 

"  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  has  not  had  occasion  to 
complain  of  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  its  District  Superin- 
tendents, and  should  the  occasion  seem  to  arise  it  will  doubtless 
follow  the  example  set  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  accords  no 
Grand  Lodge  rank  to  its  D.D.G.M.'s,  except  on  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Masonry,  after  it  has 
been   earned   by  the  meritorious  performance   of   official   duty." 

His  impression  of  matters  generally  on  this  side  of 
the  dividing  line  is  favorable  and  adds  congratulations  to 
M.  E.  Comp.  Macwatt,  Quebec's  Grand  Representative  in 
this  jurisdiction,  on  Ibis  election  to  the  office  of  Grand 
First  Principal. 

The  review  is  altogether  quite  up  to  Comp.  Chambers' 
average,  and  that  means  a  rather  high  standard  of  ex- 
cellence.

Chapters   ..    11.  Members   ..   4,241. 

Grand  Chapter  has  been  running  since  1798  and  the 
wheel  has  never  missed  a  cog.  For  sixteen  years  beyond 
the   century   the   Companions  bave   assembled   annually, 
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elected  officers  and  generally  made  sure  of  the  future. 
What  they  did  in  the  days  when  we  were  not,  so  did  they 
when  M.  E.  Conip.  Herbert  Bliss  was  privi'leged  to  call 
them  to  order  in  One  hundred  and  fifteenth  Annual  Con- 
vocation at  Providence  on  March  nth,  1913. 

The  chair  usually  filled  by  the  Grand  Treasurer  had 
another  occupant,  R.  E.  Comp.  Amasa  C.  Tourfcellot  hav- 
ing been  called  to  his  reward  in  the  previous  October 
at  the  age  of  74.    He  had  held  office  since  1889. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  FranceMo  G.  Jill  son  was  an- 
other of  the  old  guard  who  was  missed.  He  presided  over 
Grand  Chapter  in  1873  to  1875.    He  died  in  November. 

In  addition  to  the  General  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E. 
Comp.  Bernard  G.  Witt,  the  Convocation  was  honored  by 
visits  from  M.  E.  Comp.  Frederick  T.  Comee,  P.  G.  H.  P., 
of  Massachusetts  and  R.  E.  Comp.  Louis  P.  Beach,  D.  G. 
H.  P.,  of  Connecticut.  AM  were  received  with  hospitable 
welcome. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Witt,  with  whom  was  Airs.  Witt,  was 
tendered  a  reception  in  the  evening  previous  and  the 
Grand  High  Priest  made  special  reference  to  the  event  in 
his  address  as  he  also  did  to  his  visit  to  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  in  September. 

"  The  General  Grand  Chapter  is  the  largest  body  of  Masons 
in  the  world,  and  the  coming  together  of  representatives  from 
nearly  every  State  in  the  United  States  and  our  insular  pos- 
sessions every  three  years  has  amalgamated  this  great  society 
of  Capitular  Masons  into  a  compact  body,  operating,  under  the 
same  general  laws,  and  each  striving  to  outdo  the  other  in 
good  work." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  and  his  associate  officers  did 
their  duty  in  the  capacity  of  caring  for  official  visitors  and 
in  other  respects  guarded  the  interests  of  their  charge. 

The  secretary  of  one  of  the  Chapters  asked  a  ruling  in 
the  cast  of  an  applicant  for  the  degrees  who  had  lost  his 
left  arm  between  the  elbow  and  shoulder.  The  Grand 
High  Priest  decided  in  favour  of  the  petitioner,  and  gave 
the  Chapter  authority  to  receive  the  application. 
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He  then  gave  his  reasons  which,  he  admitted,  were  at 
variance  with  views  held  by  many  Capitular  authorities, 
and  cited  cases  in  which  the  "perfect  youth"  theory  was 
not  upheld.  He  instanced  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Washington  and  Canada,  where,  because  of 
enactments  or  .precedent,  the  rulers  were  compelled  to 
put  aside  their  personal  leaning.  Illinois  to  the  contrary 
decided  that  the  loss  of  either  hand  did  not  debar  an  other- 
wise acceptable  applicant,  and  that  Grand  Chapter  sus- 
tained the  decision. 

He  'held  that  the  old  time  requirement  was  carried 
down  from  the  early  days  when  Masons  were  more  opera- 
tive than  speculative  and  had  to  be  physically  perfect  to 
perform  their  labors,  but  in  the  present  day,  when  we 
work  only  as  speculative  Masons,  we  should  apply  tibe 
requirements,  as  we  do>  the  working  tools,  to  a  more  noble 
and  glorious  purpose. 

"  As  the  operative  Masons  were  required  to  be  physically 
perfect,  so  should  the  speculative  Masons  be  required,  in  a  sym- 
bolic sense,  to  be  morally  perfect.  Hence  our  standard  for 
admission  to  the  Chapter  should  be  moral,  not  physical.  I  can 
add  no  beter  words  than  to  quote  the  Grand  Z.  of  Canada,  who, 
after  saying  he  would  have  been  pleased  to  rule  in  favor  of 
the  candidate,  said  '  To  hold  otherwise  is  cruel  and  devoid  of 
Masonic   charity.' " 

His  decision1  was  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Grand 
Officers'  Reports,  which  found : 

"  Upon  the  decision  rendered  by  M.  E.  Companion  Bliss, 
your  committee  are  not  agreed;  the  majority  of  the  committee 
recommend  that  his   decision  be   approved." 

And  on  being  submitted  it  was  received  and  the  recom- 
mendation to  approve  the  decision  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  was,  after  an  extended  discussion,  adopted.  Thus 
is  scored  another  win  for  the  cripple. 

The  various  committee  reports  were  presented  and 
favorably  received.  The  new  Chapter  at  Narragansett 
was  granted  a  charter. 

At  the  request  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  the  officers 
elected  and  appointed  were  then  severally  installed  into 
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office  by  M.  E.  Comp.  Bernard  G.  Witt,  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  who  also  addressed  the  Chapter  i it  a  very 
able  and  instructive  manner. 

A  Past  Grand  High  Priest's  jewel  and  apron  were  then 
presented  to  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Comp. 
Herbert  Bliss,  who  expressed  his  thanks  and  appreciation. 

M.  E.  Comp.  S.  Penrose  Williams  furnished  his  usual 
concise  yet  conscientious  report  on  Correspondence,  whiclh 
is  compiled  for  ihri-s  Companion's  by  giving,  as  he  says,  a 
simple  review  of  the  actual  transactions  of  the  several 
Grand  Chapters  noting  those  distinctive  matters  of  im- 
portance which  it  wais  felt  would  be  of  interest  to  the 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Rhode  Island,  because  of  the  in- 
sight furnished  relative  to  the  methods  peculiar  to  other 
jurisdictions,  thus  imparting  food  for  thought  and  per- 
haps real  instruction. 

He  quotes  M.  E.  Comp.  Harcourt  of  Canada  on  the 
Correspondents'  methods  which,  be  adds,  if  read  between 
the  lines,  will  give  something  of  his  own  ideal.

The  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  and 
committee  are  embraced  in  a  pamphlet  of  over  125  pages 
preceded  by  lists  of  Grand  Officers,  Provinces,  Chapters, 
Principals,  Proxies  and  Grand  Chapter  members  being 
the  greater  portion  of  the  compilation.  Dealing  with  the 
Annual  Convocation  in  Edinburgh  on  the  24th  March, 
19 1 3,  the  record  tells  of  the  installation  of  officers  by  M. 
E.  Comp.  R.  King  Stewart,  retiring  Grand  Z.,  who  in- 
vested bis  successor,  the  Earl  of  Cassilis,  with  becoming 
ceremony.  In  honor  of  the  occasion  several  appointments 
to  honorary  rank  were  made  and  Grand  Chapter  closed. 

The  periodical  festival  of  the  Vernal  Equinox  was 
then  enjoyed  by  over  one  hundred  Companions  who,  while 
they  discussed  the  good  things   provided,   listened  with 
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characteristic  contentment  to  speeches  of  loyal  and'  patri- 
otic color,  that  of  the  belted  Earl,  installed  as  Grand  First 
Principal,  being  of  exceptional  interest,  dealing  as  it  did 
with  personal  reminiscences  of  Egypt. 

M.  E.  Camp.  W.  Munro  Denholm,  Past  Grand  Third 
Principal  in  proposing'  "Sister  Constitutions,"  contrasted 
the  working  methods  of  the  adjacent  countries,  in  which 
he  claimed  Scotland  was  superior.  England  he  said  had 
about  a  thousand  active  Chapters,  but  in  the  working  were 
behind  because  they  did  not  include  the  Mark.  Ireland 
did,  and  in  some  respects  approached  Scotland's  merit. 
An  unfinished  attempt  had  been  made  by  deputations  from 
all  three  to  discuss  the  matter  of  assimilating  the  work,  if 
possible,  and  Ihe  trusted  that  a  similar  effort  would  in  fu- 
ture be  crowned  with  success.  He  then  referred  to  diver- 
sity in  the  working  when  they  came  to  consider  the  Ameri- 
can constitutions.  Incidentally  he  reminded  the  Com- 
panions of  the  proposed  visit  to  the  old  lands  of  a  Cana- 
dian Chapter  from  Toronto,  bearing  "the  Travelling  Tri- 
angle," as  a  pledge  of  Companionship. 

"  Whatever  other  Companions  may  think  about  this,  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  we  will  receive  that  triangle  from  them  in  the 
fraternal  manner  in  which  it  is  presented  to  us,  and  that  we 
will  not  permit  these  Companions  to  go  back  to  Canada  with 
any  feeling  of  disrespect  or  a  feeling  that  this  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  is  not  equal  to  its  past  grand  history  as  the  Mother 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  world." 

Much  routine  business  was  accomplished  at  the  April 
and  June  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Committee.  It  was 
mostly  of  local  interest. 

A  question  having  been  submitted  for  the  decision  of 
the  committee  as  to  who  has  the  right  of  installing  the 
M.  E.  Z.  of  a  Chapter,  they  found  that  it  was  clearly  the 
prerogative  of  'the  retiring  M.  E.  Z.  to  instal  'his  successor. 

A  question  was  submitted  to  the  committee  in  the  foil- 
lowing  terms:  "Can  the  Mark  Degree  be  conferred  in  a 
Chapter  without  affiliation  upon  a  Scottish  Master  Mason, 
who  has  been  exalted  in  an  English  Chapter,  and  if  so  can 
the  Chapter  charge  a  fee  for  the  degree." 
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It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  answer  must  be  in 
the  negative. 

The  decision  is  not  one  that  would  appeal  to  Canada's 
idea  of  the  fitness  of  things.  Here  a  Companion  tried  and 
proved  carries  his  eligibility  to  receive  the  mark  with  his 
credentials  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason.

Hale  and  hearty  in  this  its  One  hundred  and  third 
year,  .South  Carolina,  numerically  smaller  than  many  of 
greater  pretensions,  proceeds  along  in  the  'harmonious 
fashion  of  the  good  olid  days,  and  is  only  rudely  reminded 
of  the  mellowing  advance  of  time  when  the  angel  of  death 
summons  a  well  known  and  beloved  Companion  as  it  did' 
when  Past  Grand  Secretary  Albert  Edward  Eugle  obeyed 
the  call  in  the  November  prior  to  the  One  hundred  and 
second  Annual  Convocation  at  Spartanburg  on  the  8th 
April,  1913.  Companion  Fugle  was  the  intimate  friend 
and  co-worker  of  the  lamented  Companion1,  Jacob  T. 
Barron,  who  appointed  him  as  Grand  Secretary  upon  the 
resignation  of  Companion  Burke. 

Grand  High  Priest  J.  L.  Micbie  voiced  the  general 
feeling  of  sympathy  when,  in  making  the  announcement, 
he  said : 

"  Through  the  weary  hours  of  a  long  and  painful  illness,  he 
bore  up  with  true  Masonic  fortitude,  and  he  seemed  to  com- 
prehend something  of  the  truth  contained  in  these  words  of 
noble  courage,  '  to  die  is  gain.' " 

"Ah !  but  we'll  keep  thy  grave  green  with  love's  fountains, 

And  close  in  our  hearts  a  grave  greener  for  thee, 
With  a  grief  that  shall  last,  friend,  as  long  as  the  mountains, 

As  deep  and  unchanged  as  the  sob  of  the  sea, 
The  heart-place  left  vacant   shall   never,   oh !   never, 

By  another  be  claimed,  by  another  be   filled, 
Until  we,  too,  lie  down  in  thy  calm  sleep  forever, 

And  our  pulses,  like  thine,  friend,  forever  are  stilled." 
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In  stating  that  steady  progress  was  apparent  the  Grand 
High  Priest  deplored  the  tendency  "to  rush  through  the 
degrees"  and  offered  a  veiled  suggestion  <in  the  depriva- 
tion of  the  dispensating  power  to  the  chief  head  and  ruler 
which  he  apparently  considered  was:  developing  into 
license.  But  because  others  had  done  so  before  'him,  he 
followed  a  custom  "which  almost  amounts  to  law"  and 
granted  thirteen  dispensations  to  elect  and  confer  degrees 
out  of  time,  he  also  authorized  in  several  cases  the  con- 
ferring of  more  tfhiam  two  degrees  at  the  same  Convocation 
and  a  number  for  other  purposes. 

"Open  confession  is  good  for  the  soul"  is  an  old  say- 
ing, so  one  must  credit  the  worthy  Companion  with  early 
preparation  for  the  inevitable.  But  why  should  any  Grand 
body  suffer  the  continuance  of  a  practice  so  palpably  un- 
j ust  to  a  Companion  placed!  in  the  position  of  mouthpiece 
and  executive,  during  the  interval  ? 

He  had  something  to  say  about  the  necessity  of  record- 
ing the  "mark"  and  even  himself,  as  he  states,  declined  to 
proceed  with  an  exaltation  on  discovering  that  the  candi- 
date had  failed  in  this  particular  regard  and  aptly  re- 
marked : 

"  In  all  my  visits  I  have  tried  to  impress  on  the  officers  the 
necessity  of  a  strict  adherence  to  the  law." 

A  puzzled  pedestrian  on  the  outskirts  of  a  Scotch  vil- 
lage accosted  a  brown-faced,  bare-legged  little  urchin, 
from  whom  he  inquired  the  way  to  the  golf  links. 

"Weel,"  said  the  laddie,  "ye'll  gang  straight  alang  here 
till  ye  come  to  the  first  on  yer  richt,  an'  ye'll  see  a  meenis- 
ter — I  mean  a  sign-post,"  he  corrected  hastily,  "and  ye'll 
get  the  road  frae  it." 

Thanking  him  for  his  information,  the  stranger  next 
inquired  why  he  cailled  the  finger-post  a  minister. 

Shuffling  his  feet  and  gazing  longingly  at  the  copper 
held  out  to  him,  he  stammered  out,  "A'body  ca's  it  th' 
meenister,'  cos  it  pints  the  richt  way,  but  disna  gang  it 
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itsel".  and  seizing  the  coin  he  scampered  off  to  join  his 
companion's. 

South  Carolina  having  adopted  the  "Texas  plan"  which 
makes  compulsory  the  application  for  the  Cryptic  degrees 
simultaneous  with  those  of  the  Chapter,  the  rosy  couch 
on  which  the  Grand  High  Pries*  rests  is  likely  to  reveal 
tineom  fort  able  thorn's.  He  was  the  target  for  volleys  of 
questions,  herewith  a  sample: 

"  A  Master  Mason  of  limited  means,  unable  to  spare  more 
than  rive  dollars  per  month  out  of  his  living  expenses,  and 
desirous  of  receiving  the  Capitular  Degrees  at  the  rate  within 
his  means,  but  not  contemplating  going  further,  wishing  to 
know  good  Masonic  reason  why  he  is  denied  the  privilege  of 
the  Capitular  Degrees  because  he  is  financially  unable,  and  not 
inclined  to  advance  the  sum  required  for  the  Council  degrees, 
what  answer   shall  be  given?" 

The  reply  when  placed  alongside  "those  lessons  of 
exalted  morality"  which  the  neophyte,  in  symbolic  as  we'll 
as  in  Capitular  Masonry,  is  urged  to  practise,  is  sufficiently 
illuminating  to  create  a  gasp  at  least. 

11  Explain  the  law  to  the  Master  Mason  referred  to,  and  as 
he  has  twice  sworn  to  obey  the  law,  he  will  have  sufficient  intelli- 
gence to  understand  that  he  must  obey  the  law  of  the  Chapter  as 
well  as  the  law  of  the  Lodge ;  if  he  has  not  that  intelligence, 
then  he  would  be  no  acquisition  to  our  Royal  Craft.  Every 
Mason,  of  whatever  degree,  who  is  '  financially  unable,'  and 
'  not  inclined  '  to  pay  for  a  higher  degree,  is  '  denied  the  privi- 
lege '  of  advancement  in  our  Order.     And  rightly  so,  too." 

The  brother  wants  itifoe  Capitular  degrees,  he  does  not 
want  the  others.  The  situation  discloses  the  latest  phase 
im  the  coercive  methods  being  slowly  but  surely  introduced 
into  the  Masonry  as  practised  abroad. 

He  authorized  the  institution  of  a  new  Chapter  at 
Allendale,  and  incidentally  mentioned  that  he  had  insti- 
tuted and  constituted  all  the  mew  Chapters  organized  i<m  the 
jurisdiction  within  the  last  ten  years. 

With  the  Grand  Secretary  he  went  to  Indianapolis  for 
the  General  Grand  Triennial. 
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"  I  was  sorry  to  learn  that  Scotland  is  still  playing  the 
'  same  old  game,'  and  chartering  Chapters  where  she  has  no 
right  to.  Her  latest  offense  was  in  the  Philippines,  but  her 
Chapter  there  has  been  declared  clandestine,  and  steps  have  been 
taken  to  show  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  the  error  of  her 
ways." 

Notwithstanding  'this  grave  source  of  sorrow,  his  en- 
joyment of  the  hospitality  .ex-tended  by  the  Companions  of 
Indiana  was  keen. 

Referring  to  the  projected  Masonic  Home  he  said  the 
fund  had  now  reached  over  seventy-eight  thousand  dollars, 
hut  nothing  would  be  done  until  it  had  swelled  to  one 
hundred  thousand.  Grand  Chapter  gives  towards  this 
great  object  one  thorn  sand  dollars  annually  and  he  sug- 
gested that  instead  of  handing  it  over  each  year,  it  would 
be  wisdom  to  form  a  specific  fund  of  their  own  in  con- 
nection with  the  Home  and'  apply  the  sum,  at  the  proper 
time,  to  some  integral  part  of  the  project,  a  hospital,  cot- 
tage or  other  purpose  of  utility  which  might  be  identified 
with  the  donors,  thus  adding  to  the  interest  the  Com- 
panions entertained  for  the  scheme  and  providing  an  in- 
centive to  additional  substantial  support. 

As  a  visitor  M.  E.  Comp.  Michie  endeavoured  to  out- 
shine all  previous  records  and  he  about  succeeded.  The 
Chapters,  at  any  rate,  benefitted  by  'his  counsel  as  well  as 
his  presence. 

Grand  Secretary  Hart's  report  showed  that  Grand 
Chapter  was  well  looked  after. 

The  Grievances  Committee  took  up  the  cases  of  Chap- 
ters fined  for  delay  in  making  returns  and  dealt  fraternal 
leniency  in  each  case. 

In  the  matter  of  recognition  of  lately  formed  Grand 
Chapters,  the  wholesale  method  was  adopted  and  the  reso- 
lution according  such  included  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Utah, 
New  South  Wales,  Victoria  and  Western  Australia. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Michie,  as  before,  is  the  compiler  of  the 
Correspondence  report,  and  he  does  it  well,  Canada  re- 
ceiving a  full  measure  of  courteous  treatment.  Referring 
to  the  reporter  he  observes  : 
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"lie   cannot   hide   the    fact   that   he   thinks   the    British    way 

of    conducting     all     things     Masonic     is     far     superior     to     the 
American." 

We  have  taken  the  liberty  of  italicising  some  of  'his 
words  in  order  'to  state  that  such  an  inference  cannot 
justly  be  maintained  from  our  writings.  W'here  super- 
iority was  claimed,  it  was  for  something  distinct,  but  that 
our  good  Companion  should  not  continue  of  the  same  mind 
we  can  assure  him  that  there  are  many  things  in  Craft 
matters  which  our  across-the-seas  cousins  have  no  occa- 
sion to  be  over  proud  about,  and  which  our  American 
brethren  would  hesitate  to  copy  just  as  they  would  never 
think  of  inaugurating.  The  one  matter  for  which  the  old 
country  Craft  is  to  be  commended  is  its  abiding  adher- 
ence to  ancient  usage  and  its  invulnerable  detestation  of 
innovation.  In  the  main,  whatever  praise  was  given  to 
British  Craft  methods  in  these  papers,  was  based  on  these 
characteristics.

A  picture  of  Yankton's  fine  Masonic  Temple  and  the 
portrait  of  a  gentleman  wearing  a  serious  mein  and  a 
Shrine 'button,  are  presented  with  the  191 3  volume  of 
Proceedings.  Yankton  was  the  privileged  temporary 
home  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  its  Twenty-fourth  Annual 
Convocation  on  the  I2>th  July,  hence  the  Temple,  and 
Charles  A.  Cbristopherson,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  was 
the  "head  and  front  of  the  offending,"  hence  the  portrait 
and  the  aspect  of  anxiety.  The  attendance,  exceptionally 
good,  included  almost  the  entire  official  outfit,  nearly  a 
dozen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  over  a  score  of  Grand 
Representatives,  among  them  Canada's  own  D.  Carrigan. 

Now  for  those  who  are  unacquainted  with  Yankton, 
be  it  known  that  it  is  the  "oldest  city  of  the  State,  located 
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upon  a  beautiful  plain  bordering  the  broad  and  turbulent 
Missouri"  and  where  mine  years  previously,  continued  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  he  first  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  meet- 
ing with  hits  Companions  of  Grand  Chapter.  They  then 
exhibited  all  the  attributes  that  good  fellowship  claims  for 
its  own,  and  the  impression  was  so  favorable  that  he  con- 
tinued the  alliance  ever  since. 

He  exercised  his  prerogative  in  the  granting  of  dis- 
pensations to  Chapters  for  various  purposes,  all  "for 
good  and  sufficient  reasons." 

Grand  Lecturer  Ives  reported  to  him  a  season,  of  ac- 
tivity, but  deplored  the  tendency  to  make  the  Chapter  de- 
grees a  mere  qualification  to  the  attainment  of  the  toy 
sword,  feathers  and  other  gew  gaws. 

He  was  asked  for  a  decision!  in  only  one  case,  and  that 
referred  to  the  position  of  a  member  in  arrears,  an  answer 
to  w'hich  could  only  be  determined  by  the  terms  of  the 
Chapter  by-law. 

In  the  matter  of  visitation  'he  admitted  good  intentions, 
but  "circumstances,"  etc.  With  the  couple  of  visits  he  did 
make,  he  expressed  pleasure.  However,  "from  informa- 
tion received"  he  was  able  to  report  that  conditions  were 
rosy. 

The  various  committees  bad  little  or  nothing  to  do,  the 
active  officers'  efforts  were  appreciated  through  the  me- 
dium of  resolutions,  the  Yankton  Companions  and  citi- 
zens' hospitality  was  suitably  acknowledged,  the  customary 
jewel  presented  and'  Grand  Chapter  closed. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Louis  G.  Levoy  is  again  the  reviewer  of 
the  Grand  Chapters  and  where  Grand  Secretary  Petti- 
grew,  South  Dakota's  art  collector,  succeeds  in  capturing 
a  photo  presentment  of  his  colleagues  abroad,  a  miniature 
of  same  appears  over  each  jurisdiction  inspected  giving  to 
the  completed  paper  the  appearance  of  an  illustrated  sup- 
plement. 

Comp.  Levoy  can  say  much  in  a  small  compass  and 
thus  covers  Canada  with  success  in  little  over  a  page.   He 
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accepts  our  explanation  of  the  Scottish  Chapter's  exist- 
ence on  the  Pacific  Coast,  but  would  have  preferred  to 
enjoy  the  spectacle  of  the  Canadian  headsman  stalking  in 
and  enjoying  Ins  little  chop.  He  has  little  use  for  Scot- 
land's attitude  in  connection  with  the  antipodean  Grand 
Chapters  and  even  goes  the  length  of  suggesting  that  the 
Capitular  world  pronounce  against  the  principle  of  dual 
jurisdiction  as  maintained  by  her,  urging  that  if  pacific 
protest  fails,  to  combine  in  severing  fraternal  relations. 
A  remedy  that  might  work  with  a  back  action  effect. 

'Ware,  Scottie !  his  resources  are  many  and  startling 
and  as  for  "getting  there"  ds  not  'his  ingenuity  proverbial  ? 
Does  he  not  fatten  on  what  would  make  skeletons  of  the 
sturdy  sons  of  others  nations?  a  truism  illustrated  in  the 
effusion  of  an  Auld  Reekie  versifier  on  hearing  of  a  north 
Briton's  achievement  in  exile  recently. 

r>  'Twas  in  a  crowded  hospital  in  western  U.  S.  A., 

A  Caledonian  far  frae  hame,  sick,  lonely,  dying  lay. 
'  Oh,  doctor,  dear,  could  I  but  hear  oor  ain  bagpipes  again, 
I'd  shut  ma  een  an'  dee  in  peace  in  spite  o'  a'  ma  pain.' 

"  The  kindly  doctor  scoured  the  toon,  a  brither  Scot  was  found, 
And  soon  within  the  hospital  the  cheery  pipes  resound  ; 
Along  the  great  wide  corridors  the  pibroch  echoed  clear 

Till  every  poor  sick  sufferer  heard  auld  Scotia's  tunes  so  dear. 

"  And  by  that  glorious  music  the  weary  Scot  revived, 
Regained  his  health  and  walked  abroad — the  other  patients  died.

Tennessee 

Chapters   .  .   88.  Members   .  .   5,192. 

To  the  Companions  assembled  at  Nashville  for  the 
Eighty- fourth  Annual  Convocation  on  the  27th  January, 
191 3,  Grand  High  Priest  Junius  Hobson  touchingly  ex- 
pressed his  gratitude  for  the  fraternal  spirit  that  prompted 
the  sympathy  of  the  Companions  during  the  long  illness 
of  his  daughter  which  culminated  in  her  death.    The  silent 
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visitor  (had  also  taken'  'his  official  supporter  and  much  loved 
Companion"  Jesse  Arnold,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest. 
James  B.  Murfree,  Past  Grand  Scribe,  was  another  well 
known  Craftsman  who  had  answered  the  call,  while  still 
another  who  in  the  past  had  earned  a  reputation  as  a  de- 
voted Mason  was  Americus  V.  Warr,  Past  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest 
of  Grand  Chapter. 

"  Companion  Warr  was  one  of  the  best  known  Masonic 
students  in  the  State.  He  had  been  in  constant  attendance  at 
the  Grand  bodies  for  over  forty  years.  He  was  universally 
loved  and  respected.  A  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  courteous, 
affable,  and  a  man  of  great  ability." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  regretted  that  circumstances 
were  such  as  to  interfere  with  the  duty  of  personal  visi- 
tation, but  he  was  in  a  position  to  state  that  the  Royal 
Craft  had  shown  a  gratifying  advance. 

He  granted  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Chapter  at 
Raines. 

What  visits  be  was  enabled  to  make  afforded  him  keen 
pleasure,  and  the  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction  generally 
were  well  covered  by  Companions  deputed  by  him  for  the 
duty. 

A  member  of  one  of  the  Chapters  for  forty  years,  in 
a  spasm  of  sympathy  signed  a  petition  for  a  proposed  new 
Chapter  with  no  idea  of  severing  'relations  with  the  old, 
but  waking  to  the  fact  that  the  alarming  possibility  stared 
him  in  the  face,  he  appealed  for  a  ruling. 

The  G.  H.  P.  cited  the  law  and  ruled  that  every  peti- 
tioner for  the  new  Chapter  became  members  of  it  when 
its  charter  issued.  As  dual  membership  is  not  permissible 
it  followed  that  the  former  alliance  bad  to  be  relinquished'. 
The  Jurisprudence  Committee  however  saw  a  loophole  in 
the  fact  that  the  Companion'  was  secretary  of  his  old  Chap- 
ter and  that  he  could  not  dimit  during  his  term  as  such. 
This  was  also  supported  by  law,  therefore  the  act  of  sign- 
ing the  petition  was  illegal  and  was  declared  null  and  void. 
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The  charter  of  a  delinquent  Chapter  was  ordered  to  be 
seized  and  the  Companions  advised  to  affiliate  with  an- 
other in  the  same  county. 

On  the  second  day  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  M.  E. 
Companion  Bernard  G.  Witt,  was  announced  in  waiting 
and  desired  admission. 

An  escort  of  all  Past  Grand  High  Priests  was  formed 
and  proceeded  to  the  apartments  of  the  Committee  on  Ma- 
sonic Jurisprudence,  where  they  were  severally  introduced 
to  the  distinguished  Companion  from  Kentucky.  The 
escort  was  again  formed  in  double  line  and  proceeded  to 
the  hall  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  General  Grand  High 
Priest  being  conducted  through  the  lines  and  introduced 
to  the  Grand  High  Priest  by  his  lifelong  friend  and  Com- 
panion', Wilbur  F.  Foster,  P.G.H.P.,  with  whom  he  had 
served  in  times  past  on  the  ritual  committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter.  The  distinguished  visitor  was  appro- 
priately welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  tendered 
the  gavel.  He  responded  eloquently  to  the  fraternal  wel- 
come accorded  him,  speaking  on  Freemasonry  in  general, 
but  on  Capitular  Masonry  in  particular,  urging  every 
Companion  present  to  be  true,  zealous  and  faithful  in  the 
cause  of  "the  York  Rite." 

The  Grievances  Committee  reported  having  nothing  to 
do.  A  resolution  in  which  some  Companion  may  later 
find  material  to  grieve  about  was  just  then  submitted  and 
adopted. 

"  That  each  of  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  all  Past 
Grand  High  Priests,  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  Past 
Grand  Kings,  Past  Grand  scribes,  and  all  Companions  who  may 
hereafter  be  elected  to  an  office  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  be  re- 
quired to  file  with  the  Grand  Secretary  a  brief  statement  showing 
all  the  essential  data  of  their  connection  with  the  Masonic  Frater- 
nity, in  any  of  its  bodies,  and  also  the  important  events  of  their 
individual  lives  that  may  be  of  interest  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
when  they  shall  have  passed  away  and  can  be  with  us  no  more 
in  this  life." 

Well  written  memorials  to  the  distinguished  of  the 
departed  Companions  were  presented,  and  in  the  after- 
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noon  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  presided  at  the  in- 
stallation of  officers. 

M.  B.  Gomp.  J.  H.  McClister  gives  us  another  of  his 
readable  (reports  on  Correspondence,  from  which  many 
good  points  for  guidance  might  be  gleaned  and  where 
there  is  abundant  nourishing  food  for  thought  despite 
the  'high  cost  of  laving.  His  notice  of  Canada  is  favor- 
able. Observing  a  reference  to  the  Grand  Z's  mention 
of  a  proposed  amendment  to  a  Chapter  by-law,  he  queries 
the  possibility  of  what  the  Alabama  reporter  described  as 
"tine  d.  m.  doctrine,"  finding  favor  in  Canada. 

No,  Companion,  no  occasion  for  either  alarm  or  ela- 
tion. It  turned  out  that  the  secretary  of  the  Chapter,  a 
remote  one,  in  ihis  eagerness  to  make  himself  clear  became 
obscure  and  presented  an  altogether  different  question  in 
a  guise  that  excused  the  misinterpretation,  and  the 
suspicious  "leak"  amounted  to  nothing  after  all. 

Like  others,  he  expresses  objection  to  that  latest 
adoption  "necrologist"  which  has  fastened  itself  on  to  so 
many  of  the  Grand  Chapter  (records  within  recent  years. 
It  will  run  its  course  as  all  new  fads  are  bound  to,  in 
spite  of  their  umsightlkiess.  Only  another  instance  of  the 
continental  desire  to  join  in  the  game  "follow  the  leader."

Texas 

Chapters   .  .   262.  Members   .  .    17,778. 

The  proportions  and  seeming  moderate  avoirdupois  of 
the  good  looking  Companion  who  thoughtfully  contem- 
plates us  from  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume  of  Texas' 
Proceedings  for  19 12  would  indicate  that  he  does  not  live 
up  to  his  name. 

Grand  High  Priest  C.  L.  Alderman  on  the  2nd  Decem- 
ber opened  the  Sixty-third  Annual   Convocation  in  the 
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city  of  Waco  "with  full  ceremony"  and  a  large  attend- 
ance which  included  fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

Having  concluded  his  committee  appointments  the 
M.  E.  Companion  addressed  Grand  Chapter,  congratu- 
lating it  upon  existing  conditions  and  the  promising  out- 
look.    He  said : 

"  The  past  year  has  witnessed  something  never  before 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  world.  I  refer  to  the  visit  to  this 
country  of  our  Brother  Jose  Castollot,  of  the  Republic  of 
Mexico,  who  came  here  on  a  mission  to  enlist  the  aid  of  the 
Masonic  bodies  of  this  country  in  support  of  better  government 
for  his  own.  While  no  immediate  result  may  be  seen,  the 
sentiment  which  found  expression  in  this  visit  represents  an 
entirely  new  idea  in  the  world  of  Masonry. 

"Again,  but  recently  at  Washington.  D.C.,  was  gathered  the 
greatest  body  of  distinguished  Masons  the  world  has  ever  seen, 

A  beloved  Companion  who,  for  many  years,  labored 
faithfully  for  Grand  Chapter  as  its  Grand  Secretary, 
Comp.  John  A.  Bryan,  died  on  the  5th  October,  191 2,  after 
a  long  and  painful  illness  at  his  home  in  Cleburne. 

Eleven  Chapters  wore  constituted  and  six  were  started 
under  dispensation. 

Dispensations  for  other  purposes  were  numerous. 
Where  Chapters  fail  to  convoke  for  three  consecutive 
months  they  die,  temporarily,  "demise"  is  the  Texan 
word.  Then  they  apply  for  dispensation  to  be  resurrected, 
temporarily,  or  until  Grand  Chapter  set  the  seal  of  its  ap- 
proval on  their  reactivity.  If  fire  overtakes  their  Masonic 
habitation,  dispensation  is  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
work  in  other  quarters,  and  when  their  new  home  is  com- 
pleted dispensation  is  again  required  in  order  to  remove 
thereto.  Five  dispensations  were  refused,  four  were  in- 
stances of  installations  delayed  after  stated  time,  and  one 
a  case  of  balloting  ahead  of  time. 

One  of  the  Chapters  entered  a  vigorous  protest  against 
the  Federal  Government's  prohibition  of  fraternal  em- 
blems on  monuments  in  National  cemeteries.  The  G.  H. 
P.  forwarded  the  resolutions  to  Washington. 
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The  Chapter  in  Mexico  City  objected  to  the  assess- 
ment for  the  Masonic  Home  for  aged  Masons,  as  their  lo- 
cation debarred  its  members  from  its  privileges.  Con- 
sideration was  given  to  the  plea  and  the  Chapter  was  de- 
clared exempt. 

The  G.  H.  P.  brought  up  a  question  of  invasion  by  a 
Chapter  in  Missouri  having  conferred  the  Chapter  degrees 
on  a  resident  of  Texas.  The  case  was  reported  in  full  to 
the  authorities  of  the  ■.alleged  offending  jurisdiction. 

The  Masonic  Home  built  and  maintained  by  Grand 
Chapter,  an  account  of  the  dedication  of  which  was  re- 
ferred to  in  a  previous'  report,  was  referred  to  by  the 
G.  H.  P.  with  pardonable  pride.  He  appealed  eloquently 
to  bis  hearers  for  support. 

"  This  Home  should  appeal  to  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction  with  a  peculiar  and  pardonable  pride, 
it  being  the  only  institution  in  the  world  owned  and  supported 
exclusively  by  a  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  which  pays  all  its 
bills,  yet  asks  nothing  in  return,  saying  only  to  the  Masonic 
Fraternitv,  '  This  is  your  home  and  we  are  your  brethren ;  if  you 
have  kept  the  faith,  if  your  Lodge  says  you  are  worthy  of  its 
protecting  care,  then  come  and  abide  within  the  peaceful  walls 
of  this  Home,  bearing  in  mind  always  that  the  pleasure  of  the 
Royal  Craft  in  providing  it  will  be  as  great  as  is  yours  in 
receiving  it." 

He  ruled  in  two  cases  against  the  eligibility  of  candi- 
dates, one  of  whom  was  minus  a  right  thumb  and  the  other 
a  left  arm.  All  so  against  a  Naval  applicant  whose  resi- 
dence was  given  as  the  cruiser  "Salem,"  as  not  being  a 
bona  fide  resident  of  the  State. 

He  advised  postponement  of  action  in  the  case  of  a 
"demised"  Chapter  at  Guadalajara,  Mexico,  whose  mem^ 
bers  wanted  to  resume  life. 

In  the  matter  of  affiliation  with  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  be  (recommended  a  Committee  to  reconsider  pro- 
posals, circumstances  (having  undergone  a  change  with 
time. 
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Grand  Secretary  Phillips  presented  a  pleasant  and 
optimistic  report,  in  which  he  showed  the  net  gain  of  the 
Chapters  to  be  872  for  the  year. 

At  the  evening  session  the  Grand  Orator  delivered  a 
pleasing  address  on  the  duty  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Government's  prohibition  of 
emblems  on  tombstones  in  National  cemeteries,  the  com- 
mittee dealing  with  the  subject  was  eminently  fair  as  re- 
gards the  meaning  and  intent  of  the  ukase  and  closed  its 
comments  thus : 

"  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  the  Secretary  of  War  is  consider- 
ing the  question  of  modifying  this  regulation,  and  as  he  has  had 
his  attention  called  to  the  matter,  we  feel  that  all  has  been  done 
that  is  necessary  or  proper  to  be  done  at  this  time." 

Utah  and  Western  Australia  Grand  Chapters  were 
accorded  recognition. 

The  retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  following  the  time- 
honored  custom  of  his  predecessors,  presented  his  suc- 
cessor with  the  seal  of  his  office  and  the  Morris  cane,  at 
the  same  time  expressing  a  hope  that  his  administration 
might  be  crowned  with  success  during  the  coming  year, 
which  was  responded  to  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  a 
happy  strain,  and  with  assurances  that  he  would  give  his 
best  efforts  to  building  up  the  Royal  Craft  during  the 
year,  all  of  which  is  sanctioned  by  custom. 

With  regret  it  is  observed  that  Comp.  John  L.  Terrell, 
the  valued  Correspondent,  intimates  his  retiremenit  after 
seventeen  years  devotion  to  the  duty  of  instructing  and 
entertaining  his  Companions  by  means  of  his  excellent 
reports.  Hie  review  of  fifty-seven  Grand  Convocations  is 
admirable  as  ever,  and  he  is  as  generous  with  Canada  as 
though  we  were  an  uncle.  Well  if  avuncular  affection 
could  keep  him  there  we  would  gladly  shower  it  on  his 
devoted  head. 

Before  he  quits  his  seat,  however,  just  a  word.  He 
quotes  the  Grand  Z.  on  the  M.  E.  M.  degree  and  adds, 
"the  great  sin  of  it  is,  it  is  of  American  origin."

Now  we  have  been  to  the  trouble  of  'explaining  all  this 
before  and  had  believed  that  out  Companion  had  the  in- 
formation stored  away.  When  nearly  sixty  years  ago 
this  Grand  Chapter  was  born  it  was  the  English  system  of 
the  Royal  Arch  that  was  decided  upon,  for  obvious  rea- 
sons. Our  Companions  across  the  border  at  that  period, 
they  have  broadened  their  views  and  methods  since,  closed 
their  doors  against  a  Royal  Arch  Companion  visitor  who 
did  not  'possess  all  the  degrees  of  the  American  system. 
It  was  ta  case  of  Hobson's  choice,  and  the  American  de- 
grees were,  mistakenly,  added  in  order  to  facilitate  Com- 
panionship, mot  because  we  believed  in  them  or  considered 
them  at  all  essential. 

The  M.  E.  M.  was  the  same  with  us  then  as  now.  It 
was  the  New  England  creation'  with  the  genuine  hail  mark 
of  its  maker  and  founder  and  just  as  "attractive."  Change 
and  innovation  possess  apparently  no  repellent  features 
for  American  Companions,  for  the  degree  has  undergone 
part  or  complete  modification,  according  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion,  to  suit  modern  or  local  taste,  until  to-day  it  is  as 
undike  the  original  Webb  article  as  a  two  for  a  cent  fire- 
cracker resembies  an  elaborate  pyrotechnic  display.  Can- 
ada does  not  choose  to  change  over  to  the  theatric  up-to- 
date  modernism  simply  because  our  American  Compan- 
ions decided  on  "frills"  to  make  it  go.  Their  peculiar  law 
forced  the  thing  on  us  in  the  first  place,  and  there  is  no 
new  born1  love  for  it  now  to  induce  us  to  metamorphose 
the  working  in  order  to  create  a  bogus  attractiveness.  It 
was  the  American  degree  word  for  word  when  the  fathers 
were  forced  to  adopt  the  incubus  and  it  is  that  still. 

Our  Companion  will  not  be  slow  to  remark  that  bis 
expression  of  sorrow  "for  our  Canadian  brethren"  in 
that  regard,  can  only  be  viewed  as  a  phase  of  humor. 

Companion  Terrell  closes  his  sprightly  review  and 
speaks  'his  farewell  in  characteristic  fashion. 

"  We  regret  to  part  company  with  that  splendid  lot  of  Com- 
panions composing  the  reportorial  guild.  They  are  a  royal  set, 
and  their  work  deserves  many  more  readers  than  take  advantage 
of  their  wisdom,  skill  and  experience.     While  we  have  personally 
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met  but  few  of  them,  we  feel  as  though  they  were  intimate 
friends,  and  we  trust  it  will  be  our  privilege  for  years  to  come  to 
read  something  of  their  annual  reviews." 

He  contributes,  some  ''lines"  in  which  he  recalls  a  few 
of  the  Companions  of  the  Round  Table.  It  is  noticed  that 
one  of  them  is  described  as  "Bennett  the  sage."  If  that 
bouquet  is  intended  for  Canada  all  that  can  be  said  in 
token  of  appreciation  is,  that  at  is  accepted  as  a  veiled 
compliment  to  an  occasional  "word  in  season."

Chapters    .  .   5.  Members   .  .    598. 

Salt  Lake  Chapter  U.  D.  was  instituted  on  the  25th 
January,  1913,  with  unusual  eclat,  Utah  Chapter  No.  1 
of  the  same  city  consenting.  A  'special  convocation  of 
Grand  Chapter  was  called  for  the  occasion,  and  Grand 
High  Priest  H.  J.  Craven  was  present  with  his  officers, 
and  as  the  first  ruler  of  the  new  Chapter  was  no  less  a 
Companion  than  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jennings  the 
affair  may  be  said  to  have  had  a  notable  start.  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Leggett  of  Montana  was  an  inter- 
ested visitor.  The  customary  preliminary  formalities  be- 
ing duly  observed  the  Grand  Marshal  proclaimed  the  offi- 
cers of  Salt  Lake  Chapter  U.  D.  "installed  in  ample  form." 
Then  there  was  speech  making  and  other  things,  the  lat- 
ter being  highly  acceptable. 

On  May  14th  the  Second  Annual  Convocation  of 
Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Salt  Lake  City  with  the 
four  chartered  Chapters  duly  represented  and  ten  repre- 
sentatives of  other  Grand  Chapters,  of  which  E.  Comp. 
Michael  Malone,  of  Ogden,  bearing  Canada's  credentials', 
was  one.  They  were  fittingly  received  as  such,  and  two 
of  the  corps  voiced  the  acknowledgments  of  the  whole. 
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Grand  High  Priest  Craven  addressed  the  Companions 
and  told  of  his  visits  to  the  Chapters  and  other  official 
acts,  including  the  issue  of  foals  commission  to  R.  E.  Comp. 
A.  S.  Gorrell,  M.D.,  of  Regina,  as  Utah's  representative 
near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  As  might  be  ex- 
pected, there  was  nothing  of  a  startling  nature  to  excite 
the  young  Grand  Chapter,  which  as  the  G.  H.  P.  inti- 
mated, had  scarcely  emerged  from  its  swaddling  clothes, 
but  feeling  lusty  and  strong  in  its  blushing  youth. 

He  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  General  Grand's 
ritual  and  said  that  Utah's  response  to  the  appeal  on  be- 
half of  the  Ohio  flood  sufferers  was  $300. 

In  regard  to  the  above  contribution  no  demur  was 
made  by  the  committee,  but  caution  was  advised  in  the 
case  of  possible  similar  requests  in  future. 

Grand  Secretary  Anderson  reported  a  cash  balance  of 
$542.93. 

The  new  Chapter  at  Salt  Lake  City  was  given  its 
charter  with  the  number  5.  The  retiring  Grand  High 
Priest,  M.  E.  Comp.  Craven,  was  presented  with  a  com- 
memorative jewel. 

Comp.  A.  Scott  Chapman  furnished  the  report  on  Cor- 
respondence, and  with  filial  devotion  placed  the  General 
Grand's  triennial  Convocation  at  the  head  of  the  proces- 
sion. His  work  is  good  and  as  gathered  from  his  early 
efforts  wiill  be  heard  from'  ere  many  revolutions  of  the 
periodical  wheel  establish  Utah  as  something  more  than  a 
youngster. 

Under  Scotland  he  gives  us  a  specimen  of  the  enter- 
prising canny  Scot  abroad  which  our  readers  will  no  doubt 
find  of  some  interest : 

"  The  writer  is  pleased  to  observe  that  the  Supreme  Com- 
mittee used  their  authority  to  direct  that  a  dimit  which  had  been 
applied  for  by  '  Matthew  McBlain  Thomson,  now  in  America,'  be 
not  issued,  and  that  two  Companions,  with  the  Grand  Scribe  E., 
were  directed  to  frame  charges  against  him  for  '  the  working 
and    establishment   of    spurious   bodies    and   degrees   in    America 
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and  elsewhere  not  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.' 

Said  Thomson  has  his  office  in  the  same  building  with  the  writer, 
and  his  sign  in  the  hallway  reads  'American  Masonic  Federation, 
A,  A.  S.  R..  Room  536.  M.  McB.  Thomson,  President."  He 
also  publishes  a  magazine,  called  'The  Universal  Free  Mason,' 
in  which  he  represents  the  offspring  of  the  British  Grand  Lodges 
in  New  England,  South  Carolina,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Vir- 
ginia. Georgia  and  Massachusetts  as  clandestine."

Vermont 

Chapters   .  .   30.  Members   .  .   4,276. 

The  assembling  of  Grand  Chapter,  according  to  Grand 
High  Priest,  Henry  D.  Bryant,  is  "a  custom  of  long 
standing,  and  as  that  under  review  is  the  Ninety-sixth, 
there  will  be  few  to  dispute  the  statement.  The  delegates 
gathered  in  the  Masonic  Temple  at  Burlington  on  the 
13th  June,  1913,  a  total  muster,  including  thirty-nine  per- 
manent members  and  grand  officers,  of  105. 

For  His  protecting  care  the  G.  H.  Priest  expressed 
gratitude  to  "our  Grand  Architect"  and  to  the  "Necrol- 
ogy" committee  he  consigned  the  duty  of  recording  the 
merits  of  those  Companions  who  had  preceded  them  be- 
yond the  veil. 

Among  the  departed  were  Dr.  Orlando  W.  Sherwin, 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1898,  Chas.  H.  Williams  who  pre- 
sided in  1900  and  Samuel  Terrill  who  filled  the  office  of 
Grand  Scribe  in  1887-8. 

From  personal  attendance  at  several  district  meetings 
and  from  information  gathered  from  official  inspectors 
the  Grand  High  Priest  was  enabled  to  report  a  flourishing 
and  prosperous  jurisdiction. 

He  issued  a  number  of  dispensations,  and  if  any  Com- 
panion desired  details  he  referred  bim  to  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary's  office.      He   assured  'his   hearers,   however,   that 
"good  and  sufficient  reasons"  supported  each  request  com- 
plied with. 
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The  workmen  in  the  quarries  were  everywhere  content 
and  neither  the  wages  question  or  other  source  of  dissen- 
sion occasioned  a  single  complaint.  Similarly,  he  was 
exempt  from  perplexing  questions  calling  for  a  decision. 

Grand  Secretary  Ross'  report  showed  that  27  out  of 
the  30  Chartered  Chapters  displayed  activity  during  the 
year  and  .that  the  net  gain  in  membership  was  96. 

T'he  Grand  Secretary  was  authorized  to  procure 
shoulder  belts  for  all  such  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
as  are  required!  to  wear  swords,  and  that  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary be  directed  to  procure  a  set  of  Great  Lights  for  t'he 
Altar. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  successful  meetings  in 
the  eight  districts,  although  he  himself  attended  only  the 
three  first,  being  stricken  with  pneumonia  before  the 
fourth  was  convened  and  incapacitated  thereby  from  com- 
pleting the  irouinid.  Aid  and  sympathy  were  not  lacking, 
and  finally  the  worthy  Companion  recovered'. 

Just  'before  the  opening  of  the  session  R.  E.  Comp. 
Silas  H.  Danforth,  D.G.H.P.,  suddenly  became  ill  and  was 
obliged  to  return  home.  A  telephone  message  brought  the 
information  that  he  'reached  there  safely,  but  much  ex- 
hausted. It  also  conveyed  his  grateful  acceptance  of  the 
office  of  Grand  High  Priest,  to  which  he  had  just  been 
elected.  The  .presiding  Grand  High  Priest  directed  M. 
E.  Comp.  David  A.  Elliott  to  install  Comp.  Danforth  as 
soon  as  convenient.  The  remaining  officers  were  duly 
installed  and  following  the  ceremony,  on  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  M.  E.  Comp.  Daniel  N.  Nicholson  pre- 
sented a  Past  Grand  High  Priest's  jewel  to  retiring  Grand 
High  Priest  Bryant. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Marsh  O.  Perkins  is  as  of 
old  the  welcome  compiler  of  the  Correspondence  report 
and  stays  with  Canada  for  some  space,  while  he  favor- 
ably notes  Grand  Z.  Harcourt's  official  activity,  especially 
in  his  far  west  journeying.  He  deduces  from  that  officer's 
remarks,  evidences  of  "unrest"  which,  he  says,  the  Grand 
Z.  concedes,  though  the  time  for  the  "break  away"  had 
not  yet  arrived. 
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The  review  of  the  fifty-two  or  more  Grand  Chapter 
proceedings  makes  line  reading  for  bis  Vermont  Com- 
panions. He,  too,  has  a  word  or  two  to  say  with  regard 
to -Scotland  and  her  relations  to  the  Grand  Chapters  under 
the  Southern  Cross,  and  'introduces  the  recent  action  by 
Scotland  in  planting  a  Chapter  in  the  Philippines  as  a 
possible  factor  in  bringing  order  out  of  chaos.  And  this 
is  where  the  General  Grand  may  demonstrate  that  its 
existence  is  justified. 

•'  Scotland  begins  to  show  signs  of  weakening  in  her 
demands  upon  some  of  the  Australasian  Grand  Bodies  for  a 
concession  by  them  of  acknowledged  '  mutual  sovereignty ' 
within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  Possibly  her  recent  deter- 
mination to  locate  a  Chapter  in  the  Philippine  Islands  may  be 
the  means  of  establishing  jurisdictional  limitations,  that  shall 
become  a  universal  law.  If  the  'diplomacy'  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  results  in  anything  tangible,  it  can  but  have  its 
bearing  on  Scotland  in  her  relations  with  the  Australasian 
Grand  Bodies,  and  aid  in  clearing  the  path  to  a  full  recognition 
of  '  home  rule '  everywhere  in  the  Capitular  world.  Even  if 
the  General  Grand's  'diplomacy'  fails  in  the  first  instance,  none 
can  question  the  ultimate  results.  But  let  us  hope  its 
'  diplomacy  '   may  not   fail."

The  doings  and  welfare  of  this  distant  Grand  Chapter 
possess  a  peculiar  interest  for  Canada,  inasmuch  as  several 
of  its  units  came  to  life  under  the  wing  of  this  jurisdiction 
and  maternal  anxiety  for  the  youngsters  has  not  quite 
abandoned-  the  bosom  of  the  old  mother,  even  now  that 
they  have  cut  'loose  from  the  apron  strings,  and  with  the 
progeny  of  another  but  near  connection  of  the  old  con- 
sanguinity have  struck  out  on  their  own  behalf  to  co 
labour  in  a  righteous  cause. 

Following  the  lead  set  by  the  old  grand  dame  of  the 
mother  land,  the  Australian  offshoot  inclines  to  quarterily 
gatherings,  probably  with  a  view  to  quicken  and  maintain 
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tlbe  interest.  At  the  July,  191 2,  Convocation  in  Mel- 
bourne, M.  E.  Comp.  Edward  Coulsom,  Grand  Z.,  pre- 
sided and  'his  visits  to  Chapters  during  the  previous  three 
months  were  detailed. 

Among  the  communications  announced  as  having  come 
to  'hand  were  Canada's  proceedings  for  191 2. 

The  'Committee  of  General  Purposes  announced  the 
completion'  of  the  new  installation  ceremony  and  fixed  the 
cost  per  copy  at  2s.  6d. 

A  communication  'having  been  received  from  the  M. 
E.  First  Grand  Principal,  pointing  out  that  there  appeared 
to  be  two  or  three  versions  of  the  ceremony  of  "Working 
the  Veils,"  and  (bis  desire  that  a  uniform  ceremony  'be 
adopted,  the  Comimittee  appointed  a  .deputation  to  conifer 
with  the  First  Grand  Principal  with  a  view  to  the  adop- 
tion of  an  authorized  version  to  be  used  by  the  Chapters. 

At  a  subsequent  Convocation  the  result  of  the  confer- 
ence was  'reported,  to  the  effect  that  very  careful  con- 
sideration was  given  to  'the  subject,  and  the  members  were 
'unanimous  tin  recommending  to  Grand  Chapter  for  adop- 
tion the  English  ritual  for  the  Passing  of  the  Veils,  which 
had  in  their  opinion,  much  to  recommend  it  before  the 
Scottish. 

A  suggestion  to  introduce  something  of  the  American 
M.  E.  M.  degree  found  little  favour  with  the  committee 
and  a  resolution  on  the  lines  of  the  conferree's  report  was 
adopted. 

The  Victorian  Companions  appear  to  attach  much  im- 
portance to  the  matter  of  Grand  Representatives  and 
something  along  that  Line  is  doing  at  almost  every  Con- 
vocation. 

In  January  the  Grand  First  Principal  was  nominated 
for  another  year,  and  M.  E.  Comp.  Coulson  expressed 
thanks  to  his  eloquent  sponsors. 

A  motion  to  double  the  per  capita,  was  after  discus- 
sion, carried. 
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At  the  April,  or  Grand  Annual.  Convocation  the  re- 
nominated Grand  X.  was  installed. 

The  statistical  report  showed  an  increase  in  member- 
ship, while  the  financial  statement  showed  an  encouraging' 
balance  to  the  good. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  Grand 
Treasurer  and  Grand'  Janitor  elected  by  the  Companions, 
the  other  officers  are  appointed  by  the  Grand  First 
Prinoipal. 

The  imposing  ceremony  of  installation  and  investiture 
was  duly  carried  out,  after  which  the  business  was  con- 
cluded by  an  address  from  M.  E.  Comp.  G.  E.  Emery, 
P.G.Z.,  after  which  representatives  of  sister  Grand  Chap- 
ters present  severally  saluted,  and  congratulated  the  M. 
Em.  the  First  Grand  Principal,  tendering  to  him  the  hearty 
good  wishes  of  their  respective  bodies.

Virginia

The  portrait  of  a  martial  looking  gentleman  in  military 
garb  gazes  out  from  the  opening  'leaves  of  the  proceed- 
ings, and  the  reader  surmises  that  he  beholds  a  general  of 
brigadier  rank,  at  least,  but  perusing  the  explanatory 
letterpress  underneath,  is  enlightened  to  the  extent  that 
•the  picture  is  intended  to  convey  the  information  that  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Virginia,  M.  E.  Comp.  Stanley 
Watkins  Martin,  w'ho  in  this  unpriestly  costume  desires  to 
be  presented  to  those  of  the  Companions  who  might  pos- 
sibly be  unaware  of  his  militant  proclivities. 

And  yet,  despite  appearances,  his  demeanor  and  lan- 
guage at  the  One  hundred  and  fifth  Annual  Convocation 
at  Richmond  on  the  22nd  of  October,  19 12.  was  eminently 
pacific  and  more  m  keeping  with  the  sacerdotal  raiment 
than  the  trappings  of  the  warrior. 
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Wadding  the  gavel  instead  of  the  sword,  he  opened 
Grand  Chapter  in  "Solemn  Form,"  the  acting  Grand 
Chaplain-  accompanying  the  ceremony  with  suitable  prayer, 
after  which  he  submitted  ami  account  of  'his  official  doings 
for  the  year  in  a  well1  prepared,  but.  not  lengthy  address. 

In  that  period  they  had  lost  by  death  their  senior  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  M.  E.  Comp.  Alfred  Stith  Lee.  One 
new  Chapter  was  started  at  Pennington  Gap  and  named' 
Lee  Chapter,  and  another  at  Claremont,  with  the  name 
Corinthian.  Schools  of  Instruction  were  regularly  held 
and  effected  much  good. 

He  commended  the  Virginia  born  "George  Washing- 
ton National  Memorial  Association,"  a  Masonic  enter- 
prise to  which  Grand  Chapter  had  already  lent  its  coun- 
tenance. 

His  visitations  were  many,  but  not  so  many  as  he 
intended  at  the  outset,  but  "circumstances,  etc."  Never- 
theless he  made  what  use  he  could  of  his  opportunities 
and  did  some  effective  missionary  work  for  the  Masonic 
Home. 

Under  "Necrology" — even  to  'hoary  old  Virginia  has 
that  word  travelled1,  and,  like  the  stranger,  has  been  taken 
in — he  deplored  the  losses-  suffered  by  the  subordinate 
Chapters,  for  death's  levy  was  severe  during  the  year. 

Leading  events  of  the  year  caused  him  to  indulge  in 
a  retrospective  glance  at  the  world  in  general,  and  here 
is  where  a  glimpse  of  the  eager  and  prophetic  soldier 
makes  itself  visible,  if  only  for  a  moment. 

"  We  have  seen  China  awake  from  her  sleep  of  centuries, 
and  in  the  space  of  a  few  days  throw  off  its  government  of 
generations  and  take  its  place  among  the  nations  of  the  earth 
as  a  republic.  The  great  Republic  to  the  south  of  us  has  been, 
and  is  still,  torn  by  strife.  The  nations  of  Europe  are  fast 
driving  themselves  into  bankruptcy  by  an  ever-increasing  debt 
to  keep  up  their  vast  armies  and  navies;  and  as  I  write  this,  all 
of  Europe  is  on  the  verge  of  a  long  and  bloody  war." 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  a  net  gain  in  member- 
ship for  the  year  of  193,  and  Chapter  contributions  to 
the  Masonic  Home,  $1,311.     He  was  the  only  Virginia 
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officer  to  visit  the  General  Grand  at  Indianapolis,  and  kept 
up  bis  end  with  trtie  Virginian  pluck. 

A  hne  report  was  presented  by  Grand  Lecturer  Hub- 
ard,  who  is  a  host  in  himself.  His  visits  were  numerous, 
during  which  be  exalted  one  hundred  and  thirteen  can- 
didates making,  for  his  fifteen  years  of  office,  a  tot  ad  of 
seventeen  hundred  and  four. 

With  equally  appropriate  "solemnity"  Grand  Chapter 
was  again  opened  the  second  day  when  officers  were 
elected. 

M.  E.  Comp.  Stanley  Watkins  Martin,  the  retiring 
Grand  High  Priest,  was  presented  with  a  handsome  gold 
jewel  "as  a  token  of  love  and  esteem  from  his  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Virginia." 

The  reports  of  seventeen  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priests,  making  reports  for  the  year  1912,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolution  adopted,  were  considered  and,  on 
motion,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  make  cant- 
densed  extracts  from  said  reports  and  publish  same  in  the 
printed  proceedings. 

Here  follows  a  specimen  of  one  of  these  reports  in  its 
condensed  form.  One  can  fancy  a  Canadian  Grand 
Superintendent's  countenance  as  his  gaze  felil  upon  his 
nicely  elaborated  report,  the  fondly  cherished,  well  pre- 
pared offspring,  and  realized  that  it  was  to  be  given  to  the 
world  in  similar  homeopathic  proportions.

E.  Comp.  Charles  A.  Nesbitt  presented  his  usual 
characteristic  report  on  Correspondence,  consisting  in  the 
main  of  excerpts  from  the  addresses  of  the  Grand  High 
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Priests.  Thus  his  review  of  Canada  for  191 1  is  chiefly 
extracts  from  the  Grand  Z.'s  account  of  his  official  acts. 
As  Camp.  Nesbitt  says  in  concluding : 

"  We  have  extracted  such  items  as  we  thought  would  be 
interesting  and  instructive.  We  are  fully  aware  that  some 
other  Companion  could  prepare  a  better  review,  but  we  have 
done  the  best  we  could  under  the  conditions." 

He  did  his  best,  why  -expect  more  ?

Washington 

Chapters   .  .   36.  Members   .  .   4,130. 

Our  distant  western  neighbour  in  the  Capitular  family 
continues  to  grow  apace,  and  is  adding  to  its  strength  as 
the  years  speed  by.  Grand  Chapter  assembled  in  twenty- 
ninth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  Wenat- 
chee,  in  the  forenoon  of  September  15th,  191 3,  and  was 
called  to  order  by  -the  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  William 
G.  Rowland. 

Ex.  Companion  Stephen  C.  Court,  Scribe  E.,  of  Camo- 
sun  Chapter  No.  182,  G.R.C.,  and  P.P.Z.  of  Columbia 
Chapter  No.  120,  Victoria,  B.C.,  of  the  Scottish  register, 
was  introduced  and  conducted  to  the  East  and  "received 
with  the  Grand  Honours  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry."  Such 
is  fame. 

Capt.  John  Rex  Thompson,  Grand  Steward,  wrote 
apologizing  for  absence,  but  he  had  been  deputed  by  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Encampment  to  visit  Fair- 
banks, Alaska,  and  constitute  a  Commandery  in  that  Arctic 
domicile.  He  was  also  commissioned  to  start  a  Chapter 
of  the  Eastern  Star  there,  and  anticipated  a  busy,  if  not  a 
good  time.  He  hoped  to  get  through  before  being  ice- 
bound.. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  experienced  various  phases  of 
the  influence  a  connection  with  the  Royal  Craft  has  upon 
its  adherents  in  that  far  west. 
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"  In  sonic  ^i  our  Chapters,  lectures  or  addresses  are  made 
monthly  by  some  of  their  members.  It  educates  and  builds  up. 
We  should  try  to  make  Royal  Arch  Masonry  practical  and  of 
constant  use  in  our  daily  occupations." 

And  then  this,  as  a  companion  picture: 

*'  Many  letters  of  inquiry  have  been  received  by  me  for 
decisions,  and  I  have  invariably  found  their  answer  in  our  By- 
Laws,  which  goes  to  show  how  little  the  officers  of  our  subor- 
dinate Chapters  familiarize  themselves  with  them.  One  High 
Priest  told  me  that  he  did  not  have  time  to  read  them.  Many 
have  not  looked  inside  the  cover." 

He  believed  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Companions  to  be- 
come familiar  with  the  by-laws  and  -to  use  their  best  en- 
deavors to  correctly  understand  them.  "Be  intelligent 
High  Priests,  and  impart  the  information  to  your  Com- 
panion's." 

He  observed  that  in  some  of  the  smaller  Chapters 
there  is  great  difficulty  in  getting  a  quorum  and  some 
means,  he  thought,  should  be  suggested  to  enthuse  these 
members  with  the  spirit  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

Two  Chapters  he  constituted,  by  proxy.  If  be  was 
unable  to  visit  all  the  Chapters  he  conceived  the  idea  of 
issuing  an  occasional  bulletin  which  he  directed  should  be 
read  in  open  Chapter.  Thus  the  Companions  were  notified 
that  he  "was  on  the  job."  Just  the  same,  be  proved  him- 
self an  assiduous  visitor  taking  in  a  score  or  more  of  the 
Chapters  and  enjoyed  himself  hugely. 

He  journeyed,  too,  to  Indianapolis  for  the  General 
Grand's  feast  of  reason  and  absorbed  some  useful  pointers 
which  that  triennial  gathering  of  wisdom  invariably  fur- 
nishes. 

He  reported  the  beginning  of  the  material  evidence 
of  Washington's  Masonic  Home,  "a  brick  building,  40  by 
119  feet,  three  stories  high,  has  been  erected  and  is  now, 
almost  completed." 

Grand  Secretary  Blalock's  report  displayed  extreme 
care  on  the  part  of  that  officer  who  counselled  economy 
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by  limiting  the  publication  of  the  Chapter  membership 
lists  to  once  in  three  years.  He  stated  that  the  net  gain 
for  the  year  was  445.  The  tardy  Chapter  secretary  is  as 
familiar  dm  -the  West  as  'his  leisurely  colleague  is  in  the 
East. 

The  Grand  Orator  orated  before  adjournment,  and 
with  King  Solomon,  the  Temple  and  ancient  mythology 
as  his  subject's  he  bad  a  fruitful  field1,  but  held  in  check  the 
pardonable  temptation  to  "spread." 

Grand  Secretary  Bllaloek's  report  on  Correspondence 
is  blocked  out  as  usual  im  accordance  with  the  standard 
set  by  'him  at  the  outset.  He  gives  to  Canada,  1913,  a 
kindly  notice,  copying  freely  from  the  Grand  Z.'s  address 
and  with  characteristic  reticence  avoids  personal  com- 
ment and  this  is  how  he  explains  it : 

"  We  would  like  to  '  talk  back  at  the  other  fellow '  some- 
times, but  after  thinking  it  over  we  realize  he  has  just  as  much 
right  to  his  opinion  as  we  have  to  ours,  and  we  feel  better 
satisfied  with  ourselves  than  if  we  had  '  started  something.'  "

Western  Australia 

Chapters   ..    11.  Members   ..   384 

This  its  the  plucky  little  eight  year  old  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter,  the  supremacy  of  which  is  not  conceded  by  an- 
other supreme  body  distant  many  thousands  of  miles,  but 
which  supports  its  claim  by  reason  of  having  working 
subordinates  in  that  section  of  the  Australian  common- 
wealth. 

The  Grand  Z.,  M.  E.  Cornp.  J.  S.  Battye,  addressing 
the  sixteenth  semi-Annual  Convocation  at  Perth  in  April, 
191 2,  referred  to  correspondence  with  Scotland  which 
however  had  mot  yet  resulted  in  anything.  The  "mither" 
Grand  Chapter  appears  to  abide  by  its  original  terms, 
which  permits  of  two  "Supremes"  in  the  same  territory. 
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"  Mutual  recognition  between  our  Supreme  Chapter  and 
the  Supreme  Chapter  of  Scotland  each  as  a  sovereign  body  in 
fraternal  relation  to  one  another.  They  also  include  recognition 
of  the  Companions  of  each  body  as  regular  Companions  entitled 
to  visit  any  Chapter  under  either  Constitution.  A  clear  under- 
standing is  also  asked  for,  that  mutual  recognition  would  be 
given  of  discipline  when  administered  by  either  body  to  its  own 
members." 

He  said  it  was  difficult  to  ascertain  the  opinion  of  the 
Scottish  Companions  as  a  whole,  in  the  semi-jurisdiction, 
but  he  inferred,  from  report,  that  the  major  portion  of 
that  obedience  are  as  desirous  of  an  amicable  settlement 
as  are  the  Australians. 

At  the  Grand  Convocation  in  October  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  R.  E.  Comp.  Strickland,  who  had  returned  from 
his  journey  to  Scotland,  was  present  and  hope  pervaded 
the  gathering  that  he  brought  tidings  of  a  favorable  na- 
ture. But  it  was  not  to  be,  and  the  Grand  Z.  announced 
that  an  official  communication  was  probably  on  the  way, 
and  when  that  reached  them  a  reconsideration  of  the  &n- 
tire  position  might  be  necessary.  He  ventured  the  opinion 
that  Scotland's  ideas  and  meaning  of  the  word  "sovereign" 
were,  to  say  the  'least,  peculiar. 

"  The  Scottish  question  is,  therefore,  Companions,  still  un- 
settled, but  I  feel  that  you  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that 
our  own  position  is  so  assured  that  we  can  afford  to  possess 
our  souls  in  patience,  hoping  that  in  the  course  of  time  some  one 
will  come  upon  the  scene  in  Edinburgh  who  is  capable  of  instill- 
ing a  little  horse  sense  into  our  Companions  beyond  the  seas." 

Apart  from  this  attitude  of  Scotland,  towards  a  legiti- 
mately organized  Grand  Body  in  a  state  where,  with  un- 
disputed jurisdiction,  its  usefulness  would  be  greatly 
enhanced,  the  progress  reported  was  distinctly  encourag- 
ing, and  as  the  great  majority  of  the  Grand  Chapters  have 
extended  recognition  and  the  right  hand  of  Companion- 
ship, it  is  hoped  that  Western  Australia's  righteous  claim 
may  be  ere  long  accepted  and  a  fraternal  ending  obliterate 
the  differences  which  have  existed  for  too  protracted  a 
period.

For  the  purpose  of  constituting  the  new  Chapter  at 
Beckley,  a  special  convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  was 
summoned  for  the  28th  January,  and  as  Grand  High 
Priest,  Harry  S.  Cushwa  was  unable  to  be  present,  his 
proxy,  M.  E.  Comp.  R.  T.  Little,  conducted  the  ceremony 
with  an  outfit  of  substitute  officers. 

He  was  on  hand,  however,  when  the  Forty-second 
Grand  Convocation  assembled  at  Charleston  on _  Novem- 
ber 1 21th,  191 2,  and  his  officers  with  one  exception'  were 
likewise  to  the  fore.  Canada's  envoy  was  not  among  the 
thirty  Grand  Representatives  to  answer  "here"  at  raid 
call/ although  Wheeling  could  hardly  be  claimed  as  re- 
motely distant  from  Charleston. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  opening  his  address  stated 
•that  "another  year  had  come  and  gone"  and  that  be  was 
there  "to  render  an  account  of  his  stewardship."  Prob- 
ably these  remarks  'have  been  used  before  under  similar 
circumstances,  but  it  may  be  observed  that  they  were  none 
the  less  true  in  his  case.  He  also  assured  the  Companions 
that  peace  and  harmony  as  well  as  a  condition  of  pros- 
perity were  in  evidence  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

Active  political  campaigning  interfered  with  the  suc- 
cess of  the  School  of  Instruction  at  Charleston  and  one 
fixed  for  Clarksburg  was  called  off  for  the  same  reason. 

Questions  were  of  course  numerous,  but  a  reference  to 
the 'Constitution  was  sufficiently  satisfactory  in  every 
instance. 

He  gave  less  than  half  a  'dozen  lines  to  his  visit  to  the 
General  Grand's  triennial  at  Indianapolis,  which  he 
described  as  "a  splendid  meeting."  Pressure  of  business 
prevented  his  visiting  the  Chapters  as  frequently  as  he  had 
intended.  Two  other  Chapters  were  constituted  by  proxy, 
besides  that  at  Beckley,  and  a  new  one  started  under 
dispensation  at  Phiillippi. 
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A  faithful  and  honored  Companion  passed  away  in  the 
previous  May,  in  the  person  of  Hiram  Reese  I  Inward, 
who  presided  as  Grand  High  Priest  in  1904.  He  had 
been  appointed  a  year  ago  as  Chairman  of  the  Foreign 

:e-pondence  Committee  to  succeed  the  late  Companion 
Lai  nes. 

"He  was  an  authority  on  Masonic  law  and  its  usages,  and 
he  will  be  sadly  missed  in  Masonic  circles.  To  know  him  was 
to  love  him.  We  believe  we  can  safely  say  he  never  varied  far 
from  the  lines  of  this  beautiful  consecration  to  the  cause  of 
Masonry." 

Grand  Secretary  D.  K.  Reed  included  in  his  official 
report  a  brief  biographical  sketch  of  as  many  Grand-  Rep- 
resentatives abroad  as  he  could  gather  in.  Am  original 
feature. 

A  resolution  to  amend  the  law  governing  the  time  of 
Annual  Convocation  so  as  to  meet  at  same  place  and  in 
same  week  as  Grand  Lodge  was  adopted. 

A  similar  condition  prevailed  in  Canada  for  many 
years,  but  a  breaking  away  wTas  decided  on  a  score  or 
more  years  ago  with  distinct  advantage  to  Grand  Chapter. 
Few  could  be  found  now  to  advocate  a  return  to  former 
conditions. 

Grand  Secretary  Reed  stepped  into  the  breach  when 
the  passing  of  M.  E.  Comp.  Hiram  R.  Howard  left  the 
Correspondence  chair  vacant,  and  that  he  can  handle  the 
reporting  quill  with  the  ease  of  a  veteran  and  in 
conjunction  with  his  secretarial  duties,  he  demonstrated  on 
a  former  occasion  when  death  also  had  created  a  gap  that 
had  to  be  rilled.  His  review  of  Canada  (1912)  is  kindly 
critical.  He  marked  the  absence  of  West  Virginia's  rep- 
resentative. Alas,  R.  E.  Comp.  David  Taylor  had,  after 
a  long  period  of  suffering,  obeyed  another  and  impera- 
tive summons  and  entered  into  rest.  He  culls  freely  from 
Grand  Z.  Harcourt's  address.  He  comments  on  the  wear- 
ing of  Royal  Arch  regalia,  the  dependent  membership  doc- 
trine and  other  topics.  All  of  which  we  have  fully  dealt 
with  in  previous  papers,   and  to   repeat   would  do  little 
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good.  One  may  venture  the  hope  after  reading  his  ad- 
mirable report,  that  M.  E.  Companion  Reed  has  come  to 
stay.

Robert  B.  Lang,  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest,  was  an 
active  presiding  officer  during  the*  year  of  holding  that 
position  and  we'll  deserved1  the  encomiums  his  address  to 
the  Sixty-third  Annual  Convocation  at  Milwaukee  on  the 
1 8th  February,  1913,  drew  forth.  He  visited  twenty-six 
of  the  Chapters,  covering  5,385  miles  to  do  so.  He  also 
travelled  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at  Indianapolis, 
accompanied  by  a  watchful  escort. 

He  constituted  the  Chapter  at  Spooiner,  and  started  an 
addition  to  the  sanctuaries  in  Milwaukee,  of  which  he 
spoke  in  high  terms. 

The  legal  period  of  residence  was  in  evidence  when  he 
was  asked  for  authority  to  receive  and'  act  upon  the  peti- 
tion of  a  brother  who  had  recently  moved  into  the  State 
from  Iowa.  Having  declined  the  request  he  pondered 
the  subject. 

"  In  my  opinion  the  powers  conferred  by  our  Constitution 
upon  the  Grand  High  Priest  are  so  restricted  that  they  might 
better  be  extended  to  more  nearly  approach  to  the  powers  with 
which  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  invested.  I 
recommend,  therefore,  that  the  question  herein  raised  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence." 

That  committee,  however,  could  not  be  brought  to  his 
way  of  thinking,  and  the  law  remains  intact. 

He  got  the  dependent  membership  bee  in  his  bonnet', 
using  the  well-worn  argument  that  the  lodge,  "the  founda- 
tion of  Masonry,"  must  not  be  deprived  of  an  iota  of  its 
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support.  He  appealed  to  the  same  galaxy  of  wisdom  to 
take  the  matter  up,  discuss  it  and,  if  they  thought  proper, 
introduce  a  resolution  to  be  aired  at  the  next  Convocation. 

They  did  not  think  "proper,"  and  the  coercive  prin- 
ciple is  indefinitely  postponed  in  Wisconsin. 

The  imposition  of  a  tax  on  the  (income  of  the  various 
Masonic  bodies  was  threatened  from  the  outside,  and  a 
combination  meeting  protested.  He  intimated  that  the 
Tax  Commission  at  Madison  had  later  abandoned  the 
enterprise. 

The  Grand  Officers'  reports  were  all  of  rosy  hue.  Being 
an  era  of  universal  peace  Wisconsin  could  not  afford  to 
be  out  of  fashion. 

The  M.  E.  M.  degree  is  apparently  not  receiving  the 
attention  such  an  ornate  prerequisite  should  obtain.  The 
Grand  Lecturer  noticed  this  and  gave  it  some  of  his  time. 

"  Many  of  our  Chapters  have  no  paraphernalia  for  this  de- 
gree and,  in  view  of  the  little  outlay  involved  in  securing  the 
necessary  appliances  to  make  the  degree  what  it  should  be,  this 
condition  should  be  remedied." 

There  are  others  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  the 
volumes  of  Grand  Chapter  Proceedings  sent  out  to  the 
subordinates,  disappear  with  remarkable  celerity.  The 
same  observant  officer  further  said : 

"  There  is  one  matter  that  I  would  like  to  call  to  their 
attention,  and  that  is  that  the  annual  reports  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  are  not  intended  as  a  contribution  to  their  private 
libraries,  but  for  the  use  of  the  Chapter.  I  am  led  to  say  this 
from  the  fact  that  in  so  many  Chapters  I  have  failed  to  find 
copies  of  the  proceedings,  and  in  many  instances  have  failed  to 
find  a  copy  of  the  Constitution,  Rules  and  Regulations." 

Companion  Samuel  Wright's  Correspondence  Report 
is  of  his  usual  standard,  painstaking  and  analytical.  He 
passes  by  little  that  offers  a  chance  for  comparison1,  criti- 
cism, or  praise.  Under  Canada  he  expressed  the  opin- 
ion that  Grand  Z.  Harcourt's  address  was  one  of  the  most 
interesting  he  had  read,  because  of  an  ability  supported  by 
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a  disposition^  to  use  i<t,  and  for  the  reason  that  "lie  is  also 
imbued  with  the  principles'  of  the  Freemason ry  of  our 
grandfathers,  unadulterated  with  the  modernisms  of  our 
age  which  lhas  done  so  much  towards  breaking  down  the 
distinction  between  our  Order  and  those  of  more  recent 
creation."

As  might  be  expected  in  this  period  of  universal  peace, 
there  was  little  to  create  excitement  or  disturb  in  the 
slightest  the  Companions  of  this  young  Grand  Chapter 
assembled  at  Evanstow  limits  Fifth  Annual  Convocation  on 
the  13th  March,  191 3. 

Grand  High  Priest  Robert  H.  Lawrence,  whose  por- 
trait graces  the  volume,  was  unable  to  visit  the  Chapters, 
and  even  the  General  Grand's  triennial  was  without  a  rep- 
resentative from  Wyoming.  Nevertheless  his  intentions 
were  good. 

"  Let  us  trust  that  our  record  has  been  such  that  we  will  not 
be  apprehensive  of  its  purport,  that  we  have  been  enabled  to 
present  work  that  will  bear  the  test  of  the  Grand  Overseer's 
square,  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  exemplify  in  our  lives 
those  principles  which  are  inculcated  within  the  Sanctuary." 

The  work  however,  wboso  presents  it,  apparently 
progresses  demonstrating  that  in  the  Wyoming  Chapters 
there  is  a  latent  strength  that  promises  for  a  busy  future. 

"  The  report  for  the  year  will  show  a  very  healthy  and 
satisfactory  growth,  materially  exceeding  that  of  former  years, 
with  the  net  gain  in  membership  correspondingly  increased,  and 
we  have  every  incentive  to  be  encouraged  and  to  redouble  our 
assiduity  in  this  important  work." 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  very  hopeful  report. 
Thermopolis  Companions  petitioned  for  a  Chapter  which 
he  warmly  commended  to  Grand  Chapter. 
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With  Inn  ten  existing  Chapters  and  a  prompt  U.  S. 
mail  service,  even  be  had  to  complain  of  dilatory  secre- 
taries in  forwarding  returns.  One  of  the  Chapters  he  re- 
ported as  executing  a  retrograde  movement.  It  bad  43 
members  when  Grand  Chapter  was  organized,  and  now 
tbe  figure  is  36.  It  has  been  inactive  for  four  years. 
He  pleaded  for  legislation  to  punish  delinquents. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  objected  to  the  name 
Mount  Lebanon  for  a  new  Chapter,  as  it  might  occasion 
confusion  with  one  existing  and  called  Lebanon.  No 
cause  for  alarm  surely  when  there  is  something  more 
than  a  mole  hill  to  enable  one  to  distinguish  between  them. 
Why  in  Canada  there  are  half  a  dozen  St.  John's  Chap- 
ters, the  same  number  of  Keystones  and  duplications  in 
Ionics.  Corinthians  and  other  noble  orders  of  architec- 
ture, the  army  of  martyrs,  saints,  prophets  and  such. 

As  evidence  of  its  prosperous  condition,  Wyoming  is 
in  a  position  to  lend,  for  on  motion  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee the  Grand  Secretary  was  authorized  and  instructed 
to  loan  to  the  Grand  Commandery,  upon  application  there- 
for, sums  of  money  not  exceeding  $500. 

The  force  of  example  is  displayed  in  this  six-year-old 
Grand  Chapter  possessing  a  Committee  on  "Necrology." 

M.  E.  Comp.  Charles  F.  Jennings,  P.G.H.P.  of  Utah, 
who  had  arrived  on  a  belated  train  from  Salt  Lake,  was 
announced,  received  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest. 

After  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter,  the  Companions 
present  were  served  with  a  substantial  banquet,  at  which 
M.  E.  Comp.  Robert  H.  Lawrence  was  presented  with  a 
Past  Grand  High  Priest's  jewel. 

Grand  Secretary  Par  shall  prepared  an  able  and  inter- 
esting review  of  the  Grand  Chapters  for  his  Wyoming 
Companions,  which  he  urged  them  to  carefully  read, 
"believing  that  a  better  understanding  of  the  ethics,  as 
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wieill  as  the  code  of  statutes  of  the  Chapter,  is  necessary 
to  its  prosperity,  dignity  and1  growth  in  this  young  juris- 
diction." 

His  inspection  of  Canada  for  191 2  was  thorough,  and 
he  quotes  freely  from  the  Grand  Z.  and  the  writer.  To 
our  view  on  dual  membership  he  adds : 

"  We  are  aware  that  in  most  Grand  Jurisdictions  dual  mem- 
bership is  precluded,  but  why  we  have  never  understood.  The 
dependent  membership  fad  can  only  be  defended  upon  the  ground 
of  the  Lodges'  need  of  money,  and  it  would  seem  to  follow  as 
a  logical  conclusion  that  if  a  brother  was  able  and  willing  to 
contribute  to  several  Lodges  or  Chapters  he  should  be  permitted 
to  do  so,  and  because  of  his  generosity  receive  the  plaudits  of 
the  fraternity." 

M.  E.  Comp.  Parshall  provided  as  he  promised, 
excellent  reading  for  the  Companions,  and  they  should  not 
be  slow  to  appreciate  it.

CONCLUSION. 

Having  reached  the  place  we  started  from  at  the  out- 
set of  the  grand  tour,  we  fully  realize  that  the  accom- 
plishment is  not  a  matter  for  pride  or  self  satisfaction, 
and  if,  as  expected,  our  Canadian  readers  confess  to  dis- 
appointment, we  accept  ail  the  blame,  and  if  they  even 
incline  to  the  limit  and  mete  out  just  censure,  the  verdict 
wi'Ll  be  accepted  uncomplainingly.  As  foreshadowed,  the 
work  was  ventured  under  a  handicap,  aggravated  later 
by  petty  and  needless  annoyances,  that  did  not  tend  to 
improve  conditions  sufficiently  burdensome  without 
them.  The  Companions  will  be  justified  in  recording  their 
verdict  on  the  lines  of  the  "auld  wife's"  opinion  of  the 
probationer's  first  discourse : 
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"I  had  just  three  fauts  to  his  sairmon :  Firstly,  it  was 
read,  and.  secondly,  it  was'na  weel  read,  and,  thirdly,  it 
\va<'na  worth  readin'." 

Of  course,  it  has  been  observed  that  from  all  points  of 
the  Capitular  compass  there  has  been  no  indication  of 
turbulent  or  threatening  weather,  nothing  but  gentlest  per- 
fume-laden zephyrs  bearing  the  sweet  aroma  of  fra- 
ternal peace  and  good  will. 

Now  and  again  the  prevailing  placidity  arouses  "the 
improver"  to  a  realization  of  his  opportunity.  He  has 
something  to  suggest,  for  the  general  good,  of  course. 
Thus  'has  been  started  "the  Texas  plan,"  meaning  that 
somebody  in  the  Lone  Star  State  with  admiration  for  the 
Cryptic  Rite  conceived  the  brilliant  idea  that  to  make  the 
Council  degrees  a  compulsory  prerequisite  to,  or  it  may  be 
a  follow ing-on  of,  the  Royal  Arch,  would  rekindle  the 
waning  enthusiasm  for  that  neglected  phase  of  Masonic 
legendary  ilore.  The  reformer,  apparently,  struck  the 
psychological  moment.  The  suggestion  "caught  on"  and 
in  a  brief  period  was  crystallized  into  a  law.  Soon  there 
were  imitators.  Texas  was  recognized  as  a  "leader,"  and 
the  cry  "follow"  has  already  been  heard  from  even  places 
remote. 

Strange,  the  human  desire,  revealing  itself  even  in 
childhood,  to  possess  something  in  the  nature  of  a  whip,  a 
masterful  situation  where  one  can  apply  the  word  "must" 
to  his  fellow.  The  brother  Master  Mason  who  desires  to 
attain  to  the  Royai  Arch  must,  where  this  latest  fad  is 
adopted,  take  the  Cryptic  degrees,  whether  he  wants  them 
or  not. 

Again,  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  which  hitherto 
has,  with  our  neighbours,  been  a  complimentary  degree  or 
ceremony  conferred,  if  desired,  upon  those  who  reach  the 
chair  of  the  Chapter  by  qualifying  in  the  several  offices 
and  meriting  the  promotion  by  a  proved  knowledge  of  the 
working,  will,  in  future,  be  no  longer  optional,  if  the  mak- 
ing of  it  imperative  in  certain  "improving"  quarters  is 
carried  through,  and  the  signs  surely  point  that  way.  Thus 
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the  High  Priest  of  his  Chapter,  duly  qualified  and  the 
choice  of  his  Companions,  must  be  "set  apart  and 
anointed"  prior  to  installation  or  relinquish  his  well 
earned  promotion. 

Some  there  are  who  will  ask,  why  concern  one's  self 
about  matters  that  in  no  way  affect  'local  methods  ?  Per- 
haps not,  we  trust  .not.  But  where  one  is  convinced  that 
practices  involve  the  violation  of  fundamental  truth,  to  be 
silent  is  to  be  insincere.  Moreover,  it  is  quite  possible 
that  concealed  amid'  our  own  household  there  may  be  one 
or  more  who  might  incline  to  neighbourly  flattery  in  an 
effort  at  imitation.  The  craze  for  needless  legislation  in 
our  Grand  bodies  is  a  menace  to  the  undoubted  rights 
clearly  possessed1  by  what  are  conveniently  dubbed 
"subordinates,"  a  name  that  will  aptly  apply  if  the  tend- 
ency to  make  them  so  continues  to  be  encouraged. 

To  the  thoughtful  Mason  nothing  can  be  more  repug- 
nant than  coercive  measures  disguised  in  legal  garb.  In 
that  sense  the  dependent  membership  law  of  many  of  the 
jurisdictions  of  this  continent  has  been  denounced  in  for- 
mer papers,  as  being  directly  opposed  to  Masonic  prin- 
ciple. This  objectionable  measure,  originating  a  number 
of  years  ago  in  an  organization,  self  allied  to,  but  not  of 
the  Craft  proper,  was,  like  the  other  enactments  referred 
to  and  still  in  their  infancy,  regarded  by  inconsiderate 
Companions  who  had  never  previously  entertained  such  a 
revolutionary  idea,  a  possibility  in  Masonry,  as  "a  good 
thing"  and  worth  copying,  indiscreetly  overlooking  the 
fact  that  a  vital  and  basic  principle  was  being  assailed  to 
accommodate  an  imagined  expediency  and  heedless  of  the 
injunction  to  "never  suffer  an  infringement  of  our  cus- 
toms, or  a  deviation  f  rom  established  usage." 

And  after  all,  what  has  coercion  achieved?  It  has 
served  to  retain  within  the  Craft  a  host  of  undesirables, 
mere  aspirants  for  gaudy  and  hilarious  display  who  are 
never,  or  rarely,  seen  within  a  Chapter,  whose  exclusion 
would  'be  of  untold  benefit,  but  w'hose  retention  even  by 
name  or  to  secure  their  monetary  aid,  is  an  ugly  blot  on 
the  fair  fame  of  the  fraternity. 
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Meantime  statistics  inform  us  of  what  it  has  not  done. 
The  annua]  accessions  to  the  ranks  of  the  vast  army  of 
unaffiliates  continues  without  diminution.  The  looked- for 
•happy  change  in  this  respect,  and  which  was  to  offset  the 
very  doubtful  acquisitions  secured  by  its  provisions,  is  a 
rank  failure. 

Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  an  ever-present 
and  fruitful  topic  for  discussion  as  to  the  why,  wherefore 
and  cure.  Perusing  recently  some  extracts  reproduced 
from  old  minute  books  of  pioneer  days  and  noticing  that 
it  was  the  practice  of  the  period  for  the  brethren  to  pay 
into  "the  box"  on  each  lodge  night  their  monthly  indebted- 
ness, the  idea  arose  that  the  change  in  conditions  may 
have  been  due  to  the  modern  luxury-tainted  member  who 
"hated  to  be  bothered,"  or  it  may  be  that  it  originated  in 
the  secretary's  desire  to  lessen,  his  labors  by  altering  the 
old  practice  from  monthly  to  annual  payments.  To  the 
early  custom  the  average  brother  cheerfully  conformed 
because  it  came  easy  to  him,  besides,  being  the  accepted 
usage,  it  insured  a  steady  attendance.  The  accumulation 
of  twelve  months  soon  brought  its  inconveniences  and 
with  them  a  disinclination  to  obey  the  summons.  The 
modern  idea  of  "annual"  dues  with  its  attendant  leaning 
to  procrastination,  carried  its  inevitable  results,  and  the 
place  that  once  knew  the  hitherto  punctual  brother  knows 
him  no  more. 

Although  this  writer  ma}-  not  see  it,  it  is  nevertheless 
his  belief  that  the  day  will  dawn  when  the  recently  born 
"doctrines"  and  "principles"  that  have  unhappily  been 
introduced  to  do  duty  for  the  pure  Masonic  tenets  handed 
down  to  us  by  the  fathers,  will  experience  a  rude  upheaval 
and  a  return  to  ancient  usage  mark  a  reawakened  era,  giv- 
ing promise  of  a  saner  future  for  the  Ancient  Craft. 

But  meantime,  innovation  creeps  in,  in  spite  of 
the  guardians  whom  one  would  naturally  expect  to  battle 
valiantly  against  the  encroachment,  but  having  once 
adopted  the  little  stranger  they  become,  instead,  its  strenu- 
ous defenders.  This  writer  has,  from  conviction,  steadily 
and  consistently  opposed  what  he  believed  to  be  a  wrong 
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to  the  institution  and,  while  given  strength  and  oppor- 
tunity, wiill  continue  that  opposition.  He  has  been  a  sub- 
ject for  criticism,  mild  and  otherwise.  Many  who  have 
thought  and  argued  in  agreement  have  either  passed  away 
or  meekly  submitted  to  t'he  will  of  the  modernizer.  Per- 
haps we  are  stubborn,  possibly  dense,  but  we  surely  will 
be  given  credit  for  acting  as  conscience  directs  even 
though  wise  heads  are  shaken  dubiously  and  fraternal 
pity  is  expressed  for  one  who  "perhaps  means  well"  but 
enter  taios  "old-fashioned  conservative  idea's." 

"  Not  understood,  we  move  along  asunder; 

Our  paths  grow  wider  as  the  seasons  creep 
Along  the  years;  we  marvel  and  we  wonder 
Why  life  is  life,  and  then  we  fall  asleep, 
Not  understood. 

"  Not  understood,  we  gather  false  impressions, 
And  hug  them  closer  as  the  years  go  by; 
Till  virtues  often  seem  to  us  transgressions; 
And  thus  men  rise  and  fall,  and  live  and  die, 
Not  understood. 

"  Not  understood !     How  many  breasts  are  aching 
For  lack  of  sympathy!     Ah!  day  by  day 
How  many  cheerless,  lonely  hearts  are  breaking! 
How  many  noble  spirits  pass  away, 
Not  understood. 

"  O  God !  that  men  would  see  a  little  clearer, 

Or  judge  less  harshly  where  they  cannot  see! 
O  God !  that  men  would  draw  a  little  nearer 
To  one  another — they'd  be  nearer  Thee, 
And  understood."
